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EEYIEW  BY  THE  CHIEF  COMMISSIONER  OP  THE  ANNUAL 
EEPOET  ON  PUBLIO  INSTEUCTION  IN  MTSOEE  FOR  1871-72. 


1.  The  report  has  been  drawn  up  by  the  Director  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion, Mr.  J.  Garrett 

2.  There  was  an  increase  of  139  Government  schools  during  the 
year,  with  an  addition  to  the  number  of  pupils  attending  the  same, 
of  2,512. 

The  grant-in-aid  schools  shew  an  increase,  as  contrasted  with  the 
previous  year,  of  14  schools  and  731  pupils. 

The  total  increase  of  both  classes  of  schools  was  153  schools  and 
3,243  pupils,  the  total  number  at  the  close  of  the  year  being  693  schools, 
with  an  aggregate  attendance  of  24,201  scholars. 

\  The  full  number  of  hobli  schools  was  not  completed  during  the 
year,  as  was  expected,  39  being  still  unsupplied  at  its  close  in  the  Mahiad 
Districts.  The  continued  popularity  of  these  schools  is  gratifying  and 
encouraging. 

4.  The  system  of  talook  vernacular  schools  was  completed  during 
the  past  year,  and  it  only  remains  to  render  them  as  useful  and  efficient 
as  possible  in  view  of  the  object  for  which  they  have  been  estabhshed. 

5.  Of  the  total  number  (24,201)  of  pupils  attending  the  Govern- 
ment and  grant-in-aid  schools,  21,825  were  boys,  and  2,325  girls.  Of  the 
total  number  again,  17,735  attended  the  Government,  and  6,466  the 
grant-in-aid  schools  respectively. 

6.  The  total  sum  expended  on  education  in  the  Province,  under  all 
heads,  during  the  year  under  report  was  Bs.  3,27,621,  of  which  Rs.  2,49,603 
was  contributed  by  the  State,  and  Bs.  78,018  from  private  sources. 

7.  One  hundred  and  forty-nine  candidates  attended  the  University 
examinations  during  the  past  year, — 122  for  the  Matriculation  test,  13  for 
the  First  Examination  in  Arts,  and  14  for  the  B.  A.  degree. 
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Of  these  numbers,  55  passed  the  Matriculation  test,  3  succeeded  in 
the  Fkst  Arts  examination,  and  7  obtained  the  B,  A.  degree. 

The  pupils  of  the  Bangalore  High  School  took  the  lead  in  the 
successful  results  under  each  head,  and  19  pupils  of  the  "Wesleyan  Mis- 
sion schools  passed  the  Matriculation  test 

8.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  candidates  for  the  Matriculation 
examination,  and  their  preparation  therefor  at  so  many  institutions 
which  have  never  before  aspired  to  educate  up  to  the  required  standarSi 
are  satisfactory  proofs  of  progress  in  the  higher  education  afforded  ^by 
these  institutions. 

9.  At  the  same  time,  some  care  may  probably  be  required  to 
prevent  too  much  of  the  attention  of  the  masters  of  the  minor  schools 
being  devoted  to  the  instruction  of  a  few  candidates  for  preparation  for 
the  Matriculation  test,  to  the  possible  neglect  of  the  other  pupils. 

In  my  opinion,  the  point  is  one  requiring  very  dose  scrutiuy  and 
watchfulness  on  the  part  of  the  Director  and  Inspectors  of  the  Depart- 
ment 

10.  I  quite  concur  in  the  views  expressed  in  para  11  of  the  report 
that  the  maintenance  of  a  C!ollege  Department  in  several  of  the  institutions 
referred  to  is  a  waste  of  teaching  power,  and  must  involve  unnecessaiy 
expenditure,  when  regarded  with  reference  to  the  results. 

It  must  however  lay  with  the  parties  who  control  and  direct  these 
institutions  to  adopt  or  not,  as  they  please,  the  remedy  suggested  in  the 
report 

11.  The  total  number  of  Government  schools  established  at  the 
close  of  the  year  was  603,  with  a  monthly  average  of  pupils  on  the  rolls 
of  17,122,  and  maintained  at  a  cost  ofRs.  1,35,392,  of  which  all  but 
Bs.  525  was  contributed  by  Government 

The  receipts  from  school  fees  and  the  sale  of  books  aggregated  Bs. 
27,638,  as  against  Rs.  25,415  in  the  previous  year. 

12.  Of  the  schools  of  the  higher  class,  the  Bangalore  High  School 
continues  to  maintain  its  position  as  the  first  educational  institution  in 
Mysore^  and  its  progress  during  the  past  year  was  very  satis&ctoiy. 
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The  number  of  pupils  attending  it  was  457,  as  against  407  in  the 
previous  year.  The  amount  of  fees  levied  was  however  only  Ks.  4,248, 
against  Rs.  4,168  in  1870-71,  and  the  Principal  remarks  that,  from  the 
difficulty  experienced  in  their  collection,  the  rates  cannot,  in  his  opinioni 
be  further  raised  at  present 

Of  36  candidates  from  the  High  School  for  the  University  exami- 
nations, 17  passed,  via.^  two  for  the  E  A.  degree,  2  in  the  First  Arts,  and 
1 3  in  the  Matriculation  tests. 

The  Principal's  report  of  the  progress  of  the  pupils  is  on  the  whole 
satisfactory,  though  there  were  grounds  for  disappointment  on  some 
points. 

The  progress  of  the  pupils  holding  scholarships  was  not  as  success- 
ful as  could  be  desired. 

It  is  gratifying  to  find  that  the  senior  students  make  good  use  of  the 
Khrary. 

It  is  noticed  that  one  of  the  High  School  students  again  this  year 
achieved  a  position  at  the  University  examinations  vehich  would  have 
qualified  him  for  one  of  the  special  Madras  Government  scholarships,  if 
he  had  belonged  to  that  Presidency. 

13.  The  Baja's  school  at  Mysore  continues  to  be  favorably  re- 
ported on. 

The  number  of  pupils  has  increased  from  360  in  1870-71  to  523, 
of  whom  nearly  80  were  added  to  the  Hindustani  brancL 

The  fees  levied  amounted  to  Hs.  1,931,  as  against  Rs.  1,545  in  the 
previous  year.  One  pupil  passed  the  University  First  Arts  and  five  the 
Matriculation  tests  daring  the  year. 

The  inspection  report  of  this  school  is  creditable  to  the  Principal, 
Mr.  Dunning,  the  general  progress  of  the  pupils  being  good,  and  the 
improvement  in  the  vernacular  branch  being  especially  miarked. 

14,  Of  the  District  Schools,  that  at  Hassan  is  reported  to  main- 
tain the  high  character  it  has  always  borne.  Three  of  its  students  were 
sacoessful  at  the  last  Matriculation  examination,  and  the  number  of  its 
jnpiB  increased  by  60  during  the  past  year. 
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The  school  at  Kolar  is  stated  to  have  fallen  off  owing  to  a  want  of 
earnestness  on  the  part  of  the  Head  Master. 

The  progress  of  the  Shimpga  school  has  continued  to  be  highly 
satisfactory,  and  is  creditable  to  the  Head  Master,  Mr.  Taylor.  The 
number  of  pupils  has  increased  from  76  in  1870-71  to  267  during  the 
past  year. 

Four  of  the  students  were  successful  at  the  last  Matriculation 
examination. 

The  report  of  the  Toomkoor  school  is  satisfactory.  The  attendance 
has  increased  considerably,  and  the  establishment  of  a  survey  class  pro- 
mises useful  results. 

The  Chituldroog  school  has  made  good  progress  under  its  new  Head' 
Master.  The  number  of  pupils  has  largely  increased.  One  student  was 
successful  at  the  last  Matriculation  examination. 

15.  The  total  number  of  pupils  attending  the  seven  schools  of  the 
higher  class  was  1,351,  and  the  total  cost  of  the  schools  was  Ks.  46,330, 
the  whole  of  which  was  defrayed  from  Imperial  Funds. 

The  average  cost  per  pupil  was  Rs.  86—4 — 6.  The  amount  of  fees 
levied  aggregated  Rs.  7,787,  giving  an  average  per  pupil  of  Rs.  6 — 1 — 1, 
and  making  the  net  charge  to  Government  for  each  pupil  Rs.  30 — 2 — 1 1. 

16.  Seven  schools  of  the  middle  dass  are  returned  in  the  report,  as 
against  five  in  that  for  the  previous  year.  The  increase  is  due  to  the 
transfer  to  this  grade  of  the  Chikkamagaluru  school,  which  was  previous- 
ly included  in  the  list  of  higher  class  schools,  and  the  addition  to  it  of  the 
school  at  Yelanduru. 

Of  this  class  of  schools,  that  at  Chikka  Balldpurais  reported  to  hold 
the  first  place,  and  two  of  its  students  were  successful  at  the  last  Matricu- 
lation examination. 

All  the  others,  exceptiog  that  at  Yelanduru,  are  considered  to  have 
made  fair  progress. 

The  restoration  of  the  Chikkamagalfiru  school  to  the  grade  of  a 
higher  dass  school  is  recommended  by  the  Inspector. 
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The  total  number  of  pupils  attending  this  class  of  schools  was  269; 
and  the  total  cost  of  the  schools  was  Rs.  8,279,  of  which  Rs,  7,754  was 
defrayed  by  Government,  and  Rs.  525  from  other  sources.  The  amount 
of  fees  levied  aggregated  Rs*  713—7—0.  The  average  annual  charge 
for  each  pupil  was  Rs.  31 — 2 — 3,  and  the  net  charge  to  Qovemment  ru- 
pees 28—4—4. 

17.  Of  the  schools  of  the  lower  class,  the  talook  vernacular 
(Eanarese)  schools  have  first  to  be  noticed.  These  number  79,  one  be- 
ing in  operation  in  every  talook,  except  Bangalore  where  it  is  not  needed. 

The  general  progress  of  these  schools,  as  gathered  from  the  report^, 
is  satisfactory,  with  the  exception  of  those  in  the  Eadoor  District,  of  which 
that  at  Sakrepatna  alone  is  favorably  noticed* 

Some  of  the  schools  are  stated  to  require  the  aid  of  pupil  teachers, 
owing  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  students,  and  this  where  neces- 
sary should  be  provided. 

18.  Of  the  five  Hindustani  schools,  those  at  Eolar,  Ghikka  Ballar 
pura,  and  Mysore  are  reported  to  have  made  satisfactory  progress. 

The  Toomkoor  and  Chituldroog  schools  are  stated  to  be  in  an  in- 
efficient condition,  the  masters  being  unfitted  for  their  charga 

The  Hindustani  Normal  School  will,  it  is  hoped,  soon  provide  trained 
masters  to  take  their  place. 

The  improvement  of  the  Hindustani  schools  and  their  extension, 
where  desirable,  have  lately  received  much  attention,  and  itis  hoped  that 
this  branch  of  educational  institutions  of  the  Province  will  soon  be  placed 
on  a  &r  more  useful  and  efficient  footing  than  hitherto. 

19.  The  total  number  of  pupils  attending  the  Talook  Eanarese 
and  Hindustani  schools  was  3,964^  and  the  total  cost  of  all  the  sdiools 
was  Ra  30,144,  the  whole  of  which  was  defrayed  by  Government 

The  amount  of  fees  levied  aggregated  Rs.  2,314-6-3.  The  average 
annual  cost  of  each  pupil  was  Rs.  8-10-8,  and  the  net  cost  to  Govern- 
ment rupees  8—0 — L 

20.  The  number  of  the  hobli  or  village  schools  established  at 
the  dose  of  the  year  was  487,  with  an  attendance  of  11,364  pupils  as 
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gainst  356,  with  an  attendance  of  10,680  pupils  in  the  praTions  year. 
Thirty-nine  schools  remain  to  be  established  to  complete  the  scheme,  the 
want  of  trained  masters  suitable  for  the  Mabad  Districts  having  prevent- 
ed its  entire  completion  during  the  past  year. 

The  success  of  these  schools  hitherto  has  been  veiy  satisfactory  and 
encouraging,  and  they  are  undoubtedly  generally  popular  among  the 
classes  for  whose  benefit  they  were  established. 

The  employment  in  them  of  the  teachers  of  the  previously  existing 
indigenous  schools,  who  have  qualified  by  a  course  of  training  in  the 
Normal  School,  has  had  excellent  results. 

It  cannot  be  asserted  that  the  proposed  number  of  this  class  of 
schools  will  adequately  meet  all  the  requirements  of  the  Province  in  this 
respect,  and  a  very  considerable  addition  will  probably  require  to  be 
made  to  it  at  no  distant  period,  but  for  the  present,  such  as  it  is,  it  has 
undoubtedly  met  a  great  want 

The  necessity  for  assistance  to  the  masters  in  some  of  the  schools 
by  the  employment  of  paid  pupil  teachers,  is  urged  in  the  inspection 
reports. 

The  arrangements  for  the  inspection  of  the  schools  are  the  same  as 
described  in  the  remarks  on  the  report  for  the  previous  year. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils,  as  contrasted  with  1870-— 71, 
is  not  proportionate  to  that  of  the  schools,  but  no  explanation  is  given  as 
to  the  cause  of  its  low  figure. 

The  total  cost  of  these  schools  during  the  past  year  was  lis.  34,754, 
the  whole  being  defrayed  by  Government  The  average  annual  charge 
for  each  pupil  was  Rs.  3 — 0—11. 

It  should  be  added  that  the  receipts  from  the  proportion  of  the 
Local  Fund  cess  allotted  to  education  for  the  year  under  report  will,  it  is 
believed,  more  than  meet  the  entire  charge  for  the  year  on  account  of 
his  dass  of  schools. 

21.  The  report  of  the  female  schools  is  favorable,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  that  at  Srinivaspura  which  is  stated  to  have  made  no  progress. 
There  are  now  eight  sdiools,  three  new  ones  having  been  opened  during 
the  past  year. 
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The  namber  of  girls  attending  the  schools  was  237.  The  costs  of 
the  schools  was  Rs.  1,673,  wholly  defrayed  by  Government,  and  the  ave- 
rage annaal  charge  for  each  pupil  was  Rs.  7 — 12 — 6. 

22.  The  teachers  required  for  the  sanctioned  number  of  Anglo- 
Temacular  and  talook  schools  having  completed  their  training  at  the 
Normal  School,  arrangements  have  been  made  to  render  the  Hindustani 
class  of  the  school  more  efficient,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  fair  number  of 
trained  and  quali6ed  Hindustani  teachers  will  soon  be  available  for  the 
extension  of  education  among  the  Mahomedan  portion  of  the  community, 
for  whom  special  arrangements  with  that  object  are  much  required. 

Much  difficulty  has  hitherto  been  experienced  in  obtaining  fitting 
candidates  for  this  purpose,  but  there  is  reason  for  hope  that  this  will 
now  disappear. 

23.  The  operations  of  the  Hobli  Normal  Schools  were  veiy  satis- 
factoiy  during  the  year,  253  trained  teachers  having  been  passed  out  of 
them  after  the  usual  examination. 

Tlie  1st  circle  having  been  completed  with  the  full  number  of 
teachers  required,  the  three  schools  are  now  located  in  the  Malnad 
Districts  of  the  Nagar  Division,  in  which  alone  the  establishment  of 
hobli  schools  remains  to  be  accomplished,  and  where  the  training  for 
this  purpose,  of  persons  belonging  to  those  Districts,  can  be  advantageously 
earned  on. 

The  effects  of  the  training  in  these  schools  on  the  teachers  are  dis- 
cribed  in  para  50  of  the  report  as  most  satisfactory,  and  as  having  been 
attended  with  the  best  results. 

The  total  number  of  pupils  under  training  in  the  Normal  Schools 
was  102,  and  the  charges  of  the  schools  aggregated  Ra  10,652^  the 
average  annual  cost  of  each  pupQ  being  Rs.  104 — 6 — 10. 

24.  The  failure  of  the  Engineering  school  having  necessitated  its 
being  broken  up,  arrangements  were  made  during  the  past  year  for  the 
opening  of  a  survey  dass  in  the  High  School  and  such  of  the  District 
■diools  as  were  able  to  provide  the  necessary  instruction  therefor,  and 
the  Engaieering  scholarships  were  distributed  amongst  them  accordingly. 
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The  project  appears  to  be  likely  to  succeed,  and  it  puts  an  end  to 
a  costly  institution,  which  has  hitherto  involyed  a  useless  expenditure  of 
public  money. 

25.  The  remarks  in  para  53  on  the  education  of  the  prisoners  in 
the  Central  Jail,  shew  that  satisfactory  progress  is  being  made  in  this 
respect 

The  number  of  prisoners  under  instruction  during  the  year  was 
473,  divided  into  30  classes.  There  were  no  masters  employed,  and  the 
whole  cost  incurred  was  Rs.  8 — 10 — 0. 

It  certainly  appears  to  be  desirable  that  a  qualified  teacher  should 
be  employed  to  direct  the  studies  of  the  convicts,  and  the  Director  will 
be  requested  to  submit  a  proposal  with  that  object 

The  desire  evinced  by  so  large  a  proportion  of  the  convicts  to  learn 
merits  every  proper  encouragement,  so  long  as  its  indulgence  does  not 
interfere  with  the  due  enforcement  of  their  sentences. 

26.  The  total  number  of  private  institutions  under  Government 
inspection  is  shewn  in  the  following  table. —

As  contrasted  with  the  previous  year,  this  table  shews  an  increase 
of  14  schools  and  of  771  in  the  monthly  average  number  of  pupils.  The 
aggregate  amount  of  the  grants-in-aid  from  Government  was  higher  by 
the  large  sumof  Rs.  20,591  than  in  1870—71,  but  Rs.  15,621  of  this 
amount  consisted  of  building  grants  of  a  special  character. 

The  expenditure  from  other  sources  than  the  Goyemment  grants-in- 
aid  and  the  receipts  from  fees  were  less  by  Rs,  9,837  and  Rs.  1,412, 
respectively  than  in  the  previous  year.    No  explanation  is  given  of  the 
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catute  for  the  feilling  off  in  either  case ;  but  the  Director  will  be  requested 
to  institute  an  enquiry  on  the  point.  It  should,  however,  be  noticed 
that  diminished  expenditure  and  receipts  from  fees  occur  only  in  the 
aided  female  schools,  all  the  other  classes  of  aided  institutions  shewing 
an  increase  under  both  heads. 

27.  The  reports  of  the  progress  during  the  past  year  in  this  class 
of  schools  generally,  excepting  the  Hindustani  section,  are  highly 
favorable,  and  speak  well  for  the  attention  bestowed  on  them  by  those 
who  direct  and  superintend  their  operations.  It  is  impossible  to  peruse 
the  account  of  these  schools  given  in  the  Director  s  report  and  its 
annexures,  without  the  conviction  that  they  are  doing  a  vast  deal  of  most 
useful  and  excellent  work  each  in  its  special  sphere. 

The  large  number  of  girls  under  instruction  in  the  female  schools 
merits  especial  notice. 

28.  The  number  and  statistics  of  the  several  classes  of  aided 
schools  are  shewn  in  the  following  table  : —

29.  Of  private  un-aided  schools^  there  are  about  40  connected  with 
the  different  missions,  with  an  attendance  of  about  2,000  pupils,  and 
1,800  indigenous  native  schools  attended  by  about  26,000  children. 
These  figures  are  not,  however,  altogether  to  be  relied  on. 

The  instruction  giTen  at  most  of  the  latter  class  of  schools  is  of  the 
simplest  and  most  elementaiy  character,  but  that  at  some  of  them  is 
somewhat  more  advanced. 

B 
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There  are  also  about  200  Sanskrit  schools  scattered  over  the  Province, 
the  attendance  at  most  of  which  is  veiy  small^  though  some  are  stated  to 
have  as  many  as  15  or  20  pupils. 

30.  The  number  of  scholarships  in  the  Government  schools  was 
the  same  as  in  the  previous  year;  but  those  attached  to  the  Engineering 
School  have  been  distributed  amongst  the  survey  classes  of  the  District 
schools. 

The  interest  realized  on  a  small  sum  of  money  at  the  credit  of  the 
Bdja's  school,  deposited  in  the  Bank  of  Madras^  has  been  allotted  to 
small  scholarships  in  that  institution  for  the  encouragement  of  vernacu- 
lar education.  The  proposal  to  establish  Matriculation  scholarships  has 
not  been  as  yet  carried  out^  as  it  was  found  to  involve  a  larger  cost  than 
was  anticipated. 

31.  With  reference  to  the  remarks  in  para  74  of  the  Director's 
report  on  the  employment  of  students  in  the  public  service,  it  may  be 
stated  that  the  instances  are  rare  in  which  well  educated  candidates 
havo  not  the  preference  in  the  selections  made  to  fill  up  vacancies  in  the 
various  Departments. 

The  important  posts  of  Amildars  are  now  generally  filled  by  educa- 
ted men. 

82.  The  improvement  in  the  course  of  instruction  in  English  is 
marked  and  satisfactory,  while  the  due  cultivation  of  the  vernacularB 
receives  proper  attention.  The  existing  arrangements  in  this  respect  are 
probably  all  that  can  be  required  at  present,  with  the  exception  of  those 
connected  with  the  study  of  Hindustani,  which  are  defective* 

33.  There  can  be  no  question  that  the  charges  connected  with  the 
higher  standard  at  least  of  English  education  should  ultimately  be  fully 
defrayed  by  those  benefiting  thereby,  and  this  object  should  be  steadily 
kept  in  view,  the  utilization  of  the  public  funds  available  for  educational 
purposes  being  applied,  so  far  as  may  be  practicable,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  masses  of  the  people  of  the  Province. 

34.  A  complete  list  of  all  the  text  books  in  use  in  the  various 
classes  of  schools  in  Mysore  is  furnished  in  the  appendix  to  the  report, 
and  it  is  satisfactory  to  learn,  from  the  Director's  remarks  on  the  subject,

that  all  the  vernacular  books  included  therein  have  been  carefully  edited 
for  the  purpose,  and  that  no  objectionable  passages  have  been  suffered  to 
remain  in  any  of  them. 

Expurgated  editions  of  the  best  classical  works  in  the  vernacular 
are,  however,  still  needed  for  the  University  examinations. 

35.  The  number  of  new  books  added  to  the  stock  during  the  past 
year  was  51,860,  valued  at  rupees  22,085.  Of  this  number,  14,404  were 
English,  and  37,456  vernacular,  valued  at  Rs.  11,029  and  Rs.  11,056 
respectively. 

32,917  books,  valued  at  Rs.  6,691—6 — 8,  were  supplied  to  District 
Depots  and  Head  Masters  for  sale.  The  sale  proceeds  of  books  during 
the  year  amounted  to  Rs.  1 6,782. 

36.  Para  83  of  the  report  contains  a  list  of  school  books,  in 
English  and  Eanarese,  published  at  the  Government  Press,  and  printed 
at  private  presses  and  purchased  for  use  in  the  schools.  The  total 
number  of  copies  was  42,000  and  6,870  respectively. 

37.  The  outlay  on  school  buildings  during  the  year  was  confined 
to  the  enlargement  of  two  existing  school  houses,  and  repairs  and  minor 
works  of  ordinary  character. 

The  total  expenditure  was  Rs.  19,344, 

38.  In  the  concluding  para  of  his  report,  the  Director  refers  to  the 
measures  proposed  for  giving  instruction  in  agiiculture  and  other  kind- 
red subjects  in  the  Government  schools,  and  for  the  extension  of  education 
among  the  youths  of  the  Mahomedan  commimity  of  the  Province,  in 
connection  with  the  Resolution  of  the  Government  of  India  on  this  subject, 
dated  7th  August  1871. 

39.  The  preparation  of  a  suitable  agricultural  class  book  for  the 
former  purpose  has  been  taken  in  hand,  and  when  it  is  ready  and  issued 
for  use,  the  subject  vdU  form  part  of  the  course  of  study  in  the  primary 
schools. 

40.  From  the  enquiries  that  have  been  instituted  on  the  point,  it 
was  found  that  the  Mahomedan  population  of  Mysore  numbers  about 
189,000  persons,  and  that  about  2,250  of  its  youth,  including  161  girls. 
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or  1  in  84  are  under  instruction.  Of  this  number,  about  260  are  being 
educated  in  the  English  and  Eanarese  schools.  The  remainder  attend 
the  Hindustani  schools,  the  education  afforded  at  most  of  which  is  of  the 
most  elementary  chai'acter  and  far  behind  the  requirements  of  the  time 
in  this  respect. 

The  measures  proposed  for  the  extension  of  an  improved  system  of 
education  among  the  Mahomedan  youth  are  the  establishment  of  Govern- 
ment Hindustani  schools  and  of  Hindustani  classes  in  existing  schools 
under  well  trained  masters,  and  encouraging  the  teachers  of  private 
Hindustani  schools  to  study  and  qualify  in  the  Hindust4ni  Normal  School; 
also  the  publication  of  suitable  text  books  for  use  in  these  schools. 

The  subject  has  received  lately  a  good  deal  of  consideration,  and 
there  is  reason  to  believe  that  a  fair  proportion  of  this  section  of  the 
community  will  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunities  of  education  for 
their  children  that  will  thus  be  held  out  to  them. 

41.  The  progress  of  education  in  Mysore  during  the  year  under 
report  has  been  generally  satisfactory  and  encouraging,  and  with  the 
continued  attention  and  exertions  of  the  higher  officers  of  the  Depart- 
ment, there  is  every  reason  to  hope  that  it  will  make  a  sure  and  steady 
advance  year  by  year  till  it  reaches  the  standard  aimed  at  by  the 
Government  of  India. 

42.  The  observations  in  paras  32  and  33  of  my  remarks  on  the 
Report  for  1870—71,  are  equally  applicable  to  that  now  under  review, 
and  I  trust  they  will  continue  to  be  borne  in  mind  by  the  officers  and 
officials  referred  to  in  them. 

43.  A  separate  communication  will  be  addressed  to  the  Director 
on  the  various  points  noticed  in  the  accompaniments  to  his  report 
requiring  further  comment. 

44.  The  exertions  of  the  officers  of  the  Department  generally 
are  favorably  mentioned  by  the  Director,  and  with  the  labors  of 
Mr.  Garrett  himself,  merit  my  cordial  acknowledgments.

It  is  thus  seen  that  139  new  Government  schools  have  been 
established  during  the  year,  and  that  2,512  more  children  are  receiving 
instruction.  New  grants-in-aid  have  been  made  to  1 2  new  schools  contain- 
ing 731  scholars,  making  a  total  addition  to  the  number  taught  of  3,243. 

3.    It  was  expected  that  village  schools  would  have  been  opened  in 

all  the  sub'divisions  of  talooks  during  the  year; 

Haiii  Scfaodb.  but  there  are  still  89  remaming  to  be  supplied 

in  the  Malnfid  Districts.    For  these  masters 

lire  now  being  trained  in  the  Normal  Schools,  and  in  a  few  months  one 
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village  in  each  hobli  of  the  Province  will  have  a  school  adapted  to  the 
wants  of  the  agricultural  classes.  The  increasing  popularity  of  these 
schools  is  a  gratifying  fact 

4,  The  scheme  of  education  for  Mysore  drawn  up  by  the  Honora- 

ble   Mr.  Devereux,  aud    sanctioned  by    the 
Taiook  Scbodb.  Government  of  India,  provided  for  the  establish- 

ment of  one  superior  vernacular  school  in  every 
taiook  of  the  Provinca  This  has  now  been  accomphshed,  and  it  only 
remains  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  these  schools  by  improving  the  text 

books  in  use,  and  enlarging  the  range  of  studies  in  the  vernacular 
languages. 

5.  The  total  number  receiving  instruction  in  Government  and 

grant-in-aid  schools  is  24,201;  of  these,  21,876 
Total  number  under  instruction,  are  boys,  and  2,325  girls.    Classified  accord- 
ing to  race  21,910  are  Hindus,  2,291  Mahome- 
dans,  and  1^504  Europeans  or  Eurasians.    The  description  of  school  and 
the  attendance  at  those  of  each  grade  are  shewn  in  the  following  table  : —

L    CONTROLLING  AGENCIES. 

7.  There  has  been  no  change  in  the  staff  of  Inspecting  officers. 
The  Province  is  divided  into  two  Ciicles,  each  undei*  an  Inspector  of 
Schools.  There  are  eight  Sub-Deputy  Inspectors,  corresponding  with  the 
number  of  Districts  in  the  Province,  whose  duty  it  is  to  inspect  all  the 
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village  schools  at  least  three  times  daring  the  year.  There  is  also  a 
Hindustani  Sub-Deputy  Inspector  for  the  Government  and  grant-in-aid 
Hindustani  schools.

IIL    UNIVERSITY  EXAMINATIONS. 

10.    The  examinations  of  the  Madras  University  continue  to  exercise 

an  important  influence  on  education  throughout 

Their  mfioflioe.  the  Province.    The  status  of  all  the  superior 
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schools  is  detennined  by  the  nnmber  of  candidates  they  succeed  in 
passing.  A  healthy  rivalry  is  thus  promoted,  and  there  is  decided  evi- 
dence of  progress  in  the  higher  education.  Candidates  have  this  year 
passed  the  Matriculation  test  &om  schools  never  before  represented 
on  the  University  list.  Of  those  who  went  up,  55  succeeded  in  passing 
as  compared  with  24  last  year, 

1 1 .  But  it  will  be  seen  from  the  annexed  table  of  the  Undei^graduates 

who  have  obtained  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Five  CoflegeB.  Arts,  that  there  are  no  less  than  five  institu- 

tions in  the  Province  possessed  of  College 
Departments.    From  four  of  them,  respectively,  only  one  student  took 
the  degree  of  B.  A.    Such  a  state  of  things  represents  a  great  waste  of 
teaching  power,  and  a  veiy  unnecessary  ex- 
Two  BOjOSdent  penditure  of  money.    Two  colleges  would  be 
ample  for  the  present  requirements  of  Mysore, 
That  connected  with  the  High  School  is  suflScient  for  native  youths  of 
every  class,  and  that  in  connection  with  Bishop  Cotton's  school  for 
Europeans  and  Eurasians.    The  latter  classes  indeed  are  not  excluded 
from  the  High  School,  but  its  situation  is  distant  &om  the  residences  of 
the  European  population. 

12.  The  London  Mission,  I  believe,  has  already  decided  that  after 
students  have  passed  the  Matriculation  examination,  they  shall  be 
transferred,  if  they  wish  to  continue  their  studies,  to  the  college  classes 
of  the  High  School ;  and  I  presume  the  Wesleyan  Mission  will  deem  it 
advisable  to  follow  the  same  course. 

13.  The  Mowing  table  shews  the  institutions  at  which  the  Under- 
graduates were  trained,  who  in  March  last  obtained  the  degree  of  B.  A.

The  total  number  of  pupils  on  the  rolls  at  the  end  of  the 
officialyear  was  24,201,  being  an  increase  of  3,243  over  the  number 
reported  last  year, 

A.  Schools  op  the  Higher  Class. 

17.  The  High  School  has  retained  its  popularity  and  high  position. 

There  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  number 
Bangalore  High  School.  of  scliolars,  and  the  results  of  the  various  exami- 

nations have  shewn  satisfactory  progress  in  the 
different  classes. 

18.  Four  candidates  were  sent  up  for  the  B.  A.  degree,  of  whom 
two  passed.  Seven  went  up  for  the  First  Examination  in  Arts,  but  of 
these  only  two  were  successful;  it  is  remarkable  that  in  the  whole 
Province  there  were  only  three  who  passed  the  last  F.  A.  examination. 
The  Matriculation  results  were  good  ;  thirteen  students  having  passed, 
one  of  them  taking  a  position  in  the  first  fifteen  of  the  first  class,  and 
being  thus  eligible  for  one  of  the  scholarships  awarded  by  the  Madras 
Government  to  the  first  fifteen  in  the  hst,  but  not  tenable  by  the  success- 
ful candidate  in  this  instance,  because  Mysore  is  not  reckoned  in  the 
Madras  Presidency. 

19.  The  report  of  the  Principal,  which  will  be  found  in  the  appen- 
dix, contains  detailed  infonnation  on  the  working  of  the  school,  the  fees 
collected,  the  library,  &c. 

20.  This  school  comprises  three  branches,  English,  Kanarese  and 

Hindustani ;  in  all  three,  especially  the  vema- 
Kija's  School,  Mysore.  cular,  there  has  been  a  largo  increase  during 

the  year.  In  the  English  Department  the 
numbers  have  risen  from  212  to  234,  in  the  Kanarese  from  106  to  187, 
and  in  the  Hindustani  from  25  to  102  ;  making  a  total  of  523.  The 
great  increase  in  the  Hindustani  branch  is  a  hopeful  sign  as  regards  the 
Mahomedan  population  who  have  hitherto  not  cared  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  means  of  instruction  within  their  reach. 

21.  The  results  of  the  University  examination  in  December  last 
were  fair  ;  one  having  passed  the  First  Arts  and  five  the  Matriculation 
tests.  There  are  now  14  students  in  the  F.  A.  class,  and  19  in  the 
Matriculation  one.  All  the  other  classes  are  well  reported  of  by  the 
Inspector  and  the  improvement  in  the  vernacular  classes,  both  Kanarese 
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and  Hindustani,  is  very  marked.     Mr.  Dunning,  the  Principal,  deserves 
credit  for  the  satisfactory  condition  of  the  institution  under  his  care. 

22.  The  District  school  at  this  station  continues  popular  and 

successful  Its  popularity  is  shewn  by  the 
Hanan.  increase  of  60  in  the  number  of  pupils;  and  its 

success  by  the  results  of  the  University  exami- 
nation and  the  favorable  report  of  the  Inspector,  who  states  tbat  "  this 
flourishing  school  maintains  the  high  character  it  has  ahvjiys  borne  under 
Mr.  HaldwelV  tlie  Head  Master,  who  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  success 
of  his  exertions  and  the  increasing  pros|;erity  of  the  school.  The  patro- 
nage bestowed  on  it  by  Captain  Hill,  the  Deputy  Superintendent,  has 
been  of  material  assistance  in  recommending  it  to  the  population  of 
Hassan,  and  the  Chief  Commissioner's  recent  visit  has  further  given  great 
encouragement  to  the  teachers.  Three  students  from  this  school  passed 
at  the  last  Matriculation  examination. 

23.  Of  this  school,  which  for  many  years  past  has  received  favor- 

able reports,  the  Inspector  writes  that  he  was 
Ko^r.  greatly  disappointed  at  the  results  of  the  last 

examination.  The  retrogression  is  attributed 
to  the  want  of  energy  in  the  Head  Master.  He  is  not  charged  with 
ha\H[ng  neglected  the  school,  or  with  being  devoid  of  interest  in  it;  but  is 
said  not  to  have  thrown  himself  earnestly  into  the  woik,  and  by  a  natural 
re-action  a  spirit  of  lassitude  seems  to  have  crept  over  the  under 
masters.  The  necessity  for  more  efiective  exertion  was  impressed  upon 
all,  aud  it  is  hoped  that  a  decided  improvement  may  take  place  before 
the  next  inspeciion,  otherwise  changes  must  be  made  in  the  staff.  None 
of  the  boys  matriculated  this  year. 

24.  No  school  in  the  Province  has  made  a  more  decided  advance 

than  this,  since  it  has  b^en  under  the  charge 
stimoga.  of  the  present  Head  Master  Mr.  D.  Taylor. 

The  numbers  have  risen  from  76  in  ]870  to 
267  at  the  close  of  the  official  year.  The  Superintendent  of  the 
Division,  Major  Hay,  who  visited  the  school  before  his  recent  departure  for 
England,  has  left  on  record  a  minute  in  which  he  says  "  I  remained  for 
several  hours  while  the  senior  classes  were  examined,  and  had  a  fair  op- 
portunity for  fonuing  an  opinion  of  the  education  imparted,  and  as  the 
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school  had  been  visited  before,  of  the  progress  made.  The  Matriculation 
class  was  examined  at  considerable  length  viva  voce  in  the  selection  from 
Scott's  Marmion,  and  shewed  a  most  creditable  knowledge,  not  only  of 
the  poem  itself,  but  of  the  contemporary  history,  and  of  the  local  geogi'a- 
phy.  Their  examination  in  other  subjects  was  equally  satisfactory.  The 
results  of  the  Matriculation  alone  (four  having  passed)  are  sufficient  to 
shew  that  the  standard  has  been  raised;  but  it  is  of  gi'eater  importance 
to  the  pupils  tliat  all  the  classes  should  be  fairly  instnicted,  than  that  a 
few  should  be  highly  trained,  and  I  am  glad  to  say  the  general  interests 
of  the  school  do  not  seem  to  have  been  sacriliced  for  the  special  benefit 
of  a  few." 

25.     The  Inspector's  last  report  of  this  school  is  very  favorable. 

The  English  department  numbers  112,  an 
Tocmiioor,  attendance  nearly  50  per  cent  in  advance  of 

last  year.  All  the  classes  have  gone  thioiigh 
a  creditable  amount  of  work.  And  although  in  this  as  in  other  District 
schools  of  the  Jlysore  Province,  the  Madras  University  exnuiinations 
have  been  regarded  as  the  standard  aimed  at,  many  of  the  Ecnicr  pupils 
having  expressed  a  desire  to  prepare  themselves  for  appointments  in  the 
Public  Works  Department,  a  survey  class  was  formed  of  such  as  appear- 
ed physically  and  otherwise  adapted  to  tlie  work  of  a  subordinate  in  that 
Department.  The  class  has  studied  mensuration,  surveying,  and  plot- 
ting, in  addition  to  their  ordinary  lessons.  Captain  Pole,  r.  e.  who  has 
held  a  special  examination  in  these  subjects,  was  satisfied  with  the 
results.  Considering  the  hmited  command  of  apparatus  and  time,  the 
experiment  of  adding  the  above  studies  to  the  regular  school  curriculum 
has  answered  well. 

26.    It  was  stated  last  year  that  a  new  Head  Master  had  been  ap- 
pointed to  this  school,  and  the  Inspector  re- 
ChituiJroog.  .      marks  that  he  has  not  only  worked  hard  with 

the  classes  under  his  own  immediate  tuition, 
but  has  also  maintained  a  systematic  supervision  of  the  work  performed 
by  his  assistants.  The  results  are  apparent  in  the  large  increase  to  the 
number  of  scholars  and  the  satisfact 017  condition  of  everv'  class  in  the 
English  department.  One  boy  passed  the  Matricidation  examination  in 
December,  the  first  who  had  ever  been  sent  up  from  this  scliool.  There 
is  still  room  for  improvement  in  the  Kanarese  and  Hiudustaui  classes, 
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and  it  may  be  necessary  to  replace  the  present  teachers  by  others  more 
competent  and  more  willmg  to  work.

B.  Schools  of  the  Middle  Class. 
Taloolc  Anglo-Vernacular  Scliools. 

27.  The  Inspector  states  that  the  progress  of  this  school  presents 

a  pleasing  contrast  to  the  District  scliool  at 
Oiikka  RJapuia.  KoLir.   Every  class  afforded  evidence  of  having 

been  well  taught.  The  first  ans\ycred  veiy 
correctly  questions  in  the  somewhat  difficult  poetry  of  Tennyson's  ^lorte 
d'  Arthur,  and  analyzed  the  sentences  in  a  creditable  manner.  In  their 
other  lessons  they  were  equally  ready  ;  altogether  the  sclicol  is  .reported 
to  be  in  good  condition  and  improving:  two  of  the  students  passed  the 
Matriculation  examination  in  December  last 

28.  This  school  has  recovered  from  the  low  state  into  which  it  had 

fallen.  The  number  of  scholars  has  more  than 
Cheimapatna.  doubled,    and  the  appouitment  of    a  pupil 

teacher  is  recommended  by  the  Inspector,  who 
is  of  opinion  that  the  classes  have  been  well  taught,  and  answered 
very  correctly  the  somewhat  difficult  questions  put  to  them  at  the  last 
examination. 
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29.  The  number  of  pupils  has  remainecl  stationary,  but  the  stan- 

dard of  the  school  is  higher  than  last  year. 
Himasuru.  The  general  result  of  the  last  inspection  was 

fair,  though  some  of  the  lessons  had  not  been 
BuflBciently  revised,  owing  to  the  Head  Master  s  absence  on  account  of 
dangerous  illness. 

30.  This  school  is  well  managed  and  does  credit  to  the  master. 

The  number  of  classes  is  too  many  for  one 

Guniiup^te.  man  to  teach  i^roperly,    and   the  Inspector 

recommends  the  appointment  of  a  pupil  teacher. 

31.  The  attendance  has  slightly  decreased  owing  to  the  transfer 

of  certain  officials  from*  whose  families  many 
Narasipara.  pupils  attended.    The  school  is  well  conducted 

and  the  classes  passed  a  fair  examination  in 
all  subjects ;  the  third  dass  excelling  in  arithmetic  and  grammar. 

32.  The  Inspector  is  of  opinion  that  the  desire  for  a  knowledge  of 

English  is  increasing  in  this  large  tovra  ;  and 
ChikkamagaiiSra.  that  the  school  may  again  take  its  place  among 

the  District  schools.  It  was  reduced  to  a  lower 
grade  in  1869,  and  when  an  opportunity  occurs  for  appointing  a  quali- 
fied native  teacher,  the  school  will  probaMy  become  popular.  The 
climate'  is  considered  unhealthy,  and  saitable  residences  arc  dillicult  to 
be  obtained.  As  a  talook  Anglo-vernacular  school  it  occupies  a  fair 
position  at  present 

33.  This  school  does  not  appear  to  be  making  much  progress ;    the 

number  of  pupils  remains  stationaiy,  and  Uttle 
Telandtiru.  interest  seems  to  be  felt  in  the  cause  of  educa- 

tion by  the  population  of  the  town.

C.  Schools  of  the  Lower  Class. 

1.  TcHook  Kanarese  ScJiools. 

34.  There  are  now  seventy  nine  schools  of  this  description  in  ope- 
ration, or  one  in  every  talook  in  the  Province  except  Bangalore,  which  is 
80  well  supplied  with  schools  of  every  description  that  the  establishment 
of  a  Government  Kanarese  school  is  not  necessary.  The  condition  of 
each  school  may  be  ascertained  from  the  appended  reports  of  the  Inspec- 
tora  It  is  only  necessary  for  me  to  allude  to  a  few  prominent  points 
in  connection  with  each  District. 


Most  of  the  schools  in  this  District  are  in  a  fair  condition. 
The  attendance  is  good,  and  the  instruction 
generally  has  been  thorough  and  methodical 
The  schools  are  objects  of  interest  to  the  resi- 
dents of  the  towns,  though  as  many  of  the 
boys  belong  to  the  trading  classes,  it  is  dif- 
ficult to  induce  them  to  remain  at  school 
until  the  highest  class  is  reached,  and  the 
projected  course  of  instruction  has  been  com- 
pleted. At  the  Nelamangala  school  there  are 
25  Musalman  boys.

is  the  language  more  used  in  the  north  eastern 
parts  of  the  District  than  Kanarese,  it  is 
taught  in  some  of  these  schools.  Many  of  the 
boys  are  acquainted  only  with  Telugu,  and 
their  instruction  involves  extra  labor  on  the 
part  of  the  master.  This  is  especially  the 
case  in  Bowringpete,  yet  the  Inspector  reports 
^'  that  the  school  has  made  satisfactoiy  pro* 
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gress."  The  reports  of  all  the  schools  are  favorable  with  the  ex- 
ception of  Bdgepalli  and  Srinivaspura,  both  of  which  are  poorly 
attended. 

37.  The  Toomkoor  school  has  the  largest  attendance  of  any  in  the 
District,  but  the  school  at  Maddagiri  has  at- 
tained a  higher  standard  of  instruction ;  pro- 
bably because  the  boys  at  Toomkoor  enter  the 
English  school  to  complete  their  education. 
At  Koratagere  there  is  a  large  number  of 
scholars,  and  an  excellent  teacher  ;  the  poorest 
schools  in  the  District  are  those  at  Kunigallu 
and  Huliyurdurga.

38.    The  Inspector  considers  that  the  school  at  Nanjanagudu  occu- 
pies the  place  of  the  first  Kanarese  school  in 
the  District,  though,  he  adds,  it  is  pleasing  to 
note  that  a  very  marked  improvement  has 
taken  place  daring  the  year  in  the  state  of  all 
the  talook  schools,  the  total  attendance  having 
increased  from  296  to  459.    The   school  at 
Mandya,    hitherto  so  well  reported  of,    ap- 
pears to  have  declined  to  some  extent,   and 
the   appointment  of  a  pupil  teacher  is  recom- 
mended.    The  same  additional  aid  is  said  to  be  needed  at  Chamardja- 
nagara  and  Seringapatam,  both  of  which  schools  are  in  a  flourishing 
condition.

39.  On  reviewing  the  condition  of  the  talook  schools  in  this 
District,  the  Inspector  is  of  opinion  that  no 
great  advance  has  taken  place.  The  Narasi- 
pura  school  occupies  decidedly  the  first  place, 
and  is  perhaps  one  of  the  most  successful  in 
the  whole  Department.  The  schools  at  Atti-

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the  Inspector  was  much  pleased  with  the  school.  The  trained  master 
under  whom  it  has  been  established  is  a  painstakiDg  man,  and  has  gained 
the  good  opinion  of  the  Mahomedan  residents.  At  Mysore  the  attend- 
ance has  increased  to  upwards  of  100  boys,  and  the  condition  of  the 
school  is  more  satisfactory  than  at  any  former  period.  The  schools  at 
Toomkoor  and  Chituldroog  are  still  very  inefficient,  and  the  Inspector  has 
no  hope  of  any  improvement  until  trained  teachers  are  sent  to  them.  It 
will  be  seen  further  on  that  the  operations  of  the  Hindustani  Normal 
school  have  been  extended,  and  we  may  hope  soon  to  be  in  a  position  to 
add  to  the  number  and  increase  the  efficiency  of  this  class  of  schools. 
Under  the  head  of  aided  Hindustani  schools  it  will  also  be  observed  that 
some  advance  has  been  made.  It  may  be  noticed  too  that  upwards  of 
seven  hundred  Musalman  boys  are  found  in  the  hobli  schools.

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being  trained,  and  in  a  few  months  the  scheme,  as  originally  devised 
and  sanctioned  by  Government,  will  be  complete.  This  result  might 
have  been  accomplished  this  year,  but  for  the  difficulty  experienced 
in  finding  suitable  teachers  in  the  Malnad  Districts. 

45.  A  brief  recapitulation  of  the  scheme  may  here  be  given,  in 

order  that  an  opinion  may  be  formed  as  to  the 
OoUine  of  the  scheme.  extent  to  which  it  meets  the  requirements  of 

the  Province  in  regard  to  primary  education. 
The  scheme  provided  for  the  establishment  of  a  school  for  boys  and  girls 
in  each  hobli,  or  talook  sub-division,  the  estimated  number  of  hoblis  be- 
ing 645,  with  an  average  area  of  41  square  miles,  and  a  population  of 
6,040  persons.  The  masters  are  all  men  selected  from  among  the  teachers 
of  existing  indigenous  schools,  who  have  been  trained  for  their  work  in 
Normal  Schools  established  for  the  purpose.  Each  man  received  a  main- 
tenance allowance  while  under  training,  and  a  salary  of  Es.  7  on  being 
appointed  to  the  charge  of  a  school.  The  schools  are  examined  three 
times  a  year  by  Sub-Deputy  Inspectors,  and  local  committees  of  influ- 
ential residents  in  each  hobli  further  exercise  a  general  supervision.  The 
Inspectors  of  Schools  also  visit  the  schools  as  far  as  practicable  on  their 
ordinary  routes  of  inspection.  No  fees  are  levied  as  the  schools  are  to 
be  supported  by  the  proceeds  of  a  cess  ;  the  school  houses  are  also  built 
or  provided  by  the  people  themselves.  Night  schools  have  also  been 
formed  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  were  unable  to  attend  during 
the  day. 

46.  With  regard  to  the  present  state  of  the  hobli  schools  it  will  be 

seen  from  the  detailed  accounts  of  the  Inspectors 
R««d*^  that  they  are  fair  specimens  of  village  schools, 

and  that  many  of  the  masters  shew  consider- 
able ability.  It  will  also  be  observed  that  every  caste  is  represented 
amongst  the  pupils,  the  scholars  coming  from  nearly  every  class  of  the 
community,  the  ryots  of  course  preponderating.  Their  popularity  is  also 
shewn  by  the  numbers  who  attend  them,  in  some  cases  far  more  than  it 
is  possible  for  one  man  to  teach.

D.  Female  Schools. 
47.    The  girls'  school  at  Chintaraani  continues  to  maintain  its  high 
character,  and  the  intelligence  and  readiness  of 
the  girls  are  gratifyiDg  evidences  of  successful 
teaching.     Much  credit  is  given  to  the  Head- 
Master  for  the  present  condition  and  general 
progress  of  the  school .  The  Srinivaspura  school 
is  much  behind  the  above.    Except  in  a  some- 
what better  attendance  there  was  hardly  any  sign  of  improvement  since 
the  previous  inspection.    At  Magadi  the  number  of  pupils  has  increased 
and  now  includes  several  Brahman  girls.    The  results  of  the  examination 
were  creditable  to  the  master.    At    Hassan  the  girls  are  well  prepared 
with  most  of  their  lessons,  and  displayed  a  pleasing  intelligence  and 
interest  in  their  studies.    The  Inspector  notes  an  instance  of  zenana  work 
in  connection  with  this  school    The  master,  a  venerable  and  much  respect- 
ed man,  has  been  engaged  to  instruct  some  married  women,  wives  of  na- 
tive officials  at  their  own  residences.    In  Bangalore  it  has  been  found 
difficult  to  enforce  regular  attendance;  but  the  girls  of  the  first  and  second 
classes  are  said  to  have  made  good  progress;  they  not  only  i-ead  weU  but 
possess  a  fair  knowledge  of  arithmetic  and  of  geography,  especially  the 
Map  of  India.    The  three  schools  at  Closepete,  Sarjapura,  and  Sidlagfaatta 
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were  only  opened  on  the  Ist  April  1872,  making  eight  Government  girls' 
schools,  with  an  attendance  of  230  pupils.

E.  NoKMAii  Schools. 

48.    The  sanctioned  number  of  Anglo-vernacular  and  talook  schools 
having  been  established,  the  Kanarese  Training 
Bangabie.  Master  has  been  transferred  to  Coorg ;  and  an 

eflfort  has  been  made  to  strengthen  the  Hindu- 
stani dass  of  the  Normal  School.  There  are  now  eleven  students,  and 
their  number  will  be  increased  as  rapidly  as  suitable  candidates  come 
forward.  It  has  long  been  felt  that  education  cannot  be  satisfactorily 
extended  amongst  the  Musalman  population  until  qualified  teachers  are 
trained  for  the  pui'pose  ;  but  it  has  been  a  work  of  considerable  difficulty 
to  obtain  students  of  the  right  class.  Some  of  those  now  in  the  school 
have  come  from  distant  parts  of  the  country,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Inspector  bid  fair  to  turn  out  well.  During  the  year  certificates  were 
obtained  by  seven  of  the  Kanarese  branch  and  three  of  the  Hindustani, 
two  of  the  latter  being  assistants  from  aided  schools. 

49,    The  three  training  schools  of  this  class  described  in  the  last 
report  are  still  in  operation.     During  the  year 
two  hundred  and  fifty-three  have  passed  out  of 
these  schools,  after  the  usual  examination  by  the  Inspectors  of  the  First 
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or  Second  Circles.  All  the  hoblis  in  the  First  Circle  of  inspection  having 
been  supplied  with  schools, .  the  training  masters  from  the  Ashtagram 
and  Nandidroog  Divisions  were  removed  to  the  Nagar  Division  to  form 
Normal  Schools  in  the  Malnad  Districts.  One  is  at  Tirthahalli,  another 
at  Davanagere,  and  the  third  at  Chellakere. 

50.    The  indigenous  masters  who  are  trained  in  these  schools  soon 
learn    the   difference   between   teaching   and 
EffectB  of  training.  merely  hearing  Icssons.    The  instruction  they 

receive  in  school  management  and  the  best 
methods  of  imparting  knowledge  gives  them  a  real  interest  in  their  work, 
and  excites  a  spirit  of  emulation  and  a  desire  to  excel  which  have  been  fol- 
lowed with  the  happiest  results.  The  present  state  of  many  of  the  hobli 
schools  afford  abundant  evidence  of  this;  and  the  talook  conferences  held 
by  the  Inspectors  when  a  number  of  schools  are  assembled  in  one  loca- 
lity and  examined  together,  shew  that  the  masters  are  always  anxious  to 
bring  their  boys  to  the  appointed  centres  of  inspection,  even  when  a  con- 
siderable distance  had  to  be  travelled.  This  healthful  rivalry  has  evidently 
stimulated  to  increased  diligence  on  the  part  of  both  teachers  and  boys.

P.  Other  Schools  for  Special  Education. 
51.    It  was  intimated  in  the  last  report  that  the  Engineering  School 
EDgineering  ciaBBes.  in  Bangalore  had  failed  to  attract  native  stu- 
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dents,    and  that  a  change  was  about  to  be  made  in  the  arrangements  for 
canying  out  the  object, 

52.  A  survey  class  is  to  be  attached  to  each  District  school  and  the 

subjects  taught  in  it  to  form  part  of  the  regular 
One  to  each  District  School        course  of  instruction.    The  Scholarships  former- 
ly attached  to  the  Engineering  School  have 
been  divided  amongst  the  District  schools.    A  successful  class  has  been 
formed  at  Toomkoor,  where  two  of  the  scholarships  have  been  assigned 
after  due  examination,  to  two  boys  of  the  artisan  order, 

53.  There  is  no  paid  schoolmaster  in  these  schools  ;  but  the  Su- 

perintendent is  of  opinion  that  one  should  be 
appointed  in  order  that  the  schools  may  be  • 
really  eificient.    As  at  present  carried  on  they  are  the  means  of  much

sani     When  all  the  circumstances  are  carefully  considered,  it  is  remark- 
able that  so  many  have  learned  to  read  and  write.    When  I  last  visited 
the  jail  I  examined  a  number  of  those  who  were  learning  in  the  five 
groups  of  classes  into  which  for  convenience  they  had  been  foimed,   and 
was  surprised  at  what  had  been  accomphshed.     The  Superintendent 
assured  me  that  there  was  no  compulsion  and  but  few  inducements  held 
out  to  them.     The  scholars   were  all  adults,  had  no  masters,  and  had 
acquired  what  they  knew  by  applying  themselves  to  learn  at  the  close  of 
a  hard  day's  work    Many  of  the  long-term  men  who  were  released 
during  the  year  had  learned  to  read  and  write 
while  in  the  jail.    The  yearly  cost  of  these  edu- 
"^  cational  operations  was  only  Ks.  8 — 10 — 0,  and 

the  lessons  are  never  allowed  to  interfere  with  the  work  hours,  but  are 
found  a  profitable  and  useful  way  of  filling  up  the  last  30  or  40  minutes 
of  the  day,  previous  to  lock  up.  Dr.  Henderson  testifies  to  their  useful- 
ness as  a  means  for  promoting  order,  and  as  giving  some  employment  to 
the  mmdy  which  in  men  situated  as  many  of  the  convicts  are,  is  apt  to 
deteriorate  or  become  weak.

57.  The  two  English  schools  of  this  class  are  Bishop  Cotton's  and 
Saint  Andrew's,  both  in  Bangalore.  The  former  has  a  College  Depart- 
ment ;  the  latter  educates  only  to  the  Matriculation  standard.  At  the 
examination  in  December  last  four  passed  from  Bishop  Cotton's,  and  one 
from  St.    Andrew's.  Both  institutions  are  on  a  satisfactory  footing  and 
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are  well  conducted.  The  other  three  schools  of  this  class  are  chiefly  de- 
signed for  natives,  and  are  connected  with  the  London  and  Wcsleyan 
missions,  two  in  Bangalore  and  one  in  Mysore.  The  results  of  the  last 
University  examination  were  highly  creditable  to  the  Wesleyan  schools, 
12  having  passed  from  the  one  in  Uangalore  and  7  from  that  in  Mysore. 
From  the  London  Mission  school  3  passed.  One  student  from  each 
institution  obtained  a  B.  A.  degree  in  February  last.

58.  There  are  9  schools  of  this  c'ass,  all  in  Bangalore.  The  St. 
John's  District  schools  under  the  care  of  the  Chaplain  (the  Eevd.  G. 
Cooper)  contain  216  pupils  (93  girls  and  123  boys)  and  afford  good 
speciineus  of  Protestant  parish  schools  ;  the  Inspector  in  his  last  report 
states  that  lie  had  never  seen  them  better  filled  or  more  efficiently  con- 
ducted. The  St,  Joseph^s  Seminary  is  a  Roman  Catholic  school  for  the 
same  class  of  children,  chiefly  European  and  Eurasian  ;  the  school  is 
under  excellent  management  The  St.  Patrick's  Seminaiy,  Shule,  of  the 
same  class,  is  repoi'ted  as  giving  an  education  to  the  children  suited  to 
their  condition  in  life.  Miss  Ferguson's  school  in  the  Shule,  and  the 
Protestant  Orphanage  in  the  same  neighbourhood,  are  doing  good  ser- 
vice ;  of  the  Ordnance  school  in  tlie  Fort,  for  the  children  of  artifceis, 
no  report  has  reached  me.

59.     In  four  of  the  schools  of  this  class  English  is  taught  to  some 

extent.     The  Ragged  school,   attended  by  the 

ing^-Vcmacuiar.  children  of  drummers  ;  St.     Maij's  school  at 

Blackpalli — a  very  populous  but  poor  neighbour 

hood ;   the  St.  Joseph's  school  at  Mysore  ;  the  Orphan  Boys'  school  at 

Toomkoor  under  the  care  of  the  Wcsleyan  Mission. 

GO.    There  are  thireeen  Kanarese  schools  of  this  class.    Some  are 

connected  with  the  Wesleyan  Mission  in  Mysore 

KnareBe.  and   Bangalore  and  are  aiming  at  a  higher 

standard  of  instruction  than  has  generally  been 

reached  in  mission  vernacular  schools.    The  Cathohc  schools  at  Shethalli 

maintain  their  character  as  well-conducted  village  schools.    I  have  no 

reports  of  the  schools  at  Kalasa  and  Singapura. 

61.     Of  the  three  Tamil  schools  of  this  class  the  Sadar  Veda  Sid- 

dhanta  Sabha  occupies  the  highest  place  ;  it 

TtnuiindTelugn.  contains  270  pupils,  of  whom  105  are  Telugu ; 

all  of  respectable  families,  but  containing  no 

Arahmans  or  Mahomedans.    These  seminaries  have  been  conducted  with 

ability  for  many  years,  and  when  the  new  premises  are  ready  for  occupa- 
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tion  may  take  a  still  higher  position^  as  hitherto  there  has  been  a  defici- 
ency of  accommodation. 

62.  There  axe  now  five  Sanskrit  schools  receiving  grants-in-aid. 

The  number  of  schools  of  this  class  has  consider- 
^«BAnt,  ably  increased  siuce  the  death  of  His  Highness 

the  Mahardja,  at  whose  court  many  pandits 
had  been  maintained.  When  these  men  returned  to  their  native  towns, 
they  began  to  employ  themselves  in  giving  lessons  in  Sanskrit  and  have 
generally  many  scholars.  From  these  new  schools  applications  are  con- 
stantly received  for  grants-in-aid,  which  it  has  been  thought  advisable  to 
encourage  to  a  moderate  extent, 

63.  There  are  twenty  Hindustani  Madrasas  that  now  receive 

grants-in-aid.     Some  of  these  schools  are  well 
HindurtAni.  manage  d,  especially  in  Bangalore.  The  language 

studies  are  well  attended  to,  but  in  other  subjects 
there  is  great  room  for  improvement.  Some  of  the  masters  and  assistants 
have  been  required  to  attend  the  Normal  School  in  Bangalore,  where  they 
have  been  instructed  in  geography,  history  and  arithmetic,  as  well  as 
school  management.  The  Inspector  s  report  furnishes  detailed  informa- 
tion regarding  each  school

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64.  There  is  ample  provision  for  female  education  in  Bangalore. 

Six  well-conducted  schools  exist,  adapted  to 
Knmber  in  Bangalore.  the  requirements  of  nearly  every  class  of  the 

European  and  Eurasian  community.  For 
Hindu  girls  there  are  eight  aided  Kanarese  and  five  Tamil  day  schools. 
There  are  also  two  Hindustani  schools  for  girls,  which,  though  inferior  to 
the  others,  are  making  some  progress.  The  Inspector's  report  contains 
full  information  regarding  the  English  Girls'  schools. 

65.  The  London  Mission  Day  schools  in  the  Pete  of  Bangalore  and 

their  branch  establishments  contain  479  gii'ls. 
K«»«»-  The  Wesleyan  Mission  school  has  163.     All 

these  schools  are  under  good  supervision.  The 
instruction  given  is  thorough,  and  the  girls  answer  well  in  the  examinations. 
The  Girls'  boarding  schools  attached  to  the  two  missions  are  described 
as  well  conducted  in  every  respect.  The  Catholic  girls'  school  at  Shethalli 
also  receives  commendation  for  the  excellence  of  its  arrangements.  The 
grant  has  been  withdrawn  from  the  girls'  school  at  Shimoga  as  it  was 
found,  after  the  departure  of  the  native  gentleman  who  started  the  school, 
that  it  was  entirely  neglected  by  the  committee  who  should  have  super- 
vised it. 

66.  The  girls'  day  school  at  Alsuru,  connected  with  the  Wesleyan 

Mission,  is  carefully  superintended,  and  con- 
T«aiL  tinues  to  enjoy  the  confidence  of  the  people, 

as  is  shewn  by  the  large  and  increasing  number 
in  attendance.  The  Hindu  Tamil  guls'  school  under  native  management, 
has  been  in  operation  1 7  years,  and  contains  89  girls.  The  Inspector  repoils 
very  favorably  of  its  present  condition  and  prospects.  The  teachers  are 
reported  to  be  doing  their  work  well,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  the  managers 
will  not  allow  the  income  from  subscriptions  to  fall  off.  The  CathoUc 
schools  at  Blackpalli  and  Mysore  provide  instruction  for  the  poorest  and 
most  ignorant  of  Tamil  Christians.  In  the  Convent  sdbool  the  girls  are  all 
boarders^  and  appear  to  be  carefully  taught 

67.  There  are  two  schools  of  this  class  for  Mahomedan  females; 

and,  though  inferior  to  the  Tamil  and  Eanarese 
^^^odxa^^xiL  schools,  are  considered  to  have  made  an  en- 

couraging commencement.    The  attendance  is 
more  regular,  and  the  evidences  of  progress  more  ai^arent 
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E.  Peivate  Unaided  Schools. 

68.  It  is  difficult  to  obtain  reliable  statistics  of  all  schools  of  this 

character.    There  are  about  40  such  schools 
Stetistics.  connected  with  the  different  missions,  contain- 

ing about  2,000  children.  As  far  as  can  be 
ascertained  there  are  about  1,800  indigenous  native  schools  containing 
about  26,000  children.  Many  of  these  schools  are  of  the  most  elementary 
character ;  some  of  them  in  open  verandahs  or  sheds  without  furniture  or 
books  of  any  description ;  the  scholars  form  letters  in  the  sand  on  the 
floor,  and  some  tiy  to  decipher  wiitten  petitions  or  letters  which  are 
picked  up  by  the  master  for  the  purpose. 

69.  There  are  other  indigenous   schools  of  a  somewhat  higher 

character  in  which  books  have  been  introduced; 
iDdigecouB  Schools.  writing  is  taught  on  the  native  kadata  (cloth 

covered  with  charcoal  and  gum)  put  together 
like  a  book  of  slates,  also  with  a  style  on  palmyra  leaves. 

70.  There  are  also  probably  200  Sanskrit  schools,  some  very  small, 
and  others  containing  from  15  to  25  pupils. 

VI.    SCHOLARSHIPS. 

71.  The  scholarships    attached    to  the  Engineering   School  in 
Bangalore  have  been  re-distributed,  and  divided  amongst  the  six  District  - 
schools,  ibr  the  encouragement  of  the  Survey  classes  formed  in  connection 
with  those  institutions. 

72.  The  scholarships  at  the  High  School  continue  as  before ; 

those  at  the  llaja^s  school  have  been  re-distri- 
Ptcssnt  state.  buted,  but  remain  the  same  in  amount.    The 

interest  on  the  sum  of  Rs.  4,592 — 4 — 0,  saved 
in  former  years  from  the  Maharaja's  grant  to  this  school,  is  now  ex- 
pended in  twelve  scholarships  for  the  promotion  of  vernacular  education, 
both  Kanarese  and  Hindustani.  The  money  is  lodged  in  the  Bank  of 
Madras,  and  the  interest  is  payable  annually  to  the  Director  of  Public 
Instruction  for  the  time  being. 

73.  There  is  also  the  Dobbs'  scholarship  of  Rs.  7  per  month  at- 
tached to  the  High  School  and  one  of  the  same  amount  in  the  Native 
Educational  Institution,  together  with  the  Dobbs'  gold  medal  awarded 
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annually,  on  the  result  of  a  competitive  examination,  open  to  all  Protestant 
students  of  whatever  race,  educated  in  the  Mysore  country.  The  successful 
competitor  last  year  was  one  of  the  girls  educated  in  Bishop  Cotton's 
school. 

VII.  EMPLOYMENT  OF  STUDENTS  IN  THE  PUBLIC 

SERVICE. 

74.  It  is  difficult  to  ascertain  the  precise  extent  to  which  appoint- 

ments in  public  offices  ai'e  given  to  students. 
lt«otent  It  is  not  necessary  in  Mysore,   as  it   is  in 

Madras,  to  have  passed  an  examination  in 
order  to  be  eligible  for  employment  in  the  public  service.  But  it  is  seen 
that  Heads  of  Departments  generally,  if  not  alwaj^s,  give  the  pieference 
to  well-educated  candidates.  This  has  had  the  effect  of  causing  numbers 
to  go  up  for  the  General  Test  examination  held  annually  in  Bangalore 
in  the  hope  of  thereby  becoming  possessed  of  an  authorized  certificate  of 
their  attainments. 

75.  It  is  the  opinion  of  European  District  Officers  that  the  em- 

ployment of  educated  natives  in  the  post  of 
iti  Bcsolts.  Amildars  has  been  attended  with  the  happiest 

results.  Formerly  it  was  a  rare  thing  to  meet 
an  Amildar  who  had  the  slightest  acquaintance  with  English.  There  are 
now  several  young  men  who  were  educated  in  the  High  School  who  fill 
the  important  and  responsible  position  with  credit  to  themselves  and 
greatly  to  the  benefit  of  the  talooks. 

VIII.  ENGLISH  LANGUAGE  IN  INDUN  EDUCATION. 

76.  The  improvement  which  has  taken  place  in  the  course  of  Eng- 

hsh  instruction  is  shewn  by  the  fact  that  there 
Siia&ciDryProgrcsmadfi.         jg  now  Only  oue  District  school  which  has  not 
sent  up  and  passed  candidates  at  the  Matri- 
colation  examination.    The  number  who  passed  in  December  last — fifty- 
five— is  nearly  double  that  of  any  previous  year.    And  in  the  following 
February  there  were  seven  who  obtained  the  degree  of  B.  A. 

77.  This  extended  cultivation  of  the  Enghsh  language  has  not 

been  at  the  expense  of  the  vernaculars.  Indeed 
vcnMiaan  not  neglected.         the   University   examinations  guard  against 
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this  result^  by  requiriog  students  to  pass  in  the  poetiy  and  prose 
of  one  of  the  vernaculars  as  well  as  in  English.  All  boys  are  exj^ected 
to  know  something  of  their  own  language,  to  the  extent  at  least  of 
being  able  to  read  and  write  it,  before  they  commence  English. 

78.  It  was  stated  in  the  last  report  that  four  of  the  inferior 

English  schools  had  been  abolished,  as  it  has 
English  Edn«tioo  should  be  been  found  that  Enghsh  instruction,  to  be  of 
real  ralue,  should  be  as  complete  and  thorough 
as  possible.  And  as  Govei'nment  can  only  afford  to  maintain  a  limited 
number  of  superior  Anglo-vernacular  schools,  it  seems  right  that  the 
upper  classes  of  society  who  desire  an  English  education  for  their  child- 
ren should  contribute  much  more  than  they  now  do  to  defray  the  cost  of 
it,  in  order  that  the  funds  of  Govemment  may  be  available  for  diffusing 
education  amongst  the  masses. 

IX.  BOOK  DEPARTMENT. 

79.  In  the  last "  Note  on  Education  in  British  India''  by  the  Home 

Secretary,  Mr.  Howell,  it  is  remarked,     "  The 
Nators  and  character  of  the  rei30rts  are  vorv  defective  as  to  the  nature  and

character  of  the  books  used  in  the  several 
classes  of  schools,  though  no  point  can  be  of  more  importance  than  a 
good  selection  of  school  books  graduated  according  to  the  classes  in  each 
school,  and  revised  as  the  editions  of  them  are  exhausted."  I  have  there- 
fore added  in  the  appendix  a  complete  list  of  all  the  text  books  used  in 
the  various  classes  of  schools.  Mr.  Howell  further  remarks  in  this  section, 
"  It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  the  reports  should  be  silent  as  to  the 
character  of  the  vernacular  works,  for  the  distribution  of  which  these  large 
agencies  are  employed.  It  is  notorious  that  the  ancient  hterature  of 
India  is  steeped  in  corruption,  and  it  must  be  obvious  that  this  literature 
is  annually  being  placed  by  the  direct  efforts  of  Govemment  in  the  hands 
of  thousands,  who  would  otherwise  be  ignorant  of  it.  On  the  Govem- 
ment therefore  devolves  the  great  responsibility  of  solving  the  question 
how  to  instruct  the  rising  generation  in  the  language,  literature  and 
culture  of  their  own  country  without  pmdery  on  the  one  hand  or  simple 
pollution  on  the  other.  This  question  is  far  too  urgent  to  be  taken  for 
granted. ""  On  this  point  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  state  that  all  the 
vernacular  books  used  in  the  Government  schools  in  Mysore  have  been 
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carefully  edited  for  the  purpose.  In  the  primary  schools  the  Prose  Rea- 
der (Katha  Saptati)  of  which  20,000  copies  have  been  printed,  is  a  selec- 
tion of  suitable  pieces  from  original  native  books ;  the  Poetical  Reader 
(Padya  Sara)  which  is  as  extensively  used,  is  a  careful  selection  of  poetical 
passages,  not  only  unobjectionable,  but  many  of  them  of  great  beauty,  and 
thoroughly  excellent  in  their  tendency.  The  Katha  Sangraha,  used  in  the 
superior  vernacular  schools,  is  a  large  selection  in  prose  from  the  Rama- 
yana,  Mahabharata,  &c.,  published  at  the  Wesleyan  Mission  Press.  TLe 
Poetical  Anthology  was  also  selected  by  a  missionary,  and  contains  speci- 
mens from  the  three  periods  of  Eanarese  literature,  the  Brahmanical,  the 
lingayet,  and  the  Jain. 

80.  For  the  University  examinations  it  is  desirable  that  expurga- 

ted editions  of  the  best  classical  writers  of  India 
v^^^^^^^"^  ^"^  should    be  printed.     Translations  from  the 

Sanskrit  exist  in  all  the  vernaculars,  but 
most  of  them  in  their  entire  form  contain  passages  more  or  less  objec- 
tionable and  some  utterly  unfit  for  publication. 

81.  During  the  year  the  number  of  books  added  to  the  stock  was 
51,860  at  a  cost  of  Rs.  22,085 ;  of  those  14,404 
were  English  books  valued  at  mpees  11,029, 

and  37,456  were  vernacular  books  valued  at  Re.  11,056.    The  number 
of  books  supplied  to  District  Depots  and   to 
Knmbersentto  DfetrictDepfits.  Head  Masters  for  sale  was  32,917,  valued 
at  Rs.  6,691—6—8. 

82.  The  amount  paid  into  the  Government  Treasury  on  account

X.  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

84.  Provision  was  made  for  the  erection  of  four  new  school  houses, 
but  sanction  has  been  withheld  until  designs  of  a  cheaper  kind  have  been 
submitted  and  approved, 

85.  Additional  rooms  have  been  built  to  the  school  houses  at 
Hassan  and  Kolar ;  and  repairs  made  to  the  Raja's  school,  Mysore,  and 
to  various  talook  schools.  Thi'ee  school  compounds  have  been  surrounded 
by  walls,  and  five  enclosed  by  hedges. 

XL  CONCLUDING  OBSERVATIONS. 

86.  The  preceding  pages  shew  that  the  progress  made  during  the 

year  is  very  satisfactory.    In  the  higher  dass 
Satisfectory  ppogress  made.       schools  the  studcnts  have  increased  in  number, 
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and  the  results  of  the  University  examinations  exhibit  a  far  larger 
number  of  Under-graduates  fix)m  Mysore  than  in  any  previous  year. 
The  spread  of  vernacular  education  amongst  the  masses  is  shewn  by  the 
fact  that  one  hundred  and  thirty  five  additional  village  schools  have 
bwn  established  ;  now  that  the  ability  to  read  and  write  is  possessed 
by  80  many  more  of  the  rural  population  than  formerly,  the  expedi- 
ency of  giving  instruction  in  agriculture  and 
in^^S^^^^^"*^*"*^  ^^^®^  kindred  practical  subjects  is  obvious. 
The  preparation  of  vernacular  books  for  this 
pnipose  has  been  for  some  time  under  consideration.  Attention  indeed 
was  called  to  it  by  the  circulation  of  Mr.  Hume's  scheme  for  agricultural 
reform,  accompanied  with  a  memo  by  the  Chief  Engineer  on  the  subject, 
I  was  then  requested  to  submit  my  opinion  regarding  it  and  stated  that 
I  considered  it  would  be  quite  feasible  to  have  simple  but  carefully  com- 
piled agricultural  lessons,  of  the  most  rudimentary  character  prepared 
in  Kanarese,  suited  for  India,  and  to  form  part  of  the  curriculum  in  the 
primary  schools. 

87.  I  added  that  there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  introducing  these 

subjects  into  the  educational  course  of  the 
wHEd?^*^*"^*'^'''^^^^  lo^er  schools  if  suitable  books  were  available, 

and  mentioned  the  fact  that  Johnston's  Cate- 
chism of  Agricultural  Chemistry  was  formerly  a  very  popular  class  book 
in  the  High  School,  and  was  only  discontinued  when  the  course  of 
study  had  to  be  modified  to  suit  the  requirements  of  the  Madras  Uni- 
versity. 

88.  I  also  submitted  a  copy  of  the  agricultural  class  book  prepa- 

red under  the  du:ection  of  the  Commissioners  of 

Clas  Book  reoom- 


Natural  Education  in  Ireland,  and  recommend- 
ed that  the  first  portion  of  the  vpork,  designa- 
ted "Exerdses"  as  containing  the  rudiments  of  agricultural  knowledge 
^plicable  to  all  countries  alike,  should  be  freely  translated  into  simple 
idiomatic  Kanarese,  and  printed  in  the  form  of  a  book  of  reading  lessons, 
to  be  used  first  in  the  hobli  training  schools,  and  then  introduced  into 
all  the  vernacular  sdiools  of  the  Province. 

89.    I  remarked  that  this  might  be  followed  by  such  a  work  on 
vcgetiUeFhyaiokgy.  Vegetable  physiology  as  Colonel  Sankey  re- 
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commended,  and  suggested  tliat  Professor  Johnston's  Catociiism  would 
form  a  good  model  for  the  work,  and  furnish  many  materials  for  it 

90.  Another  subject  to  ^Yhich  special  attention  has  been  called 

during  the  year,  is  the  condition  of  the  Maho- 
Co'vUtion  of  the  Mahomedan    medan  population  of  India  as  regaixls  education. 

IK-Udkltioil. 

In  a  Resolution  dated  Simla,  7th  August  1871, 
it  is  said  "  From  statistics  recently  submitted  to  the  Govemor  General 
in  Council,  it  is  evident  that  in  no  i)ait  of  tlie  country,  except  peilmps  in 
the  North-Westem  Provinces  and  in  tho  Panjab,  do  the  Mahomedans 
adequately,  or  in  proportion  to  the  rest  of  the  community,  avail  them- 
selves of  the  educational  advantages  that  the  Government  offers.  It  is 
much  to  be  regi-etted  that  so  large  and  important  a  class,  possessing  a 
classical  literature  replete  with  works  of  profound  learning,  and  great 
value,  and  counting  amongst  its  members  a  section  sjxjcially  devoted  to 
the  acquisition  and  diffusion  of  knowledge,  should  stand  aloof  from  active 
co-operation  with  our  educational  system,  and  should  lose  the  advantages, 
both  material  and  social,  which  others  enjoy.'' 

91.  This  lead  to  inquiry  regarding  the  present  state  of  Mahomedan 

education  in  tlie  Province  of  Mysore,  and  the 
Inquiry  regardiDg  Mysore.  measures  to  be  adopted  for  its  extension  and 

improvement 

92.  The  Mahomedan  population  of  Mysore  is  estimated  at  189,272, 

making  the  proportion  to  the  general  popula- 
Schools  and  Scholars.  tion  4*7  per  cent.     About  2,250  scholars  are 

found  in  the  Hindustani  schools,  or  1  in  84,  of 
the  ilusalman  population, — a  higher  result  than  was  antidpated.  In  the 
great  majority  of  private  Hindustani  schools  the  instruction  imparted  is 
of  the  most  elementary  character ;  very  few  Mahomedan  youths  are  found 
in  the  superior  English  or  K^arese  schools  ;  and  the  language  of  the 
Government  Resolution  seemed  to  apply  as  forcibly  to  Mysore  as  to  any 
part  of  India. 

93.    The  Hindustani  branch  of  the  Normal  School  was  accordingly 

re-organized,  and  steps  taken  to  increase  the 

Koimal  School  reorganized.        number  of  studcnts,  as  it  was  considered  that 

the  establishment  of  Government  Hindustani 
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schools,  under  well  trained  masters,  would  be  the  most  effectual  means  of 
promoting  education  amongst  the  Mahomedan  population.  It  is  stated 
by  the  Inspector  of  the  1  Circle,  that  the  success  of  the  few  Hindustani 

schools  now  maintained  by  Government  has 
SdMXjibooia.  been  most  encouraging.     The  publication  of 

suitable  school  books  and  the  creation  of  a 
Temacular  literature  for  the  Mahomedans,  are  also  important  objects  to 
be  kept  steadily  in  yiew. 

94.    In  conclusion  I  have  to  acknowledge  the  interest  taken  in  the 
advancement  of  education  by  the  Superinten- 
AcknowkdgmentB.  ^ents  of  Divisions  and  the  Deputy  Superinten- 

dents of  Districts  ;  the  Inspectors  of  Schools, 
whose  work  has  been  so  greatly  increased,  have  attended  to  their  duties 
with  a  heartiness  that  deserves  commendation;  and  with  a  few  exceptions 
noted  elsewhere,  the  Principals  and  Head  Masters  of  Schools  have  labored 
dihgently  to  do  justice  to  the  youths  entrusted  to  their  care.

BANGALORE  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

Principals  Be^ort. 

I  have  the  honor  to  forward  my  Report  of  the  progress  of  the  High 
School  for  the  official  year  1871—72. 

2.  The  chief  pomts  worthy  of  notice  in  addition  to  those  usually 
mentioned  in  the  Annual  Report  are  the  passing  of  students  for  the  B.  A. 
degree,  the  institution  of  Hindustani  and  surveying  classes  consequent 
upon' the  abolition  of  the  Normal  and  Engineering  School,  the  rules 
adopted  to  prevent  the  continual  change  of  pupils  from  one  school  to 
another,  and  the  comparative  examinations  held  in  connection  with  the 
other  schools  in  Bangalore.  These  points  will  be  hereafter  touched  upon 
under  their  respective  heads. 

3.  The  school  staff  of  masters  has  been  almost  unchanged  during 
the  year,  the  only  changes  imder  this  head  being  G.  Srinivasaiengar 
and  R  Tirumalachari  appointed  to  the  third  and  fifth  class  respectively. 
I  may  also  mention  that  Mr.  Beveridge  has  charge  of  the  Engineering 
class  and  M.  Hus6n  Ali  of  the  Hindustani  class. 

4.  In  my  last  report  I  had  to  state  that  there  had  been  a  falling  off 
in  the  number  of  students  attending  both  the  upper  and  lower  school ; 
but  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  say  that  this  decrease  has  not  continued. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  on  the  roll  was  in  the  upper  school 
89,  against  85  of  last  year,  and  in  the  lower  school  368,  against  322. 
The  lower  has  since  still  further  increased  in  numbers.  The  numbers 
in  the  college  classes  will  depend  upon  the  success  of  students  at  the 
Matriculation  examination.  But  I  propose  to  limit  the  lower  school  to 
400,  so  that  the  maximum  for  each  class  will  be  40.  The  F.  A.  and 
Matriculation  classes  are  stronger  than  they  have  been  before,  and  this 
I  attribute  to  the  satisfactory  condition  of  the  upper  classes  in  the  lower 
school  and  the  steady  success  of  our  Matriculation  candidates,  the  last 
two  or  three  years.  With  the  exception  of  two  I  consider  the  classes  in  the 
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lower  school  do  credit  to  their  teachers,  and  even  these  I  hope  will  improve 
during  the  present  year.  Our  fees  are  somewhat  higher  than  at  other 
schools,  and  it  is  therefore  only  hy  keeping  up  the  prestige  of  our  lower 
school  that  we  can  hope  to  be  afterwards  successful  with  students  in 
the  upper  school  A  boy  having  once  joined  a  school  will  naturally  remain 
there  to  complete  his  education  unless  he  has  a  good  cause  for  leaving  it

5.  I  may  here  mention  that  the  Principals  of  the  Native  Educa- 
tional Schools  have  issued  a  series  of  rules  (published  in  the  Mysore 
Gojsette)  to  prevMit  pupils  constantly  changing  from  one  school  to  another. 
Students  can  now  only  change  schools  at  the  commencement  of  a  term, 
and  this  will,  it  is  hoped,  have  the  effect  of  making  the  attendance  at 
schools  more  regular  than  it  has  been. 

6.  The  admissions  in  May  were  47  and  in  January  and  dining  the 
year  131,  making  in  all  178;  128  have  left  during  the  year.  We  have 
this  year  received  four  Cooig  boys  from  the  Government  school  at  Mer- 
cara,  two  of  these  were  found  good  enough  for  the  Matriculation  class 
and  are  making  good  progress. 

7.  The  average  number  on  the  monthly  roll  and  the  average  daily 
attendance  has  been  430  and  402,  against  403  and  337  of  last  year. 

8.  The  rates  of  fees  have  remained  the  same  as  last  year,  and 
from  the  diflSculty  experienced  in  the  collection  of  fees  I  do  not  think 
that  at  present  these  rates  can  be  raised.  The  amount  of  fees  collected 
is  Rs.  4,248—2—0,  against  Rs.  4,168— 8—0  of  last  year.  About  five 
per  cent  of  the  students  pay  half,  being  too  poor  to  pay  the  full  fee. 

9.  In  the  upper  school  the  following  have  gained  the  highest 
marks  in  their  respective  classes  from  examinations  held  during  the  year, 
together  with  marks  obtained  at  the  annual  examination.

10.  I  am  unable  to  give,  as  I  had  hoped  to  do  this  year,  a  return 
of  the  number  of  books  taken  from  the  Library  monthly  by  the  students, 
because  the  Library  was  closed  for  some  time  for  the  re-arrangement  of 
the  books  and  the  preparation  of  a  new  catalogue.  I  am  happy  to  say 
however  that  many  of  the  senior  students  have  made  great  use  of 
the  Library. 

11.  The  Printing  Press  has  been  constantly  at  work  during  the 
year,  and  consequently  more  examination  papers  have  been  given  to  the 
classes.  The  cost  of  printing  done  during  the  year  would  be  about 
Es.  300. 

12.  I  have  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  students  holding  scholar- 
ships, as  regards  their  conduct,  but  not  in  all  cases  as  regards  the 
progress  made  in  study.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  T.  V.  Annasami  failed, 
though  only  in  one  subject,  to  pass  the  F.  A.  examination,  and  has 
consequently  forfeited  the  Dobb5^  scholarship.  I  recommended  T. 
Srinivas  Rao  who  matriculated  14th  in  the  1st  class,  for  the  scholar- 
ship, and  I  am  glad  to  say  he  has  been  elected  by  the  committee  for  the 
Dobbs^  scholarship  fund.  With  the  exception  of  M  G.  Krishnaiengar, 
the  holders  of  F.  A.  scholarships  have  not  done  well,  and  from  some  I 
have  been  obliged  to  take  away  the  scholarships.  I '  recommend  G. 
Srinivasaiengar,  T.  Eamachandra  Rao,  Vasudevaiya,  ,S.  Venkatesaiya 
B.  Ramakrishna  and  S.  Venkatachari,  who  matriculated  last  December, 
for  the  vacant  scholarships.  Khader  Mohadin  at  present  in  the  fourth 
class,  and  who  was  recommended  by  Mr*  Rice  for  a  scholarship  last 
year,  has  worked  well  during  the  year. 

I  am  sorry  Government  cannot  at  present  institute  two  scholarships 
to  be  given  away  annually,  so  as  to  encourage  clever  youths  to  prosecute 
their  studies  until  taking  the  B.  A.  degree. 

13.  I  shall  notice  briefly  the  results  ofthearmual  examination; 
there  were  no  great  failures  except  perhaps  in  mathematics  in  the  F.  A. 
classes.  I  have  to  thank  the  gentlemen  who  were  kind  enough  to  un- 
dertake the  trouble  of  examining  the  classes  in  the  upper  school 

TJw  ca»ididates  for  the  B,  A  were  examined  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Pope, 
Rev.  Messrs.  Stevenson,  Greenwood,  Hudson,  and  Messrs.  E.  Thompson, 
Lovery,  Best,  Barrow,  Banna,  Siinivasaiya,  and  Venkataramaiya.    The 
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class  did  well  in  most  subjects,  but  failed  slightly  in  mathematica 

Ihe  two  F.  A  Classes  by  Rev,  Messrs.  Miller,  Macmillan,  Walton, 
and  Rae,  and  Messrs.  Bradshaw,  Evans,  Thom,  Gordon,  Duncan, 
A.   B.    Thompson,  Clapham,  Narahari  Rao,  Madhava  Rao. 

The  Matriculation  Class  was  examined  by  Rev.  D.  Pope,  Rev. 
J,  Hudson,  and  Messrs.  Bradshaw,  Scaley,  Rogers,  Porter,  Dunning, 
and  Baghavachari. 

Hie  First  Class  was  examined  by  the  Rev.  Walton,  Captain.  Rogers, 
ilr.  Staunton,  and  the  masters  of  the  school.  The  marks  gained  as  well 
as  the  reports  of  the  examiners  will  be  sent  in  an  appendix  to  this 
report. 

14.  University  Examinations—B.  A,  Degree. — Although  students 
have  been  prepared  for  the  last  two  or  three  years,  this  is  the  first  year 
that  any  candidates  from  the  Mysore  Province  have  passed.  Out  of 
thirteen  who  were  examined,  seven  passed  and  were  presented  by  me  for 
their  degi'ees  at  the  last  convocation  of  the  senate.  Of  these,  four  were 
candidates  from  the  High  School,  of  whom  two  passed  in  the  second 
class.  I  regret  the  one  I  considered  best  failed,  as  he  was  employed  at 
Shimoganine  months  Before  the  examination,  and  so  was  unable  to  get 
assisted  in  his  studies.  I  was  glad  to  observe  the  names  of  CJoleman 
and  Pumaiya,  formerly  students  at  the  High  School,  among  the  passed 
candidates. 

F.  A.  Examination. — These  results  were  not  good  ;  but  it  may  be 
remarked  that  this  examination  has  increased  in  difficulty  since  last  year  ; 
the  results  however  must  be  regarded  as  unsatisfactory  and  not  credita- 
ble to  the  class.  Oat  of  seven  candidates,  two  only  passed,  G.  Coghlan 
standing  however  high  in  the  1st  class. 

Matriculation  Examination  — These  results  were  good.  Sixteen  were 
sent  up  from  the  school  and  nine  others  appeared  for  tlie  examination 
by  theu:  own  desire  ;  of  the  former,  eleven  passed,  one  14th  in  the  1st 
dass,  and  of  the  latter,  two. 

15.  Lower  school  was  examined  during  the  year  and  also  at  the 
annual  examinations  by  the  senior  mastei^. 

16.  The  prizes  in  the  upper  school  have  been  awarded  chiefly  on 

G 
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the  reslilts  of  the  annual  examination.  In  the  lower  school  the  daily 
marks  as  well  as  those  obtained  at  examinations  held  during  the  year 
have  decided  the  prizes.  The  marks  gained  by  each  boy  will  appear  i  n 
an  appendix. 

1 7.  Certificates  of  honor  have  been  awarded  to  those  who  passed 
the  University  examinations,  provided  their  conduct  has  been  satisfactory 
in  other  respects. 

18.  We  are  indebted  to  the  Chief  Commissioner,  the  Director  of 
Public  Instruction,  P.  N.  Krishna  Murti,  Esq.,  and  Narahari  Rao,  Esq., 
for  contributing  prizes,  and  I  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my 
thanks  for  the  interest  shewn  towards  the  school 

19.  Engineering  School. — ^This  school  having  been  abolished,  a  class 
was  formed  at  the  High  School,  according  to  the  wish  of  the  Chief  Com- 
missioner, for  which  class  Mr.  Beveridge  has  been  principally  retained 
at  the  High  School.  There  are  now  ten  students  in  this  class.  For  three 
mornings  in  the  week  they  attend  a  class  at  the  school  for  general  edu^ 
cation,  and, the  remaining  three  mornings  they  go  out  surveying  and 
levelling.   The  class  also  attends  school  from  twelve  to  four  each  day. 

A  fuller  report  of  this  class  will  be  given  in  a  short  time. 

The  annual  return  has  been  forwarded.  From  the  unsettled  state 
consequent  on  Mr.  Wallace  leaving  the  school,  the  usual  annual  exami- 
nation was  not  held,  but  the  following  are  the  chief  fsicts  connected  with 
the  school. 

(1.)  At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there  were  4  and  at 
the  end  9  students.

(5.)  The  scholarships  were  not  drawn  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  year.  Upon  the  results  of  an  examination  recently 
held  I  reconmiend  W,  MurraU  and  P.  Masilamani  for 
the  two  scholarships  which  I  believe  are  to  be  still  given 
to  this  class. 
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20.  Binduslani  Glass. — The  annual  return  has  been  sent  ^ith  the 
Normal  School  This  class  is  entrusted  to  M.  Husen  Alii  and  will  be 
reported  on  soon.  A  room  has  been  appropriated  to  the  class,  and  the 
scholarships  given  as  directed  to  the  six  students. 

21.  I  have  to  express  my  best  thanks  for  the  cordial  assistance 
I  have  received  during  the  year  from  the  masters  of  the  school

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4.  Prinuiry  Education, —It  is  gratifying  to  rejwrt  that  the  comple- 
ment of  talook  (county)  and  hobli  (village)  schools  as  sanctioned, — the 
fonner  under  the  Honorable  Mr.  Devereux's  scheme  of  1858,  the  latter 
under  my  own,  submitted  in  1868,— hf»s  been  fully  made  up,  and  that 
the  remotest  parts  of  the  Province,  within  the  limits  now  reviewed, 
have  thus  been  to  some  extent  brought  under  the  influence  of  education. 
The  44  talook  and  325  hobU  schools  contain  altogether  close  upon  10,000 
pupils,  which  number  will  increase,  but  an  extension  as  proposed  of  the 
village  school  system  is  needed  before  the  demand  for  education  can  be 
adequately  met. 

5.  Mdhomedan  Education, — The  condition  of  Mahomedans  as  re- 
gards the  means  of  education  available  for  them  received  special  atten- 
tioa.  A  report  was  drawn  up  on  the  subject,  shewing  that  out  of  an 
aggregate  of  189,272  Musalmans,  bearing  to  the  entire  population  a 
ratio  of  4*7  per  cent,  2,2  i4  children  were  being  instructed,  namely 
2,083  boys  and  161  girls.  Of  this  number,  1,988  are  in  purely  Persian 
and  Hindustani  schools,  the  remainder  in  EngUsh  or  Kanarese  schools. 
There  is  no  doabt  much  private  teaching,  which  escapes  record,  but  al- 
lowing the  largest  margin  for  home  instruction,  a  wide  field,  it  was 
pointed  out,  yet  remains  for  occupation.  The  estabhshmesft  of  additional 
Hindustani  schools,  under  trained  masters,  was  accordingly  recommend- 
ed, as  well  as  the  supply  of  more  complete  text  books  than  those  now 
in  use. 

6.  Female  Edueatim.'^ThsA,  the  prejudices  against  the  education 
of  native  girls  are  fast  wearing  away  is  evidenced  by  the  number  already 
under  instruction.  The  representations  made  by  me  on  this  subject 
last  year  have  been  favorahly  received  and  funds  placed  at  disposal 
for  opening  additional  schools  in  localities  from  which  frequent  applica- 
tions had  been  received.  It  is  desirable  ihat  some  provision  for  this 
purpose  should  be  made  from  year  to  year. 

7.  PupU  2S»EC%er5.— Under  instructions  from  the  Govenun^it  of 
India  the  formation  of  a  body  of  pupil  teachers  has  been  compienced. 
It  was  the  opini<»i  of  the  Supreme  Govenunent  that  their  services  would 
be  giyen  gratultoiady.  The  Impracticability  of  carrying  out  the  proposals 
on  this  basis  was  pointed  out,  and  an  allowance  has  since  been  sanction- 
jed  £»:  them.    These  papil  teacbers,  it  is  ^^ten()ed,  shoU  in  ff^iwe  take 
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the  place  of  assistant  masters,  thus  redacing  th^  ezj^nditore  under  the 
latter  head  An  examination  of  the  school  statistics  will  shew  that,  as  a 
rule,  the  attendance  rises  in  direct  proportion  to  the  number  of  teachers. 
An  expansion  of  existing  schools  will  iiierefore  unquestionably  result  from 
the  appointments  now  referred  to.  But  the  measure  should  be  extended 
to  hobli  schools  of  which  many  ai'e  in  absolute  need  of  such  assistance. 

8.  Normdl  School. — ^The  English  and  Kanarese  classes  having 
completed  their  training,  the  Hindustdni  Normal  class  was  carefully  re- 
organized and  placed  on  a  more  satisfactory  footing.  The  students  who 
have  passed  out  of  it  have  given  general  satisfaction. 

9.  Engineering  School. — ^This  school  was  closed,  and  the  instruction 
there  given  with  the  view  of  providing  subordinates  for  the  Public 
Works  Department,  it  was  resolved  should  in  future  form  part  of  the 
course  of  study  in  District  schools,  the  intention  being  that  pupils  of  the 
local  Engineering  classes  Aould  devote  a  portion  of  their  time  to 
general  education  and  not  confine  themselves  to  the  professional' lessons. 

10.  Heads  of  JReporL—The  above  are  a  few  prominent  features  of 
the  years  operations,  but  the  following  detailed  report  will  alone  represent 
the  proceedings  completely.  The  information  has  been  arranged  under 
four  heads,  L  .Government  Schools,  IL  Aided  and  Private  Schools.  TTT 
Book  Department,  and  IV.  Building  Operations. 

L    GOVERNMENT  SCHOOLS. 
1.    District  Anglo-Vebnaculab  Schools. 

11.  Under  this  head  fall  the  Kaja's  school  Mysore,  and  the  District 
schools  of  Hassan  and  Koldr.  In  the  University  examinations  the  two 
former  maintained  a  good  position.  The  latter,  I  regret  to  say,  had  no 
results  to  shew  and  has  allowed  itself  to  be  distanced  by  the  sub-district 
schod  of  Chikka  Ballapura,

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12.  Mja's  School,  Mysore.— The  increase  of  pupils  continues  un- 
checked, and  the  year  closes  with  234  in  the  English  school.  By  adding 
the  attendance  at  the  Kanarese  and  Hindustani  branch  schools,  which 
will  be  more  particularly  mentioned  in  their  appropriate  places,  the  total 
ruus  up  to  523,  9.  larger  number  of  scholars  than  has  ever  been  connected 
with  the  institution,  and  which,  compared  with  366,  the  attendance  at 
the  end  of  last  year,  shews  a  very  great  advance.  Mr.  J.  Duiming  who 
has  been  in  charge  of  the  school  for  ten  years,  and  to  whom  its  prosperity 
is  unquestionably  due,  has,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Supreme  Government, 
been  deservedly  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Principal. 

13.  From  the  college  classes  one  passed  the  First  Arts  and  five  the 
Matriculation  examination,  being  in  each  case  a  third  of  the  candidates 
sent  up.  Preliminary  comparative  examinations  were  held  in  common 
with  the  High  School  and  Bishop  Cotton  s  school.  Bangalore,  in  which 
the  students  of  the  Matriculation  classes  did  better  than  those  preparing 
for  the  F.  A. 

14.  At  the  time  of  inspection,  of  the  other  classes  tlie  first  passed 
a  good  examination  in  poetry  and  algebra.  The  second  were  not  so  well 
prepared  with  the  reading  lessons  and  arithmetic,  their  knowledge  of  the 
history  of  India  was  imperfect  and  in  geography  they  did  badly.  The 
third  class  were  very  good  at  arithmetic,  and  wrote  fairly  to  dictation, 
in  Indian  history  they  were  not  so  well  prepared.  The  fourth  read  well 
and  had  a  fair  acquaintance  with  grammar,  in  geography  they  were  im- 
perfect. The  fifth  class,  A  division,  answered  very  readily  questions  on 
the  history  of  England  and  worked  sums  fairly.  The  sixth,  A  division, 
read  and  translated  satisfactorily  and  had  a  passable  knowledge  of  the 
map  of  India. 

15.  I  regret  to  say  that  the  incipient  interest  which  was  awakened 
in  cricket  and  athletic  sports  has  been  nipped  in  the  bud,  owing  to  the 
construction  by  the  Municipality  of  an  open  sewerage  drain  right  across 
the  playground.  Not  only  do  the  balls  and  other  toys  fall  into  this 
drain  and  become  unfit  to  touch,  but  the  air  is  tainted  with  odours  which 
render  some  rooms,  especially  in  the  Hindustani  school,  quite  untenable. 

1 6.  Hassan  District  School — This  flourishing  school  still  maintains 
the  high  character  it  has  always  borne  under  Mr.  Haldwell,  the  Head 
Master,  who  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  success  of  his  exertions  and 
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the  increasing  prosperity  of  the  iostitution.  The  patronage  bestowed 
upon  it  by  Gaptam  Hill,  the  Deputy  Superintendent,  has  been  of  material 
assistance  in  recommending  it  to  the  population  of  Hassan,  and  the 
Chief  Commissioner's  recent  visit  has  further  given  great  encouragement 
to  the  masters. 

17.  Three  students  matriculated  last  December.  About  the  same 
time  I  examine  the  first  class  in  English  poetry  and  found  them  both 
intelligent  and  well  prepared  in  the  selections  they  had  studied.  The 
second  class  did  fairly  in  English  history  and  poetry.  The  third  dass 
were  good  at  arithmetic  and  fair  in  Indian^history,  reading  and  grammar. 
"With  the  fourth  class  I  was  particularly  pleased.  Their  knowledge  of 
the  third  book  and  of  geography  was  very  good  and  of  arithmetic  fair. 
The  fifth  class  examination  was  satisfactory  in  reading,  geography  and 
arithmetic.    The  several  divisions  of  the  sixth  class  did  exceedingly  well. 

18.  The  wants  of  the  school  are  inadequately  supplied  by  the  exist- 
ing staff,  and  I  propose  that  two  pupil  teachers  be  sanctioned  immedi- 
ately for  the  instruction  of  the  lower  classea  I  also  strongly  recommend 
an  increase  of  salary  to  the  assistant  masters.  The  Head  Master  not 
long  ago  received  well  merited  promotion  ;  but  the  salaries  of  assistants 
have  remained  unaltered.  The  popularity  of  the  lowest  class  is  greatly 
doe  to  the  ability  of  Telandi,  the  master  in  charge,  and  of  the  others 
it  may  be  said  that  they  have  all  worked  strenuously  and  contributed  to 
Ihe  general  advancement  of  the  school  A  most  legitimate  case  is  thus 
presented  for  the  liberal  encouragement  of  Government. 

19.  Cricket  is  played  with  as  much  vigour  as  ever,  and  by  the  kind- 
ness of  Captain  Hill  some  of  the  masters  have  been  included  in  public 
matches  at  Mysore  and  Sakal^spura. 

20.  KoUr  District  School.— This  school  docs  not  present  similar 
encouraging  signs  of  progress  with  the  preceding.  I  was  greatly  dis- 
appointed with  the  results  of  the  examinatioa  The  school  has  always 
before  received  favorable  reports  for  many  years  past,  and  the  retrogression 
in  the  present  instance  is  therefore  the  more  to  be  lamented.  I  cannot  but 
attribute  it  to  want  of  energy  in  the  Head  Master.  I  have  no  reason  to 
SBppose  he  has  neglected  the  school  or  is  devoid  of  interest  in  it,  but  he 
has  not  thrown  himself  earnestly  into  the  work,  and  by  a  natural  reao- 
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tion  a  spirit  of  lassitude  seems  to  have  crept  over  the  under  masters.  Un- 
less decided  improvement  shortly  takes  place  changes  mast  be  made 
in  the  staff. 

21.  No  candidates  from  this  school  succeeded  in  matriculating,  and 
of  the  students  under  preparation  for  it,  I  found  most  very  deficient  in 
their  knowledge  of  the  meaning  of  their  text  books  and  dull  in  mathema- 
tics. These  remarks  apply  equally  to  the  first  class  and  indeed  more  or 
less  to  all  In  short  the  boys  appeared  to  have  been  ineffectually  taught 
and  were  in  consequence  not  prepared  for  examination. 

22.  The  play  ground  mentioned  in  my  last  report  has  through  the 
interest  of  the  Deputy  Superintendent  been  secured  and  enclosed. 

2.  Sub-District  and  Talook  Ahglo-Vebnaculas  Schools, 

23.  Of  the  five  schools  composing  this  class  the  one  at  Chikka 
Ballapura,  the  Kolar  sub-district  head  quarters,  has  taken  a  decided 
lead.  Two  candidates  prepared  for  Matriculation  by  the  Head  Master 
were  successful  and  the  school  generally  is  much  better  attended  than 
any  of  the  others.  The  Chennapatna  school  has  made  some  progress 
towards  a  recovery  of  its  early  popularity.

24.  ChiiJca  BaUdpura. — The  progress  of  this  school  has  been  very 
satisfactory  and  entitles  the  Head  Master,  Venkatapataiengar,  to  commen- 
dation. I  was  much  gratified  at  the  time  of  inspection  with  the  first  and 
second  classes  in  particular,  and  consider  that  they  have  been  well  taught 
The  former  answered  very  correctly  questions  on  the  somewhat  difficult 
poetry  of  Tennyson's  Morte  d' Arthur  and  analysed  the  sentences  in  a 
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creditable  manner.  In  their  other  lessons  they  were  equally  au  fait 
Some  of  the  junior  classes  did  not  acquit  themselves  quite  so  well^  but 
altogether  the  school  is  in  good  condition  and  improving. 

25.  Cliennapatna, — As  the  nimiber  of  pupils  has  risen  from  18  to 
37,  it  may  be  hoped  that  the  school  has  reached  a  turning  point  in  its 
career.  The  classes  are  very  small,  but  as  the  sub-divisions  cannot  well 
be  fewer  and  there  are  only  two  masters,  I  recommend  the  appointment 
of  a  pupil  teacher.  This  assistance  would  allow  of  more  application 
being  given  to  the  teaching  of  the  advanced  students.  Though  intelligent 
youths  their  instruction  seems  to  have  been  imperfect  and  hasty,  shew- 
ing that  the  master  had  not  suflScient  time  to  devote  to  them.  The 
general  result  of  the  examination  was  not  unfavorable. 

26.  GuncUupete. — This  school  is  very  well  managed  and  does  credit 
to  the  master.  I  was  much  pleased  with  the  intelligence  of  the  upper 
class.  The  number  of  classes  is  too  many  for  one  man  to  teach  properly, 
especially  as  a  third  class  will  now  be  formed.  Regarding  the  school 
premises  I  would  refer  again  to  my  remarks  in  last  year's  report. 
It  will  very  shortly  be  impossible  to  retain  them  any  longer  for  the  school, 
as  the  owner  is  about  to  marry  and  settle  there.  No  other  suitable 
place  is  availabla 

27.  Hunasum. — The  number  of  pupils  has  remained  stationary ; 
bat  the  standard  of  the  school  is  higher  than  last  year,  there  being  now 
a  second  class.  The  geueral  result  of  the  examination  was  fair,  though 
some  of  the  lessons  had  not  been  sufficiently  revised  owing  to  the  Head 
Master's  absence  shortly  before  on  account  of  dangerous  illness, 

28.  HoU  NamsipurcL — The  number  of  boys  is  less  than  last  year. 
The  decrease  is  due  to  the  transfer  of  certain  officials  from  whose  families 
a  great  many  pupils  attended.  Five  used  to  come  from  the  Sheristadar^s 
bouse  alona  On  examination  the  third  class,  the  highest,  did  well  in 
arithmetic  and  granmiar,  and  fairly  in  reading  and  geography.  The  fourth 
class  answered  fsdrly  in  all  the  subjects  taken  up«  The  fifth  and  sixth 
classes  were  satisfactorily  prepared  with  their  elementary  lessons.  On  the 
whole  I  think  the  school  is  well  conducted.  That  the  number  of  students 
is  not  larger  is  to  be  regretted. 
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3.  Tai/x)k  Kanarese  Schools. 
29.  Bangalore  District. — This  District  contains  now  only  twelve 
talooks,  owing  to  the  reduction  of  Yelahanka  at  the  commencement  of 
year.  The  school  at  that  place,  for  which  premises  were  specially 
erected  a  short  time  ago,  continues  however  on  its  former  footing  and  is 
well  attended.  A  new  school  has  been  opened  with  much  success  at 
Kanakanahalli.  We  have  thus  eleven  schools  in  the  District  of  this  class. 
Of  the  unoccupied  talooks,  Bangalore  and  Anekallu,  the  former  is  crowded 
with  schools  of  every  denomination,  the  latter  has  for  the  present  been 
left  as  the  field  of  the  London  Mission  school  established  there.

30.  Chennapatna. — The  numbers  in  attendance  have  greatly 
increased  owing  to  the  exertions  of  the  assistant  master  ;  but  the  grade 
of  the  instruction  is  still  very  low.  As  there  was  no  likelihood  of  an 
improvement  uuder  the  existing  Head  Master  he  has  been  removed. 

31.  Gasepele. — The  attendance  is  slightly  reduced  since  last  year, 
owing  to  several  boys  of  the  highest  clar3  having  left  school  from  the 
conviction  that  they  have  acquired  as  much  knowledge  as  they  will  ever 
need.  These  boys  were  all  present  and  nothing  would  convince  them 
that  it  would  be  profitable  to  stay  longer  at  school  and  rise  to  the  first 
class.    They  are  sons  of  Shanbhogs  and  have  therefore  no  fear  for  the 
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fiitare.  The  boys  actually  studying  in  the  school  passed  a  fair  exami- 
natioD.  One  great  drawback  is  the  unwillingness  of  their  parents  to  buy 
the  necessary  books. 


32.  DevandhalU, — ^l^his  school  is  being  earned  on  steadily  and  the 
boys  are  well  taught.  It  seems  however  to  be  altogether  in  a  depressed 
condition  and  the  attendance  is  poor  and  irregular.  Apart  from  the  loss 
of  prestige  which  ensued  on  the  aboUtion  of  the  English  school,  there  are 
four  rival  schools  in  the  town  conducted  by  natives  and  containing  from  20 
to  25  pupils  each.  There  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  inhabitants  are 
very  strong  conservatives  as  regards  Hindu  institutions,  and  it  is  not 
improbable  that  they  prefer  the  old  style  of  school.  The  Government 
school  building,  however,  is  an  uninviting  looking  place,  and  would,  I  think, 
come  better  under  public  notice  if  a  couple  of  feet  were  taken  off  the  high 
enclosure  wall  which  entirely  shuts  it  out  from  observation. 

33.  Dodda  BdUdpura, — The  following  is  an  extract  from  my 
inspection  report  upon  the  school.  The  Head  Master  referred  to  has 
since  been  transferred  to  another  statioa  This  school  has  a  large  num- 
ber of  papils,  though  far  less  than  two  years  ago.  It  will  be  observed, 
however,  that  all  but  a  very  small  proportion  are  in  the  fourth  class. 
This  j)artly  arises  from  the  Head  Master's  taking  upon  himself  the  in- 
stnictioa  of  all  the  boys  above  that  grade,  from  a  desire^  as  it  appears,  of 
preserving  his  own  dignity  by  keeping  all  the  subordinate  masters  on  one 
level  He  has  nominally  7  boys  in  2  classes.  These  however  are  all 
taught  together  and  form  in  reality  but  one  class.  Only  3  of  the  number 
were  present.  I  have  directed  that  these  two  classes  be  united  to  make 
a  new  second,  that  the  A  division  of  the  fourth  class  be  converted  into 
the  third  and  so  oa  The  results  of  the  examination  of  the  second  anil 
third  classes  were  very  unsatisfactory.    The  lower  classes  did  better. 

34.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  ill-feeling  between  the  several  mastera, 
and  two  had  re-opened  then:  old  private  school  under  a  brotherw  This 
being  a  violation  of  the  condition  on  which  they  were  received  into  Go- 
vernment employ,  I  took  measures  to  have  it  closed^  which  has  been  done. 
I  regret  that  the  Head  Master's  authority  over  his  assistants  appears  to 
be  so  feeble  and  that  he  should  act  so  much  the  partisan  instead  of  con- 
trolling the  whole. 
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35.  KdndkinahaUu—l  am  glad  to  report  that  this  school  has 
made  a  very  promising  begimung.  The  boys  are  sharp  and  anxious  to 
learn.    The  master  seems  devoted  to  his  work. 

36.  Kmgcre, — ^The  boys  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  shewing 
that  the  master  had  been  attentive  to  his  duties.  ITie  decrease  in  the 
number  of  pupils  is  attributed  to  the  want  of  an  assistant  in  the  instruc- 
tion. 

37.  Mdgadi, — The  attendance  is  good  and  the  school  appears  to 
be  popular.  The  lessons  were  on  the  whole  fairly  done,  and  decidedly 
better  than  I  have  heretofore  observed  under  this  Head  Master. 

38.  Ndanumgdla, — This  school  contains  a  large  number  of  pupils, 
the  majority  being  of  the  lowest  or  fourth  class  grade.  I  was  gratified 
with  the  results  of  the  examination.  There  are  25  Musalmdn  boys  at 
the  school.  The  premises,  an  old  travellers'  bungalow,  are  too  cramped 
for  the  classes,  and  alterations  are  urgently  needed  to  adapt  some  of  the 
small  rooms  and  verandalis  for  the  use  of  the  school. 

39.  HosakSfe. — This  school  appears  to  be  well  conducted  and  to  be 
an  object  of  interest  to  the  residents  of  the  town.  The  recent  out-break 
of  cholera  broke  it  up  for  a  time,  but  the  numbers  are  rapidly  rising  to 
their  former  point  The  senior  boys  belong  to  trading  classes  and  are 
unwilling  to  remain  at  school  beyond  the  time  required  to  reach  the 
second  class.  They  were  very  eager  to  work  sums  in  arithmetic  and 
were  quick  in  operation,  though  not  very  correct,  which  was  attributed  to 
want  of  practice  during  the  time  the  school  was  closed. 

40.  Sarjdpira. — With  this  school  I  was  very  pleased.  The  attend- 
ance is  good,  and  the  instruction  has  been  thorough  and  methodical. 

41 .  Yelalmnha. — ^The  master  of  this  school  is  a  clever  man  and 
an  earnest  teacher,  though  displaying  perhaps  too  much  of  the  vaidika 
character  and  want  of  method.  The  boys  did  fairly  well  in  examination 
and  the  attendance  is  good. 

42.  KoLAE  Dbtbict.. — Of  the  eleven  talook  schools  of  this  District 
all  are  working,  steadily-  with  the  exception  of  one  at  Siinivaspura,  the 
master  of  which  it  has  been  necessary  to  remove  to  a  lower  grada  The 
interest  which  Mr.  Mahomed  Ah,  Assistant  Superintendent,  has  display- 
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ed  in  the  schools  in  his  sub-district  has  materially  strengthened  the 
hands  of  the  masters  in  that  part  of  the  Province.

43.  BagSpdli — This  schdol  is  not  a  large  one,  but  appears  to  be 
going  on  regularly,  and  has  made  decided  progress  since  the  last  inspec- 
tion. Suitable  premises  have  now  been  procured  for  it,  and  the  only 
drawback  is  the  irregular  attendance  of  several  of  the  boys.  There  is  a 
proprietary  school  in  the  town,  containing  about  half  a  dozen  pupils, 
estabhshed  on  a  contract  for  three  years. 

44  Batoringp^te. — ^This  school  has  made  satisfactory  progress,  and 
the  number  of  pupils  has  increased.  Many  of  the  boys  are  acquainted 
only  with  Teluguand  their  instruction  involves  extra  labor  on  the  part  of 
the  master,  who  himself  is  not  very  conversant  with  that  language.  An 
application  is  made  for  an  assistant. 

45.  Ckikka  BdMpwra. — ^The  number  of  pupils  is  considerable,  but 
as  they  generally  leave  school  as  soon  as  they  can  read  and  write,  or  else 
join  the  English  school,  no  high  standard  has  been  attained  I  consider 
that  the  two  lower  divisions  under  the  assistant  master  did  rather  better 
than  the  others  under  the  Head  Master. 

46.    ChintAnani. — ^I  found  this  school  in  good  order,  and  the  boys 
wen  prepared  with  their  lessons.    The  people  of  the  place  appear  to  feel 
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as  great  an  interest  in  witnessing  the  performances  of  their  boys  as  ever, 
and  educational  operations  receive  eveiy  encouragement  from  the  acting 
Amildar. 

.  47.  G^Sndanuru, — ^This  school  continues  in  fair  working  order  and 
the  boys  seem  anxious  to  learn  and  to  give  satisfaction.  The  Amildar  is 
a  frequent  visitor,  and  exercises  a  good  influence  in  its  flavor. 

48.  ChuUbanda, — There  is  a  good  school  in  this  talook  and  the  boys 
appear  to  be  interested  in  their  lessons  and  getting  on  welL  Much  diffi- 
culty was  for  some  time  experienced  in  carrying  on  the  school  for  want  of 
an  assistant  teacher.    This  has  now  been  supplied. 

49.  JSTrfaV.— The  classes  of  this  school  are  well  filled,  but  I  was  not 
satisfied  with  the  progress  of  the  boys.  This  branch  has  only  just  been 
removed  into  the  new  building  from  the  dark  native  house  in  which  it 
has  been  carried  on  for  some  time,  and  I  trust  that  the  more  eflfective 
arrangements  which  can  now  be  made  will  lead  to  a  decided  improvement 

50.  Muhbdgalu, — ^This  school  continues  to  be  well  conducted 
though  the  numbers  in  attendance  are  not  quite  so  high  as  last  year. 
The  Telugu  branch  has  a  greater  attraction  for  boys  in  that  part  of  the 
country. 

51.  NarsdpurcL — Though  not  at  the  talook  head  quarters,  this 
school  has  always  kept  up  a  good  attendance.  Its  general  condition  and 
the  quality  of  the  instruction  are  satisfactory. 

52.  SrMvdspura. — This  school  was  poorly  attended,  and  I  had 
little  doubt  that  it  had  been  n^lected  by  the  Head  Master,  who  had  in 
some  way,  perhaps  for  this  reason,  given  offence  to  the  better  portion  of 
the  residents  and  left  the  instruction  principally  to  his  son.  The  man 
has  now  been  removed  from  this  talook. 

53.  Sidlaghatta.—^he  boys  have  made  good  progress  in  their 
lessons  and  the  school  is  efficiently  conducted  The  determination  to 
erect  new  premises  within  the  town,  making  use  as  far  as  possible  of  the 
materials  of  the  old  building  will,  it  is  expected,  lead  to  the  permanent 
success  of  the  institution.

54.  Mysore  District. — The  formation  of  the  Ashtagram  Talook  out 
of  two  others  has  reduced  the  number  of  talooks  to  12,  in  each  of  which 
there  is  now  a  schooL  The  one  at  Hunasdru  was  newly  established  this 
year.  Remarkable  success  continues  to  attend  on  the  Kanarese  branch 
of  the  Raja's  school,  Mysore.  The  state  of  the  Nanjanagudu,  Ch^maraja- 
nagara  and  Mallavalli  schools  is  also  particularly  satisfactory.  A  strong 
evidence  of  the  popularity  and  eflBciency  of  the  schools  in  this  District  is 
the  increase  in  the  general  attendance  from  481  to  6G7.

55.  Chdmardjanagara.—The  state  of  this  school  gave  me  much 
satisfaction.  The  boys  have  been  well  and  carefully  taught,  and  a  very 
great  improvement  has  taken  place  under  the  present  master.  His 
success  is  all  the  more  creditable  as  he  has  been  exposed  to  many  diffi- 
culties. Five  of  the  elder  boys,  instigated,  as  is  alleged,  by  the  former 
master  and  with  the  view  of  his  bemg  re-called,  have  devoted  themselves 
to  persecuting  the  present  one  and  hindering  boys  from  attending  the 
school  by  maltreating  them  on  the  road.  The  fathers  of  the  boys  expres- 
sed great  regret  for  their  sons'  misconduct  and  said  they  had  repeatedly 
punished  them  without  any  effect  They  were  quite  beyond  control.  Every

one  present  almost  joined  in  condemning  and  abasing  the  boys.  I  was 
rather  at  a  loss  how  to  proceed  as  the  boys  were  most  defiant  to  their 
fathers.  I  however  resolved  to  try  the  effect  of  kindness,  and  accustom- 
ed as  the  boys  had  been  to  general  abuse,  they  seemed  quite  cowed  by 
different  treatment  They  then  complained  that  the  master  was  inferior 
to  them  in  knowledge  of  arithmetic.  I  therefore  gave  the  principal  youth, 
who  was  acknowledged  to  be  the  cleverest  in  arithmetic,  a  sum,  which 
after  many  and  prolonged  attempts,  assisted  by  the  others  and  a  book, 
he  could  not  work.  I  then  made  the  master  shew  him  how  to  do  it 
This  public  trial,  coupled  with  the  consideration  shewn  to  them,  result- 
ed in  making  the  boys  give  in  completely,  and  on  further  shewing  them 
that  opposition  to  the  present  master  would  certainly  not  bring  back  the 
former  one,  they  were  a  good  deal  abashed  and  with  some  hesitation 
consented  to  join  the  school  again  and  attend  to  their  studies.  The  tem- 
per and  conduct  of  the  Head  Master  were  admirable  throughout, 

56.  Gtmdlupeie.— This  school  has  increased  and  is  doing  welL 
The  master  however  has  suffered  so  much  from  the  climate  that  it  has 
been  necessaiy  to  transfer  him  to  another  District 

57.  Hunasuru, — This  is  a  new  school  and  has  made  a  fair  begin- 
ning. Its  want  has  long  been  felt  and  an  increasing  attendance  may  be 
expected. 

58.  3Iaddurtu — Though  tlie  master  at  this  station  is  not  so  ener- 
getic as  could  be  wished,  the  school  has  a  large  number  of  pupils,  and  has 
made  decided  improvement. 

59.  MdJhvcilll — A  large  school,  which  is  very  well  conducted  and 
has  made  considerable  progress  during  the  year.  The  master  has  bestow- 
ed great  attention  on  the  boys. 

60.  Mandya. — ^The  number  of  boys  in  the  upper  classes  is  very 
small,  and  I  am  disposed  to  think  the  school  has  made  but  Httle  advance 
during  the  year. 

61.  Mysore, — ^The  remarkable  success  of  this  school  does  credit  to 
the  exertions  of  Mallappa,  the  able  Head  Master.  All  the  classes  passed 
a  very  satisfactory  examination.    I  must  point  out  however  the  utter 
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inadequacy  of  the  present  staflf  of  teachers  to  carry  on  eflSciently  the 
instruction  of  the  large  and  continually  increasing  number  of  pupils. 

62.  Natyamgudu, — This  I  should  place  next  in  order  to  the  school 
at  Mysora  The  master,  assisted  by  his  brother,  who  receives  no  pay,  has 
been  very  successful,  as  the  boys  were  thoroughly  well  prepared  with  all 
their  lessons. 

63.  Narasipiira. — This  school  contributes  its  shai'e  to  the  general 
improvement  of  the  talook  schools  in  the  Mysore  District  this  year.  The 
boys  have  been  fairly  taught,  and  the  master  himself  improved  by  the 
exertions  he  has  put  forth  in  their  instruction. 

64.  Sarguru. — I  am  glad  to  report  a  considerable  improvement  in 
the  condition  of  this  school  The  attendance  has  more  than  doubled,  and 
the  upper  boys  have  nlade  considerable  progress.  The  school  premises 
have  beea  put  into  good  order  and  made  cleaner  and  more  airy.  All  the 
boys  that  would  ordinarily  have  gone  to  the  private  school  in  Togatagere 
have  now  joined  the  Government  school,  if  regular  attendance  is  en- 
forced, there  is  a  good  prospect  before  it 

65.  Seringapcdam. — The  amalgamation  of  the  talook  and  hobli 
schools  in  this  place  and  the  appointment  of  the  present  master,  who  was 
formerly  in  charge  of  the  inferior  school,  Imve  resulted  in  nearly  trebhng 
the  attendance  during  the  year.  The  boys  have  been  well  taught  and 
seem  devoted  to  their  lessons, 

66.  Yedatare. — The  attendance  has  veiy  largely  increased,  mainly 
owing  to  the  union  of  a  private  master  with  the  school.  The  proficiency 
of  the  boys  was  below  what  I  had  expected  to  find.  I  recommend  an 
allowance  being  sanctioned  for  the  private  master  as  an  assistant.  Fail- 
ing this  the  people  will  withdraw  their  children  again. 

67.  Hassan  Disteict. — Of  the  ten  schools  now  estabUshed  in  this 
District,  those  at  Alum  and  Hassan  are  new  ones.  The  former,  at  the 
earnest  request  of  the  residentSj  has  been  tentatively  opened  at  the  head 
quarters  of  the  Maharajanadurga  Talook ;  but  its  removal  to  a  more 
populous  locality  will  probably  be  necessary.  The  Hole  Narasipura 
school  is  by  far  the  most  advanced  and  best  taught  of  the  schools,  and 
may  fairly  take  rank  with  those  of  Mysore  and  Nanjanagudu.  The  Atti- 
kuppa  school  has  made  very  good  improvement.

68.  Alum. — This  place,  the  head  quarters  of  the  Maharajanadurga 
Talook,  consists  of  little  more  than  the  Amildar's  cutcherry  and  a  few 
houses  of  the  talook  officials.  The  school  is  held  in  one  room  of  the 
cutcherry.  The  people  are  anxious  that  it  should  remain  where  it  is, 
and  the  residents  of  Morasu,  a.large  vilhige  near,  have  undertaken  to 
send  some  boys.  I  had  recommended  Goruru  as  a  more  suitable  station, 
but  after  consultation  with  the  Deputy  Superintendent  I  have  directed 
the  master  to  remain  where  he  is  for  a  short  time  that  the  success  of  the 
school  at  Aluru  may  be  further  tested. 

69.  AraJcalagudu. — I  regret  that  I  am  unable  to  report  favorably 
of  this  school.  The  people  are  no  doubt  somewhat  difficult  to  deal  with, 
and  the  situation  of  the  school  furnishes  many  with  a  pretext  for  not 
sending  their  children.  I  think  however  the  master  is  not  free  from 
blame  for  many  irregularities.  The  repairs  of  the  school  executed  under 
the  Amildar's  orders  have  not  been  carried  out  satisfactorily, 

70.  Attikuppa,— This  school  has  been  well  managed  and  made 
excellent  progress.  The  master  is  a  trustworthy  man  and  appears  to 
have  gained  the  good  will  of  the  residents. 

71.  BMru. — ^This  school  has.  much  improved  in  the  character  of 
the  instruction  and  does  credit  to  Gundappa,  who  takes  the  Uon's  share 
of  the  work    The  advance  now  noted  is  mainly  due  to  the  proximity  of 
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the  training  school  for  hobli  masters,  which  had  been  located  here  for 
some  months. 

72.  HdranahaMl — Although  this  school,  owing  to  want  of  sanc- 
tion for  the  assistant,  haslostagreat  many  pupils,  I  think  the  general 
condition  of  it  has  improved.  The  instruction  however  is  very  imperfect 
The  private  master  who  so  long  acted  as  a  volunteer  assistant,  left  the 
place  without  notice,  hopeless  of  obtaining  any  answer  from  Government. 
As  it  is  not  known  where  he  has  gone  to  and  there  is  no  prospect  of  his 
return,  I  have  recommended  the  appointment  of  a  pupil  teacher  instead. 

73.  flossan.— This  school  is  a  new  one  and  has  made  a  good  begin- 
ning. The  boys  are  all  of  the  fourth  class  and  form  three  sub-divisions. 
It  is  perhaps  desirable  to  have  it  in  a  separate  building  fix)m  the  Govem- 
ment  school 

74.  Hde  Narasipura. — This  is  decidedly  the  best  Kanarese  school 
in  the  District  and  one  of  the  most  successful  in  the  Department  The 
promotion  of  both  the  masters  would  be  no  more  than  an  act  of  bare  jus- 
tice. I  also  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  pupil  teacher,  for  which 
place  there  are  several  excellent  candidates  in  the  second  class.  These 
boys  are  so  thoroughly  prepared  in  their  lessons  and  vie  with  each  other 
in  such  a  friendly  spirit  of  emulation  that  it  is  a  pleasure  to  examine  them. 

75.  Ndgamangalck.—T!he  attendance  here  has  fallen  off  very  much, 
and  I  fear  the  master  has  been  engaged  in  studying  Sanskrit  to  the  neg- 
lect of  his  own  proper  duties.  The  recently  appointed  Amildar  has  pro- 
mised to  provide  a  more  suitable  building  for  the  school  in  a  central  spot, 
and  the  principal  shettis  being  assembled,  declared  their  intention  of 
sending  their  children  if  the  school  were  a  more  i^asonable  distance  from 
the  pete.  So  large  and  important  a  town  might  with  proper  manage- 
ment support  a  flourishing  school,  and  I  trust  the  arrangements  above 
mentioned  will  produce  the  desired  result. 

76.  NuggihoMi. — The  school  at  this  place  is  not  well  attended.  But 
I  am  assured  that  no  more  boys  exist  in  the  place  of  an  age  to  come  to 
school.  Although  the  town  is  an  important  one,  the  Shri  Vaishnava 
Brahmans  who  preponderate  there  are  oflicials  in  high  employ  and  there- 
fore constant  absentees.  Hence  there  may  be  grounds  for  the  report.  The 
master  suffers  much  from  weakness  and  relies  a  good  deal  on  the  aid  of 
his  son,  an  intelligent  youth,  who  forms  the  third  class. 
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77.  Sakalt^spura. — This  school  is  in  a  much  better  coDdition  than 

last  year,    I  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  pupil  teacher  to  assist  the 

master.  The  school  premises  have  been  neatly  enclosed,  but  the  situation 

is  unfortunate  and  the  building  has  been  so  decked  out  with  bright  colors 

by  the  contractor  who  last  repaired  it,  that  the  object  of  its  erection  would 

hardly  be  guessed. 

4.    Tklugct  Schools. 

78.  Only  four  schools  of  this  class  have  been  provided  for  as  yet, 
those  at  Magadi  and  Kolar  being  carried  on  by  volunteers.  The  Chinta- 
mani  and  Mulabagalu  schools  are  the  best  and  most  satisfactorily  taught 
The  Childca  BaJlapura  school  is  comparatively  new  and  may  improve. 
It  contains  two  girls.  The  Srinivaspura  school  is  not  what  it  should  be, 
though  I  think  it  deserves  more  commendation  than  the  Kanarese  school 
A  fresh  arrangement  regarding  the  latter  will  have  its  effect  upon  the 
other  branch  and  lead  to  its  improvement

5.    Hindustani  School. 

79.  The  success  of  the  few  Hindustani  schools  maintained  by  Go- 
vernment has  been  most  encouraging.  The  Mysore  school,  which  forms 
a  branch  of  the  Raja's  school,  has  increased  its  numbers  500  per  cent. 
Those  at  Kolar  and  Chikka  Ballapura  are  both  highly  satisfactory. 

80.  Particular  attention  was  directed  during  the  year  to  the  provi- 
sions for  the  education  of  Mahomedans,  and  in  consequence  of  the  repre- 
sentations made,  sanction  has  been  received  for  estabhshing  several  new 
Hindustani  schools  in  favorable  localities  under  masters  specially  train* 
ed  for  the  work.

81.  Mysore, — The  attendance  at  this  school,  as  anticipated  last 
year,  has  risen  very  high,  with  a  still  increasing  tendency.  Its  popularity 
is  the  natural  effect  of  the  excellent  management  and  instruction  of  the 
Head  Master  now  in  charge.  One  of  the  students  of  the  Hindustani 
Normal  School  was  deputed  to  assist  him,  as  a  temporary  measure  of 
relief  in  the  work  of  teaching  so  considerable  a  number  of  pupils, 

82.  Koldr. — This  school  has  not  fallen  away  from  its  uniformly 
successful  career.  The  elder  boys  have  now  reached  the  first  class,  and 
it  would  be  difficult  to  find  more  inteUigent  and  well  educated  lads  than 
two  or  tkree  of  ihem  in  any  school  we  have.  This  branch  is  by  far  the 
most  efficient  of  any  of  the  educational  estabhshments  at  Kolar.  The 
large  number  of  absentees  at  the  time  of  inspection  was,  I  may  remark, 
accidental  and  owing  to  an  important  ceremony  held  near  Mulabagalu  at 
that  time,  to  which  many  of  the  pupils  had  been  taken  by  their  parents. 

83.  Giilcka  BaUdpura. — With  this  school  I  was  pleased.  The 
trained  master  under  whom  it  has  been  established  is  a  painstaking  man, 
and  has  gained  the  good  opinion  of  the  Mahomedan  residents.  The 
Assistant  Superintendent  has  rendered  him  valuable  assistance.  The 
absence  of  a  third  class  will  now  be  made  up  by  the  promotion  to  that 
grade  of  the  A  division  of  the  fourth  class.  But  I  must  call  attention  to 
the  necessity  that  exists  for  an  assistant  in  the  work  of  instruction. 

6.    HoBU  (Village)  Schools. 

84.  The  filling  up  of  aU  the  hoblis  has  been  an  important  end 
aooomplished  during  the  year.  There  are  thus  825  schools  of  this  class 
in  the  First  Cirde,  nearly  one  third  of  which  I  have  p^^sonally  inspected. 
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85.  Saccessfiil  as  a  majority  unquestionably  are  for  the  purpose 
for  which  they  were  established^  two  provisions  remain  to  be  made  in 
order  to  ensure  their  continued  development  When  the  schools  were 
new,  and  as  it  were  on  trial,  these  matters  were  of  little  importance,  but 
now  that  the  system  has  been  securely  built  up,  the  absence  of  these 
arraugements  is  exerting  a  depressing  influence  and  demands  attention. 
The  provision  of  some  certain  prospect  of  promotion  or  reward  to  deser- 
ving masters;  and  of  means  for  famishing  assistance,  as  by  pupil  teachers 
or  otherwise,  to  those  schools  whose  pupils  are  too  numerous  for  instruc- 
tion by  a  single  master  ;  are  the  two  points  which  I  desire  to  recommend 
in  an  especial  manner  for  adjustment 

86.  All  the  men  receive  a  uniform  salary  of  Bs  7  a  month.  This 
suffices  for  little  more  than  the  support  of  the  master  himself.  In  the 
hope  however  of  at  length  being  in  a  position  to  maintain  a  family,  many 
a  man  has  strenuously  exerted  himself  to  collect  boys  and  get  his  school 
on,  who  finding  that  no  substantial  reward  was  thereby  obtained,  has 
either  thrown  up  his  appointment  or  devoted  his  time  to  more  profitable 
labors  at  the  expense  of  the  school  The  low  pay  indeed  causes  punish- 
ment by  the  infliction  of  fines  to  be  severely  felt,  but  the  penalty  loses 
much  of  its  deterring  influence  when  there  is  no  corresponding  scale  on 
the  other  hand  of  rewards  for  the  meritorious. 

87.  It  has  been  pointed  out  by  me  in  previous  reports  that  parents 
will  not  send  their  children  to  a  school  where  the  numbers  in  attendance 
are  what  they  consider  in  excess  of  the  ability  of  the  teachers  to  attend 
properly  to  their  instruction,  and  in  general  the  appointment  of  an  addi- 
tional teacher  to  a  flourishing  school  will  have  the  effect  of  confirming 
its  prosperity  and  encouraging  an  increased  attendance.  Failing  a  grant 
of  such  assistance,  the  master  gradually  relaxes,  as  he  cannot  avoid 
doing,  his  exertions  and  the  school  gradually  goes  down.  But  bj  provi- 
ding  auxiliary  teachers  the  master  is  enabled  to  carry  on  the  instruction  of 
the  upper  boys  to  the  highest  standard,  which  he  cannot  otherwise  do, 
for  as  the  most  public  test  of  success  is  a  good  attendance,  he  must 
devote  his  time  to  the  most  numerous  class  of  boys,  and  the  advanced 
pupils  are  thus  almost  as  it  were  compelled  to  leava 

88.  The  necessity  of  providing  rewards  for  deserving  hobli  masters, 
and  of  famishing  assistants  wherever  it  is  justified  by  the  state  of  the 
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school,  will  I  trust  have  heen  made  clear.  These  measures  would  add 
immeasurably  to  the  popularity  and  efficiency  of  the  schools,  which  have 
now  reached  a  stage  in  which  attention  to  them  cannot  without  injury 
be  postponed* 

89.  Thus  would  be  increased  the  attendance  at  existing  schools,  but 
as  mentioned  by  me  in  last  year's  report,  an  extension  of  the  village 
school  system  is  in  every  way  desirable.  Though  boys  from  neighbouring 
villages  do  often  come  some  distance  to  attend  school,  yet  the  extent  of 
a  hobli  is  too  great  to  allow  of  their  doing  so  &om  all  parts  of  it  Some 
hoblis  contain  sufficient  lai^e  villages  to  support  three  or  four  schools. 
The  anxiety  of  the  people  to  obtain  additional  schools  is  undoubted.  I  have 
been  frequently  entreated  to  visit  villages  in  which  there  was  such  a  de- 
mand, and  great  has  been  the  disappointment  of  the  residents  on  being 
informed  that  under  present  orders  each  hobli  can  only  have  one  school* 

90.  To  meet  such  cases  a  proposal  was  made  by  me  last  year.  A 
similar  plan  has  since  occurred  to  me,  which  will  involve  no  alteration  in 
the  sanctioned  monetary  provision  for  hobli  schools.  The  number  origi- 
nally entered  in  the  hobli  scheme  was  645,  based  upon  the  talook 
sulniivisions  at  that  time  in  force.  But  as  the  revision  of  the  revenue 
establishment  had  then  been  carried  out  only  in  some  of  the  Districts,  the 
others  were  reckoned  according  to  the  old  system,  which  gave  them  a  far 
greater  number  of  schools  than  would  on  the  improved  scale  fall  to  their 
share.  The  Districts  principally  thus  affected  are  Shimoga  and  Kadoor, 
I»ecisely  those  in  which  the  introduction  of  the  hobli  schools  is  the  most 
backward.  It  appears  that  the  four  Districts  of  Mysore  forming  the  second 
Circle  contain  no  more  than  204  hoblis,  if  reckoned  on  the  same  system 
throughout^  but  it  has  320  schools  allowed  to  it,  owing  to  the  calculation 
by  the  old  Maganis  instead  of  by  the  new  hoblis.  It  is  proposed  there- 
fore that  additional  hobli  schools,  as  may  be. required  up  to  the  limit 
of  100,  should  be  assigned  to  this  Circle,  which  will  still  leave  220  at  dis- 
posal for  the  other  less  populous  Districts.  In  this  way,  without  essentially 
disturbing  the  original  scheme,  the  demand  for  more  village  schools 
may  be  met  in  a  simple  manner.  The  matter  is  prominently  brought  to 
notice  by  each  one  of  my  Sub- Deputy  Inspectors  in  his  annual  report. 

91.  Bangalobe  District. — This  District  contains  75  schools,  which 
Me  visited  once  in  four  months  by  the  Sub-Deputy  Inspector,  Dakshina- 
morti  ShastrL    In  classifying  the  schools  he  places  39  in  the  first  grade, 

K 
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as  being  satisfactory  in  both  attendance  and  progress ;  23  in  the  second 
grade,  as  having  a  good  attendance,  but  being  deficient  in  progress ;  and 
13  in  the  third  grade,  as  unsatisfoctory  in  both  respecta  Three-fourths 
of  the  pupils  are  described  as  of  the  ryot  or  agricultural  class,  and  one- 
fourth  as  Brahmans.  The  schools  contain  71  Mahomedans  and  21  girls. 
It  is  found  that  the  people  are  generally  satisfied  with  the  instruction  of 
their  children  up  to  the  standard  appointed  for  the  second  class,  hence 
the  rarity  of  any  school  as  yet  having  a  first  class.  The  following  list 
contains  particulars  regaidiiig  each  school,  with  a  note  in  the  column  of 
remarks  on  its  general  condition.

92.  KOLAB  District — Comprises  81  schook,  which  are  superintended 
by  the  Sub-Deputy  Inspector  Shamachiiri.  He  considers  that  progress  has 
been  made  during  the  year,  as  evidenced  by  the  unwillingness  of  the 
people  of  any  village  to  lose  the  school  if  its  transfer  become  necessary, 
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and  by  the  disappearance  of  nearly  all  the  private  schools  from  the  villa- 
ges where  hobli  schools  have  been  established.  A  great  drawback  to  the 
schook  arises  from  factious  party  disputes,  carried  on  perhaps  for  years 
past.  The  partisans  on  either  side  will  sacrifice  every  thing  to  gain  even 
a  momentary  triumph  over  the  opposite  faction.  H  ence  an  institution  so 
dependent  on  the  people  as  a  hobli  school  is  often  placed  in  jeopardy 
between  two  fires,  to  satisfy  one  party  is  ipso  facto  to  oSenA  the  other. 
It  is  more  pleasing  however  to  draw  attention  to  interest  in  the  schools  on 
the  part  of  influential  men.  Zamindar  Ramappa  of  Kottamangala,  Avani 
Hobli,  MulabagaluTalook,  is  specially  praised  for  the  school  house  erected 
by  him  at  his  own  expense,  and  stated  to  be  the  best  in  the  District.

94.  Hassan  District. — The  number  of  schools  is  77,  which  are 
Tisited  by  Sub-Deputy  Inspector  Cheluvaiengar,  He  places  8  schools  in 
a  1st  class  as  being  very  good,  33  others  are  doing  well,  17  are  inferior 
to  these  and  19  are  not  satisfactory  at  all,  8  of  them  having  suffered 
through  the  masters'  negligence.  The  people  are  much  in  favor  of  some 
of  the  exercises  of  the  indigenous  private  schools,  especially  of  opening  the 
day  with  Udaya  Raga,  or  singing  of  hymns  in  praise  of  certain  gods. 
The  masters  of  the  following  places  are  specially  recommended  for  their 
abihty,  Konanura,  Gandasi,  Dodda  Bemmatti,  Madaba,  Melkdte  and 
Chinya.

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7.  Girls'  Schools. 
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95.  As  tlie  establislimeiit  of  tliree  new  ones  was  sanctioned  from 
the  1st  of  April  1872,  they  are  included  here, 
and  we  are  thus  enabled  to  reckon  8  Govern- 
ment girls'  scliook  with  an  attendance  as 
noted  in  the  margin.  Of  the  five  previously  in 
ofieration  the  one  at  Srinivaspura  is  not 
satisfactory^  though  it  has  made  a  slight  im- 
provement during  the  yc^ar.  The  othei-s,  esi^ecially  those  at  Chintamani 
and  Magadi^  have  made  very  gratifying  progress.  The  stations  to  which,  on 
applications  received  from  the  i>eople  for  some  time  past,  the  new  schools 
w^ere  assigned  ai'e  Sarjdpura  and  Closepete  10  the  Bangalore  District  and 
Sidlaghatta  in  the  Kolar  Distnct.  In  each  case  an  encouraging  com- 
meiicemcnt  has  been  made,  and  more  recently  a  very  promising  school 
has  been  ex|>enmentally  opened  at  Chikka  Balldpura,  which  it  is  desired 
that  Government  should  adopt. 

96,  Baiifjahre. — This  school  has  been  in  charge  of  the  assistant 
master  throughout  the  year.  It  is  found  difficult  to  enforce  r^ular  at- 
tendance whicli  is  a  great  drawhact  The  girls  of  the  first  and  second 
classes  have  made  fair  progress.  The  former  read  from  Katha  Sangraha, 
learn  grammar  from  Vagvidliayini,  and  possess  a  knowlctlge  of  arithme- 
tic as  far  as  the  compound  rules  and  proporiion,  and  of  geography  more 
particularly  as  connected  with  the  map  of  India. 
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97.  MdgadL — ^The  number  of  pupils  has  increased  since  the  last 
inspection,  and  now  includes  several  Brahmani  girls.  The  results  of  the 
examination  were  creditable  to  the  master.  The  premises  are  very  clean 
and  commodious. 

98.  Giintdmani. — ^This  school  continues  to  maintain  its  high  cha- 
racter, and  the  intelligence  and  readiness  of  the  girls  are  gratifying  eviden- 
ces of  successful  teaching.  After  the  last  inspection  they  had  been 
rewarded  with  dolls  as  prizes,  but  this  time  they  particularly  requested  that 
they  might  have  books,  in  itself  a  good  sign.  Much  credit  is  due  to  iLe 
Head  Master  for  the  present  condition  and  general  progress  of  his  school. 

99.  SrMvaspwra. — ^This  school  is  very  much  behind  the  above, 
except  in  a  somewhat  better  attendance  there  is  hardly  any  sign  of  im- 
provement since  the  last  inspectioa  I  trust  that  the  appointment  of  a 
good  talook  master  to  the  station  will  provide  the  control  and  guidance 
needed  for  the  management  of  this  school  before  its  state  can  be  pronoun- 
ced satisfactory. 

100.  Hassan, — ^This  school  contains  about  the  same  number  of 
pupils  as  last  year.  Several  have  lately  left  the  station  on  the  transfer 
of  their  fathers,  which  has  reduced  the  attendance.  The  girls  were  well 
prepared  with  most  of  their  lessons,  and  displayed  a  most  pleasing  intel- 
ligence and  interest  ui  their  studies.  The  venerable  master  has  by  his 
management  of  the  school  secured  the  good  will  of  residents  in  the  town  to 
such  a  degree  that  he  has  been  engaged  to  instruct  some  married  women, 
wives  of  native  officials,  at  their  own  houses.  This  is  the  only  instance  I 
have  met  with  of  zenana  work  in  connection  with  Government 

8.  NoBHAL  Schools. 

101.  Ceneral  Normal  School, — The  final  examination  of  this  insti- 

tution was  held  in  September,  when  the  attain- 
^^^  ••  3        ments  of  18  students,  belonging  to  the  respeo- 

HiDdostioii      ...  5        tivo  branches  in  the  proportion  given  in  the 

margin,  were  tested,  with  the  view  of  granting 
teachers'  certificates  to  such  as  were  qualified  for  employment  as  school 
masterSw  The  results  are  exhibited  in  tiiie  following  extract  from  my 
report  The  average  of  marks  obtained  was  26  per  cent  in  the  English 
department,  46*5  in  the  Kanarese  and  88  in  the  Hindast4m.  In  both  the 
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English  and  Hiodastani  branches  the  qnestionson  mathematics  and  his- 
tory were  very  poorly  answered.  For  the  latter  class  the  excuse  may  be 
made  that  their  text  book  does  not  contain  very  full  information,  for  the 
former  there  is  none.  Altogether  the  Kanarese  branch  may  be  re- 
ported as  having  done  well,  the  Hindustani  fairly,  and  the  English  badly. 
Certificates  were  accordingly  given  to  seven  students  in  the  Kanarese 
branch  and  to  three  in  the  Hindustani^  two  of  the  latter  being  assistant 
masters  of  aided  schools.  The  full  complement  of  Talook  English  and 
Kanarese  schools  being  made  up,  the  classes  in  which  students  were  train- 
ed in  those  languages  were  closed  and  the  Hindustani  dass  alone  retain- 
ed. The  latter  has  subsequently  been  placed  on  a  better  footing  than 
before,  and  is  attended  by  candidates  from  various  parts  of  the  country, 
who  bid  fair  to  turn  out  very  well.  A  small  practising  school  of  Mahome- 
dan  boys  has  also  been  formed  in  connection  with  it 

102.  NandldfMg  TrainiDg  School— This  school  was  located  at  Chen- 
napatna  until  June.  In  the  examination  then  held  36  candidates  present- 
ed themselves,  of  whom  26  passed  and  received  appomtments  as  hobli 
school  masters,  namely,  10  in  the  Bangalore  District,  10  in  the  Mysore 
District,  3  in  the  Hassan  District  and  3  in  the  Toomkoor  District  Every 
hobli  in  the  Bangalore  and  Kolar  Districts  being  now  filled  up,  the  school 
was  removed  to  Chikkanayakanahalli  for  the  convenience  of  candidates 
from  the  western  district 

103.  Ashtagram  TralaiDg  School.— Was  established  at  Hole 
Narasipura  till  July,  and  then  at  Beluru  until  January.  After  the  last 
examination  it  was  placed  at  disposal  for  the  Nagar  Division  and  trans- 
ferred to  Tirthahalli. 

While  the  school  was  at  Narasipura,  students  had  been  admitted  in 
so  loose  a  manner  (without  communication  with  this  office)  that  no  less 
than  64  professed  to  belong  to  it  I  found  it  necessary  to  dismiss  21  of 
them  summarily,  of  the  rest  only  27  were  found  fit  for  employment,  and 
of  this  last  number  three  or  four  were  passed  as  an  act  of  grace  on  ac- 
count of  their  being  candidates  from  the  Malnad,  rather  than  fix)m  their 
fully  coming  up  to  the  appointed  standard. 

1 04.  The  examination  held  at  Beluru  was  far  more  satisfactory,  and 
resulted  in  furnishing  21  masters,  10  for  the  Mysore  District  and  11  for 
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the  Hassan  District,  thus  filling  up  every  hobli  in  the  Ashtagram  Divi- 
fiioa  The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  report  on  the  examinatioa 

"  The  candidates  were  much  more  generally  well  prepared  than  has 
been  usual  on  previous  occasiona  Inequalities  there  could  not  fail  to  be 
among  so  many  men  collected  from  various  parts  and  differing  as  to  the 
time  during  which  they  had  been  under  instruction.  But  there  were  hard- 
ly any  cases  of  conspicuous  failure.  This  was  the  result  partly  of  enfor- 
cing the  precautions  against  the  admission  of  incompetent  men  and  such 
has  had  no  claim.  But  the  training  master  is  entitled  to  credit  for  keep- 
ing the  entire  body  of  the  students  up  to  the  mark,  instead  of  devoting 
himself  chiefly  to  a  few  who  were  more  promising.'' 

9.  Engineebing  School. 

105.  As  this  school  did  not  meet  with  a  reasonable  amount  of 
SQCcess,  it  was  closed  as  a  special  institution.  At  the  samo  time 
arrangements  were  considered  for  giving  instruction  in  engineering  at  the 
District  head  quarter  schools,  where  the  candidates  thus  undergoing  a 
training  for  employment  in  the  Public  Works  Department  might  go  also 
through  the  usual  course  of  general  study  along  with  the  other  boys  of 
liie  school.  The  scholarships  attached  to  the  Engineering  school  were 
accordingly  distributed  among  the  District  schools,  to  be  given  by  pre- 
ference to  boys  of  the  mestri  dass,  for  whom  they  were  originally  designed. 

II.    AIDED  AND  PRIVATE  SCHOOLS. 

106.  While  the  inspection  of  all  schools  aided  by  Government 
grants-in-aid  is  reckoned  as  of  primary  importance,  there  are  many  schools 
not  thus  supported  which  are  regularly  examined  at  the  invitation  of 
the  managers,  in  the  hope  of  Government  assistance  being  eventually 
conceded.  An  account  of  some  of  these  institutions  is  given  in  the 
following  pages  along  with  reports  on  those  actually  connected  with 
Government 

107.  New  grants-in-aid  were  sanctioned  during  the  year  to  the 
folbwing  schools: — 

Miss  Ferguson's  School,   Shule. 

Wesleyan  Mission  Main  Street  School,  Pete,  Bangalore. 

Samskrita  Vidya  Nilaya,  Bangalore. 
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Wesleyan  Mission  Pete  Boys'  School,  Mysore. 
Wesleyan  Mission  Market  Street  Boys'  School,   Mysore. 
St.  Bartholomew's  School,  Mysore. 

108.  The  grant  to  the  London  Mission  Institution  was  increased, 
the  Cantonment  and  Alsuru  branch  schools  participating  in  it.  The  latter 
which  had  been  closed  for  want  of  funds  was  re-opened  on  receipt  of  this 
sanction. 

109.  The  grants  to  the  Sanskrit  school,  Seringapatam,  and  the 
Sanmarga  Darshani  Balika  Pathashale  at  the  same  place  weie  suspended 
for  four  months,  but  subsequently  renewed  on  the  schools  being  placed  on 
a  satisfactory  footing.  The  grants  to  the  Madrasa  Mahammadia,  Chenna- 
patna,  and  the  Ahsan  ul  Madrasa,  Hassan,  suspended  in  the  previous 
year,  were  renewed,  a  great  improvement  being  apparent  in  their  condition. 

110.  Building  grants  were  made  to  St  Andrew's  school  and  to  the 
Cantonment  orphanage  and  school  for  destitute  children,  while  an  entiy 
was  admitted  into  the  ensuing  year  s  Budget  for  a  similar  grant  to  the 
Sadar  Veda  Siddhanta  Sabhi  Seminaries. 

1,  Boys'  Schools.— Upper  Clas& 

111.  Bishop  Cotton  Shoo\  Bangdore^-^The  condition  of  this  school 
has  been  much  advanced  during  the  year  under  the  principalship  of  the 
Rev,  Dr.  Pope.  Four  students  matriculated,  and  one  (also  a  master) 
obtained  the  B.  A.  degree.  At  the  time  of  inspection  the  number  of  stu- 
dents was  reckoned  at  103,  including  6  private  and  17  foundation 
boarders.  The  upper  forms  underwent  a  written  examination  by  means 
of  questions  set  at  the  same  time  to  the  High  School  and  Raja's  School. 
The  other  classes  were  examined  vivd  vnce^  and  may  be  stated  generally 
to  have  done  better  in  Latin  than  in  any  other  subject,  the  books  used 
being  those  of  the  pubhc  schools  series.  In  a  knowledge  of  arithmetic 
the  boys  were  considerably  deficient.  In  history  and  geography  sorae 
had  studied  the  lessons  attentively,  but  there  was  a  great  variety  of  at- 
tainments in  each  class. 

112.  The  general  aspect  of  the  school  has  much  improved,  and  the 
signs  of  constant  activity  and  an  earnest  buckUng  to  work  augur  well  for 
the  future.  The  element  of  stability  which  has  long  been  wanting  seems 
now  supplied,  and  the  principal  causes  of  anxiety  have  been  to  a  great 
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extent  removed.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  right  conception  of  a  Bishop 
Cotton  school  is  at  length  in  course  of  being  wrought  out  here,  as  Banga^ 
lore  presents  in  many  respects  a  peculiarly  fayorable  field  for  its  deve- 


113.  The  new  premises  are  fast  rising  up.  The  Principals  house 
wiD  be  situated  between  the  boys'  school  and  the  girls'  school,  the  house 
now  used  for  the  former  being  given  up  to  the  latter.  The  whole  esta- 
blishment will  thus  be  under  the  direct  control  of  Dr.  Pope,  who  propo- 
ses to  style  himself  the  warden.  The  item  of  rent,  which  is  a  large  one, 
will  then  be  eliminated  fiom  the  expenditure  and  savings  effected  in  other 
ways. 

114.  St,  Anirms  Sdwol^  Bangalore. — ^This  school  has  been  through- 
out the  year  under  the  management  of  the  new  Head  Master,  Mr. 
Thomson,  and  has  lately  come  into  the  occupation  of  commodious  premi- 
ses, erected  by  private  subscription  supplemented  by  a  Government 
grant.  When  inspected  there  were  56  pupils  on  the  books,  including  13 
boarders.  One  candidate  from  the  school  passed  the  University  Entrance 
examination.  The  class  preparing  for  this  test,  it  was  considered,  requi- 
red a  good  deal  of  attention  before  the  standard  contemplated  for  the 
school  could  be  attained.  The  three  junior  classes  did  very  fairly  inmost 
of  their  lessons.  The  school  taken  as  a  whole  may  be  described  as  work- 
ing steadily,  and  with  active  management  should  command  a  successful 
career. 

115.  Ixmdon  Mission  InsUtuHon^  Bangalore, — When  I  visited  this 
school  it  contained  172  pupils,  shewing  an  increase  of  36  during  the 
year.  The  premises  were  considerably  enlarged  to  accommodate  the 
growing  numbers  and  to  provide  a  separate  room  for  each  class.  Three 
students  matriculated,  and  one  took  the  B.  A.  degree.  After  exami- 
nation of  all  the  classes  I  considered  the  school  to  be  both  efficiently 
conducted  and  making  steady  progress.  It  continues  under  the  care  of 
the  Bev.  Mr.  Walton. 

116.  Natwe  Educational  Institution,  Bangalore.— The  management 
of  this  important  school  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hudson,  b.  a.,  has  been  attend- 
ed with  much  success.  For  the  Entrance  examination  ten  candidates 
passed,  and  one  secured  the  B.  A.  degree.    At  the  time  of  inspection  the 
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pupUs  numbered  303.  The  decrease  of  32  since  my  previoos  visit  was 
attributed  to  the  reopening  of  the  Alsuru  London  Mission  school.  The 
results  of  the  examination  generally  were  favorable,  the  exceptions  be- 
ing the  arithmetic  of  the  first  class  and  of  the  second  division  of  the 
third.  But  taking  the  school  altogether  I  considered  there  were  more 
evident  signs  of  progress  than  usual,  a  natural  eflFect  of  constant  super- 
vision and  examination  of  the  junior  classes,  the  importance  of  wUch 
caimot  be  too  much  insisted  on. 

1 17.  The  form  of  report  to  parents  which  I  described  last  year  is 
still  in  use,  but  modified  to  the  extent  of  making  it  up  quarterly  instead 
of  monthly.  To  all  who  bestow  more  than  a  passing  thought  upon  the 
education  of  their  children,  it  must  be  a  satisfaction  to  learn  exactly  how 
they  stand  in  class,  and  what  opinion  the  Head  of  the  school  has  formed 
of  their  conduct  and  abilities,  while  those  parents  who  are  careless  or  in- 
diflferent  to  the  subject  are  likely  to  become  interested.  All  the  pupils 
in  our  large  native  schools  being  necessarily  day  scholars,  the  iofluence 
exerted  over  them  by  masters  is  limited  to  but  a  small  part  of  each  day. 
The  great  desideratum  is  to  enlist  home  influence  also  on  the  side  of 
school  training,  and  any  system  which  bids  fair  to  accomplish  this,  how- 
ever imperfectly  it  may  work  at  first,  deserves  to  be  commended. 

118.  Weskyan  Mission  Scliool,  Mysore, — This  institution  is  now 
conducted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gostick.  The  number  of  pupils  at  the  period 
of  my  visit  was  154,  shewing  a  decrease  of  48  since  I  last  saw  it.  Six 
members  of  the  class  studying  for  Matriculation  succeeded  in  passing. 
My  report  on  the  other  divisions  of  the  school  was  as  follow. 

The  first  class  were  not  so  proficient  as  they  should  have  been ;  only 
five,  or  at  the  most  six,  boys  seemed  able  to  answer  with  any  degree  of 
accuracy  and  these  were  slow.  The  second  class  did  badly  in  every 
lesson  taken  up.  The  unsatisfactory  condition  of  this  dass  was  pointed 
out  last  year,  and  I  regret  to  say  that  I  can  observe  no  improvement.  It 
is  highly  desirable  that  the  teacher  should  be  changed.  The  remaining 
classes  were  better  prepared  for  examination.  The  fourth  did  the  Jbest, 
and  particularly  well  in  geography. 

2.    Middle  Class. 

119.  St  JohrCs  District  Schools^  Bangalore. — The  excellent  schools 
for  the  children  of  pensioners,  superintended  by  the  Rev.  Mr,  Cooper,  m.  a., 
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Chaplain  of  St.  John  s,  were  inspected  by  me  in  March.  They  contain 
altogether  216  pupils.  The  boys'  school,  which  alone  comes  under 
this  head  of  the  report,  (the  other  branches  will  be  introduced  fcirther  on) 
has  83.  They  are  divided  into  four  classes.  The  boys  of  the  first  class 
were  not  as  a  whole  good  readers,  though  two  or  three  could  read  pretty 
well.  In  knowledge  of  the  construction  of  sentences  they  were  generally 
deBcient.  In  arithmetic  they  did  fairly,  but  in  Euclid  were  slow  in 
applying  what  they  had  learnt.  Acquaintance  with  geography  was 
passable.  The  other  classes  with  some  exceptions  answered  as  well  as 
could  be  expected. 

120.  The  school  has  decidedly  improved  since  I  last  saw  it,  and 
the  premises  have  been  enlarged  to  accommodate  the  increased  number 
of  pupils.  In  the  study  of  language  I  would  recommend  exercises  being 
introduced  on  the  analysis  of  sentences.  In  mathematics  I  believe  Lieut 
Pennefather  of  the  Royal  Engineers  has  given  frequent  lessons,  chiefly 
on  algebra  and  Euclid.  It  appears  to  me  that  the  study  of  mensuration 
would  be  both  useful  and  interesting  to  the  boys  until  they  are  qualified 
to  take  up  trigonometry.  It  may  be  mentioned  here  that  the  school 
contains  12  native  pupils,  3  of  whom  are  Mahomedans. 

121.  Ordnance  School,  Fort — Contains  23  pupils,  namely,  9  boys 
and  14  girls.  There  are  two  classes,  the  first  being  in  two  divisions. 
The  instruction  is  necessarily  elementary  and  seems  to  be  carefully 
carried  on  by  the  master  and  his  wife,  who  live  on  the  premises. 
Captain  MacGregor,  the  Commissary  of  Ordnance,  frequently  visits 
the  school. 

122.  Miss  Fergusori 8  School,  Slivk. — ^This  mixed  school  has  92 
pupils,  equally  composed  of  boys  and  girls.  Two  are  boarders,  all  the 
rest  b^ing  day  scholars,  some  of  whom  come  a  considerable  distance. 
Boys  are  received  only  to  the  age  of  12.  The  instruction  is  given  by 
two  mistresses  and  two  female  pupil  teachers  under  the  general 
saperinteadence  of  Miss  Ferguson.*  On  examining  the  classes  I  was  very 
gratified  with  the  intelligence  shewn  by  the  children.  They  have  evi- 
dently been  taught  vrith  care,  and  the  lively  interest  they  seem  to  take 
in  their  lessons  is  a  good  sign.  I  have  not  seen  a  better  specimen  of 
a  mixed  school  under  female  teachers. 

*  I  xcgret  to  observe  an  axmoancemeDt  of  the  death  of  this  lady. 
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123.  St.  Joseph's  Catholic  Semimnf,  Bangdare. — The  English 
seminaiy  contains  91  pupils,  of  whom  48  are  boarders,  including  16 
military  and  the  same  nunber  of  dyilian  orphans.  This  branch  of  the 
institution  is  divided  into  five  classes.  The  teaching  staff  consists  of 
three  brothers  of  St  Joseph  and  two  other  masters,  besides  a  Eanarese 
Munshi,  The  Bev.  Mr.  Clemot,  m.  a.,  who  superintends  the  above 
establishment,  also  takes  part  in  the  Latin  instruction,  17  students 
being  taught  this  language. 

124.  The  fifth,  or  highest,  dass  are  studying  some  of  the  text 
books  for  Matriculation.  Two  candidates  went  up  last  year,  but  without 
success.  The  explanation  of  a  passage  from  Ireving's  Life  of  Columbus 
was  imperfect,  and  answers  on  the  mathematical  lessons  were  not  so 
satisfactory  as  they  might  have  been.  One  boy  translated  correctly  from 
Cornelius  Nepos.  On  the  results  of  the  examination  in  all  the  dasses 
I  consider  that  the  institution  is  well  conducted,  and  that  pains  are  be- 
ing taken  to  raise  and  improve  the  character  of  the  instruction  given. 

125.  St  Mary  s  Catholic  Semitiary. — The  Native  Seminary  under 
the  care  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Janssoone  has  1 5  students,  boarders.  That  gentle^ 
man  teaches  Latin  to  the  advanced  pupils,  who  are  going  through  a  ver- 
sion in  that  language  of  Colebrooke's  Essay  on  the  Philosophy  of  the 
Hindus,  published  here  at  the  CathoUc  Press.  There  is  a  European 
teacher  for  English  and  a  Munshi  for  Eanaresa  Translation  from  English 
into  Kanarese  was  well  done.  The  aim  of  the  education  in  this  branch 
is,  I  believe,  to  prepare  the  students  for  mission  work,  but  the  qualifications 
demanded  are  so  rare  that,  out  of  about  300  who  have  been  under  train- 
ing altogether,  only  6  have  been  selected  for  employment. 

126.  St  Patricks  Cathdic  Seminary,  Shile — ^Is  attended  by  64 
pupils,  who  are  taught  by  one  brother  of  St.  Joseph  and  two  masters 
under  the  general  supervision  of  the  very  Rev.  Mr.  ChevaUer.  I  was 
glad  on  examination  to  find  the  reading  of  the  jSrstdass  deddedly  su- 
perior to  what  I  generally  meet  with,  and  the  knowledge  of  the  meaning 
of  the  lessons  was  very  satisfactoiy.  In  mathematics  the  boys  were  not 
so  ready. 

127.  Canimmeni  Orphamge  and  School  for  Destiiule  Children. 
(Not  examined.) 

128.  London  Mission  School,  Cantonment. — ^There  are  123  pupils 
on  the  register  with  an  average  attendance  of  117.  On  comparing  the 
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condition  of  the  school  with  what  it  was  last  year,  it  appears  that  not 
only  has  the  number  of  papils  increased  but  that  the  standard  cf 
iostructioQ  is  also  higher.  The  first  class  may  be  considered  as  a  prepara- 
toiy  Matriculation  class,  where .  as  last  year  the  General  Test  of  the 
U.  C.  S.  examination  was  the  highest  point  aimed  at  The  change  I 
think  has  been  for  the  better,  and  the  general  state  of  the  school  is  satis- 
factory. 

129.  London  Mission  School^  Alsvru. — Owing  to  the  non-receipt  of 
sanction  for  the  proposed  Government  grant,  this  school  was  closed  for 
many  months.  On  the  earnest  solicitation  of  the  leading  residents  of 
Alsuru,  who  subscribed  Bs.  50  towards  the  purchase  of  new  furniture,  it 
was  re-opened  in  November  under  a  superior  master,  and  86  boys  joined 
at  once. 

130.  St.  BarOwlomew's  School^  Mysore, — This  school,  which  now 
receives  a  grant  from  Government,  contained  at  the  time  of  inspection  4 
boys  and  10  girls.  The  lessons  which  are  confined  to  elementary  subjects 
seemed  to  have  been  fairly  taught  by  Mrs.  Chapman,  the  mistress  in 
chaige. 

131.  Jdkagtrdar's  School,  Yelandvru.^-lhe  average  attendance  at 
this  school,  which  is  entirely  supported  by  the  Jaha^rdar  of  Yelanduru,  has 
been  25  during  the  year.  The  highest  class  is  a  third  according  to  the 
nomenclature  of  the  classes  in  Government  schools,  which  together  with 
the  appointed  course  of  study  has  been  adopted  here  as  elsewhere  in 
many  private  schools. 

3.  Lower  Class. 

0.  English  Schools. 

132.  St.  Maris  Bagged  School,  ^awgiaZore— Established  for  the 
children  of  drummers  in  native  regiments  under  the  superintendence  of 
the  Chaplain  of  St  Marks. 

133.  Si.  Mart/s  Galholic  School,  BlackpdUi — In  connection  with 
.  this  ^tablishment  there  are  six  schools  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 

Gasnicr.  The  English  school  contains  66  boys  and  is  conducted  by  two 
Brothers  of  St.  Joseph,  one  a  European,  the  other  a  nativa  The  pupfls 
are  nearly  all  children  of  domestic  servants.  The  attendance  is  very 
flactuating  and  the  instruction  elementary,  the  boys  who  wish  for  a 
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higher  education  being  transferred  to  the  seminary  at  St.  John's  Hill. 
On  examination  the  pupils  seemed  veiy  backwai*d  in  arithmetic,  a  subject 
which  should  receive  special  attention.  Though  they  read  with  consider- 
able fluency,  they  were  but  poorly  acquainted  with  the  meaning  of  their 
lessons.    In  other  respects  they  did  as  well  as  could  be  expected. 

134.  Catlwlic  Scliool,  Mysore, — This  school  is  similar  in  cliaracler 
to  the  abov.e.  The  examination  shewed  that  it  had  been  better  superin- 
tended this  year  than  last.  The  first  class  did  well.  The  le^7  of  fees 
has  not  been  entirely  neglected,  the  rate  being  8  annas  in  the  fiist  class 
and  2  annas  in  the  second. 

b.  Kanarcse  Schools. 

135.  Wdslcyan  Mission  Main  Street  School^  Bangalore. — Contains 
105  pupils,  distributed  into  four  classes,  under  as  many  teachers.  More 
than  half  the  boys  in  the  school  are  of  the  class  learning  the  alphabet  and 
writing  in  sand.  The  pupils  do  not  remain  in  the  school  longer  than  seven 
or  eight  months.  A  little  English  is  taught  in  the  first  class  as  an  induce- 
ment to  them  to  stay,  but  the  principal  portion,  belonging  to  the  weaver 
caste,  are  withdrawn  as  soon  as  they  can  read  and  write  a  little  to  assist 
their  parents. 

136.  Wedeyan  Mission  Ptfte  School^  Mysore. — I  do  not  think  this 
school  has  improved  since  I  last  saw  it,  either  in  the  Kanarese  or  the  Hin- 
dustani branch.  The  number  of  pupils  in  the  former  has  risen  ;  but  the 
attainments  of  the  boys  appeared  to  me  inferior  to  what  they  were  at  that 
time.  It  is  probable  that  an  additional  master  is  required.  There  are 
65  learning  Kanarese,  and  29  Hindustani. 

1 37.  Wesleyan  Mission  MarJcet  Street  School^  Mysore.—Though  the 
attendance  is  lower  than  last  year,  this  school  is  the  more  advanced  of 
the  two,  and  appears  to  be  satisfactorily  taught.  The  course  of  lessons  is 
as  described  before.    The  number  of  pupils  is  96. 

138.  Catholic  Schools^  Sheihalli^ — These  schools,  now  under  the 
superintendence  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gasnier,  were  closed  for  the  rice  har- 
vest and  Christmas  holidays.  I  had  not  therefore  an  opportunity  of 
seeing  them  in  operation, 

139.  ChdnahaUi  Branch  School^  Singdpura,^Yrom  this  and  neighbour- 
ing villages  1 5  boys  attend.    The  studies  consist  of  the  Fu-st  and  Second

books,  Hindu  Matha  Parikshe,  Eatha  Male,  grammar  and  geography. 
In  knowledge  of  arithmetic  the  boys  are  deficient.  The  condition  of  the 
school  may  be  described  as  fair,  and  nothing  but  irregularity  in  the  master 
prevents  its  rising  to  a  higher  standard 

140.  London  Mission  School^  Mdlura, — This  is  a  free  school,  there 
being  no  fees  and  books  being  supplied  gratis.  I  understand  however 
that  fees  used  formerly  to  be  levied.  There  are  36  boys  divided  into  five 
classes.  All  learn  Kanarese,  the  highest  class  being  in  attainments  a  little 
above  the  third  class  in  a  talook  school.  The  hours  of  study  are  the 
same.  There  are  two  masters,  the  senior  of  whom  teaches  the  three 
lowest  classes,  and  the  other  the  two  highest.  The  former,  an  old  teacher 
of  the  town,  receives  a  fixed  pay  of  Rs.  5  and  a  rate  per  head  besides, 
which  now  contributes  about  Rs.  2  more  ;  the  junior  master  gets  Rs.  5 
including  the  rateage.  The  premises  consist  of  an  unused  Shekdar's 
eutcherry  presented  to  the  mission  and  in  need  of  repair.  An  evangelist 
who  lives  near  the  town  has  an  oversight  of  the  school.  So  far  as  I  could 
giither  there  is  a  bitter  feeling  towards  this  man  and  the  institation  on 
the  part  of  many  of  the  people,  arising  probably  from  the  conversion  to 
Christianity  by  his  means  of  a  young  Brahman  educated  at  the  schooL 

141.  London  Mission  Schod^  ^IwefeiZ/M.— There  is  here  only  a  boys' 
school  connected  with  the  London  Mission,  the  girls'  school  having  been 
given  up  a  few  months  ago.  The  number  of  pupils  is  51,  with  an  average 
daily  attendance  of  40.  The  instruction,  which  is  all  in  Kanarese,  so  far 
as  it  goes  is  not  unsatisfactory,  the  standard  of  the  class  being  about 
equal  to  that  of  the  third  class  in  a  talook  school.  The  hours  of  study  are 
the  same.  Fees  are  paid  at  the  rate  of  2  annas  in  the  first  class,  1  \  in  the 
second,  1  in  the  third  and  \  an  anna  in  the  others.  Books  are  supplied 
gratis.  There  is  one  master,  who  three  months  ago  received  a  salary  of 
Ks.  10  a  month.  As  however  the  attendance  seems  to  have  been  decli- 
ning, he  is  now  paid  so  much  a  head  for  each  boy,  which  produces  no 
more  than  about  Rs.  5  at  the  present  strength  of  the  schooL  He  is  an 
old  school  master  of  the  place  and  seems  qualified  for  his  work.  He  is 
assisted  by  two  of  the  elder  boys,  who  receive  a  trifle.  The  premises,  a 
large  native  house,  belong  to  the  mission,  and  are  much  in  need  of  white- 
wast  Some  very  inferior  maps  are  exhibited  on  the  wall,  one  of  the 
World  in  Tamil,  a  small  one  of  Hindustan  in  Telugu  and  one  apparently 
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a  rough  manuscript  sketch  of  the  same  subject,  with  names  in  English. 
The  boys  were  examined  from  two  small  English  maps  of  Europe  and 
Asia  by  Johnston.  A  native  catechist  resides  on  the  spot  and  looks  after 
the  school. 

142.  Anekallu  is  inhabited  by  a  quiet  population  consisting  largely 
of  ihe  weaver  class.  There  are  three  indigenous  schools  of  a  temporary 
character  containing  from  10  to  12  boys  each.  The  Mission  school 
appears  to  satisfy  the  majority  of  the  people,  but  the  establishment  of  a 
talook  school  would  probably  be  a  serious  blow  to  it.  Before  determining 
on  that  step  it  would  be  well  to  ascertain  from  the  mission  what  intention 
there  is  of  keeping  up  and  improving  the  school,  and  of  raising  the 
standard  of  instruction. 

c.  Tamil  and  Telugii  Schools. 

143.  Sadar  Veda  Siddlmnta  Sabhd  Seminaries.— MsHdug  aUowance 

for  those  who  attend  more  than  one  branch, 

there  are  270  pupils  m  the  four  seminaries,  as 

per  margin.    All  are  of  respectable  Tamil  and 

Telugu  origin.    The  schools  contain  no  Brah- 

mans  or  Mahomedans.    The  Tamil   seminary 

has  4  masters  and  2  pupil  teachers,  the  Telugu  3  masters  and  1  pupil 

teacher,  while  the  Kanarese  and  Sanskrit  branches  are  under  one  master 

for  the  two. 

144.  Tamil  Seminary, — ^This  branch  is  divided  into  four  classes. 
The  first  class  was  examined  in  the  reading  and  explanation  of  Tamil 
poetry,  with  satisfactory  results  as  regards  the  upper  boys.  In  arithme- 
tic they  had  not  been  taught  the  most  approved  and  expeditious  modes 
of  working.  This,  I  trust,  will  receive  attention  in  future.  In  geography 
they  answered  fairly.  The  boys  have  been  practising  map-drawing,  and 
some  very  neat  specimens  of  their  work  were  shewn  to  me.  It  is  desirable 
that  they  should  begin  with  putting  in  the  meridians  and  parallels  so  as 
to  preserve  correct  proportions  and  positions.  They  should  also  have  the 
best  models  to  copy  from,  and  some  instiniction  in  the  method  of  repre- 
senting the  rivers  and  mountains. 

145.  Tehgu  Sefniinary. — There  are  also  four  classes  in  this  depart- 
ment.   The  first  and  second  being  taken  together  read  fluently  from  Mor- 
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ris's  History  of  India  and  answered  questions  on  grammar.  Verses  from 
the  Andra  Nama  Sangraha  were  correctly  repeated,  and  the  meanings  of 
the  terms  given.  In  arithmetic  the  first  class  were  backward.  The  second 
class  wrote  to  dictation  with  general  accuracy,  the  remarks  on  map-drawing 
aboTB  apply  equally  to  the  Telugu  school 

146.  Kcmarese  Seminary. — This  is  composed  of  two  classes,  the  boys 
of  which  learn  only  reading  and  grammar  in  Kanarese,  their  other  instruc* 
tion  being  received  in  either  the  Tamil  or  Telugu  school  Samhrit 
Seminary, — One  class  of  7  boys  reading  the  Ramayana  Sangraha. 

147.  I  continue  to  hold  a  good  opinion  of  the  working  of  these  semi- 
naries and  of  the  efficiency  of  their  management.  Owing  to  want  of  proper 
accommodation,  the  classes  are  much  inconvenienced  and  stationed  in 
various  buildings  and  out-houses.  To  this  it  may  be  attributed  that  the 
hoys  were  not  quite  so  ready  with  their  lessons,  especially  in  the  Tamil 
seminary,  as  I  have  found  them  on  former  occasions.  On  the  occupation  of 
the  new  premises  there  is  an  intention  of  introducing  a  general  change  in 
the  course  of  instruction,  and  of  teaching  English  throughout  the  school 
with  the  view  of  preventing  boys  going  away  to  other  schools  for  the  study 
of  that  language  (as  they  do  now  to  the  number  of  40)  and  also  of  indu- 
dng  them  to  remain  longer  in  this  institution.  The  efiFect  of  the  change 
may  not  be  unfavorable  if  good  teachers  are  procured  and  English 
lessons  confined  to  the  classes  above  the  elementary  ones.  The  ability 
however  with  which  the  seminaries  have  been  conducted  for  many  years 
past  warrants  the  confidence  that  only  such  ai-rangements  will  be  adopted 
as  are  dictated  by  a  prudpnt  consideration  of  the  demands  of  the  times. 

148.  CatMic  Schools^  BhcJcjnTli — The  parent  and  branch  Tamil 

schools  contain  altogether  J  03  pupils,  as  noted 
Ji^Sttl  '..'.  20  in  the  margin.  The  most  advanced  boys  could 
toTiwp.  ^         ^'^^  f^^  Katha  Manjari  and  the  Minor  Tamil 

Poets.  They  were  also  acquainted  with  the  sim- 
ple rules  of  arithmetic.  In  the  lower  sections  the  boys  not  only  write  in  sand 
but  are  furnished  with  books  of  palmyra  leaf,  such  as  the  natives  have 
nsed  probably  for  ages,  containing  the  lessons  of  the  First  Book  wTitten 
out  by  the  master.  These  books  are  more  duiable  than  those  printed 
on  paper,  and  the  children   seem  to  be  more  at  home  witli  them.    The 
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master  also  is  more  careful  that  none  are  lost  or  destroyed,  as  he  is  at 
the  trouble  of  preparing  them. 

149.  Wesleyan  Mission  Oun  Troop  Sclwol^  Ba7igalore.—T\ns  school 
is  attended  by  the  children  of  horse-keepers,  &c.,  in  the  Artillery  Lines. 
There  are  50  pupils,  40  boys  and  10  girls,  with  an  average  attendance 
of  44.  The  instruction  is  carried  on  by  two  teachers.  Fees  are  not 
levied,  and  books  are  sold  at  half  price.  The  Head  Master  seems  an 
energetic  man  and  well  suited  for  his  work  The  boys  of  the  first  class 
read  very  fairly  from  the  Bible  and  answered  simple  questions  in  grammar 
and  geography.    They  could  also  work  sums  in  the  elementary  rules. 

150.  CaOvolic  School^  Mysore. — This  Tamil  school  contains  105 
pupils.  The  highest  class  read  up  to  the  Pancha  Tantra  and  seemed  as 
well  prepared  with  their  lessons  as  I  have  usually  found  them. 

d.  Sanshrii  Schools. 

151.  Samshrita  Viclyd  NUaya,  Bangalore, — This  school,  which 
has  lately  received  a  grant  from  Government,  contains  48  students. 
Different  members  of  the  first  class  study  Vishvagunadarsha  (in  Deva- 
nagari  character)  Tarka  Sangraha,  Bharata  Champu,  Champu  Rdmdyana 
and  Naishadha.  The  second  class  have  gone  through  Hitopadesha 
and  are  now  doing  Magha.  The  third  class  are  learning  Eaghu- 
vamsha,  and  the  fourth  Amara.  The  principal  boys  were  questioned  by 
several  Shastiis  present  and  answered  very  satisfactorily  in  the  subjects 
they  had  been  taught.  I  consider  that  altogether  there  are  present  in  the  • 
institution  the  elements  of  a  good  school  I  think  however  that  fees 
should  be  levied,  and- that  some  arrangements  should  be  made  for  instruc- 
tion in  the  morning  to  those  boys  who  do  not  attend  English  schools. 

152.  Mdgadi— There  were  35  students  present,  and  I  have  reason 

to  believe  the  school  is  satisfactorily  carried  on

153.  ChiJchi  Bdldpura, — The  attendance  of  students  is  50,  and 
I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  studies  appear  to  be  carried  on  with  diligence. 
1  reported  on  the  school  at  some  length  after  the  last  inspection  and  I 
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have  little  to  add.  The  first  class  students  on  this  occasion  were  exa- 
mined in  Shakuntala  and  the  Champu  books  and  did  well.  The  Head 
Master  and  his  brother  gave  an  exhibition  of  debate,  in  Sanskrit,  on  the 
question  'whether  the  people  of  India  are  happier  under  British  rule  than 
they  were  under  their  own  rulers.'  The  premises  are  as  objectionable  as 
ever,  but  efforts  are  being  made  to  erect  fresh  ones,  and  ground  has  been 
secured  for  the  purpose. 

154.  Ghintdmani — Contains  22  pupils,  of  whom  18  were  present. 
The  school  is  working  steadily,  the  course  of  instruction  being  the  same 
as  described  in  my  last  report, 

1 55.  Seringapatam, — Owing  to  evidences  of  neglect  the  grant  to- 
this  school  was  suspended  for  four  months.  Pandit  Jiigannathachari, 
who  is  the  head  of  the  establishment,  took  immediate  steps  to  place  it 
on  a  more  satisfactory  footing,  and  on  inspecting  it  again  in  March  I 
considered  myself  justified  in  renewing  the  grant.    On  this  occasion  33 

students  presented  themselves   for  examina-

margin.    The  pupils  with  a  few  exceptions  answered  readily. 

156.  Melkdte, — The  number  of  students  is  returned  as  88,  distri- 
buted into  four  classes.  An  increase  of  2S  has  taken  plac«  since  the 
last  inspection.  The  two  pandits  at  the  head  of  the  school  have  appoint- 
ed two  assistant  masters.  I  am  glad  to  report  that  considerable 
improvement  appears  to  have  been  made  during  the  year.  The  discipline 
of  the  school  is  better  and  the  instruction  more  effective.  In  analysing 
Sanskrit  verses  the  verbs  are  fully  parsed  and  conjugated.  This  practice 
is  quite  an  innovation,  and  not  as  far  I  know  in  use  any  where  else. 
The  old  system  is  to  go  through  the  declension  of  all  substantive  words 
and  to  pass  over  verbs  merely  stating  that  they  are  such.  It  is  evident 
that  a  superior  knowledge  of  grammar  and  of  the  language  should  be 
obtained  by  taking  up  the  verbs  also.  .  It  is  satisfactory  to  know  that 
a  little  Sanskrit  work  I  published  some  time  back  has  directed  attention 
to  this  matter,  and  led  to  the  present  system  being  adopted. 

157.  There  is  strong  emulation  among  the  boys  and  they  were  all 
DK>st  anxious  to  be  individually  examined.    In  arithmetic  they  had  made 
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a  good  advance.  The  first  assistant  mastei",  wlio  may  be  designated  the 
factotum  of  the  establishment,  has  improved  his  knowledge  of  this  and 
other  subjects,  and  is  now  an  efficient  teacher  and  seems  greatly  interest- 
ed in  his  work.  That  this  school  should  be  in  so  flourishing  a 
condition,  and  the  hobli  school  in  the  same  place  also  so  numerously 
attended,  are  most  encouraging  signs  of  the  desire  for  education  in  this 
important  Brahman  town.  The  residents  I  was  informed  are  in  the 
habit  of  remarking  to  one  another  with  satisfaction  "  that  there  are  no 
boys  to  be  seen  idling  about  Melkote  now." 

€.  Persian  and  Eindustdni  Schools. 

1 58.  These  schools  have  all  been  visited  by  the  Sub-Deputy  In- 
spector Khaja  Mahomed  twice  during  the  year,  besides  the  exami- 
nations which  I  have  held  of  most  of  them  myself  while  on  tour  through 
the  talooks.    A  few  remarks  are  appended  on  the  condition  of  each. 

159.  Madrasa  Isldmia^  Bavgdlot'e—Ilns  an  attendance  of  99  pupils, 
divided  into  5  classes,  under  6  masters.  The  highest  class  corresi^nds 
to  the  second  in  a  Government  school  The  boys  of  the  two  upper  classes, 
though  young,  are  veiy  quick,  and  well  acquainted  with  arithmetic 
and  geography  so  far  as  they  have  studied  those  subjects,  Tlie  Head 
Master  has  lately  been  appointed  Nazim  from  which  good  results  may  be 
expected. 

1  GO.  Madrasa  KxiduMa^  Bangalore. — The  number  of  boys  is  returned 
at  214.  The  school  is  well  managed  and  making  progress.  The  head 
boy  in  the  first  class  has  made  considerable  advance  in  the  study  of 
Arabic,  mathematics  and  Persian.  The  boys  of  the  second  and  third 
classes  answered  well  in  history  and  geogi'aphy. 

161.  Madrasa  MaJuxmmadkiy  JBa;?/7a7orc— Contains  100  pupils.  On 
the  departiure  of  the  late  Head  Master,  the  old  first  class  was  broken  up. 
Two  of  the  students  belonging  to  it  have  entered  the  High  School  and 
two  the  Normal  School  The  boys  of  the  next  class  have  improved  in 
geography  and  arithmetic,  and  geperally  passed  a  good  examination. 

162,  Madrasa  Sultani^  Bangalore, — In  Arabic  instruction  this  is 
the  first  of  the  Bangalore  Madrasaa  It  has  74  pupils.  The  boys  of  the 
highest  class  are  reported  as  making  greater  progress  in  that  language 
every  year.    It  is  to  be  feared  however  that  other  subjects  do  not  receive 
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a  proportionate  amount  of  attentioa    The  boys  of  the  second  class  were 
well  prepared  with  Persian  and  arithmetic. 

163.  Coiyimissariat  School^  Bangalore, — The  number  of  pupils  is  23, 
sons  of  camel  drivers  in  the  Commissariat  A  greater  improvement  is 
reported  this  year  than  has  been  apparent  for  some  time  past 

164.  Chennapxtm. — ^This  school,  the  grant  to  which  was  for  some 
time  suspended,  made  so  much  improvement  under  a  trained  master  from 
the  Normal  School  that  the  grant  was  renewed.  It  contains  69  pupils, 
and  is  being  carried  on  in  a  veiy  satisfactory  manner. 

165.  Closepete. — ^There  are  nominally  44  pupils,  but  until  the  aged 
master  is  relieved,  as  proposed,  by  his  son  who  has  been  trained  in  the 
Normal  School,  no  regular  attendance  or  improvement  can  be  looked  for. 

166.  Bodda  Balldpwra. — There  are  54  pupils  in  this  school,  which 
has  always  borne  a  good  character.  Owing  to  the  poverty  of  the  parents 
many  have  withdrawn  their  subscriptions,  and  there  is  a  general  desire 
that  the  school  should  be  taken  over  by  Government.  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances not  much  advance  has  been  made  in  the  studies  this  year. 

167.  lifdmagondlu.— This  school  contains  40  boys  and  is  well 
reported  of.  The  master  is  a  clever  man,  well  acquainted  with  Persian. 
The  principal  drawback  is  that  boys  stay  but  a  short  time  at  school,  a 
good  many  not  more  than  four  or  five  months. 

168.  Chmtdmmi— The  school  at  this  place  has  much  improved 
^ce  the  master  underwent  training  in  the  Normal  School.  It  has  SO 
pupils,  who  have  been  well  taught.  The  residents  are  anxious  that  the 
school  should  be  adopted  by  Government 

169.  Sriniodspura, — The  number  of  pupils  is  49.  1  am  glad  to 
say  that  the  master  has  devoted  much  more  attention  to  the  school 
latterly  than  was  his  practice  a  year  or  two  ago.  Decided  improvement 
has  in  consequence  been  made.  The  first  and  second  classes  did  very 
well  in  the  examination. 

170.  Edmpatti—In  this  place  there  are  26  pupils.  The  head 
boy  of  the  first  class  was  well  prepared  with  Gulistan,  Char  Dervesh  and 
arithmetic  The  second  dass  did  not  do  so  well.  The  master  wishes  to 
enter  Government  employ.

171.  Rmiiru. — There  are  24  boys  in  this  school,  and  the  master 
is  an  able  and  attentiye  man.  The  first  class  boys  have  made  improve- 
ment in  arithmetic  and  geography.  The  second  class  were  considered 
fit  for  promotion  to  a  higher  grada 

172.  Himasuru. — The  school  is  a  good  one  and  contains  37  boys. 
The  master  is  a  very  inteUigent  man,  and  devoted  to  his  work.  It  is  his 
wish  that  the  school  should  be  made  a  Government  one. 

173.  FrencSi  Rocks. — The  master,  assisted  by  his  son  who  has  had 
some  normal  training,  conducts  this  school  in  a^ery  creditable  manner. 
The  number  of  pupils  is  38,  The  second  and  third  classes  in  particular 
did  well  at  the  inspection. 

174.  Hassan. — ^The  grant  to  this  school,  which  was  suspended  for 
some  time,  has  been  renewed,  and  the  school  is  in  an  improved  state, 
but  still  suffers  from  the  appointment  of  a  Nazim  who  is  continually  ab- 
sent from  the  place  on  business  of  his  own.    The  number  of  pupils  is  41. 

175.  Gmihas  Madrasa^  Seringajxitant — On  this  school  I  reported 
at  length  last  year.  I  regret  that  the  changes  there  recommended  have 
not  been  carried  out,  in  consequence  of  which  the  school  remains  in  the 
same  unsatisfactory  condition.    There  are  12  pupils. 

176.  Hindigmidlu. — An  elementary  school,  containing  19  boys  and 
5  girls,  divided  into  3  classes,  under  one  master.  He  is  reported  to  he 
a  good  teacher,  and  improving  himself  by  the  study  of  arithmetic  and 
other  subjects. 

177.  Kanuru,'-k  similar  school,  with  25  boys.  The  master  has 
been  for  a  short  time  in  a  Kanarese  Training  School.  He  is  well  acquaint- 
ed with  Hindustani,  but  has  a  limited  knowledge  of  Persian. 

4.  GmLs'  Schools. — ^Uppeb  Class. 

178.  Bishop  Cotton  School^  Bangalore. — ^There  are  54  pupils,  in- 
cluding 5  little  boys.  The  number  of  boarders  is  16.  Compared  with  last 
year  the  strength  of  the  school  has  increased  by  9.  The  proportion  of 
boarders  is  nearly  the  same.  The  classification  and  rates  of  fees  remain 
unchanged.  An  additional  mistress  has  been  appointed,  so  that  each 
class  has  a  teacher. 
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179.  The  upper  section  of  the  first  class  had  taken  great  pains  to 
prepare  their  lessons  in  Lord's  Modem  Europe  and  Hughe's  geography. 
They  read  from  the  former  fairly  and  appUed  the  rules  of  Morrell's 
smaller  grammar.  In  arithmetic  they  are  being  to  some  extent  trained 
by  Dr.  Pope,  but  I  think  this  lesson  does  not  occur  frequently  enough. 
As  regards  the  other  lessons  there  is  an  excess  of  history.  I  recommend 
more  attention  to  language.  A  reading  book  containing  suitable  selections 
in  both  prose  and  verse  might  be  used,  and  a  fuller  grammar  along  with 
it  An  English  dictionary  is  now  committed  to  memory,  a  few  words 
at  a  time.  There  are  many  objections  to  teaching  the  meanings  of  words 
on  so  arbitrary,  not  to  say  tedious,  a  method,  and  this  practice  ought 
at  once  to  be  given  up.  The  three  lower  classes  are  being  well  taught, 
and  answers  were  readily  given  by  some  in  each  to  the  various  questions 
asked.  The  third  dass  seemed  to  have  less  fear  of  the  subject  of 
arithmetic  than  many  of  the  pupils  in  other  classes. 

180.  Map-drawing  is  neatly  done  under  the  direction  of  the  native 
drawing  master.  But  I  think  it  is  of  importance  to  provide  more  correct 
models,  and  of  a  more  modem  date,  especially  as  regards  Africa.  In  one 
sketch  of  the  latter  continent  I  observed  the  old  familiar  mountains  of  the 
Moon  figuring  in  the  centre  with  very  little  else  around.  A  map  of  India 
placed  Vellore  about  midway  between  the  Province  of  Mysore  and  the 
Nizam's  dominions,  Bellary  being  thrust  considerably  out  of  its  place  in 
consequence.  I  may  state  however  that  viewed  as  a  whole  I  consider  the 
school  a  good  one.  But  the  course  of  lessons,  particularly  of  the  highest 
class,  needs  to  be  revised  and  re-arranged. 

181.  Wesleyan  Missim  English  Girls'  School,  Bangalore — Contains 
62  pupils,  among  whom  are  included  8  little  boys.  Of  the  eight  classes 
the  first  three  are  styled  the  upper  room,  the  remaining  five  the  lower. 
From  the  table  of  lessons  it  will  be  seen  that  the  studies  of  the  first  and 
aecond  classes  differ  very  slightly  and  that  the  fourth  and  fifth  closely 
resemble  one  another  as  also  do  the  sixth  and  seventh.  I  would  suggest 
that  fewer  classes  be  formed,  say  five,  with  sub-divisions  if  necessary. 

182.  I  regret  to  say  that  the  results  of  the  examination  were  far 
fiom  being  so  favorable  as  the  former  character  of  the  institution  would 
lead  one  to  expect  This  it  appears  is  partly  the  effect  of  attempting  too 
mncfa.  Thus  in  the  first  dass  under  the  head  of  histoiy  there  are  in  use 
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no  less  than  four  books,  apd  for  the  study  of  natural  science  there  are  two. 
The  same  remarks  apply  to  the  second  and  third  classes.  Where  a  great 
many  books  have  to  be  gone  through  it  almost  of  necessity  follows  that 
some  studies  suffer  neglect,  and  generally  those  of  a  more  homely  kind. 
Accordingly  the  reading  was  far  from  clear  and  intelligible,  and  ordinary 
arithmetical  calculations  were  performed  with  difficulty.  The  attention 
of  those  responsible  for  the  management  of  the  school  has  been  directed  to 
these  and  other  matters,  which  it  is  trusted  will  be  rectified  and  a  more 
healthy  state  of  things  introduced. 

183.  Convmt  of  the  Good  Shepherd. — The  Enghsh  school  contains 
87  girls,  under  a  Sister  of  St  Mary  and  three  assistants.  The  whole 
estabUshment  is  controlled  by  the  "  Lady  Superioress  "  of  the  convent 
The  first  class  read  and  parsed  fairly,  and  explained  the  meaning  of  a 
passage  from  the  Fourth  Book  (Irish  Series),  and  some  of  the  elder  girls 
recited  pieces  of  poetry  from  the  same.  In  arithmetic  they  were  back- 
ward, especially  those  of  the  second  division,  who  had  been  allowed  to 
fall  into  a  smgular  error  in  the  mode  of  working  long  division  sums. 
I  think  the  school  is  actively  and  well  managed,  but  the  classes  are 
rather  too  large,  I  would  recommend  the  formation  of  the  first  division, 
fist  class,  into  a  separate  class,  with  somewhat  higher  studies.  I  con- 
sider it  very  desirable  that  thei^  should  be  an  additional  mistress  in  this 
department 

2.    Middle  Class, 

184.  St.  John's  Girls'  Scliool — The  numbers  in  this  school  are  56 
distributed  into  four  classes.  I  was  glad  to  find  the  girls  of  the  first  class 
better  prepared  with  their  lessons  than  on  former  occasions.  They  read 
well  and  were  accurate  in  writing  to  dictation.  The  second  class  were  a 
little  backward  in  arithmetic,  and  could  not  remember  much  of  what  they 
had  learnt  of  the  different  meanings  of  words  in  Carpenter  s  Spelling 
Assistant  In  other  respects  they  answered  fairly,  as  did  the  girls  in  the 
lower  classes. 

185.  8L  John's  Lifants'  School.— Tids  is  a  mixed  preparatory  school 
and  contams  37  girls  and  40  boys.  They  are  formed  into  four  divisions, 
and  are  taught  somewhat  on  the  Glasgow  system.  On  mastering  the 
alphabet  and  being  able  to  read  short  sentences,  they  are  drafted  into  the 
boys'  or  girls'  school  as  the  case  may  be.  The  method  of  instruction 
appears  to  be  excellent. 
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186.  Dinner  Fund,— From  a  fund  si)ecially  raised  for  the  purpose, 
a  meal  is  given  in  the  middle  of  the  day  to  the  poorest  of  the  children. 
On  the  day  of  my  visit  72  sat  down  to  a  substantial  repast  of  curry  and 
rice  and  pepper  water.  I  was  invited  to  taste  each  of  the  dishes 
and  considered  them  very  appetising.  The  average  cost  oi  these  dinners 
per  head  has  been  between  6  and  7  pie  during  the  past  year,  including 
all  expenses.  It  is  estimated  that  10,117  individual  dinners  have  been 
supplied  in  the  twelve  months. 

Singing. — A  large  choir  of  select  voices  from  the  three  schools 
(Boys,"  Girls,'  and  Infants')  practise  singing  on  Hullah's  system  under  the 
able  direction  of  Mrs.  Cooper.  The  rounds  and  catches  which  I  heard 
sung  from  notes  were  given  with  much  precision  and  accuracy. 

3.  Lower  Class. 

187.  London  Mission  Boarding  Sclwol,  Bangalore, — No  change  of 
importance  has  occuiTed  in  this  school  during  the  year.  The  number  of 
inmates  continues  about  the  same,  30.  The  careful  attention  to  the  wel- 
fare of  the  girls,  and  the  character  of  the  instruction  given  to  them,  both 
in  EngUsh  and  Kanarese,  entitle  the  institution  to  rank  with  the  best  of 
its  class.

188.  London  Mission  Day  Sclwols,  J5a;2//a/ore, —Tlie  schools  ai-e 
---    now  five  in  number,  with  an  attendance  of  512, 

138  , 

109    as  given  in  the  margin.    The  classification  and 
83    course  of  lessons  sj^e  identical  in  all,  which  ad- 
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mits  of  girls  of  the  same  grade  being  assem- 
bled together  for  examination  in  the  central  school  in  Kurubara  Pete. 
Tbe  teaching  staff  consists  of  1 1  masters  (  3  for  grammar  in  particular) 
2  Bible  women,  2  needle  women  and  one  teacher  of  native  suiging.  The 
whole  of  the  institutions  are  superintended  by  Miss  Anstey,  under  whom 
is  employed  a  catechist  for  inspecting  the  schools. 

189.  The  highest  class  at  the  present  time  is  a  fourth,  the  classes 
above  that  having  broken  up  in  consequence  of  the  baptism  of  one  of  the 
prls.  A  fourth  dass  appeared  for  examination  to  the  number  of  20,  com- 
posed of  6  girls  fix)m  Hosa  Pete,  4  each  from  Kurubara  and  Cubbon  Petes 
and  3  each  from  the  other  two  Petes.    They  were  examined  in  grammar,

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arithmetic,  geography  and  dictation.  In  the  first  two  subjects  a  girl  from 
Yellegaudana  P^lya  was  the  best  prepared  ;  in  geography  the  Kurubara 
Pete  girls  had  shghtly  the  advantage,  and  wrote  to  dictation  more  neatly 
than  the  others  though  not  more  correctly. .  On  the  whole  however  the  girl 
first  mentioned  was  the  most  ready  in  answering  and  decidedly  took  the 
lead-  The  fifth  class  contains  29  girls,  namely  8  from  Hosa  Pete,  6  each 
from  Kurubara  and  Arale  Petes,  5  from  Cubbon  Pete,  and  4  from 
Yellegaudana  Palya.  The  23  present  were  examined  in  reading  from  a 
thurd  book  and  in  the  multiplication  table.  The  Hosa  Pete  girls  perhaps 
did  the  best 

190.  All  the  other  girls,  to  the  number  of  463,  are  in  the  alphabet 
and  infant  classes.  About  1 50  were  seen  in  the  central  school  and  the 
rest  in  the  different  branch  schools.  Some  can  read  a  part  of  the  First 
Book  published  at 'Mangalore,  but  the  majority  are  at  diflferent  stages  of 
the  alphabet  and  notation  of  figures.  With  the  aid  of  colored  draw- 
ings they  receive  object  lessons  of  a  simple  character. 

191.  On  a  review  of  the  whole  of  the  schools  I  am  happy  to  report, 
them  as  in  a  creditable  state  of  efficiency.  Order  is  fairly  maintained, 
considering  that  the  vast  majority  of  the  pupils  are  so  young.  The  general 
arrangements  are  good,  and  the  interest  in  their  work  displayed  by  the 
teachers  praiseworthy.  There  is  an  adequate  supply  of  apparatus  in  each 
of  the  schools,  and  the  premises,  all  mission  property,  are  commodious. 
I  may  in  conclusion  refer  to  the  branch  schools  some  time  ago  in 
operation  at  Kolar,  Anekallu  and  Yelahanka.  For  various  reasons  they 
have  all  been  given  up.  It  is  expected,  however^  that  arrangements  may 
be  made  before  long  for  re-opening  the  one  at  Kolar. 

192.  Wesleyan  Missim  Day  School^  Bangalore — Contains  144  girls, 
for  whose  instruction  there  are  five  male  teachers,  the  principal  one  being 
a  Christian,  and  for  accompanying  girls  to  and  from  school,  five  female 
attendants.  No  fees  are  paid,  and  books  are  supplied  gratis.  Ten  girls 
from  the  boarding  school,  where  they  are  taught  EngUsh,  join  the  day 
school  in  the  morning  for  Kanarese  instruction.  The  most  advanced  pupils 
are  of  this  description,  there  being  five  in  the  first  class,  and  three  in  the 
second.  There  are  a  few  Brahman  girls  in  the  school  and  the  attendance 
of  members  of  that  caste  is  encouraged  by  paying  one  of  the  teachers, 
who  is  a  Brahman,  so  much  a  head  for  each  one  he  brings.    But  the 
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majority  are  children  of  traders  and  handicraftsmen.  Altogether  the 
school  appears  to  be  doing  welL  The  association  of  the  boarding  school 
girls  with  the  others  is  likely  to  promote  advancement  in  the  studies  of 
the  latter,  and  has  probably  the  effect  of  making  them  regular  and  more 
anwflling  to  leave  school  until  compelled. 

193.  Weskyan  Mission  Day  Schools^  Mysore. — ^The  attendance  in 

the  two  schools  has  risen  to  135  as  noted  in 
5Sri£rt*S^t School       70    ^^^  margin.    Both  have  been  removed  to  new 

localities  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  more 
commodious  premises,  I  was  exceedingly  pleased  with  the  intelligence 
of  many  of  the  girls  in  the  Pete  school,  and  consider  that  a  very  decided 
improvement  has  taken  place  during  the  year,  due,  I  believe,  to  the 
superintendence  of  Mrs.  Hutcheon.  The  other  school  also  appeared  to 
be  in  a  satisfactory  and  encouraging  condition. 

194.  Catlidic  Sdiool^  Shdhalli — See  remarks  under  para  138. 

195.  Sanmdrga  DarsJum  Bdlika  Pitashdle,  Smngapatam. — This 
school  so  far  belied  its  name  that  the  grant  was  for  some  months  sus- 
pended. It  has  since  been  renewed  as  a  very  decided  improvement  was 
apparent  on  a  recent  inspection  in  March.  At  this  time  four  girls  could 
read  fluently  and  well,  two  of  them  from  any  book  These  could  also 
work  easy  sums  and  write  correctly  to  dictation.  The  girls  are  all 
Brahmanis  and  very  quick.  With  proper  attention  the  school  will  produce 
valuable  results. 

196.  MelkSte  Girls'  School — ^This  is  a  branch  establishment  of  the 
Sanskrit  school,  and  one  well  deserving  of  Government  support.  It 
contains  24  Brahmani  girls  of  very  pleasing  intelligence.  Those  in  the 
first  class  can  read  well  from  the  Katha  Sangraha,  know  a  part  of  Vagvi- 
dhayini  and  the  elementary  rules  of  arithmetic.  They  also  learn  from 
a  book  entitled  Supa  Sliastra,  or  the  science  of  cookery,  a  very  useful 
branch  of  instruction  for  them. 

.    I,  Tamil  Schools. 

197.  Hindu  Fonale  School^  Bangdlorc^ThQ  number  of  pupils  is 
89,  divided  into  6  classes.  Book  instruction  is  carried  on  by  three 
male  teachera  There  are,  besides,  a  female  teacher  of  needle-work 
and  two  ayahs.    The  girls  pay  no  fees,  but  buy  their  books.    The  coui-se 
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of  instruction  has  often  been  described  in  former  reports  and  preseDts 
nothing  new,  except  it  be  the  introduction  of  a  cookery  book.  This 
contains  minute  instructions  on  the  culinary  art,  especially  on  the,  to 
a  native,  important  process  of  cooking  rice,  the  accidents  in  cleaning, 
seasoning,  &c.  to  which  it  is  liable,  and  the  remedies  to  be  applied.  The 
girls  learn  the  book  by-heart.  It  cannot  be  denied  that  this  is  a  branch  of 
education  of  the  most  patent  utility,  and  one  certainly  much,  if  not 
altogether,  neglected  in  schools  of  vastly  higher  pretensions.  I  am  glad 
to  report  that  the  girls  were  as  well  prepared  with  all  their  lessons  as 
usual. 

198.  The  chief  subject  of  congratulation  is  the  entire  re-organiza- 
tion of  the  management,  and  the  resuscitation  of  the  subscription  list. 
It  has  been  stated  of  late  years  that,  owing  to  the  death  of  the  founder 
and  others  originally  interested  in  it,  the  subscription  had'fallen  Tery  low 
and  the  prospects  of  the  school  were  uncertain.  In  February  last  the 
Tamil  community  seem  to  have  awakened  to  a  sense  of  the  dangers 
which  threatened,  and  a  committee  of  II  respectable  native  gentlemen, 
called  trustees,  was  appointed  to  manage  it  The  confidence  inspired 
by  the  new  management,  and  the  personal  efiforts  of  the  board  of  mem- 
bers themselves,  have  resulted  in  the  creation  of  a  large  subscription 
list,  the  monthly  amount  now  obtained  from  private  sources  being 
Rs.  58.  Altogether  I  think  I  am  justified  in  saying  that  this  school, 
which  has  for  a  series  of  years  presented  a  prominent  instance  of 
successful  native  management,  has  never  been  in  a  more  flourishing  con- 
dition or  been  more  efficiently  conducted  than  it  is  at  the  present  tune. 

199.  Wesleyan  Mission  Caste  Girls'  Scliool,  Alsuru— This  school 
numbers  69  pupils,  distributed  into  three  classes,  with  one  male  teacher 
for  each.  The  girls  of  the  first  class  read,  repeated  from  memory  and 
explained  selections  from  the  Second  Book  of  minor  Tamil  poets ;  they 
were  also  able  to  answer  questions  on  the  elementary  parts  of  granunar, 
work  sums  up  to  compound  division  and  knew  something  of  the  map  of 
the  World.  They  are  besides  taught  needle  and  wool  work  of  useful 
kinds.  The  school  is  frequently  visited  by  a  lady  missionary  and  appears 
to  me  well  taught  and  popular.  It  would  be  interesting  to  know  how 
many  girls  have  passed  through  it  since  the  beginning,  and  in  what  parts 
of  the  country  they  become  settled  after  leaving*    A  register  should  be 
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kept  giving  this  mformation.  The  Bead  Master  is  a  young  man  of  educa- 
tion, a  gold  medalist  of  the  Madras  Medical  CJoUege.  While  however  learn- 
ing the  art  of  healing,  his  own  health  broke  down  and  he  has  therefore 
taken  to  teaching.  No  fees  are  paid  by  the  girls,  but  they  buy  their 
own  books. 

200.  Cmvent  Schools^  Bangdore. — ^These  consist  of  a  school  for 
native  girls  containing  62  pupils,  and  of  a  school  for  native  nuns  num- 
bering 20.  The  Tamil  school  girls  can  read  and  write  that  language, 
and  do  easy  sums.  They  give  a  good  deal  of  attention  to  needle  work,  which 
is  undertaken  in  connection  with  the  industrial  school  adjoining  the  convent. 
Some  very  tasteful  specimens  of  wool  work  were  exhibited  as  done  by 
them.  The  native  nuns  having  already  passed  through  schools,  receive 
principally  religious  instruction.  They  accordingly  read  the  lives  of  the 
saints  and  other  similar  books,  some  in  Tamil  and  some  in  Eanarese. 
From  among  these  young  women  are  selected  teachers  for  the  Catholic 
schools  at  Mysore,  Ganjam,  &&, 

201.  Weskyan  Mission  Orphan  School,  Bangalore.— There  are  32 
pupils,  either  orphans  or  children  of  poor  native  Christians,  taught  by 
an  experienced  man  formerly  Head  Master  of  the  Alsuru  school.  He  is 
assisted  by  a  pupil  teacher.  The  girls  were  well  prepared  with  most  of 
their  lessons.  The  sums  were  not  quite  so  readily  done  as  the  other 
exercises.  The  premises  appear  clean  and  airy,  and  the  girls  well  fed 
and  cheerful  They  do  their  own  cooking  under  the  direction  of  the 
matron,  and  also  learn  fancy  needle  work,  which  is  sold  for  the  benefit 
of  the  school  It  is  estimated  that  the  keep  of  each  girl  costs  about 
Bupees  4  a  month. 

202.  Catholic  School^  BlackpaUi. — ^This  school  contains  40  girls 
under  two  native  mistresses.  The  books  taught  are  the  same  as  those 
used  in  the  boys'  schools  already  reported  on.  Additional  exercises  are  the 
danting  of  verses  from  Tamil  poets  and  the  practice  of  needle  work. 
The  girls  are  generally  removed  from  school  at  the  age  of  10  or  11. 

203.  Catholic  Schools^  Mysore.^The  number  of  girls  under  instruc- 
tion is  nearly  the  same  as  it  was  last  year,  namely  6  in  the  English 
Bchool  and  75  in  the  Tamil  The  pupils  of  the  former  had  not  made 
80  much  advance  as  I  had  expected,  The  Tamil  school  had,  I  think, 
improved. 
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c.  Hmdustam  Schools. 

204.  MaJioniedanFenialeEducalimdInitUutim,  Bangalore.— Tim 
school  contains  90  girls  and  has  made  progress  during  the  year. 
Five  girls  know  arithmetic  'as  far  as  subtraction.  The  hindrances  to 
the  success  of  the  school  are  the  early  age  at  which  girls  are  removed, 
and  the  difficulty  of  finding  quahfied  female  teachers  to  take  charge  of  it 
With  greater  attention  on  the  part  of  the  Ndzim  it  is  probable  that  the 
school  might  be  improved.  Instruction  in  needle  work  should  be  conti- 
nued. 

205.  Madrasa  Mufid  un  Nisvan^  Bangalore. — ^There  are  46  girls. 
Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  small-pox  the  elder  girls  were  absent,  and  the 
school  did  not  in  consequence  make  a  very  good  show  at  the  examination. 
The  first  and  second  mistresses  are  clever  women  and  qualified  to  teach 
Needle  work  has  not  received  sufficient  attention. 

206.  Zendni  Madrasa,  Tdrdmandla  TeU, — This  school  is  steadily 
carried  on,  with  an  average  attendance  of  30  girls.  The  mistress,  Amir 
un  Nissa  Begum,  knows  Hindustani  and  Persian  and  has  been  making 
herself  acquainted  with  arithmetic  and  geography.  She  is  a  clever  and 
industrious  young  woman. 

m.    BOOK  DEPARTMENT. 

207.  Sdiool  Books. — The  measures  for  providing  suitable  Kanarese 
school  books  for  the  rapidly  augmenting  number  of  primary  schools  have 
been  unremittingly  prosecuted.  Valuable  assistance  has  been  rendered  in 
this  work  by  the.  I^ranslator,  Ramaswami  Shastri.  A  first  edition  of 
Anka  Ganita  (arithmetic)  has  been  published.  A  new  edition  has  been 
issued  of  Padya  Sara  (poetical  reader)  in  an  improved  form,  with  entire 
revision  of  the  contents  and  notes.  The  Kathd  Saptati  (prose  reader) 
has  also  been  re-prmted.  The  Amara  Kosha  (Thesaurus  of  Sanskrit 
words)  has  been  all  but  completed,  with  meanings  in  English  and 
Kanarese.  The  Bhuvivarane  (geography)  has  been  entirely  re-written 
and  is  now  going  to  press. 

208.  Maps. — The  engraving  of  the  Map  of  India,  on  a  laije 
scale,  has  made  considerable  advance.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  it  may 
be  ready  for  use  before  the  close  of  another  year. 
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IV.    BUILDING  OPERATIONS. 

209.  Original  WorJcs. — No  school  houses  were  erected  during  the 
year,  though  the  arrangements  for  one  at  Hunasfiru  were  first  made  and 
then  withdrawn.    A  building  at  this  station  is  much  needed. 

210.  Bepcdrs. — ^The  new  wing  of  the  Kolar  District  school-house 
being  completed,  the  older  portion  was  put  into  general  repair,  and 
matted.  A  farther  sum  was  expended  in  enclosing  a  large  piece  of 
ground  offered  by  the  Deputy  Superintendent  for  a  play  ground. 

The  Raja's  school-house  at  Mysore  received  some  necessary  repairs. 

The  school-houses  in  the  following  talooks  were  also  put  into 
complete  repair — ^Arakalagudu,  Sakalasapura,  Mulab&galu,  Dodda 
Ballapura  and  Sarguru,  and  petty  repairs  were  carried  out  at  the 
Hassan  girls'  school 

211.  Erectian  of  Boundary  WcUHs^  <&c, — Boundary  walls  were  erected 
to  the  premises  at  Chennapatna,  Nanjanagudu  and  Hassan.  The  com- 
pounds attached  to  the  school-houses  at  Sakalespura  and  Yelahanka  were 

I      trenched  and  enclosed  by  hedges.    Gates  were  provided  for  the  school

2.  Number  of  Schools  and  Pupils, — The  following  tables  present  a 
classified  statement  of  the  Government,  aided  and  inspected  schools,  to- 
gether with  the  number  of  pupils  under  instruction  in  the  four  Districts 
of  Shimoga,  Eadoor,  Chituldroog  and  Toomkoor.  A  comparative  state- 
ment of  the  number  of  schools  and  pupils  for  the  last  three  years  is  also 
appended.

3.  Inspection  Work, — With  the  exception  of  three  Kanarese  talook 
schools  and  a  few  hobli  schools,  I  have  personally  examined  the  pupils  of 
every  Govemment  and  aided  school  throughout  the  Circle  at  least  once  in 
the  year. 

4.  Whilst  in  the  Honnali  Talook  an  accident  occurred  which  pre- 
vented my  seeing  the  Kanarese  schools  at  Nyamti,  Chennagiri  and 
Hole  Honnuru  and  compelled  me  to  suspend  work  for  a  time.  But  the 
schools  omitted  by  me  have  been  regularly  visited  by  the  District  Sub- 
Deputy  Inspector. 

5.  QradaUon  of  Schools. — The  usual  division  of  Govemment  schools 
is  maintained,  m.^  (1)  District,  (2)  talook,  and  (3)  hobli  schools,  (4)  girls 
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schools  of  which  none  have  yet  been  opened  in  Circle  II,  (5)  normal  or 
other  special  schools. 

6.  The  District  Anglo-^rnacular  Schools — Last  year  underwent 
Bome  important  changes  particularized  in  pp.  127  and  128  of  my  report 
for  1870 — 71,  which  placed  these  schools  more  in  a  position  enjoyed  by 
District  schools  in  other  parts  of  the  Province,  and  the  results  have  been 
most  satisfactory  as  indicated  by  a  larger  attendance,  a  higher  proficiency, 
and  the  payment  of  an  increased  fee, 

7.  So  great  has  been  the  increase  of  pupils  during  the  last  two 
years,  that  all  the^District  school-houses  are  very  much  overcrowded,  and 
the  recent  addition  of  an  assistant  to  each  of  these  schools  having  been 
followed  by  a  proportionate  accession  of  pupils,  the  demand  for  more  assis- 
tants is  still  as  urgent  as  ever. 

8.  Vernacular  Sdmls  and  especially  the  Kanarese  talook  schools 
have  in  many  eases  had  to  contend  with  three  serious  hindrances,  (a)  bad 
accommodation,  (6)  insufficient  supply  of  books,  and  (c)  the  want  of 
monitors  or  assistants.  Notwithstanding  these  difficulties,  their  present 
condition  well  bear  the  application  of  the  usual  tests  to  prove  their 
efficiency. 

9.  There  undoubtedly  are  and  always  must  be  some  instances  of 
schools  and  school  masters  coming  short  of  the  mark,  but  the  general 
results  clearly  shew  a  steady  advance.  That  such  is  the  case  may  be 
gathered  not  only  from  the  usual  hsts  of  studies  and  students,  but  fix)m 
the  increasing  demand  for  schools  amongst  those  hitherto  indifferent,  and 
from  the  readiness  of  those  attendant  in  schools  to  incur  additional  ex- 
penditure for  books,  fees,  &c.  It  may  not  be  out  of  place  here  to  quote 
from  some  remarks  on  this  subject  made  by  the  Supeiintendent  of  the 
Nagar  Division.  Major  Hay  observes,  "  I  am  surprised  at  the  generally 
expressed  wish,  often  spontaneous  on  the  part  of  the  Malnad  Patels,  for 
education  for  their  boys.  It  is  very  different  from  what  it  was  a  few  years 
ago,  and  the  diange  in  opinion  has  come  about  much  sooner  than  any  one 
acquainted  with  the  people  could  have  anticipated."  This  revolution  in 
iny  opinion  would  not  have  come  about  had  the  education  provided  by 
Government  not  presented  soUd  attraction, 

10.  I  may  now  proceed  to  give  a  brief  account  of  each  school  under 
n»y  charge. 
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Anglo- VEENACULAE  Schools. 

11.  Shimoga  District  School— Claims  special  notice.     The  numbere

12.  It  is  noteworthy  that  many  of  the  new  pupils  come  from  the 
most  distant  talooks  and  belong  to  the  Patel  class,  which  has  never 
hitherto  been  attracted  by  English  education. 

13.  On  the  list  of  matriculates  who  passed  in  December  1871,  four 
from  Shimoga,  all  occupied  a  good  position.  These  have  since  been  form- 
ed into  an  F.  A.  class. 

14.  Amongst  Anglo-vernacular  District  schools,  the  one  at  Hassan 
has  frequently  been  put  forward  as  the  best  But  Shimoga  school  has  a 
larger  number  of  pupils  ;  passed  out  more  men  at  the  last  Entrance 
examination,  and  passed  them  higher  on  the  list  than  did  Hassan.  Shi- 
moga therefore  has  some  claim  to  dispute  the  first  place  amongst  District 
schools. 

15.  In  instituting  a  comparison  between  these  two  schools,  it  must 
be  gratifying  to  Mr.  H  aid  well  of  Hassan  to  know  that  Mr.  Taylor,  the 
Head  Master  of  the  rival  school,  is  an  old  pupil  of  his. 

16.  Although  an  additional  assistant  was  lately  sanctioned,  another 
is  required.  It  will  be  observed  that  each  appointment  of  an  assistant 
during  the  last  two  years  has  been  followed  by  a  fresh  accession  of  pupils ; 
but  I  think  one  more  master  would  enable  the  teaching  staff  to  overtake 
the  excess  of  pupils.  Although  the  Kanarese  school  is  conducted  in  a 
separate  building  the  rooms  in  the  Anglo-vernacular  school  are  greatly 
overcrowded  and  more  space  is  urgently  needed.  Sanction  has  been  ob- 
tained for  making  a  slight  alteration  that  will  give  some  rehef  to  the 
pressure  now  experienced,  but  the  addition  required  should  provide  for  at 
least  100  boys. 

17.  Chituldroog  District  Sclwol,  as  shewn  last  year,    had  an 
immense  extent  of  lost  ground  to  recover:  what

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''  The  results  of  my  exammation  as  shewn  in  the  enclosed  table  are 
greatly  in  advance  of  any  previous  year.  It  is  evident  that  the  Head 
Master  has  not  only  worked  hard  with  the  classes  under  his  own  immedi- 
ate tuition,  but  has  also  maintained  a  systematic  supervision  of  the  work 
performed  by  his  assistants.  The  contrast  between  the  state  of  the  insti- 
tution on  the  occasion  of  my  previous  visit  and  the  one  under  report  was 
veiy  decided.  The  building  has  been  put  into  better  repair,  and  the  pre- 
mises enclosed  with  a  fence.  Within,  order  prevailed  in  every  class  as  far 
as  the  overcrowded  state  of  the  rooms  would  permit,  and  every  master 
appeared  to  exhibit  an  interest  in  his  work.'' 

18.  Since  the  submission  of  that  report,  an  additional  master  has 
been  sanctioned,  followed, .  as  in  Shimoga,  by  a  fresh  accession  of  pupils. 
The  necessity  for  an  extension  of  the  building  is  even  more  urgent  here 
than  at  Shimoga,  for  although  the  existing  space  is  more  limited,  yet  it  has 
to  accommodate  the  Eanarese  and  Hindustani  branches  as  well  as  the 
Anglo-vernacular  school.  The  pupils  are  therefore  unavoidably  packed 
together  in  a  manner  very  seriously  detrimental  to  school  discipline. 

19.  The  University  success  of  the  school,  though  comparatively 
slight,  is  very  encouraging,  affording  as  it  does  an  indication  of  the  at- 
tainment of  a  higher  status  of  education. 

20.  The  marked  increase  in  numbers  may  be  accepted  as  a  proof 
of  the  popularity  of  the  institution.  It  is  only  Mr,  Clapham's  due  to 
state  that  the  improved  condition  of  the  school  dates  from  the  time  of  his 
taking  charge  and  is  mainly  the  result  of  his  judicious  exertions. 

21.  To(mikoar  Distrkt  Anglo-Vernacular  scliool  like  the  other  Dis- 

trict schools  has,  during  the  year,  had  the

*  Etdogre  of  the  Eanarae  sod  increased  attendance  demands  a  further  streng- 
thening of  the  staff  and  extension  of  the  build- 
ing. At  present  the  Hindustani  school  is  conducted  separately  in  a  house 
hired  for  the  purpose,  but  the  arrangement  is  open  to  objection  and  still 
iails  to  leave  room  enough  for  the  English  and  Eanarese  scholars.  The 
following  extracts  from  a  report  made  in  November  last  will  exhibit  the 
character  of  the  education  imparted, 

22.  ^^  The  EngUsh  Department  numbers  112  pupils,  an  attendance 
nearly  fifty  p«r  cent  in  advance  of  last  year,  the  highest  class,  a  first,  is

weak  in  numbers,  but  has  gone  through  a  yeiy  creditahle  amount  of  work. 
Their  knowledge  of  English  is  sufficient  to  warrant  the  pupils  of  the  class 
preparing  for  the  University  Entrance  examination:  they  are  fairly  well  up 
in  the  first  two  books  of  Euclid,  have  very  carefully  gone  through  Todhun- 
ter's  Algebra  as  far  as  the  working  of  simultaneous  equations,  and  are 
familiar  with  the  theory  and  operations  of  vulgar  and  decimal  fractions, 
compound  propoition  and  interest.  Due  attention  has  also  been  given 
to  the  study  of  Kanarese  and  to  practising  translation  from  that  language 
into  English  and  vice  vcrsa^^ 

23  "  Although  in  this,  as  in  other  District  schools  of  the  Mysor» 
Province,  the  Madras  University  examinations  have  been  regarded  as  the 
standard  aimed  at,  many  of  the  senior  pupils  of  Toomkoor  school  have 
expressed  a  desire  to  prepare  themselves  for  appointments  in  the  Depart- 
ment Public  Works,  a  disposition  which  I  have  encouraged  where  the 
pupils  appeared  to  me  physically  and  otherwise  adapted  to  the  work  ex- 
pected of  a  subordinate  in  that  Department.  At  the  close  of  last  official 
year  I  reported  that  a  small  supply  of  apparatus  had  been  borrowed  from 
the  District  Engineer's  office,  and  that  some  boys,  belonging  to  the  two 
higher  classes  of  the  school,  had  been  formed  into  a  survey  class.  With 
the  means  and  material  described  above,  and  such  time  as  could  be 
spared  from  his  regular  duties,  Mr.  Birch  brought  forward  7  pupils  for  a 
special  examination  in  mensuration,  surveying  and  plotting.  Captain 
Pole,  E.  E.,  obhgingly  consented  to  prepare  a  set  of  questions  on  these 
subjects.  I  enclose  copies  of  the  question  papers  and  Captain  Pole's 
letter  giving  his  opinion  on  the  results  of  the  examination.  It  will  be 
seen  that  in  mensuration  the  number  of  marks  gained  throughout  the 
class  is  very  high.  In  surveying  only  one  boy  falls  below  half  marks. 
At  plotting  only  three  boys  did  well.  In  explaining  the  fEulore  of  the 
others  in  this  subject  it  will  be  enough  to  state  that  for  the  whole  class 
there  has  been  only  one  box  of  instruments.*^ 

24.  I  regret  to  say  that  very  shortiy  after  the  above  report  was 
written  the  apparatus  referred  to  could  no  longer  be  spared  by  the  Depart- 
ment Public  Works,  and  no  other  being  available  the  surveying  class  has 
been  suspended  to  the  disappointment  of  the  pupils,  who  took  great  inter- 
est in  the  work.  I  very  much  regret  this  interruption  as  I  am  inclined 
to  think  that  the  practical  results  of  luch  a  class  would  be  found  more 
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satisfactory  than  those  to  be  expected  from  the  Matriculation  dass,  and 
I  trust  that  the  Head  Master  Mr.  Birch,  who  devoted  a  great  deal  of  time 
and  trouble  to  the  work,  will  be  placed  in  a  position  to  re-establish  the 
dass  and  on  a  better  footing  than  before.

of  1 50  miles,  indicates  the  existence  of  a  demand  for  a  higher  standard  of 
education  than  the  school  in  its  present  condition  is  able  to  meet  The 
very  satisfactory  results  attendant  upon  the  appointment  of  additional 
teachers  at  Shimpga  and  elsewhere  strongly  recommend  the  adoption  of 
similar  measures  at  Chikkamagaluru.

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70.  The  Head  Master  had  spent  nine  months  in  Bangalore  under 
training  in  the  Normal  School,  On  his  return  to  Toomkoor  at  the  expira- 
tion of  that  term  I  was  much  disappointed  to  find  that  he  had  received  no 
training  in  school  management,  one  of  the  chief  objects  of  his  journey. 
Efforts  will  be  made  through  Mr.  Birch,  the  Head  Master  of  the  An^ 
yemacular  school,  to  give  the  Hindustani  master  opportunities  of  impro- 
ving himself. 

HOBLI  SCHOOLS, 

71.  By  the  end  of  January  I  had  inspected  over  ninety  per  cent  of 
the  hobli  schools  by  assembling  them  at  different  points  in  each  talook 
that  I  passed  through.  From  three  to  six  schools  were  thus  examined  to- 
gether. I  found  the  hobli  masters  rather  anxious  than  otherwise  to  bring 
their  boys  to  the  appointed  centres  of  examination.  Many  schools  came  12 
and  even  15  miles,  the  little  boys  riding  on  ponies,  bullocks  or  in  carte, 
each  one  with  his  little  bundle  of  books,  &c.,  rolled  up  in  a  cloth  or  secured 
in  a  bag.  The  village  Patel  and  some  of  the  boys'  friends  generally  ac- 
companied them. 

72.  This  plan  I  found  to  possess  many  advantages  ;  1. 1  saw  more 
schools  than  it  would  be  possible  for  me  to  see  by  any  other  plan.  2.  The 
masters  had  the  opportunity  which  all  seem  to  value  of  a  personal  inter- 
view with  the  Inspector.  3.  Each  master  also  had  an  opportunity  d 
observing  the  method  of  instruction  in  other  schools  and  of  comparing 
results.  4.  A  spirit  of  emulation  was  excited  between  the  boys  of  the 
different  schools  thus  brought  into  contact ;  and  lastly,  the  proceedings 
appeared  to  afford  much  gratification  to  the  villagers  who  witnessed 
them. 

73.  Eadoor  was  the  only  District  where  the  masters  seemed  tardy 
in  falling  in  vrith  the  scheme. 

74.  Toomkoor  District  has  now  its  full  complement  of  schools,  ri?., 
57.  In  shimoga  District  there  are  32  schools  and  8  vacancies.  C3iituldroog 
District  numbers  34  schools,  and  15  more  are  required  ;  in  Kadoor  District 
86  schools  are  in  operation,  16  more  will  complete  the  full  number.  Alto- 
gether the  number  of  hoblls  to  be  supplied  is  only  39,  and  this  may  be 
accomplished  in  about  six  months. 

75.  Each  Sub-Deputy  Inspector  keeps  a  diary  and  forwards  to  this 
office  every  month  with  his  inspection  report  a  statement  shewing  the 
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amount  of  inspection  and  other  work  performed  and  the  distances  travel 
led,  &XL  The  schools  are  all  visited  once  every  four  months. 

76.  The  condition  of  the  Shimoga  District  schools  reflects  great 
credit  on  the  Suh-Deputy  Inspector  Ramachari.  He  has  been  upwards 
of  three  years  in  the  Mabad  and  requests  to  be  transferred  to  Kolar, 
Mysore  or  some  other  Maidan  district.  His  request  deserves  considera?- 
tion. 

77.  The  Chituldroog  Sub-Deputy  Inspector  has  worked  very  hard 
and  given  me  much  satisfaction.  The  Toomkoor  District  schools  which 
were  not  in  a  good  state,  when  the  present  Sub-Deputy  Inspector  took 
charge  of  them,  are  now  equal  to  any.

78.  SMmoga  Talook — I  personally  examined  the  pupils  of  all  the 
schools  of  this  talook,  which  contains  some  of  the  best  of  our  village 
schools.  PUkngere  has  a  good  school -house  provided  by  the  villagers, 
virho  have  also  furnished  it  ¥dth  a  table,  chairs  and  some  benches  which 
give  it  the  appearance  of  a  talook  school  In  attainments  it  is  superior 
to  many  talook  schools.  Maidddlu  has  upwards  of  50  boys — a  lai^ge 
number  for  a  Malnad  village  school  Benldpwra  had  upwards  of  60  boys^ 
but  no  proper  accommodation  has  been  provided  and  an  unfortunate  mis- 
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nnderstanding  between  some  of  the  leading  inhabitants  has  hitherto 
frustrated  all  attempts  to  come  to  an  arrangement 

79.  Ohennaffiri  Tdlook — ^The  school  at  Kdluru  may  be  considered 
the  best  in  this  talook.  Eodigere  comes  next  in  profidenqr  and  has  an 
attendance  of  30  boys.  BhvaarahcIU  and  Pandmatti  both  deserre  men- 
tion. 

80.  Kdvdledurga  Tdodk  is  almost  all  dense  forest  and  has  at 
present  only  one  school,  m,^  at  Mahishi^  which  is  in  a  very  creditable 
CQDdition. 

81.  Sonndli  Htloolc.^k  very  good  school  bf  50  boys  is  in  operation 
at  EmnaU.  When  I  visited  the  place,  the  school-house  was  crowded  with 
Tisitors  who  all  seemed  greatly  interested.  Kutnsi^  on  the  high  road 
from  Shimoga  to  Gaursoppa  Falls,  is  a  very  important  place,  but  the 
master  is  not  altogether  to  the  taste  of  the  people.  When  a  change  can 
be  effected  a  flourishing  school  may  be  expected. 

82.  Shik&npwra  Tcdooh  has  only  two  schools,  viz.  at  Udagam 
and  MalMuu^  neither  of  which  call  for  special  remark. 

83.  Soroiba  the  most  northerly  of  the  Mabdd  talooks  has  four 
schools,  all  in  a  veiy  efficient  state.  AnavaUi  has  an  attendance  of  88 
papils  and  would  probably  have  more  if  the  master  had  an  assistant. 
JbxUiugappe  and  Nisrani  are  not  so  strong  in  numbei*s,  but  then: 
condition  gave  me  great  satisfaction.  KerehdlK  is  also  doing  well  and  is 
popular. 

84.  Sdgara  Talook  all  forest,  has  4  schools  with  which  I  had 
every  reason  to  be  satisfied,  except  with  one  at  SUravante  since  removed 
to  Tadagoiiale.  I  have  not  visited  Sdgara  Talook  since  the  removal,  but 
tbe  Sub-Deputy  Inspector's  reports  are  satisfactory. 

85.  Anantapura  Talook  has  only  two  schools  at  present  Ch6radi 
is  a  £Ekvorable  place  for  a  school,  but  the  master,  a  Maidan  man,  seems 
very  home-sick,  and  depressed.    Tagarti  school  is  doing  well. 
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Kaooor  Distbict.

86.  Chil^ccmmgdluru  TcdooJc. — The  schools  at  BasavanahalU  and 
Malduru  both  deserve  prominent  mention.  Ldkya  school  shewed  signs  of 
neglecL  The  master,  a  Maidaa  man,  seemed  dissatisfied  and  careless. 
The  people  at  Morale  objected  to  the  teacher  that  had  been  sent  them, 
and  I  removed  him. 

87.  Wastdra  HHooh  has  presented  many  diflSculties  on  account 
of  its  climate  and  isolated  situation.  There  are  four  schools  in  operation, 
bat  their  condition  is  not  very  promising.  KcHasa  formerly  received  a 
small  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  4 — 8—0  a  month,  but  the  existence  of  the 
school  was  little  more  than  nominal ;  the  grant  was  therefore  withdrawn 
and  a  trained  master  appointed  to  open  a  hobli  school  instead. 

88.  Koppa  Talook  is  sometimes  referred  to  as  the  "  Mahiad  of 
Malnads."  Four  schools  were  in  operatioa  until  recently,  when  the  one  at 
ttmharapara  had  to  be  closed  under  very  painful  circumstances.  A 
little  boy  who  accompanied  his  brother  to  school  was  murdered,  it  is  sup- 
posed, for  the  sake  of  his  jewellery.    The  other  children  were  all  with- 
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drawn  by  tbeir  parents,  and  a  feeling  of  alann  disseminated  that  will  re* 
quire  time  to  become  eradicated.  BancUgadipura  also  had  to  he  closed 
almost  as  soon  as  it  was  opened.  In  the  absence  of  any  other  master  a 
Maidan  man  who  volunteered  was  appointed,  but  in  a  very  short  time  he 
threw  up  his  post  and  made  all  haste  out  of  the  Mabiad.  Kqppa  is  a 
small  school,  but  is  doing  fairly.  Bdgunji  has  only  been  about  two 
months  in  operation. 

89.  TarUcere  Talook — Ajjampura  has  a  flourishing  school  of  63  boys 
under  a  very  active  master.  It  greatly  needs  another  teacher.  Lingadaf 
halli  school  has  not  got  on  well  and  is  to  be  removed  to  another  villaga 
Boramhdlu  master  did  not  give  me  entire  satisfaction.  The  other  four 
schools  have  been  recently  opened. 

90.  Kadoor  Talook, — Bramhasamudra  school  though  comparative- 
ly a  small  one  is  well  conducted.  Tegati  is  a  new  school  Nidagatta  and 
Sarasvatipura  do  not  call  for  special  remark. 

91.  Bdnavdra  Talook  has  five  schools,  two  of  which  have  only 
been  established  a  few  weeks.    The  condition  of  the  others  is  fiair. 


92.    LoJckwxdli  Talook  has  only  one  school  which  is  getting  on 


well.

93.  Chituldroog  Tdook. — ^There  are  six  schools  in  this  talook,  which 
are  all  getting  on  well  I  was  most  pleased  with  IWotxmum,  Gmdo^ 
lanahd  and  Bmgappmhdlii 

94.  Hosadurga  TcHocik  has  one  of  the  best  hobli  schools  I  have 
seen,  viz,^  at  Bdguru.  It  had  64  pupils.  The  second  class  comprising  12 
boys  was  considerably  in  advance  of  most  Eanarese  schools  in  this  part 
of  the  country.  The  master  has  since  been  promoted  to  the  chaige  of 
the  talook  school  at  Harihara.  Rimagiri  and  JdmhcUlu  are  both  new 
Bchoola  Holallcere  is  a  very  popular  school,  with  an  attendance  of  over  50 
boys.  The  master,  an  inteUigent  old  Lingayet,  has  been  a  teacher  in  the 
town  for  many  years  and  is  much  respected.  He  is  a  good  specimen 
of  the  class  of  men  it  is  desirable  to  secure  for  such  posts. 

Kujumlli  is  in  the  charge  of  a  young  man  who  was  dux  in  one  of 
the  talook  schools.    The  school  seems  popular. 

95.  Hariliara  Talook — Bali  is  the  only  village  where  a  school  has 
been  opened.  The  master  is  an  excellent  teacher,  and  the  school  is 
doing  well 

96.  Divanagere  Talook — Only  two  schools  have  been  established 
as  yet    The  one  at  BMm  is  a  very  good  school    Anaji  school  is  fair. 

97.  DoddM  Talook  has  been  supplied  with  three  schools.  Ndf/akc9h 
%<z/^}  does  credit  to  its  teacher.  Wobaldpum  9J^  TalakhBkJohoOimwBiB 
a  good  beginning.

— Of  the  5  schools  of  this  talook  the  one  at 
Eeggare  is  the  best  Kandikere  was  kept  back  for  want  of  a  proper  sup- 
ply of  books.  Titmnanahalli  acquitted  itself  well  when  I  examined  it 
Novak  and  Tebmddu  are  new.

102.  Toomkoor  district  has  57  hoblis,  all  of  which  are  now  furnish- 
ed with  schools. 

103.  To&inkooT  TaZooA.— All  the  schools  in  this  talook  have  a 
second  class,  except  Kesluru, 

Belldvi, — A  busy  thriving  village ;  has  a  well-conducted  school  of  50 
pupils.  At  Vurdaga^  the  master  works  steadily  and  is  popular.  The 
people  have  built  a  new  school-house  during  the  year,  Honnudike  is 
another  large  village,  where  the  school  gets  on  well.  The  other  places 
in  the  talook  are  of  less  importance,  but  in  all  the  schools  are  making 
good  progress. 

104.  Koraiagere  Talook.— In  this  talook  ToUakere  school  stands 
first,  this  and  the  one  at  Holavoiialialli  are  quite  as  efficient  as  the  talook 
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school    Tovmakere  is  the  only  one  that  fails  to  make  good  progress  and 
may  become  necessaiy  to  dismiss. 

105.  ChiiJcandyaJcanahdlli  7afot>%.— There  is  a  veiy  superior  school 
at  Hdgdavddi  with  61  boys  in  attendance.  The  other  thi^  are  in 
an  efficient  state. 

106.  Maddagiri  Idlook — ^There  are  several  important  places  in 
this  talook,  where  the  schools  are  in  a  flourishing  condition.  At  Purur 
vara  there  is  an  excellent  school  mider  a  very  able  teacher. 

ItaJMcUbbanahalli,  Ganjdlagunte  2Jii  Dodderi  are  all  superior  schools 
of  their  kind.  £lementary  education  throughout  this  talook  is  in  a  very 
satisfactoiy  state,  except  in  the  hobUs  of  Midagesi  and  BcuUavalalu^  but 
even  there  progress  is  perceptible. 

107.  Sird  ldlo6k.—H6s6ru  was  one  of  the  first  hobli  schools  es- 
tablished and  has  always  been  efficient  ChiJskmdhdUi  is  also  one 
of  the  earlier  schools.  It  has  an  attendance  of  between  50  and  60  boys, 
but  fully  three-fourths  of  these  come  from  a  neighbouring  village  which 
did  not  at  first  contribute  so  many  pupils.  The  distance  is  not  more 
than  half  a  mile,  but  a  request  has  been  made  with  the  consent  of  the 
Chikkanahalli  people  for  the  transfer  of  the  school  to  Halakura.  CHUa 
school  also  is  a  good  one.    The  others  are  all  in  fair  condition. 

108.  TarivSkere  lalook. — Nimavmakere^  formerly  a  talook  kasaba, 
is  a  wealthy  town.  The  school  there  is  a  good  one  and  well  supported 
by  the  people.  Dandinasivara  has  made  great  progress  during  the  year. 
Mumyamiru  and  Hichanuru  are  rather  small  villages,  and  the  school  at 
Ddbbagatta  is  a  new  one. 

109.  Kadaba  Talook  has  only  4  hoblis.  Gubbij  the  head  qaar- 
ters  of  the  talook,  is  supphed  with  an  old  established  Mission  school, 
which  receives  a  grant-m-aid ;  the  hobli  school  was  therefore  established 
at  Anyuru  and  is  doing  well.  Sampige  is  a  rather  small  village,  but  it 
was  selected  instead  of  Kdlliiru^  the  kasaba,  for  tlie  same  reason  that 
Ariyuru  was  preferred  to  GubbL  Koppa  was  on  similar  grounds  pre- 
ferred to  Kadaba,  the  latter  having  a  school  of  about  20  years  standing 
endowed  by  the  late  Anndjaiya,  a  Brahman  of  property,  It  is  deserving  of

are  rery  pTominent,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  actual  number  of  schools  is 
rather  aboye  the  ayerage,  and  all  are  doing  fiairly^ 

110.  KtmigcUlu  7afoot.— When  passing  through  this  talook  early 
in  the  year  I  found  great  difficulty  in  assembling  the  schools  on  account 
of  a  panic  caused  by  a  belief  that  medicated  powder  {manka  McU)  was 
bdng  carried  about  and  administered  by  agents  appointed  to  kidnap 
children.  ChUtandhallij  one  of  the  best  schools  with  40  pupils,  was  total- 
ly deserted  for  some  time.  Yediyuru^  a  Tillage  on  the  Eunigallu-Hassan 
road,  bids  fair  to  become  a  good  school  JBerum,  Kottakere^  and  Tairuru 
are  all  in  good  hands. 

111.  Huliythrdur^a  Taiook.—Ai,  Ydiyuru  there  is  a  particularly 
good  school.  MafvaJtAru  school  is  attended  almost  exclusiTely  by  ryot 
boys  and  is  always  well  reported  on.  Amijirluru  is  a  large  place.  The 
school  there  has  very  recently  been  opened,  but  should,  become  an  im- 
portant one.    ByddarahalU  and  Eqppa  have  made  a  good  beginning. 

TRAINING  SCHOOLS  FOR  HOBLI  MASTERS. 

112.  Two  training  schools  have  been  in  operation  during  the  year, 
one  in  the  Eadoor  and  the  other  in  the  Toomkoor  District 

1 13. — The  Nagar  Dmsim  Training  School  was  conducted  at  Adjam- 
pora  in  the  Taiikere  Talook  from  the  beginning  of  the  year  until  the  month 
of  September,  when  an  examination  was  held.  Out  of  17  candidates  who 
had  been  under  training,  13  received  appointments,  m,  7  in  the  Eadoor, 
3  in  the  Chituldroog,  and  3  in  the  Shimoga  District.  The  school  has 
shice  been  transferred  to  Davanagere  for  the  benefit  of  the  talooks  to 
the  north  of  the  Chituldroog  District. 

114.  Applications  for  employment  in  the  Malnad  are  becoming 
more  common  than  hitherto,  but  two-thirds  of  the  applicants  are  natives 
of  distant  Maidan  talooks,  and  although  they,  as  a  rule,  are  men  of  supe- 
rior attainments  to  the  indigenous  teachers  to  be  found  in  the  Nagar 
Division,  the  attempts  that  have  been  made  to  utilize  their  services  in 
the  Malnad  have  not  generally  been  successful.  I  do  not  therefore  ad- 
Tocate  their  admission  in  future,  into  the  training  schools,  though  their 
eidusion  may  make  the  numerical  results  appear  small  Men  of  this 
description  when  admitted  into  the  training  school  pledge  themselves  to 
pcooeed  to  certain  talooks,  but  directly  the  results  of  a  certificate  ezami* 
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nation  are  known,  and  appointments  are  offered  them,  they  hesitate  about 
going  to  a  distance.  It  is  not  unusual  for  a  newly  appointed  master  s 
courage  to  break  down  at  the  difficulties  of  the  way;  others  pene- 
trate the  jungle  and  arrive  at  their  new  stations  only  to  turn  their  backs 
on  them  within  a  few  days  ;  even  those  who  are  induced  to  remain,  do  so 
under  protest  and  often  beg  to  be  allowed  to  resign. 

115.  Since  the  removal  of  the  school  toDavanagere  li  candidates, 
all  from  that  part  of  Chituldroog  District,  have  been  admitted  and  other 
applicants  are  expected. 

116.  Ihe  Nandidroog  Diviston  Training  School^  transferred  to  this 
Circle  early  in  September,  was  established  at  Chikkanayakanahalli,  and 
before  the  end  of  March  it  furnished  42  masters — a  number  that  was 
more  than  sufficient  to  supply  all  the  remaining  vacancies  amongst  the 
hoblis  of  the  Toomkoor  District.  The  surplus  of  passed  candidates  was 
chiefly  distributed  about  the  Chituldroog  District,  and  the  training  school 
was  removed  to  Chellakere,  the  head  quarters  of  the  Dodd^ri  Talook. 
The  nature  of  the  training  aimed  at  in  these  schools  and  the  mode  of 
examination  have  been  fully  described  in  previous  reports. 

117.  Hoblis  of  other  Districts  being  now  supplied  with  schools,  the 
machinery  of  the  training  schools  may  be  concentrated  upon  the  Mahiad 
and  those  parts  of  Chituldroog,  where,  for  reasons  given  in  last  year's 
report,  the  establishment  of  village  schools  necessarily  progresses  more 
slowly  than  in  other  parts  of  the  Province, 

GRANT-IN-AID  SCHOOLS. 

118.  Wesleyan    Mission    OrpJian  Boyi  School,  Toofnkoor,—The 

character  of  this  school  has  been  fully  described

the  mission-house  and  under  the  eye  of  the  resident  missionary.  The 
Eanarese  language  is  made  the  chief  medium  of  instruction,  but  Tamil 
and  a  little  English  are  also  taught. 

119.  The  character  of  the  instruction  imparted  seems  to  be  regula- 
ted by  the  supposition  that  the  boys  will  become  artizans  or  domestic 
servants. 
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1 20.  Wesleyan  Mission  Fort  Gaie  Boys'  School^  ToomJcoor,  received 

Government  aid  from" the  beginning  of  1871-72 ; 

**"*„      ci^   '.'.'.     ^  but  it  has  been  in  operation  about  three  years- 

„      Teachers ...      2  j^j^^j.  ^j  ^j^^  j^^^  appear  to  bclong  to  a  poorer 

class  than  those  attending  the  Government  Kanarese  school.  Books  are 
furnished  at  reduced  rates,  and  children  of  very  poor  parents  are  not  ex- 
pected to  pay  the  fee  of  one  anna  a  month  levied  from  the  others.  Almost 
all  the  boys  could  read  and  write  to  some  extent.  In  the  higlicst  class 
the  simple  rules  of  arithmetic,  a  little  geography  and  some  easy  Kanarese 
poetry  had  been  studied.  Both  the  masters  seemed  suitable  men.  The 
school  answers  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  intended. 

121.  Wesleyan  Mission  Kanarese  ScJiool,  Gulur,  was  first  opened 

about  14  years  ago  at  the  request  of  the  people

"  the  building  of  a  new  school-house,  which  was 

last  year  enlarged  and  improved  by  the  mission.  The  school  has  been 
open  to  Government  inspection  for  the  last  four  or  five  years  and  obtained  a 
monthly  grant-in-aid  of  10  Rs.  early  in  1871-72.  It  is  a  good  specimen 
of  an  elementary  Kanarese  school  and  may  rank  with  an  average  Govern- 
ment talook  school 

122.  The  following  system  of  paying  by  results  is  adopted  by  the 
mission  at  Guliir  and  some  other  schools  of  the  same  class.  The  assis- 
tant master  receives  a  fixed  salary,  but  the  Head  Master  receives  as  part 
of  his  pay  5  Rs.,  to  which  are  added  the  proceeds  of  capitation  fees  at  * 
the  following  rates — for  each  boy  of  the  1st  class,  4  annas  a  month  ;  of 
the  2nd  class,  3  annas  ;  of  the  3rd  class,  2  annas  ;  for  the  4th  or  alpha- 
bet class,  nothing.  Promotions  from  one  class  to  another  are  made  once 
a  month,  when  the  school  is  visited  by  the  missionary  or  by  a  nativd 
catechist. 

123.  ffiesleyan  Mission  School,  Kydtsandra. — Although  this  school 

has  been  several  years  in  operation,  it  has  not 

^™**^a^    •••      ^  become  so  firmly  estabUshed  as  most  of  the 

♦•    Teachers  ...       2  other  mlssion  schools  to  which  Government  aid 

has  lately  been  extended.    Private  disputes 

between  some  of  the  leading  towns  people,  the  misconduct  of  one  master 

and  the  inertness  of  another,  have  had  a  disturbing  influence.

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124.  Weskyayi  Mission  Kaimrcsc  School^  KaTlurii.—is  conducted  in 

part  of  a  temple.    The  character  of  the  school 
Nunibcr  of  Pupils     ...      ^  is  vGiy  elementary,   only  about  6  boys  being 
„    Teruhcrs  ...       1   aWc  to  Tcad  from  the  Fiist  Book.    The  master 
explained  that,  owing  to  a  want  of  funds  previ- 
ous to  the  receipt  of  Government  aid,  the  school  had  been  closed  and  the 
pupils  dispersed.  It  had  at  the  time  of  my  visit  been  re-opened  about  five 
months.    Most  of  the  pupils  belonged  to  the  caste  of  weavers.    The 
town  is  the  largest  in  the  h6bli,  and  the  school  may  improve. 

125.  Wesleyan  Mission  Kcmarese  School^  HosahaUi^  is  a  well  con- 

ducted and  apparently  popular  little  school

126.  The  master  seemed  an  intelligent  man,  and  his  pupils  inclu- 
ded Brahmans,  Lingayets,  Shettis,  cultivators  and  others.  Several 
people  assembled  daring  the  examination  and  requested  that  an  additional 
master  might  be  appointed,  a  request  that  I  commended  to  the  notice 
of  the  mission  aiy  in  charge  of  the  school 

127.  Wesleyan  Mission  Kanarese  School,  Gu6K.— About  one-thirf 

of  the  pupils  form  an  alphabet  dass.    All  the 
Number  of  Pupils     ...

128.  Wesleyan  Mission  Kanarese  School,   Shimoga,    is  attended 

chiefly  by  little  boys  and  others  not  able  to  go

„    Teachers...       2  than  a  mile  distant.  The  present  Head  Master 

was  formerly  the  teacher  of  a  private  school  in 

the  same  neighbourhood.    The  most  advanced  boys  can  read  ordinary 

Kanarese  intelligently,  are  able  to  write  fairly  and  understand  the  opera- 

tions  of  the  simple  niles  of  arithmetic.    The  lowest,  an  alphabet  class, 
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contains  about  20  little  boys.    The  school  receives  frequent  visits  from 
the  missionaiy  living  in  Shimoga. 

HINDUSTANI  MADEASAS. 

129.  There  are  only  three  Hindustani  schools  receiving  Govern- 
ment aid  As  there  is  no  Sub-Deputy  Inspector  of  Hindustani  schools 
attached  to  this  circle,!  make  a  point  of  seeing  these  schools  myself  at 
least  once  in  the  year;  quarterly  inspections  are  also  made  by  the 
District  Hobli  Sub-Deputy  Inspectors  who  knovy  enough  of  Hindustani 
to  examine  schools  of  the  elementary  character  represented  by  these 
Madrasaa 

130.  KunigMu  Madrasa  has  disappointed  my  expectations.    No 

attempts  appear  to  have  been  made  to  remedy

131.  Huliyurdurga  Madrasa^  which  was  last  year  mentioned  un-  , 

favorably,  exhibits  a  very  fair  degree  of  im- 
"°!,      cS^    ;'.'.      2  provement.      The  boys   of  the  highest  class 
"  read  ordinary  Hindustani  with  ease,  write  it 

with  tolerable  correctness  and  great  neatness.  Arithmetical  operations 
as  far  as  division  are  understood.  The  grammar  (Rav  Urdu  Part,) 
had  been  carefully  studied.  In  Persian  a  commencement  had  been 
made,  a  few  pages  of  the  Gulistan  having  been  read.  The  master  appears 
anxious  to  do  his  duty. 

132.  HannaU  Madrasa  is  fairly  well  conducted.    The  Head  Master 

.  is  a    clever  and  painstaking    man.    In  the 
™t"°^c22^  '.*!      4  highest  class  the  boys  can  read  and  write  Hi n- 
„      Teachers ...      2  5^g(;^j^  ^nj  jj^y^  a  fair  knowledge  of  arithmetic 
as  far  as  proportion.    A  little  Persian  has  been  read,  but  without  sys- 
tematic study.  If  a  more  regular  attendance  could  be  secured,  the  progress 
would  be  more  marked.    The  Honndli  Nawab,  as  he  is  commonly  styled, 
continues  to  superintend  the  general  management  of  the  school. 
GIRLS*  SCHOOLS. 

133.  Last  year  there  were  two  schools  of  this  class  receiving  Go- 
vernment aid,  viz.y  the  Hindu  girls'  school  at  Shimoga  and  the  Wesleyan 
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Mission  girls'  school,  Toomkoor.  The  foimer  had  for  more  than  two 
years  been  conducted  in  a  very  feeble,  inefficient  manner.  Several 
ineffectual  efforts  were  made  for  its  revival,  but  ultimately  its  existence 
became  merely  nominal,  and  the  grant  was  withdrawn. 

134.  ToomJcoor  Weskyan  Mission  Sdwd  is  the  only  girls'  school  en- 
Number  of  Pupils    ...     76  Pying  Government  assistance.    It  is  now  firmly 

„       cia  8(-!    ...      4  estabUshed,  and  continues  to  maintain  its  efiB- 

„  Teachers  ...        4      ^ 

ciency  and  popularity.  The  highest  class  con- 
tains twenty  girls  who  are  able  to  read  fluently  from  any  Kanarese  book 
of  ordinary  style,  to  write  to  dictation,  some  of  them  with  remarkable 
neatness  and  accuracy,  and  to  work  sums  according  to  the  four  simple  rules. 
History  of  India  and  geography  are  also  studied,  but,  as  might  be  ex- 
pected, their  knowledge  of  these  subjects  is  very  elementary. 

135.  Nineteen  girls  in  the  second  class  can  read  fairly  from  the 
Kanarese  Second  Book,  add  and  subtract,  and  point  out  the  general  divi- 
sions intlie  map  of  India  The  third  class,  of  15  girls,  read  the  first 
Book,  and  the  fourth  or  lowest  class  write  in  the  sand.  Needle  work  is 
taught  to  all  but  the  very  little  girls. 

1 36.  The  gradation  of  work,  the  selection  of  the  masters,  and  gene- 
ral management  of  this  school,  indicate  good  judgment  and  systematic 
superintendence, 

137.  Subsequent  to  the  establishment  of  this  excellent  school 
another  was  opened  by  the  same  agency  during  1869  iu  the  bazar  of 
Toomkoor  for  tlie  benefit  of  the  trading  classes.  The  latter  institution 
has  been  strongly  recommended  to  you  by  me  for  a  Government  grant- 
in-aid. 

BUILDINGS. 

138.  No  funds  were  available  for  the  erection  of  any  new  school- 
houses  during  the  year. 

139.  The  school  master's  quarters  at  Shimoga,  which  were  in  a 
very  dilapidated  condition,  have  been  put  into  good  order. 

140.  The  Eadoor  school-house  has  been  enclosed  by  a  ditch  and 
bank.  Sundry  trifling  sums  have  been  spent  in  matting  and  repaiis  at 
Pavagada,  Nyamti,  Sakrepatna  and  Kadoor. 
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CONCLUDING  REMARKS. 

141,  The  absence  of  any  rules  for  promotion  amongst  school 
masters  and  for  transfer  after  long  residence  in  talooks  far  from  Banga- 
lore has  been  frequently  the  subject  of  remark  for  the  last  six  years.  It 
is  very  desirable  that  some  plan  should  be  determined  on  as  much  dis- 
satisfaction is  felt  and  expressed. 

142,  Tahdk  Masters  in  the  McHndd.  As  a  rule,  these  men  all 
come  from  the  neighbourhood  of  Bangalore  and  naturally  dislike  service 
in  the  Malnad,  not  only  on  account  of  the  separation  from  friends 
but  also  on  account  of  the  enhanced  cost  of  living  and  the  discomforts 
arising  from  the  unhealthy  nature  of  the  climate. 

143,  The  masters  that  find  their  way  to  the  Malnfid  are  gene- 
rally inexperienced,  and  more  active  in  trying  to  obtain  a  transfer  than 
in  their  devotion  to  school  work.  Unfortunately  many  transfers  have 
been  unavoidable  on  account  of  frequent  cases  of  illness.  This  state  of 
things  tends  to  produce  amongst  the  Malnad  people  a  want  of  confi- 
dence in  "  these  Maidan  men  "  {Bail  SJdmeyavaru,)  It  has  frequently 
been  recommended  that  a  slightly  higher  rate  of  pay  should  be  attached 
to  places  situated  as  described,  and  in  a  few  instances  this  has  been 
done  with  tolerable  success.  It  will  be  found  necessary  either  to  extend 
this  practice  or  to  fill  up  all  vacancies  in  future  from  natives  of  the 
Mahiad  Districts.

1.  The  Report  which  lias  been  drawn  up  by  Mr.  L.  Rice,  OflSciating 
Director  of  Public  Instruction,  opens  with  a  concise  retrospect  of  the 
system  and  results  of  education  in  llysore  up  to  the  close  of  1871-72. 

2.  During  the  past  year,  there  was  an  increase  of  57*  Government 
and  S  aided  schools,  as  contrasted  with  the 
numbers  shewn  in  the  Report  for  1871 — 72, 
and  at  its  close  there  were  in  existence  659 

Government,  98  aided,  and   1,493  unaided  schools,  making  a  total  of 
2,250  schools  of  the  three  classes  in  the  Province.

The  receipts  from  the  educational  quota  of  the  local  fund  cess  form 
a  large  item  in  this  account,  under  the  head  of  Government  Schools. 
This  quota  is  composed  of  24  per  cent  of  the  said  cess,  as  realized  through- 
out the  Province,  and  will  increase  in  amount  with  it,  as  the  new  land 
settlement  progresses,  until  it  probably  exceeds  \l  laks  annually. 

9 .  One  hundred  and  seventy-four  candidates  attended  the  University 
Examinations  during  the  past  year,  viz,  142  for  the  Matriculation  Test,  24 
for  the  First  in  Arts  Examination,  and  8  for  the  B.  A.  Degree.  Of  these 
numbers,  48  passed  the  Matriculation  Test,  9  the  F.  A.  Examination,  and 
three  obtained  the  B.  A.  Degree. 

The  pupils  of  the  Bangalore  High  School  were  again  the  most  suo 
cessful  at  these  examinations,  18  of  the  total  number  who  passed  having 
belonged  to  it. 

10.  The  observations  in  para  47  of  the  Report  on  the  influence  of 
the  University  examinations  are  sound,  and  well  deserving  of  consideration. 
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There  can  be  no  question  that  the  present  system  necessitates  a  course  of 
cramming,  which  is  detrimental  to  the  real  education  of  the  youths  who 
are  compelled  to  adopt  it,  and  is  of  little  value,  when  viewed  with  regard 
to  the  practical  object  of  instruction  amongst  most  of  them,  as  bearing  on 
their  future  careers.  The  subject  is  a  highly  important  one  in  the  inter- 
est of  the  yearly  increasing  number  of  pupils  who  prepare  for  these 
examinations. 

11.  The  determination  come  to  by  the  Mission  bodies  to  limit  the 
standard  of  instruction  in  their  schools  to  the  Matriculation  Test,  and  the 
adoption  of  a  like  rule  in  the  Government  District  Schools,  are  doubtless 
veiy  proper  measures.  It  will,  however,  still  be  necessary  in  the  present 
condition  of  the  latter  class  of  schools  to  guard  against  an  undue  portion  of 
'  the  attention  of  the  masters  being  devoted  to  the  Matriculation  Classes,  to 
j    the  detriment  of  the  other  pupils  attending  the  schools. 

I  1 2 .    Of  the  seven  Government  Schools  of  the  Higher  Class,  the  Ban- 

^    galore  High  School  occupies  the  first  place,  and  its  progress  during  the 
past  yeai-  continued  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  pupils  attending  it  was  542,  the  daily  average  atten- 
dance 437,  and  the  amount  of  fees  levied  was  Rs.  5,051 — 14—0,  as 
against  Rs.  4,"J48  in  1871  —72.  The  annual  cost  of  educating  each  pupil 
wasRs.  32 — 3—11,  of  which,  Rs.  21—14—3  was  borne  by  the  State. 

i  Of  27  candidates  for  the  University    examinations,   18  passed,  «;wf. 

■  one  for  the  B.  A.  Degree,  seven  in  theF.  A.,  and  ten  in  the  Matriculation 

■  Tests.  The  OfBciating  PrincipaVs  Report  of  the  general  state  and  pro- 
I  gress  of  the  High  School,  and  the  Director's  observations  on  the  same 
[  subject,  warrant  the  belief  that  it  is  an  useful  and  creditably  conducted 
t  institution,  and  worthy  of  the  important  position  it  occupies,  as  the  Cen- 
I  U2I  College  of  the  Province. 

The  representations  of  certain  requirements  in  connection  with  this 
sdnwl,  noticed  by  the  OflSciating  Principal,  can  be  reported  separately,  if 
deemed  necessary,  by  the  Director. 

The  attendance  of  a  small  body  of  Coorg  lads  at  the  High  School 
for  the  first  time  during  the  past  year,  is  worthy  of  note,  as  indicating  a 
deare  for  a  high  standard  of  education  amongst  Hxe  people  of  that  inter- 
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esting  District, 
well. 


It  is  gratifying  to  learn  that  these  youths  arc  getting  on 


13.  The  Kajas  School  at  Mysore  occupies  the  second  position 
amongst  the  Government  Schools  of  the  Higher  Class  in  the  Province. 

The  number  of  pupils  attendincj  it  during  the  past  year  was  456, 
the  average  daily  atteudancc  bcinjr  358,  and  the  amount  of  fees  levied  in 
it  was  Ks.  2,036,  the  greater  portion  of  which  was  realized  from  the  Eng- 
lish branch  of  the  school.  The  average  annual  cost  of  educating  each  pupil 
was  Es.  24—7—3,  of  which,  R.  20—4—5  was  borne  by  the  State. 

Nineteen  pupils  attended  the  University  examinations,  of  whom,  six 
passed,  rir.,  one  for  the  B.  A.  Degree,  one  in  the  F.  A.,  and  four  in  the 
Matriculation  Tests. 

Tlie  progress  of  the  sclicol  during  the  past  year  has  doubtless  been 
retarded  by  the  inade([uacy  of  the  teaching  staff  referred  to  in  the  Piinci- 
paVs  Report,  and  if  tho  miiutenance  of  a  College  Department  in  this  school 
is  called  for,  as  urged  by  T^Ir.  Dunning,  and  for  which  some  good  grounds 
certainly  exist,  it  will  probably  be  necessary  to  raise  the  teaching  staff  to 
a  standard  more  suited,  than  it  is  at  present,  for  that  object.  The  subject 
should  be  separately  reported  on,  after  full  enquiry  and  consideration,  it 
being  understood  that  there  is  no  desire  or  intention  to  convert  this 
school  into  a  riral  institution  to  the  Bangalore  High  School. 

The  condition  of  the  vernacular  branches  of  this  school  is  creditable, 
but  more  efficient  arrani^ements,  appear  to  be  still  called  for  in  the  Hin- 
dustani branch. 

14.  Of  the  remaining  five  schools  of  the  Higher  Class,  those  at 
Hassan  and  Shimoga  occupy  a  position  considerably  in  advance  of  the 
rest. 

These  schools  sent  up  18  students  during  the  past  year  to  compete 

at  the  Matriculation  Examination,  of  whom, 

as  shewn  in  the  margin,  3  of  the  Hassan  and  7 
of  the  Shimoga  School  were  successful.

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One  student  from  the  Cliituldroog  School  was  also  successful  at  these 
examinations. 

The  progress  made  by  the  school  at  Shimoga  since  1870 — 71,  is 
highly  creditable  to  its  Head  Master,  Mr.  Taylor.  The  question  of  ex- 
empting this  school  from  the  operation  of  the  rule  limiting  the  range  of 
study  in  District  Schools  to  the  Matriculation  standard,  may  be  referred 
separately,  if  deemed  necessary.  It  must,  ho^Yever,  be  borne  in  mind  in 
the  case  of  this  school,  as  in  that  of  the  Raja's  School,  that  the  amount 
of  fees  realized  will  have  to  be  considered,  in  dealing  with  any  proposal 
for  an  increase  of  the  teaching  establishment  to  provide  for  the  require- 
ments of  a  College  Department  in  these  institutions. 

15.  The  efiforts  that  have  been  made  to  promote  physical  training 
amongst  the  students  of  the  higher  class  of  schools  merit  every  com- 
mendation and  encouragement,  and  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  be 
systematically  continued  in  all  of  those  schools,  and  introduced,  where 
practicable,  into  those  of  the  lower  classes. 

16.  The  total  number  of  pupils  attending  the  seven  schools  of  the 
higher  class  was  1,524,  and  the  total  cost  of  the  schools  was  Rs.  4G,251 , 
as  against  1,351  pupils  and  Rs.  46,330  respectively  in  the  previous  year. 

The  average  cost  per  pupil  was  Ks.  33 — 10—2.  The  fees  realized 
aggregated  Us.  8,759,  as  against  Rs.  7,787,  and  the  net  charge  to  Govern- 
ment was  Rs.  27—4 — 3  for  each  pupil,  or  Rs.  2 — 14—8  less  than  for 
1871—72. 


17.  The  number  of  schools  of  the  Middle  Class  was  six,  that  at 
.  Yelanduru,  which  was  included  under  this  head  in  the  last  Report,  being 
/    properly  entered  in  the  present  one  as  a  private  school 

t  The  Chikka  Ballapura  School  continues  to  occupy  the  first  place 

j    amongst  this  class  of  schools. 

The  unfavorable  report  of  the  Chikkamagaluru  School  is  very  unsa- 
tisfactory, but  the  circumstances  of  this  institution  hitherto  hardly  ap- 
pear to  warrant  its  restoration  to  the  superior  grade,  as  suggested  in  the 
Beport,  unl^s  there  is  undoubted  ground  for  anticipating  a  successful 
result  therefrom.  The  subject  can,  however,  be  brought  forward  sepa- 
lately,  if  deemed  desirable  after  due  consideration. 
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With  regard  to  the  remarks  in  paras  62 — 65,  the  suggestion  to  oan- 
nect  Talook  Vernacular  Schools  with  Talook  Anglo-vernacular  Schools  is 
worthy  of  consideration,  where  schools  of  both  classes  exist  in  the  same 
talook.  .  Tho  siggested  utilization  of  the  English  Masters,  in  view  to 
their  opening  English  classes  for  a  limited  period  in  the  most  promising 
Vornacuhu  Schools,  does  not,  however,  appear  to  be  a  measure  likely  to 
lead  to  satisfactory  results,  as  the  temporary  character  of  the  arrange- 
ment would  probably  be  fatal  to  its  success. 

There  can  be  no  question  that  the  attendance  at  the  middle  dass 
schools  is  at  present  very  low,  but  the  explanation  on  this  head  offered  in 
paras  63— 68  is  doubtless  correct,  and  the  proper  course  would  appear  to 
be  the  extension  of  the  usefulness  and  popularity  of  this  class  of  sdwols 
by  merging  in  them,  where  practicable,  the  Talook  Vernacular  Schools. 

Certamly  in  the  present  state  of  education  in  Mysore,  any  statistical 
classification  based  on  the  standards  up  to  which  the  several  classes  of 
schools  profess  to  teach,  would  be  altogether  misleading. 

The  total  number  of  pupils  attending  the  middle  class  schools  was 
237,  and  the  total  cost  of  the  schools  was  Rs.  7,663,  as  against  269  pu- 
pils and  Rs.  8,279  respectively  iu  the  previous  year.  The  average  costper 
pupil  was  Rs.  34—8—3.  The  fees  realized  aggregated  Rs.  637,  as 
against  Rs.  713,  and  the  net  charge  for  each  pupil  to  Government  was 
Rs.  31—7—5,  as  against  Rs.  28—4—4  in  1871—72. 

These  figures  shew  a  considerable  falUng  off  in  the  working  of  this 
class  of  schools  during  the  year  under  report,  and  indicate  the  necessity 
for  the  early  adoption  of  measures  to  increase  their  efficiency  and  useful- 
ness. The  average  net  charge  per  pupil  to  Government  in  these  schools 
is  very  excessive,  and  far  in  excess  of  the  results  obtained.  The  subject 
calls  for  the  Dkector  s  attention.

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19.    Of  these,  the  Talook  Schools  have  first  to  be  noticed. 

The  curriculum  in  the  Kanarese  Schools  'is  stated  to  be  rarely  at 
present  worked  up  to,  the  students  being  withdrawn  as  soon  as  they  have 
acquired  a  very  rudimentary  knowledge  of  the  prescribed  subjects  of 
study  in  these  schools.  In  the  present  condition  of  the  classes  whose 
children  attend  the  lower  class  schools,  this  practice  must,  it  is  feared, 
continue  to  be  the  rule  in  Mysore  as  elsewhere,  and  the  extension  to  these 
flchools  of  occasional  instruction  in  English  would  hardly  affect  it  to  any 
important  extent  The  progress  in  some  of  this  class  of  schools  is,  how- 
ever,  vezy  encouraging. 

It  is  on  every  account  desirable  that  all  fitting  efforts  shall  be  made 
to  conciliate  the  Lingdyets,  and  induce  them  to  benefit  equally  with  other 
classes  by  the  Government  educationid  arrangements.  They  form,  in 
many  respects,  an  important  element  of  the  population  of  Mysore,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  their  prejudices  against  the  Government  Schools  will 
gradually  disappear. 

The  necessity  of  providing  education  in  Telugu  in  certain  parts  of 
the  Province  is. undoubted,  and  where  the  Telugu  and  Kanarese  races  are 
mixed,  a  Telugu  class  should  be  estabUshed  in  all  Kanarese  Schools  when- 
erer  a  sufficient  number  of  pupils  can  be  found  to  form  it. 

The  number  of  Hindustani  schools  was  increased  from  5  to  12  du- 
ring the  year  under  report.  The  further  extension  of  this  class  of  schools 
must  mainly  depend  on  a  sufficient  number  of  pupils  being  forthcoming 
to  warrant  their  establishment ;  but  efforts  should  be  made  to  introduce 
Hindostani  classes  into  the  Kanarese  Schools,  where  a  sufficient  number 
of  Masalman  pupils  are.  willing  to  enter  the  latter.  Whether  in  Hindu- 
stani or  Kanarese  Schools,  instruction  in  the  latter  language  should  receive 
»U  due  attention,  its  knowledge  as  the  vernacular  and  official  language  of 
the  Province  being  essential  for  all  candidates  for  public  employmciit  in 
Mysore,  and  indeed  for  all  persons  having  business  of  any  sort  to  carry 
oa  in  the  Province. 

With  this  object,  every  encouragement  should  ]ye  given  to  Kanarese 
teachers  to  qualify  in  Hindustani,  while  Hindustani  teachers  should  be  re- 
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quired  to  acquire  a  fair  knowledge  of  Kanarese.    Inspecting  Officers 
should  also  undoubtedly  qualify  in  both  languages. 

The  total  number  of  pupils  attending  the  Talook  Vernacular  Schools 
was  4,106,  and  the  total  cost  of  the  schools  was  Rs.  34,395,  as  against 
3,96i  pupils,  and  Rs.  30,144  in  1871-72.  The  amount  of  fees  realized 
was  Rs.  2,548,  and  the  average  cost  of  each  pupil  to  Goveniment 
Rs.  7—12—0,  as  against  Rs.  2,314  and  Rs.  8—0—1  in  the  previous 
year. 

T'lG  proportion  of  Mahomedans  attending  this  class  of  schools  was 
19*4  per  cent  of  the  total  number. 

20.  The  Hobli  or  Sub-talook  Schools  numbered  534,  with  an  atten- 
dance of  11,033  pupils,  as  against  487  schools  and  11,364  pupils  in  the 
pi*evious  year,  the  provision  of  the  whole  of  the  hoblis  in  the  Province  with 
this  class  of  schools  having  been  completed  during  the  year  under  report 

The  progress  of  these  schools  generally  continues  to  be  satisfactory, 
though  the  attendance  has  not  increased  proportionally  with  the  schools, 
the  causes  for  which  are  glanced  at  in  the  Director's  remarks  on  the  sub- 
ject. There  can,  however,  bo  no  doubt  of  their  general  populaiity,  and 
that  their  establishment  has  given  a  stimulus  to,  and  created  an  interest 
in,  education  amongst  the  rural  population,  that  is  equally  striking  and 
pleasing  to  witness. 

The  grading  of  the  masters  of  this  class  of  schools,  in  view  to  the 
encouragement  and  advancement  of  the  deserving  and  the  ultimate  elimi- 
nation of  the  worthless,  is  a  measure  which  is  undoubtedly  called  for,  and 
should  be  now  adopted.  It  is  gratifying  to  find  that  the  old  professional 
village  teachers,  who  compose  the  bulk  of  the  masters,  generally  take  a 
real  interest  in  their  work  and  give  satisfaction. 

The  efficient  inspection  of  these  schools  is  absolutely  essential  to 
their  progress  and  success,  and  the  measures  deemed  necessary  with  that 
object  should  be  reported  after  due  consideration. 

With  reference  to  the  remarks  at  the  end  of  para  86,  no  pressure 
should  be  attempted  to  induce  the  people  to  send  their  girls  to  these 
schools,  for  instruction,  equally  with  the  boys;  but  wherever  tliey  do  so,  the 
fact  may  fairly  be  noticed  as  worthy  of  commendation  and  imitation  by 
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oUierB.  The  subject  of  female  education  is  one  demanding  the  exercise 
of  the  utmost  caution,  and  an  entire  abstinence  from  pressure  or  inter- 
ference on  the  part  of  any  of  the  State  officials  ;  while  at  the  same  time, 
every  spontaneous  effort  of  the  people  to  introduce  or  further  such  educa- 
tion should  receive  hearty  support  and  encouragement.  The  progress  that 
has  aheadybeen  made  in  female  education,  especially  in  some  of  the 
Mission  Schools,  is  very  gratifying,  and  gives  fair  promise  of  a  much  larger 
measure  of  success  hereafter. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  find  that  the  opportunities  afibrded  to  adult  night 
stadents  for  instruction  in  the  H6bli  Schools,  are  appreciated  and  taken 
advantage  of  in  many  of  the  rural  districts. 

The  question  of  the  further  extension  of  the  Village  Kanarese  and 
Hindustani  Schools  is  of  great  importance  to  the  localities  in  which  they 
are  needed,  and  should  be  taken  up  as  soon  as  the  means  derivable  from 
the  educational  cess  to  provide  therefor  are  ascertained. 

The  necessity  for  such  extension  is  fully  admitted,  and  the  measure 
shall  receive  every  consideration  and  support  that  can  be  properly  accord- 
ed to  it. 

The  appointment  of  Pupil  Teachers  should  be  dealt  with  in  connec- 
tion wifli  the  scheme  for  grading  the  masters  of  these  schools  already 
nfenedta 

The  total  cost  of  the  Hobli  Schools  was  Rs.  41,353,  as  against  Ks. 
34,754  in  1871— 72j  the  average  annual  charge  for  each  pupil  being  Ks 
3—7—11,  as  against  Rs.  3—0 — 11.  The  whole  cost  was  defrayed  from 
the  proceeds  of  the  local  fund  educational  cess. 

2 1 .  The  number  of  Government  Female  Schools  was  eight,  the  same 
as  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  girls  attending  them  was  242,  as 
agjunst  237,  and  the  aggregate  cost  of  the  schools  Rs.  2,878,  as  against 
Bs.  1,673,  the  average  charge  for  each  pupil  being  Rs.  13— 11— 8,  as 
against  Rs.  7 — 12 — 6  in  1871—72.  The  cause  of  the  large  increase  in 
tiie  average  cost  of  each  pupil  should  have  been  explained. 

The  report  of  these  schools  is  encoura^ng,  though  they  do  not  appear 
to  have  made  much  progress  during  the  last  year. 

B 
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22.  The  remarks  under  the  head  of  General  Normal  Schools,  paias 
92—94,  shew  that  the  system  adopted  originally  in  utilizing  these  schools 
has  proved,  in  some  important  respects,  a  failure.  The  proposed  method 
of  avoiding  such  a  result  in  future  should  he  followed,  on  the  re-establish- 
ment of  a  school  of  this  dass,  which  will  doubtless  be  necessary. 

The  progress  of  the  Hindustani  Normal  School  during  the  past  year 
was  satisfactory,  and  there  is  good  ground  for  the  expectation  that  this 
school  will  soon  supply  trained  and  competent  teachers  to  all  the  Hindu- 
stani Schools  of  the  Province  requiring  them. 

The  operations  o!  the  Hobli  Normal  Schools  are  reported  to  have 
been  successfully  completed,  by  the  provision  of  trained  masters  to  all  the 
village  schools.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  one  or  more  of  this  dass  of 
schools  will  have  to  be  permanently  maintained,  and  this  should  be  pro- 
vided for  in  the  proposed  scheme  for  the  extension  of  primary  education. 

The  total  number  of  pupils  under  training  in  the  Normal  Schools 
was  71,  and  the  charges  of  the  schools  aggr^ted  Rs.  4,429,  of  which 
Rs.  ]  ,987  was  provided  from  imperial  and  the  remainder  from  local 
funds.    The  average  cost  of  training  each  pupil  was  Rs.  70 — 4—9. 

23.  The  progress  of  the  Engineering  Classes  in  the  schools  in  which 
they  are  maintained  appears  to  have  been  fairly  satisfactory.  There  is 
an  ample  field  for  the  employment  of  Native  Surveyors  at  present  in 
the  Province,  and  all  qualified  youths  of  this  class  are  almost  certain  to 
find  remunerative  occupation  as  soon  as  they  are  fit  for  it 

24.  The  remarks  on  the  education  of  the  convicts  in  jail  (paras 
100  to  106)  shew  that  it  has  received  attention,  and  that  fair  progress 
was  made  under  this  head  during  the  past  year,  the  number  of  prisoners 
under  instruction  having  been  696,  as  against  473  in  1871—72. 

The  suggested  provbion  of  instruction  for  the  children  of  criminals 
undergoing  sentences  of  imprisonment  merits  attention,  but  the  measore 
would  be  a  diflScult  one  to  enforce. 

25.  The  total  number  of  private  institutions  under  Government  in* 
pection  during  the  past,  as  contrasted  with  the  previous  year,  were  as

Shewing  an  increase  in  the  number  of  schools  and  pupils,  but  a  de- 
crease in  the  expenditure  and  the  receipts  from  fees. 

New  grants-in-aid  to  the  amount  of  Es.  147 — 0—0  montlily,  and  of 
Ha  2,000  for  building  purposes,  were  allotted  to  this  class  of  schools  during 
the  past  year,  while  previous  grants  aggregating  Bs.  50  monthly  were 
withdrawn.  The  grants  for  1871—72  included  Rs.  15,521  for  buildings, 
which  explains  the  largely  reduced  amount  of  those  for  the  past  year. 

26.  The  following  table  shews  the  number  and  statistics  of  the 
seyeral  classes  of  aided  schools  for  the  past  year.

The  account  of  the  work  and  progress  of  these  institutions,  as  given 
imderthe  above  heads,  in  paras  110  to  123  of  the  Director's  Report,  is  on 
the  whole  highly  favorable,  and  shews  that  they  are  generally  directed 
with  care,  and  that  each  in  its  sphere  is  doing  much  useful  work 
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27.  Of  the  Higher  Glass  Schools,  Bishop  Cotton's  for  Earopean  and 
Eurasian  youths,  under  the  able  management  of  the  Principal,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Pope,  has  already  acquired  a  position  probably  second  to  no  Educa- 
tional Institution  in  India. 

St  Andrew's  School,  for  the  same  classes,  is  also  regarded  as  a 
highly  creditable  institution. 

Both  these  schools  have  provided  themselves  with  suitable  and  com- 
modious premises,  which  admit  of  their  admitting  a  large  number  of 
boarders. 

The  Mission  Schools  of  this  class,  for  Natives,  are  in  all  respectB 
admirable  institutions,  and  afford  the  means  of  an  excellent  education  to 
those  attending  them,  up  to  the  University  Entrance  Test 

The  proportion  of  the  expense  of  instnictionin  the  two  former  schools, 
borne  by  the  Mysore  Government,  is  undoubtedly  very  large,  but  the  time 
has  not  yet  arrived  for  leaving  them  to  get  on  without  Government  aid. 

28.  Of  the  Middle  Class  Schools,  six  are  maintained  for  Europeans 
and  Eurasians  and  Native  Christians,  and  three  for  Natives.  All  but  (Mae 
are  located  at  Bangalora

The  Sanskrit  Schools  are  stated  to  be  generally  admirably  conducted, 
and  those  directed  by  the  Mission  Societies,  included  under  this  head, 
are  highly  useful  institutions.  The  Hindustani  Schools  are  not  equally 
well  reported  on,  and  special  measures  appear  to  be  necessary  to  ensure 
the  exercise  of  a  due  control  over  their  operations.  The  suggestion  to 
transfer  these  schools  to  the  control  of  Local  Fimd  or  Municipal  bodies, 
or  to  adopt  a  system  of  payment  by  results,  may  be  considered  hereafter. 
At  present,  close  and  constant  inspection  offers  the  best  means  of  prevent- 
ing abuse  and  ensuring  efficiency. 

30.  The  report  of  the  Female  Schools  is  generally  very  encouraging, 
and  the  great  usefulness  of  those  maintained  by  the  Wesleyan  and  Losidoo 
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VEEEim  Societies,  in  which  so  large  a  number  of  girls  are  beisg  educated, 
merits  special  notice. 

The  proportion  of  Mahomedan  girls  in  these  schools  was  6^  per  cent 
of  the  total  number. 

31.  The  Private  Unaided  Schools  in  the  Province  are  stated  to 
nmnber  1,493,  of  which  61  are  Mahomedan.  The  number  of  pupils  at- 
tending these  schools  is  put  down  as  18,075,  and  their  total  income  as 
Ra  37,123,  giving  an  average  of  12  pupils  and  Es.  24-13-10  annual  in- 
come for  each  school  No  doubt  a  large  number  of  the  indigenous  schools 
have  been  absorbed  in  the  Government  Hobli  Schools,  but  the  large  ratio 
of  increase  in  the  profits  of  the  private  teachers  who  still  carry  on  their 
work,  if  really  correct,  is  singular. 

The  information  regarding  these  schools  and  the  native  system  of 
education,  given  in  paras  126  to  131,  is  interesting,  and  it  might  be  desi- 
rable to  encourage  in  the  rural  schools  the  practices  described,  which  must 
no  doubt  give  a  popularity  to  education  among  the  people  who  are  accus- 
tomed to  them.  The  desirability  of  encouraging  whatever  is  calculated  to 
create  and  maintain  a  popular  interest  in  our  educational  operations,  is 
too  evident  to  admit  of  argument,  and  it  should  be  the  duty  of  all  Officers 
of  the  Department  to  make  themselves  acquainted  with  local  native 
feelings  on  such  subjects,  and  to  endeavour  to  turn  them  to  account  with 
the  above  object. 

Mr.  Arcot  Narayanasami  Modaliar's  enlightened  liberality,  in  esta- 
Uishingat  so  large  a  cost  a  school  in  the  Cantonment,  with  accommodation 
for  instruction  in  industrial  occupations^  referred  to  in  para  132,  merits 
acknowledgncent  and  recognition  from  Government  The  observations  in 
the  condading  part  of  this  para  have  my  full  concurrence. 

32.  The  number  of  scholarships  in  the  Government  Schools  is  the 
same  as  last  year.  The  time  is  probably  not  far  distant  when  the  exist- 
iog  arrangements  on  this  head  should  be  reconsidered,  and  a  scheme 
derived  for  making  the  scholarships  that  may  be  available  more  useful  in 
oontiibuting  to  the  object  for  which  they  are  granted. 

33.  The  employment  of  none  but  educated  candidates  in  the  public 
iervioe,may  now  be  r^rded  as  the  rvle  in  all  Departments  of  the  latter, 
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and  it  is  in  contemplation  to  adopt  a  general  test  of  qualification  for  all 
candidates  seeking  admission  into  it,  and  to  assign  to  education  an  impor- 
tant position  in  regulating  the  advancement  of  those  already  in  the 
service. 

34.  The  observations  under  the  head  of  English  instruction  (paras 
140  to  142)  are  quite  in  accord  with  the  views  recorded  annually  in  pre- 
vious reports  on  this  subject.  The  importance  of  the  acquirement  of  a 
really  sound  English  education  by  those  who  apply  themselves  to  that 
language  cannot  be  overrated,  and  it  is  infinitely  better  that  this  result 
shall  be  attained  in  the  schools  or  classes  generally  in  which  it  is  taught, 
than  that  a  small  proportion  of  the  English  students  by  dint  of  cram- 
ming and  receiving  an  undue  share  of  the  time  and  attention  of  the  supe- 
rior masters  shall  be  successful  at  the  Higher  University  Examinations, 
while  the  bulk  of  the  pupils  succeed  only  in  obtaining  a  smattering  of  the 
language,  which  is  quite  insufficient  for  the  ordinary  requirements  of  any 
employment  in  which  its  knowledge  is  needed. 

These  results  can  only  be  adequately  secured  by  an'improvement  in  the 
English  teaching  staff,  the  cost  of  which  must  be  met  by  those  who  bene- 
fit thereby,  \vhile  all  aspirants  to  the  Higher  University  Examinations 
should  be  required  to  pay  a  scale  of  fees  proportionate  to  the  cost  of 
maintenance  of  the  College  Departments  in  which  they  are  educated,  with 
that  object.  Special  cases  of  meritorious  students,  who  are  not  in  a  posi- 
tion to  pay  the  scale  of  fees  so  fixed,  should  be  provided  for  by  the  esta- 
blishment of  scholarships  of  sufficient  emolument  to  defray  the  same.  The 
subject  is  one  that  should  receive  the  Director's  early  attention. 

35.  The  number  of  new  books  added  to  the  Central  Book  Depot 
daring  the  year  was  85,473,  valued  at  Rs.  19,642.  The  value  of  the 
stock  in  the  Depots  including  the  above,  during  the  year,  was  Rs.  53,523. 
Thirty-two  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty-iive  books,  valued  at  rupees 
10,231,  were  supplied  to  the  branch  depots,  and  the  total  receipts  from 
book  sales  during  the  year  amounted  to  Rs.  18,520,  as  against  rupees 
16,782  in  1871-72. 

36.  The  compilation  of  a  suitable  series  of  books  for  the  Hindustani 
Schools,  which  is  much  needed,  has  been  taken  in  hand,  and  will  meet 
present  requirements  in  that  branch. 
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37.  Paras  149  and  151  contain  lists  of  the  books  printed  at  the 
GoTemment  Press  and  purchased  for  use  in  the  schools.  The  former 
include  ^^  the  Agricultural  Class  Book,''  and  ^  the  Manual  of  Cattle  Dis- 
ease," which  should  prove  useful  amongst  the  rural  population.  Some 
of  the  works  mentioned  in  para  153  as  having  been  recently  discovered 
m  the  ancient  Kanarese  dialect,  will  probably  prove  to  be  of  use  in  the 
schools  or  as  text  books. 

38.  The  number  of  presses  existing  in  the  Province  at  the  close  of 
the  past  year  was  thirteen. 

39.  Little  progress  was  made  during  the  year  under  report  in  the 
erection  of  school-houses,  owing  to  the  necessity  of  awaiting  the  orders  of 
the  Government  of  India  as  to  the  dass  of  building  to  be  adopted  in 
future  for  this  purpose. 

The  provision  of  suitable  houses  for  the  Talook  Schools  should  be 
duly  completed  as  funds  are  available. 

With  regard  to  the  question  of  the  supply  of  wood  for  the  construc- 
tion of  Hobli  Schools,  it  has  been  proposed  that  the  wood  required  therefor 
shall  be  granted  to  the  ryots  at  half  the  ordinary  rates,  a  portion  of  the 
other  moiety  being  made  good  from  savings  on  the  Budget  grant  for  this 
dass  of  schools.  Some  aid  is  undoubtedly  required  for  the  provision  of 
suitable  buildings  for  these  schools. 

40.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  find,  fi*om  the  Director's  concluding  re- 
marks, that  the  Officers  of  the  Department  have  received  so  much  encou- 
iBgement  during  the  past  year,  from  the  warm  interest  in  their  labors 
evinced  by  the  leading  Civil  Officers  and  Officials  of  the  Admmistration, 
whose  visits  to^  and  notice  of,  the  schools  cannot  but  stimulate  masters 
and  students,  and  operate  in  every  way  most  beneficially  in  furthering 
the  advancement  of  education  throughout  the  Province. 

41.  The  progress  of  the  Department  in  all  classes  of  schools  under 
its  direction  and  control,  during  the  year  under  report,  as  reviewed  in 
these  remarks,  has  been,  on  the  whole,  as  satisfactory  and  encouraging  as 
could  fairly  be  expected.  No  doubt,  much  yet  remains  to  be  accomplished 
to  bring  its  operations,  in  all  respects^  up  to  the  standard  aimed  at;  but 
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fair  progress  is  year  by  year  being  made  towards  that  goal,  there  is  every 
groxLDd  for  hope  that  it  will  ultimately  be  reached. 

42.  The  loss  for  a  time  of  the  services  of  Mr.  Waters,  u.  a.,  Principal 
of  the  Bangalore  High  8chool,'and  Mr.  Hodson,  Inspector  of  the  2iid 
Circle,  is  to  be  regretted;  bat  it  is  hoped  that  the  temporary  arrangements 
made  in  consequence  will  provide  for  the  requirements  of  their  posts  during 
their  absence,  and  that  both  these  gentlemen  will  in  due  time  retum  to 
their  duties  quite  restored  to  health. 

43.  The  exertions  of  the  Officers  of  the  Department  generally 
merit  commendation  ;  and  the  cordial  acknowledgments  of  Government 
are  due  to  Mr.  Garrett,  the  Director,  who  has  proceeded  to  Europe,  and 
to  Mr.  L.  Rice,  Inspector,  Ist  Circle,  and  Officiating  Director,  who  has 
prepared  the  Report  under  review,  for  their  labors  during  the  past  year.

Bigued  from  the  revenues  of  the  State.  This  was  exclusive  of  the  cost  of 
a  Central  College,  but  included  the  expenditure  on  education  in  Cooig, 
(the  details  of  which  will  be  given  in  the  separate  Educational  Report  for 
that  Province,)  as  well  as  a  sum  of  Rs.  4,000  for  village  schools  through- 
out the  Territory.  The  amount  available  for  grants-in-aid  in  Mysore  was 
Rs.  5,624.  Any  surplus  which  might  remain  unexpended,  from  the 
annual  assignment  of  a  lakh  and  a  quarter,  was  to  be  carried  forward  to 
the  credit  of  the  Educational  Department,  to  be  applied  to  the  erection  of 
buildings,  to  the  creation  of  a  series  of  school  books  by  means  of  pre- 
miums offered  for  translations  or  adaptations,  and  to  other  objects  not 
specially  provided  for. 

6.    Whether  the  imposition  of  fees  should  be  compulsory  was  a 
Decision  r.^s^irdins  Fees.  quostiou  which  aroso  at  the  veiy  outset   On 
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this  point  Sir  Mark  Cubbon  writes, ''  without  the  exaction  of  fees,  in  Mr. 
Defereoz's  opinion,  as  in  mine,  no  native  will  be  convinced  that  he  is  not 
coDferriog  rather  than  receiving  a  boon/'  To  which  came  the  reply, 
^*  The  decision  of  Government  is  that  fees  must  be  demanded  at  all 
Government  schools  without  exception.'^  In  the  case  of  applications  for 
a  grant-in-aid  to  a  school  where  the  pupils  could  not  pay  anything  but 
where  the  aj^licant  or  a  charitable  society  offered  to  make  up  the  re- 
quired sum,  it  was  decided  that  "  though  the  society  might  assist,  the 
papils  must  land  fide  pay  a  portion  (one-fourth)  of  the  tuition  fee  them- 


7.  "When  this  scheme  was  under  preparation,  thci-e  already  existed 

several  schools  receiving  aid  from  the  State  to 

The  Government  allowances  constituted,  as  Mr.  Devereux  pointed  out, 
not  only  by  far  the  larger  portion  of  their  income^  but  for  most  of  them 
was  in  reality  the  whole  of  their  money  income.  The  allowances  were 
in  fact  subsidies  and  not  what  are  now  called  grants-in-aid,  the  rules  for 
which  they  in  various  ways  contravened.  The  foremost  of  these  schools 
was  the  Native  Educational  Institution  estabh'shed  at  Bangalore  by  the 
Wesleyan  Mission  in  1851,  and  receiving  a  Government  grant  of  Es.  800 
a  month.  The  same  body  also  had  Anglo-vernacular  schools  at  Toom- 
koor,  Shimoga,  and  Hassan,  aided  to  the  amount  of  about  Bs.  500  a 
month  and  provided  with  premises  erected  at  the  cost  of  Government 
At  Mysore,  His  Highness  the  lato  Maharaja  mainttiined  an  English  free 
school  Besides  these,  were  two  schools  at  Bangalore  of  a  special  cha- 
racter, the  Mutuchari  school  for  children  of  pensioned  European  soldiers, 
(now  St  John's  District  Schools),  and  the  Tamil  Hindu  Female  School. 

8.  On  the  assumption  by  the  State  of  the  direct  control  of  educa- 

tion, the  following  were  the  arrangements  made 
Bnrdadtwith.  as  regards  the  schools  above  mentioned.    The 

grant  to  the  Native  Educational  Institution 
was  continued,  pending  the  establishment  by  Government  of  a  Central 
College,  whose  place  it  meanwhile  occupied.  The  outstation  schools  at 
Toomkoor,  Shimoga,  and  Hassan  were  converted  into  Government  schools, 
forming  the  basis  of  Divisional  schools;  His  Highness'  School  at  Mysore 
taking  the  place  of  a  fourth.    The  grants  to  the  other  two  schools  were 
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allowed  to  remain  unaltered  at  the  special  request  of  Sir  &Iark  Cubbon, 
on  the  following  grounds.  "  In  the  case  of  the  Hindu  Female  School  it 
was  necessary"  he  urges  "  to  afford  prompt  support  to  the  originators  of 
a  movement  fraught  it  is  to  be  hoped  with  such  important  consequences 
and  beset  with  so  many  difficulties.  The  pensioners  (again)  are  an  ad- 
mirably behaved  body  of  men,  whose  pittance  of  a  shilling  a  day  is  hardly 
sufficient  to  procure  food  and  raiment  for  their  families,  while  it  is  in  every 
respect  very  important,  if  only  for  the  honor  of  our  country,  that  their 
children  should  receive  a  good  moral  training." 

9.  The  first  appointments  made  to  the  Educational  Department 

were  those  of  Captain  Stephens  of  the  Mysore 
DewrtMi"^'^*  ^^^^  Educational  Commission,  as  Director  of  Public  Instruction, 

and  of  Mr.  Frederick  Green,  Executive  Engi- 
neer, as  Inspector  of  Schools,  in  May  1857  ;  and  it  was  placed  under  the 
general  supervision  of  the  Judicial  Commissioner.  The  earlier  changes 
which  took  place  in  the  personnel  of  these  appointments  may  be  most 
conveniently  mentioned  here,  as  they  will  not  then  interrupt  the  nar- 
rative of  educational  progress  which  follows.  Captain  Stephens  resigned 
his  appointment  and  retired  from  the  Commission  at  the  beginning  of 
1859.  Major  Brockman  then  officiated  for  several  months,  at  the  end 
of  which  Mr.  Garrett,  whose  coimection  with  the  Wesleyan  Mission  had 
previously  been  severed,  was  appointed  to  the  office.  Mr.  Green  also 
resigned  the  service  in  January  1861.  No  successor  was  nominated  in 
his  place  until  July  1865,  when  Mr.  Rice  was  promoted  from  the 
Principalship  of  the  High  SchooL 

II.  DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  SYSTEM, 

10.  For  the  first  two  years  little  progress  seems  to  have  been  made 
in  extending  education,    owing  doubtless,  in  part,  to  the   state  of  public 

affairs  at  that  critical  period  of  Indian  history. 
Progre*  to  1860.  ^j^^  number  of  pupils  in  all  schools,  including 

those  in  Coorg,  did  not  exceed  1,600.  At  the  close  of  185S  the  grant  to 
the  Native  Educational  Institution  ceased,  and  the  Goverament  High 
School  was  commenced  by  Mr.  Garrett.  During  1859  it  was  aflBliated 
to  the  University  of  Madras,  and  the  central  portion  of  the  premises 
erected.  A  few  days  after  the  public  opening  in  Februaiy  1860,  Mr. 
Rice  arrived  from  England  to  take  charge  as  Principal.    The  official  year 
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1659-60  was  also  the  first  in  which  applications  for  schools  were  received 
from  Tarious  parts  of  the  Province.  In  the  original  scheme  it  was  design- 
ed to  leave  the  initiative  in  the  first  instance  with  the  people.  Schools 
were  only  to  be  established  in  places  from  which  applications  for  them  were 
received,  and  an  undertaking  entered  into  that  the  prescribed  fees  would 
be  paid.  Should  no  such  applications  be  forthcoming,  the  GoTcmment 
of  India  directed  that  the  State  should  move  in  the  matter  by  setting  up  a 
few  experimental  schools  in  those  towns  which  appeared  the  most  favor- 
able for  the  purpose,  in  order  that  the  public  might  be  familiarized  with 
the  scheme.  Should  even  this  fail  to  draw  sufficient  attention  to  the  sub- 
ject of  popular  education,  an  official  notice  was  to  be  published  that  no 
candidate  would  be  eligible  for  any  Government  employment,  of  which 
the  salary  was  Rs.  6  a  month  or  upwards,  who  could  not  read  and  write 
his  own  vernacular,  A  powerful  incentive,  it  was  considered,  would  thus 
be  provided  for  obliging  the  people  to  send  their  children  to  school.  But 
matters  never  went  to  this  length.  During  1859-60  fifteen  applications 
came  in  from  different  talooks.  In  the  educational  section  of  the  report 
for  that  year  Sir  Mark  Cubbon  wound  up  with  the  following  weighty  words 
as  to  the  aims  of  Government.  "  While  the  higher  and  more  orna- 
mental parts  of  education  are  by  no  means  neglected,  the  greatest  care  is 
taken  to  store  the  pupiPs  mind  with  the  knowledge  which  will  prove  most 
advantageous  to  him  in  his  passage  through  life,  and  above  all  which  will 
tend  to  reconcile  him  to  his  condition,  and  teach  him  to  act  uprightly  and 
speak  the  truth/' 


11.     From  that  time  forward  the  annual  statistics  submitted  to 
Government  will  best  elucidate  the  progress 
made  up  to   1863,  when  the  Department  of 
PubUc  Instruction  was  separated  from  that  of  the  Judicial  Commissioner.

ford,  the  Chief  Engineer,  with  the  view  of  supplying  trained  subordinates 
for  the  Public  Works  Department.

14.  During  the  five  years  from  1863-1868  the  principal  change  to 
be  recorded  is  the  reorganization  of  the  schoob 
in  1866.  On  taking  up  the  Inspectorship,  to- 
wards the  close  of  that  year,  I  found  an  entire  want  of^uniformity  or  system 
in  the  course  of  study  pursued  in  thevarious  schools.  Each  Head-Master 
pursued  his  own  method  of  classification,  and  used  whatever  boob 
he  {leased  that  had  not  been  formally  objected  to  by  the  Judicial  Com- 
missioner, and  changed  either  at  will  The  result  was  that  a  first  class 
in  one  school  might  be  only  on  a  level  with  the  fifth  class  in  another,  and 
neither  the  numbers  of  the  classes,  nor  the  lesson  books,  -afforded  any 
clue  in  determining  what  standard  a  school  had  reached.  The  first 
thing  done  was  to  select  certain  lesson  books,  and  to  restrict  the  Goyern- 
ment schools  to  the  use  of  these.  The  classification  and  course  of  study 
for  each  grade  of  schools  were  also  fixed.  For  Anglo-yemacnlar  schools  six 
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classes  were  appointed,  rising  to  the  Matriculation  standard  The  pupils 
of  Kanarese  and  Hindustani  schools  were  divided  into  four  classes  The 
lessons  to  be  studied  in  each  class  were  laid  down,  and  promotions  could 
only  be  made  by  the  Inspector  after  examination.  Boys  removing  from 
one  station  to  another  on  transfer  of  their  fathers  could  thus  take  up 
their  studies  in  their  new  place  of  residence  just  at  the  point  where  they 
bad  left  them.  The  suitability  of  these  arrangements  has  been  amply 
verified  by  the  general  elevation  of  the  standards  of  instruction  through- 
oat  the  Province,  and  by  their  adoption  in  most  private  schools  as  well. 

15.  Attention  was  also  given  to  the  necessity  of  testing  the  qualiS- 
„     .        ,   „    ^    ,^       cations  of  candidates  for  teacherships.    It  had 

Eominatkn  for  Teicheis  *  Cer- 

tificBtea.  been    the    practice    previously    to    appoint 

students  of  the  Normal  School  as  masters,  on  the  mere  recommendation 
of  the  Head  Master  of  that  institution.  There  was  no  guarantee  that  a 
proper  course  of  training  had  been  completed.  The  Normal  Master  felt 
bound,  for  his  own  credit,  to  provide  teachers  whenever  they  were  applied 
for,  and  men  were  sometimes  appointed  on  the  ground  of  general  intelli- 
gence who  had  received  very  little  training  for  thek  work.  It  was 
therefore  made  a  sine  qua  non  that  the  normal  students,  both  English 
and  Kanarese,  should  pass  a  final  examination  for  certificates  of  qualifi- 
cation as  teachers.  In  conjunction  with  these  regulations  an  entrance 
examination  was  also  appointed,  in  order  to  prevent  the  admission  of 
insufiicicntly  educated  men,  whose  training  would  probably  occupy  a 
long  time. 

16.  In  February   1867,  Mr.  C.  Waters,  m.  a.,  who  had  been  ap- 

pointed  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  arrived  from 
Cboga  in  1867.  England  and  took  charge  of  the  High  School  as 

Principal,  During  the  same  year,  owing  to  the 
increasing  number  of  schools,  the  Province  was  divided  into  two  inspection 
circles,  and  Mr.  R  G.  Hodson,  Deputy  Inspector  of  Schools,  being  made 
an  Inspector,  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  Second  Circle.  The  University 
course,  which  had  hitherto  been  confined  to  the  High  School,  was  in  this 
year  generally  adopted,  and  the  Matriculation  lists  contained  the  addi- 
tional names  of  five  aided  and  one  Government  school. 

17.  A  table,  similar  to  that  previously  given,  is  here  inserted  to 
siat^iici  to  1868.  illustrate  the  extension  of  education  up  to  1 868.

IIL  HOBLI  SCHOOL  SYSTEM. 

19.    It  fell  to  me  in  18G8,  as  officiating  Director  of  Public  Instruc- 

tion^  to  draw  up  a  scheme  of  education  for  the 

Outline.  masses.    It  was  at  that  time  calculated  that 

at  least  200,000  boys  of  an  age  to  go  to  school 

had  no  ostensible  means  of  instruction.    The  system  proposed  was  to 

establish  a  school  for  boys  and  girls  in  each  hobli  or  talook  sub-diTision, 

the  estimated  number  of  hoblis  being  645,  with  an  average  area  of  41 

square  miles,  and  a  population  of  6040  persons.    The  masters  were  to 

be  men  selected  from  among  the  teachers  of  existing  indigenous  schools 

and  trained  for  their  work  in  normal  schools,  of  which  one  was  provided 

for  each  of  the  three  Divisions.     While  under  training  every  man  was  to 

receive  a  maintenance  allowance  of  Rs.  5  a  month,  and  on  appointment 


No  returns  for  Bishop  Cotton's  School  and  Cantonment  Oxphana^ 
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to  the  chai^  of  a  school  his  salary  was  to  be  Rs.  7,  with  prospect  of  pro- 
motion.  The  schools  were  to  be  examined  three  times  a  year  by  Sub- 
Deputy  Inspectors,  of  whom  there  was  to  be  one  for  each  of  the  eight  Dis- 
tricts, and  Local  Committees  of  influential  residents  in  each  hobli  were 
farther  to  exercise  a  general  supervision.  No  fees  were  to  be  levied  in  tbe 
schools,  but  the  education  would  be  paid  for  by  a  cess.  The  people  how- 
e?er  were  expected  to  build  or  provide  premises  as  an  earnest  of  their 
desire  for  the  schools.  Night  classes  were  to  be  formed  for  the  benefit 
of  those  who  were  undfcle  to  attend  school  during  the  ordinary  hours  of 
labor.    Students  in  these  classes  were  to  pay  a  fee  to  defray  the  expense 


20.  The  first  cost  of  the  scheme  was  estimated  at  Rs.  66,420 ;  to 

meet  whidi  a  cess  of  one  per  cent  was  to  be 
.  0"*-  levied  as  the  land  settlement  in  each  District 

was  completed  by  the  Survey  Department. 
The  amount  available  from  this  source,  it  was  reckoned,  would  eventually 
reach  Rs.  80,000,  which  would  give  the  means  of  extending  the  scheme  to 
villages  if  found  advisable,  and  also  of  increasing  the  pay  of  deserving 
masters. 

21.  The  great  success  of  the  hobli  stchools  has  been  acknowledged 

by  all  classes  of  authorities  in  the  Province,  as 
J'esn-**  well  as  by  the  Government  of  India.    Their 

establishment  has  been  gradually  going  on  all 
over  the  country,  and  during  the  past  year  the  last  remaining  hoblis  were 
occupied,  making  a  total  of  534  primary  schools. 

22.  The  statistics  up  to  the  present  year  are  alone  needed  to 
StetMte,  186S— 73.  complete  this  review.

24.  On  comparing  the  progress  of  education  since  this  Department 

was  established  with  what  has  been  done  in 
General  Results.  other  parts  o£  India,  it  will,  I  think,  be  admit- 

ted that  Mysore  has  not  been  behind  band  in 
contributing  to  the  general  improvement  throughout  the  empire,  and  that 
while  in  the  higher  cultivation  of  English  she  has  attained  an  honorable 
position,  the  promotion  of  instruction  in  the  vernaculars  has  received  par- 
ticular notice  and  attention.  The  statistical  returns  will  shew  that 
taking  all  descriptions  of  schools  together  the  pupils  foim  one  in  99  of 
the  population. 

I.  SUMMARY. 

25.  During  the  past  year  there  have  been  in  operation  757  schools, 

namely,  659  belonging  to  Government,  and  98 

Nnmbec  of  Schoob.  aided.    This  shews  an  increase  over  last  year 

of  57  Government  and  8  aided  schools,  or  65 

altogether.    The  number  of  unaided  schools  is  reported  to  be  1,493.  All 

the  schools  in  the  Province  therefore  put  together  there  are  2,250.

cia«3ofPnpiis.  Government  and  aided  schools.      Classified 

according  to  creed  22,127  of  these  are  Hindus, 
2,8G8  Mahomedans,  and  1,462  Europeans  and  Eurasians.

ruary, than  he  was  laid  up  with  fever  contracted  in  the  Nagar  Malnad. 
So  great  was  the  prostration  induced  by  repeated  attacks^  that  he  was 
ordered  to  Europe  by  the  medical  authorities,  and  sailed  from  Madras  on 
the  9th  of  May.  In  consequence  of  this  unfortunate  illness  he  was  dis- 
abled from  inspecting  more  than  one  single  school  in  the  First  Cirde, 
and  several  have,  I  regret  to  say,  remained  unvisited  before  the  close  of 
the  official  year.  The  vacancy  in  this  Circle  has  yet  to  be  filled  np. 
Meanwhile  the  office  work  is  attached  to  that  of  the  Durector. 

33.    Inspectorship,  Second  Ctrcfe.— Mr.  E.  Marsden,  b.  a.,  Senior 
Assistant  Master  of  the  High  School,  in  which 
KadooT         Toonkco?        Capacity  he  had  for  some  years  rendered  in- 
valuable aid  to  the  Principal,  was  selected  to 
officiate  as   Inspector  of  Schools  in  the  Second  Circle,  and  took  charge 
from  Mr.  Hodson  on  the  22nd  of  February. 
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34.  The  enormoas  maltiplication  of  schools  in  the  First  Circle  has 
raised  the  number  under  inspection  by  the 
Officer  of  that  range  to  nearly  600,  exclusive 
of  those  in  Goorg.  Effective  supervision  was  no  easy  task,  and  it  was  only 
with  great  difficulty  that  annual  visits  could  be  extended  into  every  por- 
tion of  the  Circle.  Asa  measure  of  relief  it  is  proposed  to  make  the  fol- 
lowing re-arrangement.  A  Head  Quarters  Circle  will  be  formed,  of  schools 
in  Bangalore  and  in  the  north  Bangalore  and  Kolar  Districts,  to  be  under 
tbd  Director  as  Inspector  General,  assisted  by  a  Deputy  Inspector.  The 
First  Circle  will  have  its  head  quarters  at  Mysore  instead  of  at  Banga- 
lore, and  include  the  Mysore  and  Hassan  Districts,  with  the  south  Toom- 
koor  and  Bangalore  Districts,  and  Coorg.  The  extensive  and  more 
sparsely  populated  area  of  the  Second  Circle  will  thus  be  slightly  reduced 
by  the  transfer  of  the  south  Toomkoor  District.  At  the  same  time  its 
head  quarters  will  be  established  at  Shimoga,  in  the  heart  of  the  Nagar 
Division,  in  place  of  at  Toomkoor,  which  is  less  than  twenty  miles  from 
the  eastern  boundary  of  the  Circle.  These  alterations,  which  will  be 
leadily  understood  from  the  statement  below,  are  intended  to  relieve  the 
present  First  Circle  of  an  undue  excess  of  work,  and  at  the  same  time  to 
enable  more  attention  to  be  paid  to  the  remoter  and  less  advanced 
Districts  coimected  with  the  Second  Circle,  where  evidences  are  not  want- 
mg  of  an  awakening  interest  in  educational  matters.

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35.  Lispedion  ofHohli  Schools. — There  Lave  hitherto  been  eight 
Sub-D3puty  Inspectors  of  hobli  schools,  one  for  each  Revenue  District. 
But  the  work  which  fell  upon  those  officials  in  the  First  Circle  was  so 
manifestly  beyond  their  power  to  accomplish  that  additional  aid  was  in- 
dispensable. For  the  number  of  schools  in  the  four  Districts  referred  to 
ranged  between  92  and  81  in  Mysore  and  Kolar,  and  77  and  75  in  Ban- 
galore and  Hassan,  the  inspection  of  which  three  times  a  year  invoked 
traveling  over  areas  of  from  3000  to  4000  square  miles  once  in  four 
months. 

36.  Additional  Sub-Deputy  Inspectors. — ^The  complement  of  hobli 
scliools  having  been  made  up,  the  training  masters  hitherto  employed  in 
the  preparation  of  candidates  for  village  teacherships  were  therefore  pro- 
vided with  inspection  work.  Two  additional  Sub- Deputy  Inspectors  were 
thus  obtained  for  the  First  Circle,  and  the  ranges  of  these  Officers  were 
redistributed  as  follows.  To  the  Bangalore  Sub-Deputy  Inspector  were 
allotted  only  the  southern  talooks  of  his  District,  and  in  the  same  way 
to  the  Kolar  Sub-Deputy  Inspector  only  the  northern  talooks  of  that 
District  The  intermediate  north  Bangalore  and  south  Kolar  Districts 
were  then  foimed  into  a  new  Bangalore-Kolar  Junction  range.  In  a 
similar  manner  a  Mysore-Hassan  Junction  district  was  formed  of  the 
eastern  Mysore  and  Hassan  Districts,  the  western  portions  alone  remain- 
ing under  the  old  Sub-Deputy  Inspectors  of  those  Districts.  Each  Suh- 
Deputy  Inspector  in  the  Province  has  thus  no  more  than  from  50  to  60 
schools  to  visit,  or  from  12  to  15  a  month,  a  number  for  which  he  may 
fairly  be  held  completely  responsible.  The  following  list  shews  the 
talooks  which  fall  under  each  Sub-Deputy  Inspector  in  the  First  Circle, 
alphabetically  arranged.  In  the  second  there  is  one  such  officer  to  each

37.  SulhDqputy  Inspector  of  Hindustdni  Schools.— Dmiug  the  last 
three  or  four  years  a  great  increase  has  taken  place  in  the  number  of 
Hindustani  schools  throughout  the  Province.  As  there  is  only  one  Maho- 
medan  Sub-Deputy  Inspector,  it  seems  desirable  that  some  addition 
should  be  made  to  this  staff,  in  order  that  all  the  schools  may  be  visited 
with  sufficient  frequency  and  regularity. 


m.  GENERAL  FINANCIAL  STATISTICS.

The  entire  expenditure  on  the  part  of  Government  amounted  to 
Rs.  2,39,375,  as  per  subjoined  statement.    The 
cost  of  direction  was  5*7  per  cent  on  the  whole, 
and  that  of  inspection  9  per  cent.    The  addi- 
tional expenditure  from  private   sources  in  aided  schools  was  Rs.  73,249, 
and  in  unaided  Rs.  37,123,  making  up  a  grand  total  of  Rs.  3,49,747  ex- 
pended on  education  from  both  public  and  private  funds.

amounted  to  Rs.  1,22,252,  composed  of  school 
Recdpta.  fees  Bs.  12,138,    proceeds  of  book  sales  Bs^

tional cess  Bs.  91,594.  The  receipts  in  aided  schools  came  up  to  Rs.

42.  A  systematic  assignment  of  Local  Funds  to  educational  pur- 

poses is  now  under  consideration.  It  was  from 
'«*>  ^^"^  the  first  intended  that  a  cess  to  be  levied  upon 

all  holdings  should  be  applied  to  the  support 
of  the  hdbli  or  village  schools.  But  as  its  imposition  did  not  take  effect 
until  a  talook  was  surveyed  and  settled,  all  the  charges  for  education 
weze  debited  to  imperial  funds,  and  the  collections  from  the  cess,  so  far 
as  imposed,'  credited  on  the  other  side  of  the  account.  It  has  however 
lately  been  decided  to  anticipate  the  completion  of  the  revenue  survey, 
which  may  occupy  several  years  yet,  and  to  impose  in  unsurveyedtalooks 
a  provisional  cess  of  half  an  anna  in  the  rupee  on  dry  lands  and  double 
that  rate  on  wet  lands  for  local  purposes  ;  abkari,  sdyer  and  forest  col« 
lections  also  contribute  their  share.  Of  these  local  funds  24  per  cent 
is  allotted  to  education,  the  income  from  which  source  is  now  sufficient 
to  allow  of  the  village  schools  being  put  on  an  improved  footing  as  well 
as  increased.

Thiee  oUier  saocessfiil  candidates  in  the  Entrance  examination  were 
partly  educated  at  the  High  School. 

47.    There  is  no  doubt  that  these  examinations  have  be^  the  prin- 

dpal  elements  in  directing  the  course  of  English 

nbaiioDB.  studies   for  several  years  past.     Important 

changes  have  from  time  to  time  been  introdu- 
ced by  the  Syndicate  of  the  University,  tending  to  increase  the  difficulty 
of  the  examinations  and  the  expenses  connected  with  preparing  for  and 
passing  thent  Notwithstanding,  however,  all  the  improvements  made, 
it  cannot  be  denied  that  disappointment  awaits  a  large  majority  of  the 
native  youths  who  devote  themselves,  under  the  stimulus  of  public  com- 
petition, to  the  prescribed  course  of  study.  They  find  themselves  after 
yean  of  patient,  and  often  self-denying,  effort,  possessed  of  qualifications 
wUdi  can  be  tamed  to  account  and  earn  tbem  a  living  only  in  certaia 
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channels  of  employment,  different  from  such  as  are  theirs  by  birthright, 
and  those  already  overcrowded  with  aspirants  like  themselves.  Any 
modifications  in  the  University  course  which  should  have  the  result  of 
giving  a  broader  basis  and  a  more  practical  turn  to  the  education  of 
aflSliated  schools,  should  be  welcomed  by  all  who  have  watched  the  action 
of  these  effects.  At  present,  tlio  excessive  amount  of  mere  literature 
prescribed  in  the  way  of  text  books  has,  it  must  be  admitted,  a  tendency 
to  promote  a  pernicious  system  of  cramming,  while  the  practice  of  easy 
and  natural  composition  and  expression,  such  as  are  required  for  ordi- 
naiy  correspondence  and  conversation,  is  not  attended  to  ;  even  hand- 
writing is  neglected,  and  the  power  of  making  a  good  reciprocal  translation 
into  English  or  the  student's  vernacular  is  not  acquired.  Classical  and 
as  sometimes  happens  utterly  useless  allusions  and  quotations  are  cherish- 
ed in  the  memory  under  a  fictitious  estimate  of  their  importance,  while 
many  of  the  simplest  facts  of  life  and  science  are  unknowa 

48.  The  Mission  Schools  in  Bangalore  have  resolved  not  to  carry 

their  standard  of  instruction  beyond  what  is 
CoUege  ciasBes,  required  for  matriculation.    Dnder  the  present 

regulations  of  the  University  two  years  must 
elapse  between  passing  the  Entrance  Examination  and  the  First  Examina- 
tion in  Arts.  This  necessitates  the  formation  of  two  f.  a.  classes  in 
every  school  aiming  at  that  standard.  The  expense  of  maintaining  a 
sufficient  staff  for  the  instruction  of  these  high  classes  is  seen  to  be  alto- 
gether disproportioned  to  the  small  number  of  students  who  are  willing 
to  remain  at  school  until  they  pass,  and  to  any  beneficial  influenoe  it 
might  be  supposed  to  exert  on  the  education  of  the  junior  classes.  In 
the  Government  District  Schools  Matriculation  is  the  limit  prescribed. 
The  High  School  and  Baju's  School  are  the  only  ones  that  go  beyond 
Bishop  Cotton's  and  St.  Andrew's  schools  among  aided  institutions  still 
lay  claim  to  the  higher  range  cf  study.  The  former  maintains  a  college 
class  even  in  the  girls'  school.

A.    Schools  op  the  Higheb  Class. 

50.    The   Schools   of   the    Higher  Gass  educating    up  to  the 

University  Entrance  standard,  are  seven  in 

Namber.  number,   one  situated  at  the  head  quarters  of 

each  District  with  the  exception  of  Kadoor. 

The  first  of  these,  and  the  principal  Government  institution  in  the  Pro- 

linoe,  is  the  Bangalore  High  School,  which  possesses  college  classes  and 

prepares  candidates  for  all  the  Arts  examinations  up  to  the  degree  of 

R  A.    The  Rajd's  School  at  Mysore,  one  of  the  oldest  institutions  in  the 

eoontry,  occupies  the  second  place.    Some  college  classes  are  maintained 

kae  also,  but  the  staff  of  teachers  is  below  the  requirements  of  the 

idiool    Of  the  remaining  five  schools,  which  do  not  educate  beyond 

XatiicQlation,  those  at  Hassan  and  Shimoga  are  superipr  to  the  rest. 

The  latter  especially  has  made  great  progress  in  the  last  two  "years,  as 

deo  the  school  at  Chituldroog.   Kolar  and  Toomkoo  *  schools  have  not  yet 

good  their  footing  in  this  grade.

51.  The  continaance  of  a  college  department  in  the  High  School 

as  representing  a  Cenla-al  College  for  Myeore 
High  School,  Bmgaiore.  and  Coorg,  is  both  in  consonance  with  the 

original  scheme  of  education  and  admitted  to 
be  necessary  with  refecence  to  the  importance  of  Bangalore.  This  is  the 
captal  of  the  Administration,  and  being  connected  with  Madras  by  rail, 
much  interoouise  takes  place  between  the  edacated  natires  of  tiie  two 
cities,  the  effect  of  which  is  to  force  on  an  emulation  with  the  PresideDcy 
institations,  which  include  the  most  advanced  in  the  south  of  India.  An 
additional  reason  for  maintaining  the  college  standard  is  that  nearly  all 
the  competing  phyate  schools  of  the  higher  class  are  located  at 
Bai]galore. 

52.  The  success  of  the  High  School  has  been  such  as  to  jostiff 

the  considerable  expenditure  incurred  on  it 
Ooift  «f  Edocifioo  in  the  High  fhe  attendance  has  remained  steadily  at 
between  400  and  500  pupils  for  some  years. 
At  the  same  time  the  returns  from  fees  have  been  continually  increasiog, 
so  that  oat  of  Bs.  32 — 3 — 1 1 ,  the  total  annual  cost  of  educating  each  pupil, 
only  Rs.  21—14—3  falls  asa  direct  charge  upon  the  State,  arate  whichis 
exceeded  by  the  cost  per  head  to  Government  of  educating  pupib  in  in- 
ferior Anglo-vernacular  schools.  The  inference  is  that  a  really  good 
school,  with  an  ezpensiye  staff  of  masters  qualified  to  impart  the  higher 
instruction  of  the  college  department,  will  be  more  resorted  to  and  in  the 
end  cheaper  than  a  school  of  inferior  quality  which,  from  presenting  few 
attractions,  is  always  poorly  attended. 

53.  Among  the  pupils  of  the  High  School  there  is  a  preponde- 

rance of  Brahmans,  mostly  connected  with  the 
QmtB  ef  Pnpib  families  of  Government  oflScials,  but  an  impor- 

tant European  and  Eurasian  element  also 
exists  in  the  upper  classes,  together  with  a  fair  proportion  of  Tamils  of 
the  ModaJiar  and  other  castes  which  are  largely  engaged  in  the  trade  of 
the  cantonment  and  contain  some  of  the  wealthiest  members  of  the  native 
community.  In  the  present  year  a  small  body  of  Coorgs  has  been  at- 
tracted to  the  institution,  the  majority  of  whom  commenced  their  studies 
in  the  Central  School  at  Mercara.  Boys  from  the  Anglo-vernacular 
schools  of  the  NandidroQg  Division,  and  even  more  distant  parts,  have

IS  was  ozjginally  intended. 

54.  The  Bajd's  School  at  Mysore  arose  out  of  the  Free  Schod 

maintained  by  His  Highness  the  late  Maha- 
fiij&%  School,  Mysore^  yajd,  ott  whosc  demise  it  was  taken  over  by 

GoYemment  The  desirahilUy  of  keeping  op 
a  oolkge  department  is  adyocated  by  the  partisans  of  the  natiye  adminis* 
tration,  Mysore  being  the  dynastic  capital  and,  next  to  'Bangalore,  from 
which  it  is  eighty-five  miles  distant,  the  most  pqmloos  city  in  the 
Provinca  Colonel  Malleaon,  the  Guardian  to  His  Highness  the  psresent 
Uaha  raja,  adopts  the  same  view,  and  deprecates  tibe  loweiing  of  the 
standard  to  that  of  the  Entrance  examination.  To  this  (^liniim  he  has 
giren  practical  expression  by  instituting  scholarships  for  the  subsistGDce, 
until  they  graduate,  of  students  who  may  have  the  talents  requisite  for 
pQiBiiing  the  advanced  course  of  study.  It  would  not  be  difficult  with 
the  scholarship  albwances  now  belonging  to  the  Raja's  sdiool  to  connect 
with  it  as  a  collegiate  institution  all  the  Anglo-yemacolar  schools  of 
the  Ashtagram  Division,  the  south  of  the  country. 

55.  The  Vernacular  branches  of  the  school  are  of  high  effieienqr, 

especially  the  Kanaresa  This  department  is 
Voaoikr  BindM,  not  only  the  most  numerously  attended  of  all 

the  Government  Eanarese  schools,  although 
in  immediate  juztarposition  with  the  English  school,  but  has  also  reach- 
ed a  standard  above  that  of  any  other. 

56.  The  propriety  of  limiting  the  range  of  study  m  the  remaining 
Sckoci  ftr  Nii0u-.  District  schools  to  the  standard  required  for 

Matriculation  is,  I  think,  beyond  questi<m,  un- 
less it  be  in  the  case  of  the  one  at  Shimoga.  This  town  is  the  head 
quarters  of  the  Nagar  Division,  forming  the  north-western  portion  of  the 
ftorince,  and  includes  the  greater  part  of  the  Maln^d  region  which,  in  its 
population  as  well  as  in  almost  every  other  feature,  differs  from  the  rc- 
ttaining  districts  of  the  country.  The  distance  of  Shimoga  from  Ban- 
galore, 171  miles,  presents  an  obstacle  deterring  students  from  coming 
up  for  the  Uniyersity  examinations,  and  for  the  same  reason  it  might 
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be  found  difficult  for  candidates  for  higher  teaching  ordinarily  to  piooeed 
to  a  collegiate  school  at  Bangalore,  though  the  recent  experience  as  re* 
gards  the  equally  distant  and  dissimilar  Province  of  Cooig  would  seem 
to  militate  against  this  view. 

57.  The  progress  of  the  Shimoga  school  under  its  present  Head 

Master  has  been  very  marked,  and  the  Chief 
Shimog&  DuWd  Schod.  Commissioner  on  the  occasion  of  Ms  late  visit 

to  the  Nagar  Division  was,  I  believe,  impressed 
with  the  important  position  it  had  taken  up.  The  Inspector  describes  it 
as  "the  largest,  best,  and  decidedly  the  most  popular  school  in  Nagar. 
Many  of  the  pupils  come  from  the  most  distant  talooks  of  the  Division 
for  the  benefit  of  the  English  education  afforded.""  An  F.  A.  class  is  at 
present  carried  on  in  behalf  of  students  who  have  matriculated  from  this 
Division,  but  the  general  question  as  to"forming  a  divisional  school  with 
collegiate  department  remains  to  be  considered. 

58.  It  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  state  here  that  much  enoouragd- 

ment  has  been  given  to  promote  physical  train- 
PhyBfcalTnuning,  j^^  j^^  ^^^^^  Bchools.    The  High  School  has 

a  complete  gymnasium,  though  it  is  not  sufficiently  used.  The  usual 
cricket  matches,  however,  have  been  played  with  other  dubs,  and  this 
game  is  now  fairly  established  in  the  school.  Annual  public  games  have 
been  started,  under  the  designation  of  the  United  Schools  Athletic 
Sports.  These  took  place  last  year  in  the  High  School  grounds,  whare 
the  students  of  all  the  higher  class  schools  in  Bangalore,  contended  in  the 
presence  of  a  large  number  of  spectators  both  European  and  Native. 
Money  prizes  were  distributed  to  the  successful  competitors  from  a  fimd 
raised  for  the  purpose  by  private  subscription.  The  natives  did  not  on 
this  occasion  come  to  the  front  so  well  as  was  expected :  in  fact  it  was 
only  in  a  flat  race  that  the  prize  was  carried  off  by  a  native .  But  the 
novelty  of  the  thing  is  perhaps  sufficient  to  account  for  their  shyness. 
At  the  Raja  s  School  attention  has  been  given  to  cricket  and  other 
exercises,  but  some  municipal  works  in  the  play  ground  have  interfered, 
At  Hassan  the  game  of  cricket  flourishes  with  great  vigour,  and  the 
school  club  has  been  much  befriended  by  the  late  Deputy  Conunissioner 
Captain  Hill.  At  Eolar  a  play  ground  has  been  formed  on  a  piecA  of 
land  presented  by  Mr.  Erishnayengar,  the  Deputy  Commissioner. 
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59.  In  conclading  the  section  on  the  higher  class  schools  the 
services  of  the  following  Principals  and  Head 
Masters  may  be  acknowledged : —

Of  the  High  School  I  have  made  no  mention,  as  the  Principal,  Mr. 
G  Waters,  m.  a.,  who  has  had  charge  of  it  since  1867,  was  very  suddenly 
and  unexpectedly  compelled  by  ill  health  to  leave  the  country  in 
Februaiy.  Shortly  before  this,  the  First  Assistant,  Mr.  Marsden,  b.  a., 
had  been  promoted  to  oflSciate  as  an  Inspector.  The  responsibility  of  the 
Principalship  was  thus  thrown  on  Mr.  J.  v  S.  Pope,  b.  a.,  his  successor, 
who  had  just  joined  the  Department.  His  chief  Assistant  is  Mr. 
C.  Leonard,  b.  a.,  who  has  been  four  years  in  the  school,  latterly  as  Second 
Assistant  Master.  Though  still  further  changes  may  be  unavoidable, 
whereby  the  institution  will  remain  in  comparatively  inexperienced  hands, 
there  is  eveiy  reason  to  hope  that  matters  can  be  so  arranged  as 
to  ensure  the  maintenance  of  the  high  standard  expected  of  this 
school.

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B.  SCHDOliB  OF  THE  MiDBLE  GI1AS8. 

60.  Under  this  class  are  placed  the  inferior  grade  of  Anglo-YerDa- 

cular  schools,  situated  with  one  exception  in 
NamberofSdioob.  sub-district  and   talook  head   quarter  towns. 

Seven  were  entered  in  last  year's  report,  but 
the  Jahagfrdai's  school  at  Telanduru,  being  entirely  supported  from  the 
revenues  of  the  Jahagir,  is  not  properly  a  Government  school,  though  at 
one  time  it  occupied  that  position.  It  therefore  appears  now  among 
private  schools,  leaving  six  under  this  head. 

61.  The  Chikka  BaUapura  School  takes  the  lead^  and  its  career 

has  been  generally  satisfactory  for  two  or  three 
Chikka  Baiuipora  Scbcd.  years  past  under  the  present  master,  Yenka- 

tapataiengar.  The  Chikkamagaluru  School  is 
at  the  head  quarters  of  the  Kadoor  District,  and  was  formerly  graded  as 

of  the  higher  clasa.  Owing  to  the  low  condi- 
Chikkamagaldm  School  tion  into  which  it  fell  it  was  reduced  to  the 

talook  standard.  The  Inspector  reports  upon 
it  far  from  favorably,  and  considers  that  a  restoration  to  the  superior 
grade  with  an  efficient  master  would  lead  to  a  beneficial  chaoga  The 
locality  is  unhealthy  to  most  people  from  the  eastern  parts  of  Mysore. 
Hence  there  is  a  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  services  of  a  good  master, 
especially  as  two  who  have  been  at  the  head  of  the  school  have  lost 
their  lives. 

62.  As  to  the  general  influence  exerted  by  English  schools  of  only 

inferior  pretensions,  I  expressed  my  opinion  in 
AJ^i^^SS&b*^''''      the  Educational  Report  of  1870—71  thatb^ 

sides  being  disproportionately  expensive  they 
often  tempt  boys  to  enter  upon  a  course  of  instruction  unsuited  to  their 
prospects  in  life  and  at  best  very  imperfect.  But  as  a  certain  local  de- 
mand for  English  in  many  talook  towns  does  exist,  which,  in  the  absence 
of  Government  provision,  is  met  by  adventurers  with  the  poorest  smatter- 
ing of  the  language,  I  am  not  sure  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  take 
advantage  of  the  feeling,  and  turn  it  to  account  for  popularizing  the 
schools  both  above  and  below  this  grade.  I  would,  in  other  words,  con- 
nect the  talook  vemacolar  school  with  the  nearest  talook  Anglo-vema- 
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onbur  Bchool,  or,  still  better,  mobilize  the  masters  and  open  English 
dassesfor  a  limited  period  in  the  most  promising  vemacnlar  schools. 
These  English  classes  would  in  their  turn  prove  feeders  to  the  higher 
8cfaool&  In  this  way  discrimination  might  be  exercised  in  giving  ele- 
mentajy  instruction  in  English,  and  a  remedy  provided  for  the  imperfeo- 
tums  inherent  in  such  a  course  of  study  conducted  by  native  teachers. 
For  tibere  is  a  vast  difference  between  appointing  a  master  for  pupils  on 
whose  behalf  a  spontaneous  demand  has  been  made,  and  a  master's 
beating  up  for  pupils  in  order  to  retain  his  place.  The  plan  I  propose 
would  not  involve  an  increase  in  the  present  staff  of  talook  English  mas- 
ters but,  with  the  same  establishment,  would  be  a  means  of  infusing 
more  animation  into  this  class  of  schools. 

63.    In  the  Resolution  of  the  Government  of  India  on  the  Mysore 
Educational  Report  of  last  year,  it  is  stated

feiing  with  the  attendance  at  those  of  the  mid- 
dle class,  an  inference  based  on  the  total  number  of  pupils  in  the  latter 
being  less  than  in  the  former.  On  this  point  it  may  be  explained  that 
the  line  which  separates  middle  from  lower  schools  is  not  so  sharply 
defined  as  that  which  determines  the  grade  of  higher  schools.  K  the 
lower  class  were  to  comprehend  only  those  schools  in  which  the  elements  of 
readbg,  writing,  arithmetic  and  geography  are  taught,  then  would  ouir 
talook  schools  be  entitled  to  rank  as  of  the  middle  class.  For  though 
often  no  higher  in  reality  than  many  a  neighbouring  hobli  school  they 
are  yet  professedly  of  a  superior  grade  and  have  a  higher  course  of  study 
laid  down,  embracing  history  and  geometry  as  well  as  elementary  subjects. 
On  the  other  hand,  some  of  the  higher  class  schools  might  warrantably 
be  put  down  as  of  the  middle  class  if  actual  results  are  considered.  For 
with  some  of  them  it  is  as  yet  only  the  professed  aim  of  educating  up  to 
the  University  Entrance  standard  that  gives  them  a  place  in  the  higher 
lanL 
64.  Mr.  Monteath's  remarks  on  this  topic,  in  his  Note  on  the  state  of 
education  in  India,  1865 — 66,  may  also  be 
HiaifMiUun  flometimcs  mwifading.  quoted  as  Shewing  that  the  demarcation  be- 
tween the  classes  of  schools  is  no  where  so  rigid 
that  an  independent  estimate  can  be  formed  of  each  without  reference 
to  the  wbde  system  of  instroction  and  to  the  classes  beth  above  and  Mei7. 
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"  Too  much  importance  "  he  says,  *'  must  not  be  attached  to  the  dassifi- 
cation  of  schools,  for  apart  from  mere  errors  of  classification  it  is  obvious 
that  any  classification  based  on  the  standards  up  to  which  the  various 
kinds  of  schools  profess  to  educate  must  be  more  or  less  liable  to 
mislead.  An  Anglo-vernacular  school,  for  instance,  may  have  a  few 
advanced  pupils  preparing  for  the  University  Entrance  standard 
entitling  it  to  be  ranked  as  a  higher  class  school ;  but  the  great  bulk  of 
its  pupils  may  be  under  education  of  a  very  much  lower  kind,  and  a  cod- 
siderable  number  may  be  under  tuitioa  of  the  most  elementary  cha- 
racter." 

65.    Were  therefore  our  low  statistics  for  middle  class  schools  recrui- 
ted by  taking  in  all  those  pupils  from  the  higher 
Explanation  of  Statistics.  class  schools  who  havo  uot  reached  a  stan- 

dard preparatory  to  matriculation,  as  well  as 
all  those  now  entered  in  the  lower  class  who  receive  an  education  in  the 
vernacular  superior  to  that  of  village  schools  for  the  agricultural  popula- 
tion, I  conceive  that  a  really  fairer  estimate  might  be  formed  of  the 
extent  to  which  instruction  intermediate  between  the  higher  and  the 
lower  is  imparted  in  this  Province.  It  would  delay  the  present  report 
too  long  to  remodel  the  statistics  in  the  way  suggested,  but  the  data 
could  be  collected  for  the  report  of  next  year.

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C.    Schools  of  the  Loweb  GiiAsa 

66.  With  this  class  we  come  to  purely  vernacular  schools,  which  are 

of  two  grades,  talook  and  hoblL  These  names 
Tiie Gndtt  of  Lower  SdMoh.         have  reference  to  the  civil  divisions  of  the 

territoiy.  The  talook  is  a  well  known  Indian 
revenae  district,  corresponding  to  an  English  county.  The  sub-divisions 
of  talooks  are  in  nearly  all  parts  of  this  Province  called  hobUs,  but  in  the 
hilly  r^ons  to  the  west  the  names  magani  and  nad  are  more  generally 
used.  Hoblis  again  are  parcelled  into  firkas,  also  called  phut  maganis, 
or,  as  they  are  termed  in  Manjarabad,  mandes.  The  area  of  a  talook 
may  be  set  down  as  averaging  333  square  miles  and  that  of  a  hobli  41 
square  miles. 

67.  The  vernaculars  taught  in  these  schools  are  Eanarese,  Telugu, 

and  Hindustani.  The  first  is  the  principal 
VenacQiBBoftheooimtry.  language  of  the  country,  and  the  medium  of 

all  official  business.  Telugu  prevails  in  the 
Dorib-easteni  parts  of  the  Province,  principally  in  the  Eolar  District  where 
it  borders  on  the  Cuddapah  Zilla  of  Her  Majesty's  territories.  It  is  also 
Qsed  by  certain  trading  classes,  as  the  E6mati  and  Telugu  Banajiga 
castes.  Hindustani,  in  the  form  called  Dakhani,  is  used  by  all  Mahome* 
dans,  who  form  nearly  five  per  cent  of  the  population.  No  Tamil  schools 
are  kept  by  Government  This  language  is  confined  principally  to  the 
shop-keepers  and  camp  followers  of  the  Cantonment  of  Bangalore,  and  to 
the  indoor  domestic  servants  of  Europeans.  The  Sri  Vaishnava  Brah- 
mans  use  it  in  private  conversation,  but  do  not  as  a  rule  either  read  or 
write  it.  Mahrati  in  like  manner  is  used  only  for  private  purposes  by 
Midhva  Brahmans  of  the  Uttar&ji  branch.  Of  the  corrupt  dialects  spoken 
faj  Lamb&dis,  Brinj&ds,  and  other  nomadic  or  wild  tribes,  it  is  unneces* 
saiy  to  make  any  mention. 

1.    Talooh  SOiMiis. 

68.  The  number  of  these  schools  is  78.    The  instruction  given  in 

them  aims  at  turning  out  thoroughly  good 
OnnrkoiiimcrKaiwreM  Scbook      Eauareso  sdiolars,  possessing  a  fair  acquain- 
tance witb  the  literature  and  grammar  of  the 
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Iflngaage  in  both  the  ancient  and  modem  dialecte,  having  a  comidete 
knowledge  of  Arithmetic,  as  well  as  of  the  elements  of  Mensuration  and 
Geometry  ;  familiar  with  the  leading  facts  of  the  histories  of  India  and 
England,  and  with  general  Geography.  Besides  these  subjects  attention 
is  paid  to  hand  writing  and  to  the  native  modes  of  correspondence,  in- 
cluding the  reading  of  manuscript  petitions  and  letters.  But  the  course 
is  completely  followed  out  only  in  occasional  instances,  being  higher  than 
the  people  are  accustomed  to  or  care  about  The  most  popular  studies 
are  recitation  of  poetry,  of  the  Amara  (a  Sanskrit  vocabulary),  the  ele- 
mentary parts  of  Arithmetic  and  the  reading  of  manuscripts.  These 
accomphshments  being  mastered,  the  pupils  are  as  a  rule  withdrawn  from 
school  as  sufficiently  advanced  for  all  practical  purposes.  Of  the  four 
classes  therefore  prescribed  for  talook  schools,  the  first  is  seldom 
represented  by  any  pupils.  The  second  contains  a  small  number.  The 
third  and  foui-th,  especially  the  latter,  are  overflowing. 

69.  That  the  appointed  course  is  higher  than  has  generally  been 
reached  does  not  present  itself  to  me  as  an  objection  to  the  course  itself. 
On  the  contrary,  the  higher  the  aim,  within  reasonable  limtts,  the  more 
i-oom  there  is  for  raising  the  standard  of  instruction  generally.  \Yhat  is 
required  is  some  powerful  inducement  to  boys  to  remain  longer  at 
school  that  shall  prove  a  counter-attraction  to  the  desire  for  being  early 
initiated  into  business  at  office  or  in  the  shop  or  farm,  and  to  the  home 
demand  for  the  earningsof  every  pair  of  hands  that  can  add  anything  to 
the  family  income.  Such  an  incentive  may  possibly  be  found  in  the  pro- 
posal made  under  talook  Anglo-vernacular  schools,  that  the  prospect  of 
obtaining  an  English  master  might  be  held  out  in  those  vernacular 
schools  which  have  a  sufficient  number  of  proficients  to  warrant  the 
bestowal  of  such  an  indulgence.  The  English  studies  would  consist  of 
little  more  than  reading,  writing  and  translation,  taught  as  thoroughly 
as  possible.  In  cases  of  superior  ability  a  scholarship  would  carry  the 
pupil  to  a  regular  Anglo-vernacular  school,  if  he  should  require  b'gher 
instruction  in  EngUsh. 

70.  As  previously  stated,  the  Mysore  School  stands  the  highest 
^ ,  ^  ^        „  amongst  the  Kanarese  schools.    The  one  at 

Hole  Narastpura  also  occupies  a  high  position. 
Many  others^  as  the  one  at  Nyamti  filled  with 
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lingtfjats  are  popular  and  doing  good  work.  The  masters  of  the  talodk 
schools  have  nearly  all  received  training  in  the  Normal  School  at  Banga* 
lore,  and  those  appointed  in  the  last  six  years  have  passed  a  final  exa- 
mination for  teachers'  certificates.  In  the  case  of  schools  in  the 
Malndd  there  is  difficulty  in  retaining  good  masters  for  them  owing  to  the 
exigencies  of  the  climate.  Where  men  bom  and  brought  up  in  that  part 
of  the  country  are  to  be  met  with  sufficiently  qualified  for  a  talook  mas- 
ter's position  they  are  gladly  received.  The  Sagara  School  furnishes  an 
instance  in  which  a  resident  of  the  place  was  found  after  training  suited 
to  take  charge  of  it^  and  he  has  been  uniformly  successful  both  in  collect- 
ing pupils  and  maintaining  a  satisfactory  standard  of  instruction. 

71.  The  Lingayats  are  perhaps  on  the  whole  the  class  of  the  popu- 

lation least  amenable  to  the  overtures  of  Go- 
^^^7^*^  vemmentas  regards  education.    This  is  not 

from  a  want  of  interest  in  the  subject,  for 
they  assiduously  support  private  masters  in  nearly  every  village  where 
their  sect  predominates.  But  they  are  bigoted  in  their  religious  views, 
wedded  to  the  use  of  certain  sectarian  books,  heartily  opposed  to  Brahman 
masters,  suspicious  of  Government  interference  with  their  prejudices,  and, 
being  mostly  engaged  in  trade  and  handicraft,  indifi'erent  on  mercenary 
grounds  to  a  higher  education  than  is  just  sufficient  for  a  petty  shop-keep- 
er. Their  school-masters  or  aiyagalu,  again,  will  not  consent  to  receive 
a  normal  traim'ng  for  their  office.  Yet  in  spite  of  these  drawbacks  they 
have  in  some  instances  been  brought  to  co-operate  with  energy  in  the 
scheme  of  Grovemment  education.  At  Davanagere  there  used  to  be  a 
veiy  lai^e  Lingayat  talook  school,  and  this  it  is  hoped  may  be  restored  to 
its  early  prosperity  now  that  a  Lingayat  has  been  appointed  as  an  Assis- 
tant master.  Nyamati  has  already  been  mentioned.  Special  efiForts  will 
he  made  to  conciliate  this  portion  of  the  population,  which  is  so  numerous 
in  the  northern  districts  of  the  Province. 

72.  It  is  unnecessary  to  say  more  about  the  Telugu  schools  than 
Tcfawa  Scfaoob.  ^^^^  ^^®  course  of  instruction  is  similar  to  that 

appointed  for  Kanarese.  The  masters  have 
mostly  been  selected  from  private  schools  in  the  Telugu  part  of  the 
coontiy.    The  books  used  are  those  published  by  the  Department  of 
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Pablic  InstnictioD,  Madras.  There  is  no  doubt  that  instmctioQ  in 
Teluga  is  neoessaty  in  the  north-eastern  parts  of  the  Province,  as 
although  there  is  much  in  common  between  Kanarese  and  Tdugu,  boys 
who  speak  only  the  latter  cannot  understand  the  former  sufficiently  to 
profit  by  lessons  entirely  in  that  language.  The  Telugu  daases  therefore 
adapt  the  talook  schools  better  to  the  wants  of  the  districts  in  which 
they  have  been  opened  and  popularise  them  accordingly. 

73.  The  number  of  Hindustani  schools  established  by  GoYemment 

is  twelye.  The  proportion  which  Mahomedans 
HindoiUiii  Schook  jjear  to  the  entire  population  of  Mysore  is 

only  4*7  per  cent,  but  as  they  are  more  or  less 
distributed  over  the  whole  Province  and  not  collected  together  in  parti- 
cular districts,  the  number  of  schools  designed  for  them  can  scarcely  be 
limited  to  the  same  ratio.  The  difference  between  their  language  and 
that  of  the  Hindus  in  Kanarese  and  Telugu  schools  is  perhaps  sufficient 
to  account  for  the  comparatively  small  number  of  Mahomedans,  who  take 
advantage  of  those  schools.  The  same  is  the  case  with  Anglo- vernacular 
schools,  in  which  with  few  exceptions  the  masters  are  Hindus,  At  the 
same  tune  it  must  be  admitted  that  Mahomedans  do  not  as  a  rule  shew 
any  eager  desire  to  enter  schools  not  specially  established  for  their  secL 

74.  The  principle  appears  to  me  a  sound  one  that  Government,  in 

undertaking  the  education  of  the  people, 
More  leqaired.  should  provide  juvenilo  instruction  for  eveiy 

considerably  numerous  class  of  the  population 
in  its  own  vernacular,  and  not  expect  all  sections  of  the  people,  however 
distinct  from  one  another  in  speech  or  religion,  to  put  their  children 
under  training  conducted  only  in  the  official  language  Hence  the  necessity 
for  extension  of  Hindustani  schools  comes  prominently  to  notice  now 
that  the  wants  of  the  Kanarese  race,  who  form  the  great  bulk  of  the 
population,  have  been  very  generally  met.  This  view  is  also  I  conceive 
in  harmony  with  the  instructions  of  the  Government  of  India  in  a  recent 
Resolution  on  the  subject,  in  which  approval  is  expressed  of  the  action  of 
the  Administration  in  directing  ^  that  wherever  the  number  of  Mahome- 
dans is  sufficient  to  form  a  class  or  fill  a  school,  there  a  class  or  school 
shall  be  established." 
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75.    The  course  of  Btady  hitherto  appointed  has  consisted  of  the 
most  popular  Persian  and  Hindustani  works, 
Coaneof  Stady.  together  with  Arithmetic,  History  and  Geo- 

graphy. For  teaching  the  last  named  subjects 
elementary  books  have  been  obtained  from  the  Punjab  and  the  North- 
West  Provinces.  But  as  the  text  books  in  literature  were  in  many 
respects  objectionable,  from  containing  references  and  allusions  which 
should  be  rigidly  expunged  from  books  for  the  young,  and  as  the  other 
little  treatises  have  been  found  not  altogether  adapted  to  the  wants  of 
thk  Province,  I  have  drawn  up  a  revised  list  of  lessons  for  Hindustdni 
and  Persian  schools,  for  the  introduction  of  which  a  suitable  series  of 
books  is  now  under  preparation. '  Regarding  these  further  details  will  be 
found  under  the  head  Book  Department. 

76.  At  the  same  time  that  steps  have  been  taken  for  providing 

an  improved  course  of  instruction  in  Govern- 
Hindastfni  Mastera.  ment  schools  for  Mahomedans,  the  training 

of  teachers  for  that  class  of  schools  is  receiving 
particular  attention,  of  which  some  notice  will  be  found  in  the  section  on 
Normal  Schoola  Not  however  to  disconnect  the  teaching  altogether  from 
the  present  condition  and  future  prospects  of  the  country,  all  the  candi- 
dates for  teacherships  are  required  to  learn  Kanarese,  the  language  of 
the  Province,  and  lessons  m  that  language,  so  far  as  reading  and  writing 
it  are  concerned,  will  be  given  in  Hindustani  schools.  No  argument 
is,  I  consider,  needed  to  prove  the  desirability  of  instructing  the  large  sect 
of  the  Mahomedans  in  the  local  vernacular,  so  far  as  to  enable  them  to 
read  and  understand  the  orders  of  Government  which  are  all  published  in 
it  Some  prejudice  must  be  encountered  in  carrying  out  this  view,  but  its 
reasonableness  will  commend  it  to  the  enlightened  few  who  can  appreciate 
the  efforts  and  expenditure  of  Government  on  behalf  of  their  education, 
and  it  will  in  course  of  time  become  habitual. 

77.  Looking  to  the  increasing  importance  which  will  continue  to 

be  given  to  Mahomedan  education,  it  appears 

hmgtOpnta^  HiDdosyiiii         to  me  imperative  that  inspecting  officers  should 

pass  an  examination  in  Hindustani  as  well  as 

itt  Kanarese,  that  they  may  be  able  to  exercise  an  effectual  control  over 

iB  dasses  of  schools  under  them*    This  is  not  a  new  opinion  just  formed, 

a 
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but  one  forced  on  me  by  a  survey  of  my  work  on  being  appointed  to 
the  Inspectorship,  and  which  led  me  at  once  voluntarily  to  study 
the  language  until  I  passed,  the /only  European  in  the  Departm^t  who 
has  done  so. 
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The  whole  of  the  hoblis  in  the  Province  have  now  been  occupied, 
making  a  total  of   534  elementary  village 
Number  of  Schools.  schools  in  Operation.    As  stated  in  the  Resola* 

tion  of  the  Government  of  India  on  last  year's 
Report,  "it  is  to  the  hobli  schools  that  the  success  of  lower  class  edu- 
cation in  Mysore  is  due."  Considering  that  the  longest  established  of  them 
are  not  more  than  four  years'  old,  their  success  is  certainly  grating. 

79.    To  specify  instances,  the  school  at  Melkota  furnishes  a  good 
illustration  of  the  part  they  are  playing.    This 
Specimen  Schools.  jg  ^  well  known  Brahminical  seat  of  learning, 

and  a  place  of  great  sanctity  in  the  south,  in- 
habited principally  by  Brahmans,  many  of  whom  are  attached  to  tiw 
large  temples  of  the  place.    An  aided  Sanskrit  and  Kanarese  school

exists  for  Brahmans,  containing  101  students.  Yet  in  ibis  town  of  the 
twioe-bom  the  hobli  school  has  an  attendance  of  94  pupils,  nearly  all 
Sudras,  including  17  girls  and  20  adult  night  students.  The  school 
in  the  suburban  town  of  Ganjam,  on  the  island  of  Seringapatam,  may 
also  be  referred  to  as  a  model  of  a  large  and  successful  institution  of 
this  class.  Turning  to  entirely  rural  districts,  the  schools  at  Tyama- 
gondla,  Tirakanambi,  Gandashi,  Dadanayakanapalya,  Ealale,  Jaginkere 
and  many  others,  which  I  am  personally  acquainted  with,  might  be  quoted 
as  instances  of  schools  in  every  way  gratifying.  In  these  and  numerous 
similar  cases,  which  there  is  no  space  here  to  mention,  it  cannot  be 
doubted  that  the  ends  for  which  the  schools  were  established  are  being 
fulfilled. 

80.    The  teaching  in  these  schools  is  entirely  in  Kanarese,  except 
in  parts  of  Eolar  District,  where  Telugu  is  the 
ComeofLeaRiDB.  principal  medium  of  instruction,  and  in  the 

north-west  of  Nagar,  where  a  little  Mahrati 
is  added,  in  the  country  bordering  on  Dharwar.  The  course  consists  of 
reading,  writing  and  the  elements  of  grammar,  arithmetic,  and  geography. 
So  far  as  native  methods  can  be  suitably  adopted  they  are  made  use  of. 
Thus  the  lowest  class,  composed  principally  of  what  may  be  termed 
infants,  spend  their  time  in  forming  letters  on  sand,  some  with  the  fore- 
finger, some  with  the  middle  finger  and  others  with  the  thumb,  according 
to  taste.  The  head  boy  of  the  class  leads  off  by  drawing  a  letter  on  the 
sand  in  front  of  him,  at  the  same  time  pronouncing  it  aloud.  All  the 
others  follow,  repeating  the  letter  in  chorus  and  writing  it  down  in  the 
same  way.  In  this  sing-song  fashion,  which  is  both  grateful  to  the  ears 
of  the  villagers  passing  by  as  evidence  of  work  going  on,  and  pleasing  to 
tbe  boys,  the  whole  of  the  alphabet  and  the  tables  of  simple  addition  and 
multiplication  are  learnt  The  boys  next  get  a  book,  in  which  they 
meet  with  combinations  of  letters  and  learn  to  read  words  and  easy  sen- 
tences. At  this  stage  they  also  write  down  words  and  figures  with  chalk 
on  a  blade-board.  Thus  from  grade  to  grade,  through  five  classes,  they 
rise  to  the  top  of  the  school.  Promotions  from  one  class  to  another  are 
made  only  by  the  Sub-Deputy  Inspector  after  his  four  monthly  examina- 
tkm,  whereby  the  thorough  study  of  the  lessons  appomted  for  each  gradQ 
iseosQied, 
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81.  It  is  not  altogether  sorprisingtlmtba^ 

get  to  the  first  class.  When  it  is  considered 
s^taoMte  of  the  Eiuoitioo.         how  handy  they  are  at  such  an  age  for  many 

field  and  out-door  operations,  as  driTing  the 
cattle  to  graze,  weeding,  &a,  it  is  easy  to  understand  how  theur  parents 
think  more  of  the  immediate  iHX)fit  to  be  obtained  by  their  labor  than 
of  any  ultimate  benefit  to  result  from  having  them  highly  educated.  Bat 
there  is  also  a  popular  impression  that  education  unfits  a  boy  for  a 
farmer's  life,  and  it  must  be  confessed  that  experience  furnishes  them 
with  not  a  few  instances  in  which  boys  who  have  been  over-studiously 
inclined  have  acquired,  not  so  much  an  incapacity  as,  a  distaste  for  pin> 
suing  the  employments  and  career  of  their  fathers.  It  is  always  gratify- 
ing to  me,  therefore,  to  see  evidences  to  the  contrary,  and  to  draw  parti- 
colar  attention  to  them.  And  I  have  had  many  opportunities  of  doisg 
so  when  on  riding  across  the  fields  I  have  encountered  a  late  pupil  of  the 
village  school  driving  a  herd  of  buffaloes,  or  following  the  ploo^or 
bearing  home  a  load  of  firewood  or  straw. 

82.  The  examinations  of  the  schools,  especially  by  a  European, 

are  always  popular  seasons  and  attended  by 
Fbpuiarityot  the  Schools.  most  of  the  villagers  who  are  disengaged 

They  stand  about  the  door-way  or  peer  in 
through  cracks  or  openings  m  the  wall  with  every  appearance  of  interest. 
Women  congregate  on  the  tops  of  such  neighbouring  houses  as  command 
a  view  of  the  school,  moved  partly  by  curiosity  and  partly  by  a  hope  of 
preventing  any  kidnapping,  for  the  practice  of  which  it  is  supposed  that 
opportunity  alone  is  wanted.  It  is  a  trying  time  for  the  master  when  with 
nervous  anxiety  he  has  unrolled  the  Large  map  of  the  World  before  the 
eyes  of  the  wondering  spectators,  and  stands  forth  to  examine  his  boys 
in  its  mysterious  lines  and  figures.  These  are  occasions  when  one  is 
really  brought  into  mtimate  contact  with  the  people,  though  firequently 
at  the  cost  of  many  personal  inconveniences.  The  name  schod  is  now  as 
familiar  to  the  rustics  in  the  remotest  comers  of  the  country  as  court  and 
jaS  have  hitherto  been,  and  it  is  a  common  thing  to  hear  the  elders  of  the 
village,  after  one  of  the  scenes  above  described,  expatiating  on  the  bene- 
volence of  the  Government  in  taking  so  much  trouble  for  the  edncatioa 
of  the  inferior  classes.  £ven  the  Rdma  Bdjya^  or  traditional  golden 
age  of  government  under  Rama^  does  not  in  this  respect  come  up  to  it 
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83.    The  masters  of  the  hobli  schools  are  for  the  great  part  pro- 
fessional village  teachers,  ia  whose  families  the 
HM  School  MttteiB.  office  has  been  hereditary  for  some  generations. 

These  men  have  undergone  a  training  for  the 
positions  they  now  occupy,  to  which  they  have  been  appointed  only  after 
passing  an  examination  to  test  their  fitness.    Very  many  of  them  have 
devoted  themselves  con  amore  to  their  work,  as  the  results  shew.    Others, 
generally  not  of  the  class  of  indigenous  teachers,  but  sons  of  shanbhogs 
or  connections  or  hangers-on  of  some  village  magnate,  appear  to  regard 
their  position  as  almost  a  smecure,  created  by  Government  for  its  own 
ends  or  to  please  the  authorities.    Such  men  idle  away  a  good  deal  of 
their  time  in  the  village  choultry,  or  in  attending  at  fairs  or  feasts  in  the 
neighbourhood,  partly  for  gossiping  and  partly  for  gaining  little  profits 
in  trada     When  an  inquiry  takes  place  they  allege  a  general  want  of 
interest  in  the  school  on  the  part  of  the  people,  and  throw  the  blame  of 
failure  entirely  on  the  apathy  of  the  villagers.    The  story  of  their  own 
exertions  is  amply  supported  by  their  connections  the  village  officials. 
If  a  sturdy  Gauda  boldly  states  how  matters  really  stand  and  accuses  the 
master  of  neglect,  his  tale  is  plausibly  explained  away  by  the  same  petty 
aathoritiea    Should  the  worst  come  to  the  worst  the  master  is  trans- 
feired  to  another  station  at  a  distance.    Here  also  he  finds  means  of 
of  ingratiating  himself  with  the  officials,  and  intrenched  behind  their 
favor  repeats  the   same  course,  feeliiig  pretty  secure  of  gaining  the  day 
when  inquiry  arises.    Some  of  these  men  have  now  been  got  rid  of.    It 
was  only  from  laxity  in  enforcing  the  safe  guards  I  originally  provided 
against  their  admission  that  they  got  in.    My  object  in  referring  to  these 
two  classes  is  to  draw  attention  to  the  inequity  of  continuing  in  both 
cases  to  pay  them  the  same  salaries.    The  man  who  has  exerted  him- 
self in  a  praiseworthy  manner  to  promote  the  interests  of  his  school,  and 
who  is  overrun  with  more  boys  than  he  can  teach,  gets  no  higher  reward 
than  the  malingering  idler  who,  keeping  together  eight  or  ten  boys  for 
show  at  examination,  wastes  the  most  of  his  timjB.    So  strongly  have  the 
men  felt  the  disappointment  of  not  being  promoted  as  they  had  every 
leason  to  expect  that  some  have  been  forced  to  resign.    For  it  should 
be  remembered  that  the  modest  stii)end  of  seven  rupees  is  only  sufficient 
for  the  support  of  a  young  man  who  has  no  encumbrances.    When  he 
has  established  himself  by  his  exertions  in  a  place  and  taken  to  himself 
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a  ?dfe,  he  finds  this  pay  quite  inadequate  for  the  support  of  a  growing 
family.  It  is  time  therefore  that  the  men  should  be  graded  and  have 
some  rules  of  promotion.  The  hobli  schools  being  now  estabUshed  every 
where  a  good  opportunity  presents  itself  for  considering  this  questioa 

84.  On  the  inadequacy  of  the  inspecting  staff  for  village  schools 

some  remarks  have  already  been  made  in  a 
Inspection  oTHdbU  Schools.        former  part  of  this  report,  and   the  remedies 

proposed  have  been  described.  In  the  Beso- 
lution  of  the  Government  of  India  the  subject  is  also  alluded  to.  I  trust 
in  the  ensuing  year  that  a  more  effectual  control  may  be  exercised  over 
these  schools,  but  nothing  will  so  powerfully  strengthen  the  hands  of  all 
concerned  as  holding  out  to  the  masters  some  inducement  to^  regularity 
and  exertioa 

85.  The  attendance  at  the  schools  has  not  increased  quite  in  the 

ratio  of  the  schools.  For  this  there  are  seve- 
Attcndance  at  the  Schools.  ral  reasons.    One  is  that  the  most  populous 

villages  having  first  been  occupied  those  more 
recently  taken  up  have  had  a  smaller  contingent  of  pupils  to  send  to 
school.  The  flagging  of  exertions  occasioned  by  the  absence  of  a 
systematic  plan  of  rewards  has  also  had  a  serious  effect.  In  the  present 
year  some  exceptional  causes  have  tended  to  reduce  the  general  atten- 
dance, among  which  I  may  specifiy  the  epidemic  of  dengue  fever,  which  has 
been  very  severe  in  the  Mysore  District,  as  well  as  small-pox  in  other 
parts. 

86.  On  the  question  of  female  education  there  is  much  diversity 

of  opinion  among  the  rural  population.  Many 
Girls  in  H6bii  Schools.  are  entirely  Opposed  to  it.    Others,  who  con- 

sider it  desirable,  object  to  sending  girls  to 
the  same  schools  with  boys.  The  remainder  who  are  not  deterred  by 
either  of  these  considerations  form  a  small  minority.  Hence  the  num- 
ber of  girls  at  the  schools  is  disproportionately  few.  It  is  not  however 
desirable  that  the  matter  should  bo  pushed  on  in  advance  of  the  peoples' 
views  regarding  its  utility.  It  is  better  to  leave  the  education  given  to 
thek  boys  to  produce  its  natural  effect  in  familiarizing  all  ranks  with 
school  training,  until  it  becomes  as  much  a  matter  of  course  for  girls  as 
for  boys. 
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87.  These  consist  of  young  men  who  are  during  the  day  occupied 

with  manual  labor   in  the  fields,  but  who 
Adult  Night  studentB.  are  willing  to  give  an  hour  or  two  in  the 

evening  to  learn  to  read  and  write.  The 
class  is  apt  to  fluctuate  according  to  the  seasons.  For  in  the  period  for 
general  ploughing  and  sowing,  and  at  reaping  time  when  the  grain  has 
to  be  watched  all  night,  farmers  and  farm  laborers  have  little  time  to 
spare  from  their  immediate  occupations.  Such  opportunities  however  as 
are  afforded  by  the  school  are  thankfully  availed  of  and  appreciated  in 
many  of  the  agricultural  districts. 

88.  The  Chief  Commissioner  in  reviewing  the  Educational  Report 

for  last  year,  acknowledged  that  the  pro* 
EiteKon  of  vaiage  Schools.       posed  number  of  hobU  schools  could  not  be 

said  to  adequately  meet  all  the  requirements 
of  the  Province  in  respect  to  primary  education,  and  that  a  very  consi- 
derable addition  would  probably  requu'e  to  be  made  to  it  at  no  distant 
period.  The  case  is  even  stronger,  for  the  sanctioned  number  of  schools 
was  based  on  the  number  of  hobUs  existing  at  the  time  the  scheme  was 
proposed.  Those  of  the  Nagar  Division  had  not  however  at  that  time 
been  reorganized.  The  effect  of  the  reconstruction  since  carried  out  has 
been  to  reduce  the  list  in  that  part  of  the  country,  and  consequently  the 
rnunber  of  schools  provided  for  it  under  the  former  system.  It  is  in  the 
other  two  more  populous  Divisions  however  that  the  need  is  most  felt  of 
additional  schools.  The  Deputy  Commissioners  of  the  four  Districts  in  the 
First  Circle  have  recommended  the  establishment  of  277  new  village 
schools,  238  Kanarese  and  29  Hindustani,  while  the  Deputy  Commis- 
ffloners  of  the  four  Districts  in  the  Second  Circle  have  put  down  only  52 
as  the  number  required  in  addition  to  those  now  established.  This 
shews  the  extent  of  the  demand  as  well  as  the  quarters  from  which  it 
arises. 

89.  The  necessity  for  assistance  to  many  of  the  present  masters  by 

the  appointment  of  pupil  teachers  may  also 

Pupa  TeacheiB.  be  prominently  brought  forward.  Such  schools 

as  Tyamagondlu  with  a  steady  attendance 

70  pupils  and  only   on  e  master,  Bidadi  with  60,  and  many  others 

mi^t  be  cited  as  instances.     It  is  futile  to  expect  much  advance 
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in  the  standard  of  education  while  the  best  school  masters  are  overworked 
to  the  extent  of  having  no  assistance  in  teaching  so  large  a  number  of 
pupils,  divided  into  four  or  five  separate  classes.  On  an  average  it  may 
be  said  that  30  boys  are  as  many  as  one  master  can  undertake  to  teach 
efficiently.  The  people  are  well  aware  of  this,  and  often  withhold  tbdr 
children  because  there  is  only  one  master  in  the  school  to  a  large  number 
of  pupils,  and  then  start  a  school  of  their  own  on  seeing  no  prospect  of 
Government  making  the  necessary  provision.

D.    Female  Schools. 
00.    That  a  favorable  feeling  towards  female  education  is  on  the 
increase  there  is  abundance  of  evidence.    The 
Popular  foeUng  on  the  robject     classes  most  friendly  to  it,  SO  f ar  as  I  have  ob- 
served, are  the  Sri  Vwshnava  Brahmans  and 
the  Vartakas  or  merchants,  yrith  some  other  tracing  castes.     To  these 
I  may  add  the  Jains,  of  which  sect  a  goodly  number  of  prls  lately  joined 
the  Hassan  School  The  pupils  are  some  as  young  as  five  years'  old,  while 
the  eldest  are  notabove  eleven.   The  great  majority  are  Uttle  more  than 
infants.  It  is  not  easy  to  enforce  very  strict  discipline  in  these  8chool& 
The  whims  of  the  girls  have  to  be  considered,  and  the  general  managp- 
ment  accommodated  to  the  wants  of  complete  childhood.     The  parents 
at  the  beat  haidly  look  upon  the  education  of  their  daughters  as  a  vary 
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senoas  bosinesSi  and  are  content  to  let  them  go  to  school  or  stop 
away  according  to  their  changeable  inclination.  When  the  girls  take  a 
fimcj  to  the  school  they  are  generally  very  punctual  and  regular  and 
learn  more  quickly  than  boys  of  the  same  age.  The  aim  of  the  instruc- 
tion given  is  to  teach  them  to  read  and  write  well,  and  to  do  ordinary  sums 
in  arithmetic.  They  also  learn  geography. 

91.    The  Bangalore  School  has  been  well  attended  during  the  year. 

The  Chintamani  and  Magadi  Schools,  contain. 

Fkrticiiian  ofSchoob.  ing  merchants' daughters,  continue  satisfactory. 

A  very  promising  school  has  sprung  up  at 

Sidlaghatta.    The  entire  number  in  operation  is  eight,  which  will  be 

added  to  during  the  ensuing  year.

92.     The  importance  of  these  institutions  cannot  be  overrated  when 

viewed  in  connection  with  the  mischief  and 

GcDoii  Konnai  Schod.  annoyance    occasioned  by    incompetent  and 

untrained  school  masters.    I  am  not  disposed 

to  lay  too  much  stress  on  what  can  be  done  by  normal  training,  as  if  it 

could  make  up  for  defects  in  disposition  and  character  which  unfit  a  man 

tobe  an  instractor  of  the  young.    But  looking  on  teaching  as  a  pro£Bs- 
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sion,  there  is  more  ground  to  expect  satisfactory  results  from  the  labors 
of  a  tutor  who  has  received  special  preparation  for  his  work  than,  other 
things  being  equal,  from  the  unsystematic  efforts  of  one  who  has  not  been  so 
trained.  But  as  the  school  master's  is  not  a  popular  calling,  it  is  only  in 
rare  cases  that  the  raw  material  presented  for  elaboration  in  the  candi- 
dates who  join  a  normal  school  is  entirely  suitable  for  the  purpose. 
And  even  in  such  instances  if  the  training  should  turn  out  an  aooom- 
plished  teacher,  other  Departments  with  more  attractive  and  lucrative 
prospects  generally  derive  the  benefit  It  has  therefore  been  found,  not 
alone  in  this  Province  but  in  other  parts  of  India,  that  the  Normal 
School  becomes  a  sort  of  refuge  for  the  destitute,  where  young  men  are 
paid  for  being  educated  If  they  have  good  abilities  they  soon  obtain 
qualifications  which  ensure  them  employment  in  any  Department  The 
residue,  namely  those  who  are  slow  and  backward,  perforce  remain  to  be 
made  the  best  of. 

93.  In  Older  to  check  this  state  of  things,  every  student  of  the 
Normal  School  was  required  to  sign  an  engagement  that  he  will  serYe  in 
the  Department  for  five  years  or  refund  the  money  he  has  received  in 
stipends.  But  this  does  not  efiectually  prevent  desertions,  as  a  young 
man  with  good  prospects  can  easily  raise  the  money  which  he  forfeits  by 
leaving  the  Educational  Department  for  another.  For  the  remaining 
students  a  final  examination  was  appointed,  without  passing  which,  and 
gaining  a  certificate  of  qualification,  they  could  not  be  appointed  as 
masters.  But  here  again  students  sometimes  preferred  to  fail  purposely 
in  the  examination  and  stay  on  for  another  year  or  two  in  Bangalore,  trust- 
ing that  chance  might  turn  up  something  in  their  favor,  than  pass  and 
take  up  an  appointment  in  a  station  distant  from  home  and  perhaps  un- 
healthy. I  have  no  doubt  myself  that  the  Normal  School  should  from 
the  first  have  been  periodically  transferred  from  one  District  to  another, 
and  not  kept  stationary  in  Bangalore.  Each  part  of  the  country  would 
thus  have  obtained  masters  accustomed  to  its  climate  and  ways  of  hving, 
and  probably  belonging  to  the  class  which  was  locally  the  most  numerous. 
But  as  the  case  stood  the  temptation  of  the  stipend  was  too  strong  not  to 
attract  many  poor  boysbelonging  to  Bangalore,  who  having  obtained  mas- 
terships in  the  remoter  parts  of  the  country  are  continually  laid  op 
with  fever,  requiring  sick  leave,  intriguing  for  transfer  to  the  neighbour- 
hood of  home,  and  generally  miserable  and  uninterested  in  their  work 
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94  The  sanctioned  number  of  District  and  Talook  schools  having 
been  established,  the  English  and  Kanarese  Normal  Schools  were  closed. 
Bat  I  am  of  opinion  that  a  Normal  School  located  from  time  to  time  in 
the  different  Districts  is  a  desideratum^  into  which  those  of  the  existing 
masters  who  stand  most  in  need  of  instruction  and  training  might  be 
required  to  enter  for  a  period.  Some  local  volunteers  might  also  be  re- 
ceived as  students,  to  be  taken  into  employ  if  the  others  should  not 
make  satisfactory  improvement.  In  this  way  the  evils  which  have  re- 
salted  from  the  want  of  forethought  at  the  beginning  may  graduaUy  be 
remedied,  and  the  Department  generally  rendered  more  efiBcient. 

95.  Every  effort  has  been  made  for  the  improvement  of  this  school, 

and  the  teachers  who  have  gone  out  from  it 
HiDd»tiDi  Nomai  School.  have  done  remarkably  well  Six  students 
gained  certificates  of  qualification  as  teachers 
at  the  inspection  held  in  October,  With  the  view  of  imparting  a  higher 
coarse  of  instruction  in  mathematics,  history  and  geography,  a  Mahome- 
daa  who  has  passed  the  First  Arts  Examination  of  the  Madras  University 
has  been  engaged  to  assist  the  Head  Master.  A  practising  class  composed 
of  Mahomedan  boys  has  also  been  opened  for  the  benefit  of  the  students 
imder  training. 

96.  The  three  schools  established  for  this  purpose  were  all  loca- 

ted in  the  Nagar  Division,  where  alone  there 
iWDnigSdiodbfarH6biiMasteiE.   remained  vacant  hoblis  to  be  supplied  with 

teachers.  The  Nandidroog  School  was  sta- 
tioned at  Chellakere,the  Ashtagram  School  at  Tirthahalli,andthe  Nagar 
School  at  Davanagere.  From  the  three  schools  52  men  were  passed  as 
qoalified  for  the  position  of  village  teacher.  The  23  who  were  trained  at 
Tfrthahalli  are  reported  to  have  been  as  a  whole  superior  to  those  who  were 
mider  instruction  in  the  other  two  schools.  The  training  masters  have 
been  provided  with  inspection  work  since  the  final  examination  in  Febru- 
ary, as  previously  described.  But  I  am  under  the  impression  that  one, 
if  not  all,  of  these  training  schools  will  have  to  be  maintained  in  a  manner 
similar  to  that  proposed  for  the  General  Normal  School  and  for  a  like  pur- 
pose. An  opportunity  will  thus  be  afforded  for  supplementing  defects  in 
tbe  training  the  men  have  already  received,  which,  although  it  was  superior 
at  the  time  of  their  appointment  to  any  training  that  village  teachers 
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had  ever  preyiously  been  placed  under,  is  in  many  cases  insnffident  to 
enable  the  men  to  carry  their  pupils  on  to  the  highest  class.  Should  the 
extension  of  village  schools  be  determined  on  the  re-opening  of  one  or 
more  of  the  training  schools  will  be  indispensable.

1.   Engineering  Sdiods. 


97. 


This  class  forms  a  branch  of  the  High  School,  and  is  attended 

by  twelve  students,  of  whom  five  are  nativea 

Engineerk^  GasB,  Bangalare.       On  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Beveridge,  who  had 

been  connected  with  the  institution  for  several 

years,  Mr.  J.  Conquest,  b.  a.  was  appointed  to  the  charge,  and  is  reported 

by  the  Principal  to  have  exerted  himself  for  the  advancement  of  the 

students  in  their  professional  training. 

98.    Three  students  lately  underwent  examination  for  the  Sur- 
veyor's Test  by  papers  sent  fix)m  the  Qvil 
Sumyw'bTeBt.  Engmeering  College  at  Madras.    They  have 

each  obtained  a  third  class  certificate  on  con- 
dition that  the  survey  of  a  square  mile  of  town  and  country,  on  which 
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tiiey  are  now  engaged,  is  satisfactorily  completed.  The  other  snb- 
jects  in  which  they  have  passed  are  Chain  and  Compass  Surveying,  Level- 
hng,  and  use  of  the  Theodolite.  In  the  Traverse  examination  they  did 
poorly. 

99.  This  class  is  attached  to  the  Toomkoor  District  School,  and 

conducted  by  the  Head  Master,  Mr.  Birch,  who 
lOa^ueaiDg  Ow,  Toomkoor.  has  received  some  training  in  the  Civil  Engi- 
neering College  at  Madras.  There  are  13 
papQs  who  are  instructed  in  surveying  and  plan  drawing.  A  supply  of 
aiqparatus  from  the  Engineering  School  has  lately  been  granted  for  the 
use  of  the  students,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  enable  satisfactory 
progress  to  be  made  during  the  ensuing  year. 

lOOa.    Several  pupils  of  the  Chikka  Ballapura  Anglo-vernacular 

school  were,  on  the  application  of  Mr.  Target 

^^^eeriDgPapflfl  from  Chikka  of  the  Irrigation  Department,  recommended  by 

me  a  few  months  ago  for  the  purpose  of  being 
tamed  ia  his  office  as  Surveyors.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  all  have  turned 
out  very  well  and  made  rapid  progress.  Two  are  now  admitted  into  full 
employ  as  Surveyors,  on  a  salary  of  Bs.  30  a  month,  another  gets 
B8.20* 

2.  JaUSchods. 

100.  The  instruction  of  convicts  was  first  attempted  in  the  Central 

Jail  at  Bangalore,  and  the  results  have  proved 
liutnictiin  of  CoovictB.  suflSdently  encouraging  to  lead  to  a  copying  of 

the  example  in  other  prisons.  '  Classes  are  ac- 
cordingly now  heU  in  the  Jails  at  Mysore  and  Shimoga,  as  well  as  in 
the  one  at  Bangalora  The  entire  number  of  convicts  receivmg  instruc- 
tion in  these  three  stations  is  696,  of  whom  635  are  Hindus,  20  Mahome- 
dans  and  41  others.  As  stated  in  last  year's  report  the  attendance  at  the 
classes  is  quite  optional  There  is  no  compulsion  used  and  but  few  in- 
docements  are  held  out  The  lessons  are  never  allowed  to  interfere  with 
the  work  hours,  but  are  found  a  profitable  and  useful  way  of  filling  up 
the  last  30  or  40  minutes  of  the  day  previous  to  locking  up.  They  have  a 
good  efiect  in  promoting  order  and  in  giving  some  employment  to  the 
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mind^  which  in  men  sitaated  as  many  of  the  oonvicts  are  is  apt  to 
deteriorate  or  become  weak. 

101.  Dr.  Henderson,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Central  Jail,  has 

favored  me  with  the  following  particulars 
G^otnl  Jail,  BangjUorc.  regarding  the   institution  under  his  charge. 

'^  The  education  is  carried  on  in  small  classes 
taught  by  convict  monitors  under  the  superintendence  of  the  jail  school 
masters.  The  subjects  taught  are  only  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic, 
with  a  little  geography  and  history  of  India.  The  results,  although  not 
very  great  absolutely,  are  yet  very  satisfactory  and  creditable  taken  in 
connection  with  circumstances.  During  last  year  121  men  were  released 
who  had  learnt  to  read  and  write  in  the  jail.  This  in  itself  is  a  proof 
that  the  classes  are  pretty  well  looked  after  and  are  taken  advantage  of, 
and  that  probably  as  much  is  obtained  from  them  as  could  fiedrly  be 
anticipated.  For  it  is  not  to  be  expected  that  men  of  grown  years  and 
of  habits  such  as  criminals  have  possibly  acquired  will  prove  quick  or 
ready  learners  in  this  respect.  But  even  if  they  do  but  make  a  beginning 
in  the  jail  it  cannot  fail  to  give  them  some  mental  stimulus  and  to  raise 
the  nature  of  the  man. 

102.  "  In  no  place  probably  is  there  a  greater  necessity  to  offer 
some  small  particles  of  learning,  for  out  of  722  admissions  only  43  could 
read  and  write,  and  as  many  of  them  make  a  prolonged  stay  in  the  jail 
and  are  yet  young  men,  it  cannot  but  be  felt  in  some  respects  a  duty,  as 
it  is  doubtless  good  policy,  to  make  some  endeavours  to  diminish  this 
extent  of  want  of  educatioa 

103.  "  It  is  not  known  whether  the  men  keep  up  or  make  efforts 
to  increase  their  knowledge  after  release,  but  it  is  a  very  usual  request 
among  them  on  release  to  ask  for  a  book  to  take  with  them  to  enable 
them  to  do  so,  as  well  as  probably  to  shew  off  their  wonderful  acquire- 
ments  before  their  relatives  and  friends. 

104.  "  In  the  Juvenile  Prison  educational  measures  are  more 

extended  and  have  produced  very  fair  results. 

Juvenile  Prison.  but  the  short  time  most  of  the  boys  are  in  for 

prevents  their  being  carried  to  any  length  upon 
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the  path  of  knowledge.  Some  who  have  been  for  a  longer  time  have 
acquired  a  very  fair  amount  of  acquaintance  with  the  three  Rs  as  well 
as  geography  and  history,  and  also  committed  to  memory  most  of  the 
hymns  in  the  Padya  Sara. 

105.  "Among  the  females  something  educational  is  also  being 

done  by  having  a  woman  to  come  and  read  to 
Feicafe  Coimcts.  them  and  to  teach  them  three  times  a  week 

for  half  an  hour,  but  I  regret  to  say  much  pro- 
gress has  not  been  made,  so  that  the  soil  offered  is  not  favorable  for 
experiments  in  the  higher  education  of  women." 

106.  What  may  be  the  extent  of  the  known  criminal  population 

of  this  Province  I  am  not  aware,  but  in  connec- 
GhUdien  of  Criminals.  tion  with  the  forcgoing  remarks  by  Dr.  Hen- 

derson, and  the  interesting  effects  produced 
opon  the  adult  convicts  in  jail  by  the  little  teaching  they  receive,  it  ap- 
pears to  me  that  special  provisions  for  the  instruction  of  the  children  of 
criminals  undergoing  imprisonment  would  be  entirely  in  accordance  with 
the  maxim  that  '  prevention  is  better  than  cure.'  The  subject  has  I 
believe  received  attention  in  England,  although  the  Ragged  Schools  there 
have  for  years  provided  resorts  for  those  of  that  class  who  are  willing 
to  learn.  Much  has  no  doubt  been  written  and  said  as  to  the  comforts 
and  even  luxuries  of  convicts  under  the  modem  system  of  jail  administra- 
tion, and  the  proposal  I  refer  to  will  as  surely  be  regarded  as  one  for 
providing  for  their  families  as  well,  but,  viewed  in  the  interests  of  the 
public,  it  seems  a  question  deserving  of  serious  consideration  if  it  holds 
oat  a  reasonable  prospect  of  leading  to  a  reduction  in  the  numbers  of 
the  criminal  classes.

110.  Of  the  five  schools  faUing  mider  this  head  four  are  located  at 

Bangalore,  which,  it  should  be  remembered, 
UcUityoftheSchooU.  consists  of  two  almost  independent  portions 

nearly  two  miles  apart,  namely,  the  original 
native  town  of  Bangalore  Proper,  containing  the  P^te  and  the  Fort ;  and 
the  HQitaiy  Cantonment,  with  extensive  bazars,  shops,  offices,  and  all 
fte  outgrowth  of  such  a  settlement,  besides  an  entire  quarter  occupied  by 
pensioned  European  soldiers  and  their  families.  The  salubrity  of  the 
climate  which  has  led  these  veterans  to  establish  themselves  here  also 
attracts  a  large  body  of  private  European  residenta  The  remaining 
school  is  at  the  city  of  Mysore,  the  residence  of  His  Highness  the  Mah&- 
raji  Two  of  the  former  are  designed  for  Europeans  and  Eurasians,  of 
which  Bishop  Cotton's  School  is  conducted  on  Church  of  England  princi- 
ples, while  Saint  Andrew's  School  belongs  to  the  Church  of  Scotland 
The  other  schools  are  established  for  natives.  Of  these,  the  Native 
Educational  Institution  and  the  school  at  Mysore  are  connected  with  the 
Wesleyan  Mission,  the  third  is  the  London  Mission  Institution. 

111.    The  number  of  students  from  the  schools  that  passed  the 
University  examinations  has  already  been  given 
irindiai  Featur«.  undor  that  head,    rishop  Cotton's  and  Saint 

Andrew's  profess  to  iLuintain  a  College  Depart- 
ment up  to  the  standard  of  the  B.  A.  degree.  The  ^l:^ssion  schools  have 
adopted  the  Entrance  examination  as  their  highest  standard.  It  is 
sufficient  here  to  say  that  all  are  making  satisftxtory  progress.  Further 
details  may  be  gathered  from  the  Inspection  reports.  The  new  buildings 
erected  for  Bishop  Cotton's  Schools  were  completed  and  occupied  during

the  year.  After  all  the  vicissitudes  through  which  this  school  has 
passed  since  its  foundation,  it  is  very  encouraging  to  ohserve  its  present 
prosperous  condition,  as  Bangalore  offers  in  many  respects  a  particalarly 
suitable  field  in  which  to  carry  out  the  views  proposed  by  the  late  Bishop 
Cotton  and  adopted  by  Lord  Canning.  Each  of  these  higher  class  aided- 
schools  has  now  commodious  premises  of  its  own. 

112.  Mr.  Lawrence,  the  Secretary  to  the  Lawrence  Military  Asylom 
Commission,  came  to  Bangalore  last  year  and 
visited  several  of  the  Higher  and  Middle  Class 
European  schools.  His  inquiiy  embraced  two 
important  questions  among  others,  namely,  the  part  taken  by  Local 
Committees,  where  such  existed,  in  the  general  management  of  the 
institutions,  and  the  extent  to  which  the  schools  were  self  supporting. 
On  the  latter  point  it  will  be  seen  from  the  tables  that  the  cost  to  the 
State  of  educating  each  boy  in  Bishop  Cotton  s  School  is  Ra  37  a  year 
out  of  a  total  expenditure  of  Bs.  101  a  head  ;  in  Saint  Andrew's  Bs.  38 
against  Ra,87 ;  in  other  words,  Government  pays  36*6  per  cent  of  the 
expense  of  instruction  in  the  former  and  436  per  cent  in  the  latter.  The 
following  shews  the  proportion  of  expense  borne  by  Government  in  the 
principal  aided-schools  for  European  and  Eurasian  children,  ezo^t 
Saint  Andrew's  given  above,  including  the  branch  schools  for  girls  and 
infants.

B.    Aided  Schools  of  the  MeddiiE  Class. 

113.  The  nine  aided-schools  of  the  middle  class  are  all  but  one 
dtnated  in  different  parts  of  Bangalore,  six  of  them  being  designed  for 
European  and  Eurasian  children.  Saint  John's  District  Schools  for 
Protestants,  and  Saint  Joseph^s  Seminary  for  Roman  Catholics,  are  in 
the  European  Pensioners'  Lines  in  the  extreme  north.  Miss  Ferguson's 
School  and  Saint  Patrick's  Seminary  for  the  same  classes  respectively 
are  in  S61e,  a  large  suburb  to  the  east.  The  first  named  is  a  mixed 
school  containing  about  an  equal  number  of  boys  and  girls.  The  Can- 
t(»unent  Orphanage  is  in  the  same  neighbourhood.  The  Ordnance 
School  is  in  the  Fort,  which  lies  to  the  extreme  south  and  beyond-the 
native  town.  The  school  is  intended  for  the  children  of  artificers  employ- 
ed in  the  arsenal. 

114.  Of  the  schools  for  natives,  the  London  Mission  schools  in 
the  Cantonment  and  at  Alasuru  are  popular  and  useful  institutiona  The 
Jahagfrdar's  School  at  Yelanduru  in  the  Mysore  District  is  now  in  receipt 
of  a  grant  in- aid,  and  may  be  included  in  this  section.  I  have  already 
notioed  at  length  the  condition  of  the  middle  class  schools  under  Govern- 
ment Institutions.

C.    Aided  Schcwls  of  the  Lower  Class. 

115.  There   are  55  schools  coming  under  this  head,   of  whidi 

number  27  are  Hindustani,   14  Eanaiese,  6 
ciaaseB  of  Schools.  Sanskrit,  4  Tamil  and  Telugu,   and  4  Anglo- 

vernacular.  From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen 
that  among  natives  the  Mahomedans  have  taken  the  most  advantage 
of  the  grant-in-aid  rules.  The  majority  of  the  Kanarese  schools  beloog 
to  the  Wesleyan  Mission,  while  those  of  the  Anglo-yemacular  class  are 
Soman  Catholic. 

116.  Most  of  these  schools  are  similar  in  character  to  the  Hobli  or 

Village  schools,  and  it  appears  to  me  that 
Special  Grantriihaid  Rniefl  required,  gome  Special  sjstcm  of  aid  to  them,  perhaps 
from  Local  or  Municipal  Funds,  could  be 
better  adapted  to  then*  circun^stances  than  the  grant-in-aid  rules,  which 
have  principally  in  view  institutions  of  a  higher  class.  It  will  be  easily 
understood  by  any  one  practically  acquainted  with  the  application  of 
these  rules  to  the  inferior  classes  of  schools,  especially  those  under 
native  management,  that  the  receipts  from  private  sources  upon  which 
grants  are  based  are  extremely  unreliable.  A  more  suitable  method  of 
dispensing  aid  would  hold  out  fewer  temptations  to  fabricate  returns  (^ 
accounts.  The  payment  by  results  is  a  system  adopted  in  certain  parts 
of  India  which  appears  to  offer  some  advantages  in  dealing  with  the 
kind  of  schools  now  mentioned,  but  it  is  perhaps  troublesome  and  too 
mechanical. 

117.  Nearly  all  the  Hindustani  Madrasas  follow  the  course  ap- 

pointed   for  Government   schools,  with  the 

Hiodivtfiu  Madraaaa.  addition  of  a  few  leUgious  books.    But  in 

some  schools  whatever  books  the  boys  hai¥^ 
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to  bring  with  them  are  used  for  reading  from,  and  I  regret  to  say  that 
occasionaliy  these  have  been  found  to  be  of  the  most  objectionable 
character.  Erotic  poetry  is  the  great  delight  of  the  Mahomedans  every- 
where. When  the  school  books  now  under  preparation  for  a  revised 
course  of  study  in  Hindustani  and  Persian  schools  are  ready,  their  use 
will  be  insisted  on  alike  in  Government  and  aided-schools. 

118.    The  Sanskrit  schools  hardly  fall  in  the  same  category  with 
lower  class  schools  intended  for  the  masses  ; 
Sanskrit  Sdioois.  but  it  has  been  the  practice  to  classify  them 

with  other  purely  vernacular  schools.  They  are 
attended  entirely  by  Brahmans,  some  of  the  students  being  not  less  than 
thirty  years  of  age.  The  teachers  are  pandits  of  estabhshed  reputation. 
The  studies  commencing  with  the  Amara  E6sha  or  Basha  Manjari,  are 
carried  on  through  theRaghuvamsha  or  Kumara  Sambhava,  followed  in  a 
higher  grade  by  the  Magha  and  Naishada,  until  the  abridgments  of  the 
Ramayana  and  other  poetical  works,  termed  the  Champu  Grantha,  are 
mastered.  Plays  or  Nataka,  such  as  the  Sakuntala  of  Ealidasa,  are  then 
stodied  by  some  of  the  students,  others  go  through  a  course  of  Tarka  or 
kgic,  and  a  third  set  enter  upon  the  intricacies  of  Vyakarana  or  gram- 
mar, with  the  aid  of  the  Laghu  Kaumudi  or  the  Siddhanta  Eaumudi 
Most  of  the  schools  are  admirably  conducted,  and  are  really  seats  of 
learning  in  which  one  may  encounter  the  best  intellects  among  the 
risu^  generatioa  The  scope  of  the  studies  is  however  too  confined  in 
being  limited  to  language  alone.  An  attempt  has  been  made  with 
saccess  to  introduce  mathematical  and  other  subjects  into  some  of  the 
schools.

D«  Aided  Female  Schools. 

119.  There  are  three  Female  schools  of  the  higher  class  receiving 

aid  from  Government,  all  in  Bangalora  Bishop 
Higher  Class.  Cotton  s  Girls'  School  has  been  more  closely 

associated  with  the  Boys'  School,  and  both  de- 
partments are  now  under  one  head.  A  college  class  has  in  consequence 
been  formed  for  the  advanced  pupils,  in  which  Latin,  Euclid,  and  other 
subjects  not  generally  introduced  into  girls'  schools  are  taught.  Of  the 
propriety  of  such  a  course  of  study  in  the  present  case  I  confess  that  I 
do  not  feel  suflBdently  convinced.  It  would  no  doubt  be  a  valuable  train- 
ing for  a  normal  class,  composed  of  young  ladies  who  entered  it  with  the 
avowed  object  of  becoming  governesses  or  school  mistresses.  But  such 
I  imagine  is  destined  to  be  the  lot  of  but  few  among  those  now  in  the 
college  class,  and  perhaps  of  not  a  single  one  by  choice.  Under  these 
circumstances  I  should  be  disposed  to  recommend  a  reconsideration  of 
the  matter  and  the  directing  of  attention  to  subjects  of  more  immediate 
practical  importance  in  private  families,  a  knowledge  of  which  is  essential 
to  the  mistress  of  a  house  whatever  class  of  society  she  may  belong  to. 

120.  Saint  Bartholomew's  School  at  Mysore  was  closed  in  October, 

as  it  was  found  by  the  chaplain,  Mr.  Wynch, 
Middle  Class.  impossible  to  obtain  a  satisfactory  attendance. 

This  leaves  Saint  John's  Girls  and  Infants' 
Schools  and  Miss  Ferguson's,  which  are  all  doing  excellent  work. 

121.  Among  the  Vernacular  Girls'  Schools  special  prominence  may 

be  given  to  those  for  Kanarese  girls,  connected 

Lower  aiw,  Kaoarcflc.  with  the  London  and  Wesleyan  Missions.  The 

former  body  have  five    schools  in  different 
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parts  of  the  native  town  of  Bangalore  attended  by  489  pupils.  The 
schools  are  under  the  management  of  an  English  lady^  and  are  conducted 
with  great  success.  The  Wesleyan  schools  are  principally  in  the  dty  of 
Mysore,  where  a  corresponding  influence  is  exerted  on  the  female  popu- 
lation. The  Shethalli  Catholic  School  is  much  appreciated  by  the  girls  of 
the  agricultural  classes  in  the  neighbourhood. 

122.  The  Caste  Girls'  School  at  Alsuru  and  the  Hindu  Female 

School  are  in  eveiy  way  satisfactory.     The 
"fsuuL  former  is  attached  to  the  Wesleyan  Mission, 

while  the  latter  is  under  the  management  of  a 
Native  Committee. 

123.  Many  allowances    must  undoubtedly  be  made  for  the  two 

Mahomedan  female  schools,  both  in  Bangalore, 
H**^«**^«  one  being  in  the  Cantonment  and  the  other  in 

the  Pete.  A  certain  proportion  of  the  girls 
in  each  school  have  learnt  to  read  and  cipher  accurately.  Instruction  in 
writing  is  looked  upon  as  dangerous.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  needlework 
and  embroidery  have  been  set  aside  owing,  it  is  alleged,  to  want  of  funds. 
It  behoves  the  Mahomedans  to  bestir  themselves  in  an  especial  manner 
for  the  better  support  of  these  schools  now  that  Government  is  making 
sach  hberal  concessions  to  them  in  the  matter  of  education.

124.  From  returns  received  from  the  Depui?  Commissioners  of 

Districts  and  from  Missionaiy  Societies  it  is 
statifttioB.  gathered  that  there  are  1,493  private  uDsided- 

schools  in  the  Province  with  an  average  daOy 
attendance  of  18,075  pupils.  The  number  of  Hindu  schools  is  stated  to 
be  1^377,  of  Mahomedan  schools  61 .  The  income  of  all  the  schools  from 
fees  and  every  other  source  amounts  to  Rs.  37,123  a  year.  From  these 
figures  we  derive  an  average  of  12  pupils  to  a  school  and  an  income  of- 
Es.  24 — 13—10  a  year.  Though  the  former  may  not  be  far  wrong,  the 
latter  is  probably  below  the  truth. 

125.  In  1865  a  native  Sub-Deputy  Inspector  traveUed  over  the 

whole  of  the  country  on  an  inquixy  into  the 
Oomporison  with  1865.  number  of  indigcuous  Hindu  schools,  and  fiu^ 

nished  a  statement  for  the  whole  Province  of 
1,602  schools  with  22,648  pupils,  yielding  an  income  of  Rs.  7,121  a  year. 
Since  that  tune  therefore  we  are  left  to  conclude  that  notwithstanding  the 
great  impetus  given  to  education  among  the  rural  classes  225  schools 
have  disappeared,  and  that  at  least  6,200  pupils  have  been  absorbed 
into  the  Government  schools.  At  the  same  time  the  profits  of  private 
teachers  have  risen  in  the  ratio  of  1  to  5  2  Bs.  These  deductions  must  be 
taken  for  what  the  data  are  wortL 

126.  These  schools  are  of  various  kinds  and  degrees  of  efficiency. 

The  most  common  are  those  established  under 
indigeDoos  Schook  the  patronage  of  some  influential  man.    An 

agreement  is  made  with  the  master  for  a  cer- 
tain period,  two  or  three  years  as  the  case  may  be,  in  which  time  he  on- 
dertakes  to  teach  up  to  a  certain  standard  the  boys  of  his  patron  or 
any  others  whom  his  patron  may  send  to  the  school.  An  advance  is 
made  of  a  great  part  of  the  salary  agreed  upon,  whereby  the  master  is 
bound  down  to  the  eugagoinent.  The  pupils  at  the  end  of  the  course 
should  be  able  to  write  or  read  an  ordinary  letter,  know  all  the  tables  of 
multiplication  and  addition  of  integers  and  fractions,  the  money  tables  and 
weights  and  measures,  with  the  simple  rules  of  arithmetic,  and  be  able  to 
recite  verses  from  such  a  work  as  the  Jaimini  Bhai^ta  or  Bhakti  Sara 
and  fix)m  the  Amara  Kosha,    Of  these  they  are  not  expected  to  know 
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tiie  meaamg.  It  is  rarely  that  the  tutor  himself  knows  ii  When  the 
master  has  completed  his  term,  if  not  re-engaged  for  a  further  period,  he 
goes  elsewhere  and  begins  again  in  a  similar  manner.  Other  schools 
which  are  more  permanent  are  of  the  same  description  and  pursue  the 
same  coarse  of  sti ^>^  va-ieJ  a'rorJing  to  the  abilities  and  intelligence  of 
the  master.  All  the  respectable  boys  of  the  place  from  the  age  of  six 
and  upwards  will  geaerally  enter  such  a  school. 

127.  The  lucky  day  for  the  commencement  of  a  boy's  studies  hav- 

ing boon  determined  by  the  family  astrologer, 
iniUition.  the  master  and  the  new  pupil's  future  school 

fellows  are  invited  to  an  entertainment  at  the 
father's  house,  where  an  initiatory  ceremony  called  Ondniaiwje  is  perform- 
ed.   This  consists  of  writing  with  red   s mdal   powder  on  a  platter  of 
boiled  rice  the  following  invocation  to  Sarasvati,  the  goddess  of  learning. 
Sarasvati  namas  tubhyam 
Varade  kamarupini, 
Vidyarambham  karishyami 
Siddhir  bhavatu  me  sada. 
To  this  verse  thus  written  the  little  boy  kneels  down  and  applies  his 
forehead,  receiving  upon  it  the  impression  of  the  letters.    At  the  close  of 
the  feast  the  schoolmaster  carries  him  off  and  gives  him  his  first  lesson* 

128.  For  some  months  the  boy  will  be  employed  in  learning  the 

alphabet  and  multiplication  tables,  by  writing 

ProawtioQ.  them  on  the  sand  with  his  finger.    When  he 

has  mastered  these  elements  and  is  considered 

capable  of  using  a  writing  tablet  or  board,  he  is  promoted  to  a  higher 

grade  with  a  similar  ceremony.    On  this  occasion  the  invocation  of 

Sarasvati  runs  thus: — 

Padma  patra  vishal  akshi 
Padma  kesara  varnini, 
Nityam  padmalaye  devi 
Sa  mam  patu  Sarasvati 

which  words  being  written  in  sandal  powder  on  the  writing  tablet  are 
apphed  to  the  forehead  as  before. 

129.  Numerous  ceremonies  intervene  during  the  school  course. 
Tn76dadii  P6ja  Three  dajB  from  the  thirteenth  day  after  each 

K 
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new  or  full  moon  are,  according  to  the  practice  of  vedic  schools,  considered 
unlucky  and  unsuitable  for  study.  On  the  evening  therefore  of  the  thir- 
teenth day  or  trayddasi,  the  Trayodasi  puje  is  performed  before  breakiDg 
up.  This  consists  first  of  the  worship  of  Vinayaka  or  Ganesa,  of  whom,  if  the 
usual  brass  image  is  not  at  hand,  a  small  representation  is  made  in  cow- 
dung.  The  boys  in  succession  go  down  before  the  image  with  arms  cross- 
ed in  front,  each  hand  holding  the  opposite  ear.  Preserving  this  imcom- 
forfcable  posture,  they  go  round  seven,  nine  or  eleven  times,  as  the  case 
may  be,  striking  the  ground  with  their  elbows.  Then  follows  the  Sarasvati 
puje,  or  recitation  of  mantras  and  presentation  of  offerings  to  the  pile  of 
school  apparatus  surmounted  by  the  dreaded  cane.  The  offeriDgs  are 
the  perquisites  of  the  master. 

130.    At  the  time  of  the  annual  Dasara  feast,  con-esponding  with 
the  Durga  puja  celebration  in  the  north  of 
Haharoavam  Castoms.  India,  the  masters  of  indigenous  schools  often 

reap  considerable  profits.  On  the  first  day  of 
the  feast  the  writing  boards  are  all  cleaned  and  set  apart  as  consecrated. 
The  seventh  day  (or  sometimes  the  eighth,  according  to  the  position  of 
the  ruling  asterism)  is  dedicated  to  the  worship  of  Sarasvati.  On  that 
day  the  pile  of  school  apparatus  is  decorated  with  flowers,  garlands  and 
pictures,  and  illuminated.  After  the  cii'cumambulation  of  the  image  of 
Gan^sa  on  elbows  and  knees  as  previously  described,  worship  is  offered 
to  the  school  books  in  honor  of  the  goddess  of  learning,  with  presenta- 
tion of  the  sixteen  kinds  of  offerings.  The  ninth  day,  or  Maharnavami, 
being  the  great  day  on  which  the  gods  are  supposed  to  be  most  propiti- 
ous, all  weapons  of  war,  all  implements  of  trade,  all  tools  and  instru- 
ments  are  worshipped  by  their  respective  owners  in  propitiation  of 
Lakshmi,  the  goddess  of  fortune.  On  Dasami,  or  the  tenth,  the  gods 
are  carried  in  procession.  From  that  date  for  a  month  or  more  it  is  the 
practice  for  private  teachers  to  preambulate  the  streets  followed  by  their 
pupils,  who  are  dressed  up  for  the  occasion  and  dance  along  with  songs, 
marking  time  by  striking  together  painted  wands.  This  is  called  the 
Kdldta  or  s\ick  dance.  The  procession  stops  at  the  doors  of  friendly 
houses,  where  the  boys  repeat  certain  dialogues  appropriate  to  the  occa- 
sion, or  sing  Maharnavami  padyas*  and  are  rewarded  with  fruit  or  sweet-

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meats,  the  master  at  the  same  time  receiving  from  a  few  amias  up  to 
seTCral  rupees  according  to  the  wealth  of  the  donor  or  the  reputation  of 
the  recipient.  As  much  as  Rs.  30  or  even  Rs.  50  will  be  collected  in 
this  manner  by  a  successful  man.  The  rehearsal  of  the  Maharnavami 
padyas  occupies  a  good  deal  of  time  during  the  month  or  two  preceding 
the  Dasara  feast  This  harmless  popular  diversion  of  the  Kolata  I  have 
not  thought  it  necessary  to  prohibit  in  Hobli  schools  so  long  as  it  is  not 
allowed  to  interfere  with  the  regular  school  duties.  It  might  even  be 
tamed  to  good  account. 

131.    For  in  educational  as  in  all  other  measures  it  is  of  the 
greatest  importance  to  carry  the  people  with 
Beotrtioos.  us,  and  in  order  to  do  this  it  is  necessary  to 

gain  as  close  an  acquaintance  as  possible 
with  popular  customs  and  ways  of  proceeding,  that  we  may  know  how  to 
present  to  the  people  in  a  familiar  and  agreeable  dress  those  subjects  to 
which  it  is  desired  especially  to  turn  their  attention.  In  the  course  of 
conversation  with  the  headman  of  a  village  in  the  Malnad,  during  my 
last  tour,  on  the  Government  system  of  education,  after  listening  to  his 
various  objections,  finding  him  a  more  than  usually  intelligent  man  and 
one  who  appeared  to  feel  a  sort  of  paternal  responsibility  resting  on  him 
to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  villagers  under  him,  I  asked  him  what  he 
would  have.  To  this  he  replied  by  inviting  me  to  his  village,  where  he 
assembled  a  number  of  boys  and  made  them  go  through  a  performance 
which,  I  think,  merits  notice.  The  boys  formed  into  two  lines,  facing 
each  other,  and  carried  on  a  long  dialogue,  each  side  singing  a  verse 
ahemately  in  unison.  One  side  represented  a  party  of  village  elders  in 
qoest  of  a  bride,  the  other  the  eiders  of  the  village  to  which  the  girl 
who  was  sought  belonged.  The  former  represented  in  glowing  terms 
the  beauties  and  comforts  their  village  had  to  offer  and  the  advantages 
rfan  alliance  with  them,  while  the  latter  extolled  their  own  village  and 
pretended  to  treat  the  application  as  most  presumptuous.  However  a 
matual  agreement  is  at  last  come  to,  and  the  piece  ends.  The  recital  was 
accompanied  by  appropriate  action,  the  boys  advancing,  receding  and 
acting  out  the  whole  thing  with  capital  expression  of  the  different  feelings 
involved.  The  spirit  with  which  they  entered  into  it,  and  the  evident 
interest  with  which  the  spectators  looked  on  and  followed  the  statements 
of  either  parly,  made  it  not  only  a  lively  exhibition  but  shewed  how 
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popular  this  kind  of  thing  was  with  toth  the  bDys  and  their  friends. 
To  the  boys  it  was  instruction  blended  with  amusement ;  for  the  pictures 
respectively  drawn  by  either  party  of  its  own  village  brought  in,  as  a 
matter  of  course,  allusions  to  all  the  features  of  the  district,  its  streams 
and  hills,  its  trees  and  cultivation,  its  fertility  and  advantages  of  every 
sort.  There  were  many  exercises  of  a  similar  description  which  the  boys 
had  learnt,  and  I  am  quite  of  opinion  that  something  of  the  kind  would 
form  a  valuable  adjunct  to  the  ordinary  school  studies,  which  are  apt 
to  become  so  dull  and  irksome.  There  is  no  limit  to  the  range  of  subjects 
which  might  in  this  manner  be  taught  in  village  schools  and  become 
indelibly  impressed  on  the  minds  alike  of  boys  and  adults,  such  as  the 
pros  and  cans  of  any  system  of  cultivation,  of  sanitation,  of  vaccination, 
of  female  education,  &c, 

132.  Mention  may  here  be  made  of  a  different  style  of  school, 

which  also  indicates  the  popular  conception  of

School.  what  IS  wanted  as  formed  by  a  man  more  m 

contact  with  Europeans  and  higher  education, 
Mr.  Arcot  Narayansami  Modahar,  a  wealthy  merchant  and  keeper  of  a 
European  store  in  the  Cantonment  of  Bangalore,  has  in  the  most  praise- 
worthy manner  erected  at  his  own  expense  a  lai^e  two-storied  building 
tor  a  school,  and  endowed  it  with  a  foundation  fund  of  lis.  40,000.  The 
building  was  publicly  opened  last  month.  The  instruction  provides  for  a 
course  of  English  up  to  the  Matriculation  standard,  and  for  special  lessons 
in  Sanskrit.  But  one  half  of  the  building  is  to  be  for  industrial  classes. 
This  appears  to  me  an  important  feature,  for  it  is  in  the  practical  appH- 
cation  of  knowledge  acquired  at  schools  to  the  purposes  of  daily  life  that 
instiiiction  and  guidance  is  at  the  present  time  most  needed.  Thus  only 
can  the  cutcherries  be  to  some  extent  relieved  of  the  crowd  of  volunteers 
and  candidates  by  which  they  are  now  beset,  and  private  enterpiises  be 
set  on  foot  which  will  open  out  to  educated  men  the  means  of  obtaining 
a  livelihood  independently  of  Government  employ. 

VII.    SCHOLARSHIPS. 

133.  Scholarships  are  granted  to  deserving  students  in  the  High 

School  at  Bangalore  and  in  the  Baj^'s  School 

Government  Scholarships.  at  Mysorc.    The  monthly  amount  thus  spent 

from  the  public  funds  in  the  former  is  Rs.  60, 
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distributed  among  22  students,  ard  in  the  latter  Bs.  50,  among  20. 
There  is  also  a  scholarship  of  Rs.  4  a  month  in  the  Hunasuru  Anglo-ver- 
nacular School.  Of  the  scholarships  of  Rs.  4  each  granted  for  the  en- 
couragement of  students  in  Engineering,  two  are  attached  to  the  High 
School  and  two  to  the  Toomkoor  District  School.  They  are  designed 
for  sons  of  mestris,  that  is  builders,  carpenters,  &c. 

134.  Stipends  are  granted  in  the  Medical  Department  to  native 

pupils  who  are  candidates  for  the  Mysore 
Native  Medical  Pupils.  Subordinate  Medical  Service.     They  must  be 

between  the  ages  of  15  and  19,  and  must  pass 
a  preliminary  examination  in  general  subjects.  Preference  is  given  to 
the  sons  of  individuals  in  the  service  of  the  Mysore  and  Coorg  Com- 
missions. The  accepted  pupils  are  attached  for  two  years  to  a  Civil  Hos- 
pital, under  the  directions  of  the  Deputy  Inspector  General^  Indian  Me- 
dical Department,  receiving  stipends  of  Rs.  7  a  month  the  first  year  and 
Rs.  8  the  second.  They  are  eventually  drafted  into  the  Junior  Depart- 
ment of  the  Madras  Medical  College,  but  have  previously  to  pass  an  exa- 
mination in  medical  subjects  every  six  months.  Four  candidates  were 
entered  as  Medical  Pupils  in  1872. 

135.  In  tlie  RajtVs  School  some  additional  scholarships  are  given 

by  Colonel  Malleson,  Guardian  to  His  Highness 
Prhate  Scholarships.  tlio  Mahai^ujd,  for  the  assistance  of  students 

in  college  classes.  From  the  interest  on 
surplus  funds  granted  by  the  late  JIaharaja  eight  scholarships  have  been 
established  at  a  monthly  cost  of  Rs.  12  for  pnpils  in  the  vernacular 
branches  of  the  same  institution.  They  are  equally  divided  between 
the  Kanarese  and  Hindustani  schools. 

1 36.  Two  scholarships  of  the  value  of  Rs.  7  a  month  are  granted 

to  matriculated  students  from  the  proceeds  of 
DuM»  Scholarehips.  a  fund  raised  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  Major 

General  Dobbs,  a  former  officer  of  the  Mysore 
Commissioa  One  is  attached  to  the  High  School,  and  the  other  to  the 
Native  Educational  Institution. 

137.  A  gold  medal  in  connection  with  the  same  fund  is  awarded 

annually  on  the  result  of  a  competitive  exami- 
^^**»  ^^^^  nation  in  the  English  Scriptures,  open  to  all 
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Protestant  stadents  of  whatever  race,  class  or  denomination,  who  have 
been  educated  in  the  Mysore  country  for  the  period  of  at  least  two  years 
immediately  preceding  the  examination,  and  whose  age  is  not  more  than 
19  years. 

Vm.    EMPLOYMENT  OF  STUDENTS  IN  THE  PUBUC 
SERVICE. 

138.  All  ranks  of  the  public  service  are  becoming  more  and  more 

filled  with  educated  young  men.    Many  recent 
OniiielncreBse.  appointments  to  the    influential  position  of 

Talook  Amildar  have  been  given  to  young  men 
formerly  educated  in  the  High  School  and  well  acquainted  with  English. 
A  knowledge  of  this  language  is  more  necessary  now  than  formerly,  owing 
to  the  more  general  distribution  of  European  officers  over  the  Province, 
and  the  greater  frequency  of  intercourse  between  the  Native  Revenue 
Ofiicials  and  the  European  Executive  Officers  of  all  Departments  who  are 
continually  touring  over  the  country  on  duty. 

1 39.  Branch  examinations  for  the  General  Test  established  by  the 

Madras   Government  for  candidates  for  the

modification  of  the  requirements  for  the  exami- 
nations of  the  Madras  University  still  greater  improvements  might  be 
effected.  Through  the  medium  of  English  alone  can  instruction  in 
various  branches  of  science  be  convoyed  with  anything  like  success,  for 
the  technical  terms  do  not  exist  in  the  vernaculars.  But  under  present 
circumstances  it  is  a  matter  for  regret  that  no  leisure  is  left  for  such 
studies. 
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141.  An  inferior  traming  in  the  language^  not  sufficient  to  give  a 

boy  more  than  a  smattering,  has  been  entirely 
inkrior  Eng^ih  Schools.  condemned.     It  is  mischievous  in  its  effects 

on  the  boy  himself  by  often  taking  him  out 
of  the  position  he  would  naturally  occupy  in  the  community,  and  yet  not 
properly  fitting  him  for  the  one  he  covets.  The  time,  not  to  say  money, 
spent  on  his  education  are  thus  to  a  great  extent  wasted,  for  he  receives 
a  thorough  training  neither  in  English  nor  in  the  vernacular.  For  these 
reasons  while  eveiy  effort  is  made  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  superior 
Anglo-vernacular  schools  the  inferior  ones  are  being  either  raised  to 
that  grade  or  abolished. 

142.  In  view  of  these  arrangements  the  natives  of  the  upper 

classes  who  require  an  English  education  for 
Expense.  their  children  should  be  prepared  to  pay  a 

much  larger  proportion  of  the  expense  than 
they  now  do.  Not  that  the  rates  should  be  made  prohibitive,  but  Es.  30  a 
year  paid  in  fees  hardly  seems  an  adequate  contribution  from  a  wealthy 
native  for  the  education  of  his  son  in  a  college  class  at  the  High 
School. 

X.  BOOK  DEPARTMENT. 

A.  Book  Dqoots. 

143. .   Books  are  supplied  to  the  various  schools  and  the  public  from 

a  Central  Depot  in  Bangalore,    Each  District 

Syrtem  of  Supply.  and  Talook  School  is  a  Branch  Depot,  through 

which  books  are  sold  and  distributed  to  the 

village  schools  and  the  country  population  generally.  The  books,  whether 

such  as  are  obtained  from  England  by  indent  through  the  Secretary  of 

State,  or  vernacular  works  published  here,  are  sold  at  cost  price  with  a 

slight  addition  to  cover  the  expenses  of  transit. 

144.    The  value  of  the  stock  in  the  Central  Depot  is  estimated  at 

Rs.   53,523,  of  which  were  added  during  the

The  books  supplied  to  Branch  Depots  for  sale

B.  School  Bodies. 

146.  As  a  Committco  is  now  sitting  under  the  orders  of  the 

Government  of  India  for  the  examination  of  all 
Text  Books.  text  books  used  in  every  descripti(Mi  of  school 

supported  or  aided  by  Government,  it  is  un- 
necessary here  to  anticipate  the  reports  and  recommendations  that  will 
be  submitted  through  that  channel.  It  may  however  be  stated  generally 
that  the  matter  had  previously  received  much  attention. 

147.  A  series  of  elementary  works  in  Kanarese  w:as  specially  pre- 

pared under    my  direction  when  the  hobli 
Kana^se.  schools  where  first  established.    An  attempt 

was  made  in  them  to  combine  the  best  Euro- 
pean and  native  methods.  The  books  have  been  published  at  the  Mysore 
Government  Press  in  large  editions  and  are  exceedingly  popular,  being 
used  in  private  as  well  as  in  Government  schools.  They  consist  of  the

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XL    LITERATURE. 

152.  The  Annual  Review  of  Literature  was  separately  submitted 

as  usual    The  principal  original  work  publish- 
Annual  Review  far  1872.  gfl  ^^g  a  Manual  of  Coorg  Civil  Law,  compiled 

by  Captain  Cole,  late  Superintendent  of  Coorg, 
with  the  assistance  of  the  heads  of  clans.  The  vernacular  works  are 
mostly  reprints  and  come  chiefly  under  the  heads  of  Fiction,  Poetry  and 
Religion,  with  one  or  two  school  books.  Stories  and  poems  relating  to 
Krishna,  among  which  may  be  mentioned  a  translation  into  Eanarese 
of  the  Gita  Govinda,  indicate  the  most  popular  taste  among  Hindus, 
while  works  relating  to  Mahommed  and  his  religious  system  were  the 
most  numerous  publications  for  Musalmans. 

1 53.  In  the  course  of  my  tours  I  have  made  inquiries  after  manu- 

scripts of  old  works  and  have  succeeded 
Minuscriptaofoid  Kanarete  Literature,  during  the  past  year  in  obtaining  the  follow- 
ing, all  in  the  Ancient  Kanarese  dialect 

AdiFwdim—k  religious  work  of  the  Jains.  Appears  to  have  been 
translated  from  the  Prakrit  in  A.  S.  863  by  Eavita  Gunarnava. 

Fampa  Bdmiyam—li  Jain  work,  in  which  the  account  of  Rama  differs 
from  that  of  the  Brahmans.  The  manuscript  is  dated  A.S.  1517. 
The  poem  is  conjectured  to  be  the  work  of  Hampa  or  Pampa 
Kavi,  mentioned  as  an  old  author  in  the  Shdbda  Mam  Dor- 
pcma^  whose  date  is  placed  700  years  ago.  It  has  been  adopt- 
ed by  the  Madras  University  as  a  text  book  for  the  b.  a.  exar 
mination  and  will  shortly  be  published. 

Chalurdsya  Nighantu^k  Kanarese  Dictionary  by  Chaturfisya,  about 
whom  nothing  has  been  discovered. 

Manga  BdjdNighaniu  or^A  Sanskrit  and  Eanarese  Vocabulaiy  '^ 

Kavi   Manga   Abhidhdna  J  verse,  arranged  somewhat  on  the  plan  of  <i>6

Concerning  Ndga  Varma  several  traditions  aro  prevalent  in  the  south  of 
the  Mysore  District,  bat  I  have  not  yet  had  time  to  trace  them  out.  The 
following  of  his  works  have  been  obtained* 

Ndga  Varma  Clihandas — A  work  on  Kanarese  prosody.  Three  different 
manuscripts  of  it  have  been  handed  over  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kittel, 
who  will  edit  them  for  publication  at  the  German  Mission 
Press,  Mangalore,  along  with  the  Kdvyavdokana  a  work  on 
Rhetoric  by  the  same  poet 

BJmM  BhusJuma — A  grammar  of  the  Kanarese  language  by  Naga 
Varma,  in  Sanskrit  aphorisms  on  the  principle  of  Panini.  Is 
being  prepared  for  publication. 

Shabddnushdsana — A  similar  work  of  later  date,  with  an  extensive  com- 
mentary entitled, 

Mmjan  McJiaranda^  by  Bhattakalanka  Deva,  in  which  he  professes  to 
have  exhausted  the  subject  and  left  no  possible  objection  un- 
answered. Date  appears  to  be  A. S.  1526.  The  work  is  being 
prepared  for  publication. 

Ndckirdjiya—k  Jain  commentary  in  Kanarese  by  Nachi  Raja  on  the 
Sanskrit  Amara  Kosha. 

Apgdjiya — A  similar  work  by  Appaji,  in  which  he  notes  the  difference 
between  his  renderings  and  those  of  Ndchi  Raja. 

Sarvagm  Fadyagcdu — A  Lingayat  work  on  morality  and  a  variety  of 
topics.  Some  parts  have  been  published,  but  the  manuscript 
contains  a  large  number  of  unpublished  verses. 

XII.    THE  PRESS. 

154.    The  Wesleyan  Mission  Press  at  Bangalore,  the  oldest,  I  be- 
lieve, in  the  Province,  and  the  one  for  which 
Q«Ba.  Kanarese  type  was  first  cast,  has  been  closed 

and  the  plant  sold  into  private  handa.  The 
Colombian  Press,  the  next  in  order  of  establishment,  has  also  been  dis- 
posed of,  and  with  it  has  gone  the  ^^Bangdbre  Herald;'  the  oldest  local 
newspaper  and  for  many  years  the  only  one. 
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155.  There  are  now  thirteen  presses,  the  list  of  which  wfll  be 

found  in  the  statistical  returns  under  that 
Number  of  PreaeB.  head,  with  details  of  the  publications  issued 

from  each.  Two  are  connected  with  Govern- 
ment. Of  the  rest,  four  are  in  European  hands,  four  are  Hindu  and 
three  Mahomedan.     All  are  situated  in  Bangalore. 

1 56.  The  English  newspapers  are   two,  the  '^  Bangdhre  Spedator" 

with  which  has  lately  been  incorporated  the 

Newspapers.  Bangalore  Herald,  BJid  ihe  "^  Bangahre  Exa- 

miner^*  started  after    the   stoppage    of  the 

Herald.    The  three  vomacular  newspapers  are  all  Hindustdni,  namely, 

the  KJiasim-ul  Aklibar^  the  Talism  e  Karian^  and  the  Mysore  Akhbar, 

XIII.    SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

157.  The  decision  of  the  Government  of  India  on  the  character  of 

the  school  buildings  erected  in  Mysore  was 
Tabok  School  Houae*.  made  known  towards  the  close  of  the  year. 

The  erection  of  talook  school  houses  had  been 
stopped  during  the  previous  year  until  the  orders  of  Government  on  the 
question  should  be  received.  Permission  being  now  given  to  proceed 
with  the  buildings,  two  school  houses  were  commenced  according  to  the 
second  class  standard  design  at  Hole  Honnuru  in  Shimoga  District  and  at 
Tarlkere  in  Kadoor  District  The  work  is  being  carried  out  by  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works.  Many  of  the  talook  schools  are  very  badly 
accommodated  in  rented  premises.  These,  though  the  best  available, 
are  so  unsuitable  in  many  cases  as  seriously  to  interfere  with  the 
management  of  the  schools. 

158.  Returns  have   been  called  for  from  all  talooks  shewing  the 

amounts  spent  by  private  individuals  on  the 
Hobii  School  HouscB.  erection  of  hobli  school  houses.    So  far  as  the 

returns  have  been  received  it  appears  that 
Rs.  2,226  have  been  expended  on  45  school  houses.  In  most  cases  new 
buildings  have  been  erected,  in  some  existing  buildings  have  been  pur- 
chased and  adapted.  The  principal  difficulty  in  getting  the  ryots  to 
build  village  school  houses  lies  in  the  restrictions  imposed  upon  obtaining 
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wood  for  the  purpose.  They  are  ready  in  most  places  to.  carry  out  the 
work  if  allowed  the  wood  required.  Grants-in-aid  for  this  purpose  will 
probably  be  required  before  the  hobli  schools  generally  are  provided  with 
premises  erected  specially  for  them.  Many  are  now  accommodated  in 
temples,  chatrams  and  other  public  buildings. 

159.  A  grant  of  Rs.  2,000  was  made  to  the  committee  of  the 

Chatur  Veda  Siddhanta  Sabha  Seminaries  to- 
Baflding  Grints  to  Aided-Schoois.  wards  the  crcction  of  new  premises.    These 
have  now  been  completed  and  occupied. 

XIV.  CONCLUSION. 

160.  In  bringing  this  report  to  a  close  I  would  desire  specially  to

Major  Campbell,  late  Commissioner  of  Ashtagram, 
visited  every  school  that  came  in  the  course  of  his  last  tour  through  the 
Districts.  Captain  Hill,  Deputy  Commissioner  of  Mysore  (late  of  Has- 
san), and  Mr.  Kicketts,  Deputy  Commissioner  of  Bangalore,  have  been 
foremost  in  every  educational  measure. 

162.  In  the  Department  itself  so  serious  have  been  the  changes 

that  not  one  of  the  higher  officers  of  last  year 
.    To  Edocatioiiai  OfBoen.  is  now  on  duty.  Mr.  R.  G.  Hodson,  Inspector  of 

Schools  in  the  Second  Circle,  bad  much  reason 
for  satisfaction  in  the  success  of  his  efforts  for  improving  the  schools  in 
that  part  of  the  Province.    Mr.  C.  Waters,  m.  a.,  Principal  of  the  High 
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School,  kept  up  its  reputation  and  took  an  increasing  interest  in  bis 
work.  Mr.  E.  Marsden,  b.  a.  and  Mr.  J.  vS.  Pope,  b.  a.,  respectivdy 
their  successors,  have  given  me  every  satisfaction  in  their  new  spheres  of 
duty.  The  remarks  upon  the  various  classes  of  schools  in  this  and  the 
inspection  reports  are  the  best  testimony  to  the  exertions  of  the  Sub- 
Deputy  Inspectors  and  Masters  in  their  several  circles  and  stations^

mainly  due  to  the  inadequacj  of  the  teaching 
staff,  and  sanction  for  additional  help  is  urgently  needed.  The  upper 
classes  were  being  examined  by  written  questions  set  by  various  gentle- 
men, the  results  not  being  known  yet  The  lower  classes  I  examined 
vivd  voce.  The  second  did  well  in  History  of  England,  but  were  imper- 
fect in  knowledge  of  Algebra.  The  third  answered  well  in  Indian  History 
and  Geography  of  England,  and  worked  sums  in  vulgar  fractions  fairly. 
The  fourth  read  fairly  in  the  Third  Book  and  were  good  in  Arithmetic  as 
£eu*  as  the  compound  rules.  The  fifth  passed  a  fair  examination  in  His- 
tory and  Geography.  The  sixth  did  very  well  in  writing  to  dictation  and 
spelling.  Altogether  I  had  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with' the  state  of 
the  school,  and  would  repeat  the  commendation  to  which  Mr.  Dunning, 
the  Principal,  is  entitled  for  his  faithful  labors. 

The  vernacular  branches  were  minutely  examined.    My  remaiks  on 
them  will  be  found  under  the  appropriate  heads. 


4.    District  School^  jBosstm.— This  school  contained  195  pupils  as 
per  margin,  or  two  more  than  at  the  last  in- 
^^L  ™  spection.    Considering  that  the  popular  Head 

Master,  Mr.  Haldwell,  had  been  for  several 
months  laid|aside  through  serious  illness,  this  attendance  was  very  satisfac- 
tory. In  examining  the  various  classes  I  was  especially  gratified  with 
the  condition  of  the  third,  fifth  and  sixth  classes.  This  latter  contains 
no  less  than  80  pupils  and  is  most  ably  conducted  by  assistant  master 
Velandi  The  remaining  classes  did  well,  excepting  the  first,  which  was 
unsettled  by  the  preparations  for  Matriculation  and  change  of  masters. 
The  school  viewed  as  a  whole  presents  a  very  encouraging  aspect.  A 
good  spirit  prevails  throughout  and  masters  and  pupils  seem  equally  in 
earnest  in  their  work.  The  maintenance  of  this  feeling  is  creditable  to  the 
acting  Head  Master,  Venkatapataiengar,  from  Chikka  Ballapura,  and 
justifies  the  choice  which  appointed  him  to  this  responsible  office.  The 
assistant  masters  have  reason  to  be  disappointed  at  the  want  of  sancticm 
to  an  increase  of  their  salaries.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  opportunity  will 
offer  for  promoting  them,  especially  Velandi,  who  has  refused  tempting 
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dS&n  elsewhere  in  order  to  remaia  in  the  Department.  The  enlargement 
of  school  premises  and  appointment  of  additional  teachers  are  pressing 
necessities. 

5.  District  School^  Kcldr. — I  am  glad  to  report  that  this  school 
has  made  improvement  since  last  year,  I  was  especially  pleased  with 
the  mathematics  in  the  first  class,  which  is  taught  by  the  first  assistant 
Keshava  Rao.  The  Matriculation  class  does  not  appear  to  be  a  promising 
one,  but  some  of  the  more  hopeful  boys  of  the  first  class  will  be  promo- 
ted to  it  with  the  yiew  of  preparing  for  the  examination  of  next  year. 
The  second  class  did  fairly,  but  the  number  of  pupils  was  too  small  to 
warrant  the  formation  of  a  separate  grade  for  them.  The  third  class 
was  not  altogether  satisfactory  owing  to  defective  teaching  in  the  lan- 
guage subjects.  The  junior  classes  did  well  The  number  of  pupils  will, 
ibr  the  ensuing  year,  be  more  equally  distributed  in  the  classes,  and  with 
greater  energy  on  the  part  of  the  Head  Master  the  school  will,  I  trust, 
stand  well  at  the  next  inspection.

6.  Ghikka  Balidpura,—The  general  progress  of  this  school  has 
been  satisfactoiy.  The  first  class  contains  fewer  boys  than  last  year, 
owing  to  several  members  of  it  having  left  for  employment  in  various 
departments.  The  students  in  this  and  indeed  in  all  the  classes  have 
been  well  taught  and  passed  a  good  examination. 

7.  Chennapalna. — ^The  attendance,  it  will  be  seen^  continues  about 
the  same  as  last  year.  The  first  class  boy  did  well,  but  those  in  the 
seoood  and  third  classes  were  very  poor  in  several  of  their  lessona    The 
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fifth  class  answers  were  good.  The  minute  sab-divisions  in  this  school 
are  not  desirable,  but  seem  necessary  in  order  to  keep  np  the  atten- 
dance. 

8.  Gwv3lupSte, — With  nearly  the  same  numbers  as  last  year  this 
school  has  advanced  a  class  higher,  and  gave  me  much  satisfaction  alto- 
gether. The  arithmetic  perhaps  needs  a  little  more  attention.  The 
supply  of  eleven  wall  maps  seems  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  school 
The  Curator  should  have  some  regulation  iu  this  matter.  The  numerous 
representations  made  in  previous  reports  regarding  premises  are  here 
reiterated.  The  soldiers'  shed  offered  by  the  Deputy  Superintendent  is 
much  too  far  from  the  town  to  be  attended  by  the  boys,  otherwise  it 
might  be  altered  to  adapt  it  for  school  use.  The  erection  of  premises 
seems  to  be  the  only  way  of  meeting  the  difficulty.  The  people  subscri- 
bed and  paid  Rs.  250  for  the  purpose  some  years  ago,  and  a  deputation 
waited  on  me  with  a  very  significant  inquiry  as  to  what  bad  become  of 
the  money.  On  informing  them  that  it  was  not  sufficient,  they  declared 
their  willingness  to  add  to  it  il'  a  building  were  erected  at  once. 

9.  Hanasura, — The  numbers  have  gone  down  a  little  since  last  year 
owing  to  the  master  s  recent  absence  on  leave.  The  lessons  were  on  the 
whole  pretty  well  prepared,  but  the  boys  appear  to  be  very  irr^lar, 
which  prevents  the  attainment  of  any  high  standard.  The  question  of 
premises  has  been  brought  forward  again  and  again  for  years  past  I 
visited  the  large  buildings  partly  occupied  by  the  talook  cutcheny,  and, 
in  the  absence  of  any  better  provision,  recommend  the  alterationof  a  por- 
tion of  the  sheds  immediately  adjoining  the  cutcheny  into  a  school-room 
with  a  separate  entrance  into  the  street.  The  portion  referred  to  is  not 
used  for  any  purpose  now. 

10.  Hde  Ndrasipura. — The  attendance  has  slightly  increased,  and 
further  additions  appear  probable.  Many  of  the  lessons  brought  np  for 
examination  have  been  marked  as  imperfectly  studied.  The  masters 
have  been  cautioned  on  this  head.  The  fifth  class  did  the  best  cm  the 
whole.  The  object  lessons  given  by  the  assistant  master  are  commend- 
able. The  Kanarese  school  will  be  mentioned  elsewhere,  but  I  may 
here  state  that  the  enlargement  of  the  premises  is  imperatively  called 
for.

CAemtajpa^ysa— Did  exceediogly  well  in  examination,  especially  in 
the  second  and  third  classes.  The  Head  Master  is  evidently  suited  for 
this  station.  The  assistant  continues  iir^lar,  through  sickness  it  is 
said)  but  has  much  influence  in  procuring  a  good  attendance. 

12.  C%>s^<^— The  numbers  have  diminished  by  the  withdrawal 
of  some  of  the  elder  boys  who  were  not  willing  to  continue  their  studies. 
They  are  now  employed  as  shanbhogs.  The  school  did  not  on  the  whole 
appear  to  have  been  well  taught  The  master  has  suffered  from  sickness 
it  is  true,  but  I  fear  has  too  often  obtained  leave  on  private  affairs,  which 
has  interfered  with  the  progress  of  the  school  The  assistant  is  not 
qualified  for  bis  position.  Both  the  Head  Master  and  the  towns  people 
wished  to  have  the  Makali  hobli  master  instead.  He  has  since  been 
appointed  with  good  results. 

13.  DAxmdhdlU,'-'T!hQ  attendance  is  not  unsatisfactory,  though  for 
80  large  a  town  a  greater  number  of  pupils  might  have  been  looked  for« 
U  was  represented  that  the  appointment  of  an  assistant  master  would 
have  the  effect  of  immediately  increasing  the  attendance.  The  second  class 
ooDsists  of  two  boys,  Sudras.  One  of  them  was  very  ready  in  answering 
on  every  subject  of  examination.  The  third  class  boys  did  very  fairly, 
except  two  newly  admitted  ones  at  the  bottom.  The  fourth  class  boys 
were  at  all  stages  of  learning  to  read.  The  school  appears  to  me  to  be 
steadily  conducted,  but  there  is  a  want  of  animation  about  it  which  does 
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not  indicate  a  very  high  popularity.  The  reading  of  manuscripts  has  not 
been  properly  practised,  and  arithmetic  needs  more  careful  attention 
The  study  of  Indian  history  as  far  as  I  could  judge  had  absorbed  an 
undue  measure  of  school  time.  The  premises  are  much  improved  by  the 
recent  lowering  of  the  wall  in  front. 

14.  Dodda  BalUpura, — A  vast  and  substantial  improvement  has 
taken  place  here  in  consequence  of  the  appointment  of  a  new  master.  The 
change  is  not  greater  than  I  expected,  but  it  is  gratifying  to  find  my 
anticipations  so  completely  verified.  The  number  of  pupils  is  130,  and 
puts  this,  after  the  Kanarese  branch  of  the  Raja's  School,  at  the  head  of 
all  the  Kanarese  schools.  The  Head  Master  is  a  most  eflScient  teacher 
and  good  manager.  Under  his  superintendence  the  assistants  will 
improve.  The  complaints  about  the  distance  of  the  school  building 
from  the  principal  parts  of  the  town  are  numerous.  There  seems  no 
reason  to  doubt  that  if  the  school  had  been  built  within  the  town  even 
the  present  high  attendance  might  be  almost  doubled. 

15.  Hosdlcote. — I  cannot  report  altogether  favorably  regarding 
this  school.  It  has  indeed  been  seriously  affected  by  the  departure  of  a 
whole  class  of  advanced  pupils  who  are  now  engaged  in  trading  on  their 
own  account,  but  I  do  not  consider  that  the  remaining  pupils  give  evi- 
dence of  having  received  suBScient  attention.  The  classes  under  the 
assistant  master  did  fairly  well. 

16.  KdndkdnaMli.—The  condition  of  this  school  is  highly  satisfac- 
tory as  regards  the  attendance,  which  has  increased,  and  the  general 
interest  in  their  lessons  on  the  part  of  the  boys.  The  master  however 
has  fallen  into  a  common  fault  in  taking  them  on  too  fast,  the  conse- 
quence of  which  is  an  imperfect  knowledge  of  many  subjects  studied. 
On  this  point  he  has  been  warned.  The  first  class  consists  of  the  assis- 
tant master  and  two  others,  selected  rather  for  size  than  for  intelligence. 
The  second  class  was  more  advanced  in  reality.  The  whole  school  is 
most  wofuUy  overcrowded,  and  no  suitable  premises  are  procurable  fcr 
rent  The  building  which  must  be  erected  ought  to  stand  between  the 
fort  and  the  p^te,  A  piece  of  ground  is  available  next  to  the  travellers' 
bungalow  on  the  pete  side. 

17.  KengM.  —The  numbers  have  been  stationary  during  the  year, 
and  the  school  is  in  much  the  same  condition  as  last  reported   The 
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work  seems  to  be  anostentationsly  but  well  carried  on.    The  premises 
are  far  bom  desirable  for  school  occupation. 

18.  Ndamangdbk — ^With  the  signs  of  progress  here  I  was  much 
pleased.  Next  to  the  Dodda  Ballapura  School  this  one  contains  the 
highest  number  of  pupils.  I  was  especially  glad  to  note  the  improve- 
ment in  the  method  of  the  Head  Master  himself,  which  I  was  forced  at 
the  last  inspection  to  consider  defective. 

19.  Sarjdpura^k  well  attended  and  generally  satisfactory  school 
The  classes  were  well  prepared  with  their  lessons,  and  the  master  ap- 
pears to  be  popular  in  the  station. 

20.  Tdahanka, — ^The  boys  here  seemed  interested  in  their  lessons 
and  in  the  second  class  very  fluent  in  reading  and  translating  from  Padya 
Sara.  On  questioning  them  more  minutely  however  on  points  of  gram- 
mar and  the  meaning  and  appUcation  of  words,  they  seemed  much  at  a 
loss.  I  was  not  able  to  give  as  much  time  to  the  examination  of  the 
school  as  I  should  have  lilted  which  I  regret,  as  it  appears  to  be  an  inte- 
resting one.  An  application  was  made  for  the  admission  as  an  additional 
assistant  master  of  the  only  remaining  indigenous  teacher  in  the  town. 
He  will  bring  over  with  him  his  present  pupils,  22  in  number,  if  received 
into  Government  employ.    The  premises  need  enclosure  by  a  hedge.

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21.  BdgepdBi.—k  very  decided  impTOTement  has  taken  place  both 
in  the  attendance  and  the  instraction.  This  is  all  the  more  creditable  to 
the  new  master  as  the  residents  were  before  his  arrival  indifferent  to  the 
school,  and  its  prospects  were  by  no  means  encouraging. 

22.  BovoringpSle. — The  condition  of  this  school  was  not  on  the 
whole  so  good  as  last  year.  The  attendance  too  is  lower.  There  is  no 
evidence  of  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  master,  and  the  apparent  decline 
of  the  school  must  be  attributed  to  the  migratory  character  of  many  of 
the  residents  of  the  place  and  the  out-break  of  small-pox  thera 

23.  ChUJ^a  BaUdpura. — The  results  of  the  instruction  were  more 
stitisfactory  than  last  year.  But  the  advantage  has  been  gained  at  the 
sacrifice  of  a  good  many  pupils  whose  parents  wish  them  taught  in  the  old 
methods,  which  at  the  last  inspection  appeared  to  be  too  much  followed* 

24.  Chintdnitttu.—Tl^  school  gave  me  much  satisfaction.  It  has 
been  well  conducted,  and  the  master  and  his  assistant  have  both  improved 
in  teaching  since  last  year,  the  result  being  a  greater  readiness  on  the 
part  of  the  boys  in  answering  the  questions  put  to  them. 

25.  GMbidconiru. — The  progress  made  here  under  the  new  master 
is  very  marked.  The  attendance  has  more  than  doubled  and  the  lessons 
have  been  thoroughly  well  prepared.  A  pupil  teacher  is  uiigently  requi- 
red.   The  same  may  be  said  of  premises. 

26.  Gudibanda. — To  this  school  I  am  inclined  to  give  the  first 
place  among  the  Eolar  Talook  schools.  A  remarkable  impulse  seems  to 
have  been  given  to  education  in  the  place  lately,  and  the  Head  Master  is, 
I  believe,  entitled  to  take  credit  for  it  as  being  the  result  of  his  assiduous 
attention  to  the  school.  The  boys  of  the  second  dass  were  each  one 
almost  equally  well  up  in  the  subjects  for  examination,  and  a  strong 
spirit  of  emulation  was  apparent  among  them.  Though  cnly  54  pupils 
learn  Kanarese,  there  are,  besides,  30  Telugu  pupils,  without  any  addi- 
tional master  to  teach  them.  There  are  thus  only  two  teachers  to  the  84 
boys.  The  premises  are  quite  unsuited  for  the  school.  Every  inquiiy 
was  made  and  several  buildings  in  the  town  visited  to  see  if  any  better 
place  could  be  procured^  but  none  are  available.  There  is  a  pressing  need 
for  the  construction  of  a  good  school  house. 
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27.  Kdair. — I  am  unable  to  report  more  favorably  of  this  school 
than  last  year.  The  master  has  indeed  newly  come  here,  but  I  fear  that 
mnch  improvement  is  not  to  be  looked  for. 

28.  Mulabdgalu. — The  condition  of  the  Kanarese  School  did  not 
appear  to  me  satisfactory.  Some  of  the  most  advanced  boys  are  report- 
ed to  have  recently  left.  There  appears  to  be  a  good  deal  of  iotercst 
felt  in  it  by  the  people,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  next  inspection  wiD  find 
matters  improved. 

29.  Ncurasdpura. — (Maluru).  This  school  has  iacroased  its  atten- 
dance under  the  present  master,  and  the  instruction  is  satisfactory.  Though 
never  likely  to  be  a  large  school,  its  prospects  are  good  considering  the 
size  of  the  place  in  which  it  has  been  established. 

30.  Sruiivdspura. — The  new  master  had  but  recently  taken 
charge  at  the  time  of  my  visit.  Everything  had  to  be  arranged  de  novo 
as  the  school  was  brought  very  low  by  the  late  master.  I  expect  under 
the  present  management  to  see  a  great  improvement  in  the  state  of  the 
schools  at  this  important  station. 

31.  iSwBGk/fta^to.— The  school  here  is  a  very  good  one  and  largely 
attaided.  The  actual  number  of  pupils  is  over  40,  but  the  master  from 
some  mistaken  idea  does  not  shew  so  many  in  his  returns.  A  pupil 
teacher  is  very  much  needed,  as  also  premises.

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32.  Ghdmardjanagara.— The  attendance  has  increased  conside- 
rably owing  to  the  appointment  of  a  pupil  teacher.  The  condition  of  the 
school  is  in  every  way  very  gratifymg.  The  master  has  quite  gained  the 
confidence  of  the  people  and  has  a  good  method.  The  question  of  pre- 
mises awaits  disposal 

33.  Gundlup^te, — A  new  master  has  been  appointed  during  the  year, 
and  the  school  is  doing  very  well  under  the  supervision  of  the  English 
Head  Master.     • 

34.  Humsuru, — ^The  newly  appointed  master  had  just  taken  charge 
when  I  saw  the  school.  He  has  to  begin  entirely  afresh,  as  owing  to 
the  prolonged  absence  of  his  predecessor,  now  out  of  the  Department,  the 
school  has  hardly  had  any  existence  for  some  time.  The  numbers  wiQ 
probably  soon  increase. 

35.  Madduru. — The  state  of  the  school  is  any  thing  but  satisfao- 
tory  owing  either  to  want  of  energy,  or  want  of  ability,  in  the  master,  or 
perhaps  both.  His  removal  is  imperative.  No  improvement  has  taken 
place  during  the  year.  The  enclosure  of  the  school  compound  and  im- 
provement of  the  premises  remain  to  be  carried  out. 

36.  MdlavaUL'-k  large  increase  of  pupils  has  followed  on  the 
appointment  of  a  pupil  teacher.  The  school  is  one  of  the  most  satisfac- 
tory in  the  Department,  and  does  credit  to  the  exertions  of  the  Head 
Master.  The  premises,  the  best  procurable,  are  very  inadequate  to  the 
number  of  boys.  A  building  midway  between  the  fort  and  the  pei«, 
which  are  a  considerable  distance  apart,  would  attract  one  of  the  laiigest 
vernacular  schools  in  the  Province. 

37.  Mandya, — The  number  of  pupils  is  nearly  the  same  as  last 
year.  The  master  does  not  appear  to  have  exerted  himself  sufficiently. 
The  lessons  of  the  third  class  were  fair,  as  well  as  those  of  the  first  divi- 
sion of  the  fourth  class.  But  the  important  practice  of  writing  to  dictation 
had  been  entirely  neglected.   Provision  of  suitable  premises  is  called  for. 

38.  lif/5ore.— The  attendance  continues  at  the  high  rate  of  180, 
but  it  is  impossible  to  maintain  this  without  additional  help.  Accommo- 
dation also  is  urgently  needed.  The  verandah  as  well  as  two  rooms  are 
now  occupied  by  the  school,  but  even  so  it  is  difficult  to  pass  into  the 
classes  without  treading  on  the  boys,  so  closely  are  they  packed.  I  exa- 
mined the  various  classes,  and  was  greatly  pleased  with  the  proficiency  of 
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the  first  class  stadents.  They  have,  nnder  their  able  master,  Mallappa, 
aoqaired  a  knowledge  of  both  modern  and  old  Eanarese,  which  is  far  from 
Dsual.  In  fact  in  this  respect  they  may  be  considered  as  having  ap- 
proached the  ideal  standard  which,  in  devising  the  course  of  study  now 
pursued  throughout  the  Department,  it  was  my  desire  that  all  talook 
Kanarese  schools  should  reach. 

39,  Ncmjanagudu.— This  school  keeps  up  its  good  attendance  and  a 
high  standard  of  instruction.  I  was  somewhat  disappointed  during  the 
examination  to  observe  evidences  of  imperfect  teaching.  Attention  has 
been  directed  to  this  matter,  which  arises  partly  from  the  master  s  being 
overworked.  An  assistant  has  lately  been  sanctioned,  which  will  reUeve 
bim,  but  still  another  seems  to  be  required. 

40.  Seringapatam. — ^With  the  state  of  this  school  I  was  much  grati- 
fied The  attendance  is  higher  than  last  year,  and  the  lessons  have  been 
better  taught.  The  recent  appointment  of  a  pupil  teacher  will  lead  to  still 
further  improvement  The  premises  are  confined.  I  saw  another  house 
which  was  more  suitable  and  in  a  better  situation,  bat  it  is  unfortunately 
said  to  be  haunted  and  the  boys'  parents  refuse  to  send  their  children  there. 

41  Tedatorc—Uere  too  an  assistant  has  lately  been  appointed. 
The  attendance  is  good,  and  the  quality  of  the  instruction  highly  satis- 
factory.   The  premises  are  only  half  large  enough. 
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42.  AUru.— This  school,  I  regret  to  say,  is  a  complete  failure. 
After  visitiag  the  surrounding  villages  and  making  every  enquiry  on  the 
subject  I  have  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  it  is  useless  to  continue  a 
talook  school  here,  There  is  no  population  from  which  to  obtain  pupils. 
The  pete  of  Aluru  consists  of  a  few  houses  in  which  live  the  officials  of 
the  talook.  All  the  children  of  that  class  now  attend  the  school.  The 
village  of  Alum  is  more  than  a  mile  away,  and  occupied  by  Lingayat 
ryots,  whom  it  is  hopeless  to  prevail  upon  to  send  their  children  to  the 
Government  school  while  they  have  a  Lingayat  teacher  of  their  own  at 
hand.  But  granting  that  they  did  take  advantage  of  the  school,  the  at- 
tendance could  never  be  more  than  scanty. 

43.  Ardkcdagudu, — I  am  glad  to  report  a  very  great  improvement 
in  this  school,  both  as  regards  attendance  and  instruction.  Though  still 
elementary  it  is  in  a  more  promising  condition  than  I  have  ever  seen  it 
before.  The  building  is  greatly  in  need  of  repair.  The  defects  which  I 
pointed  out  in  the  manner  in  which  the  last  repairs  were  executed  are 
now  patent  to  any  one  who  may  visit  the  building. 

44.  Attikuppa. — A  very  good  school,  with  an  increased  attendance 
arising  from  the  appointment  of  a  pupil  teacher.  All  the  lessons  were 
well  done  except  arithmetic,  which  should  receive  more  attention.  A 
second  dass  has  been  formed.    The  premises  axe  very  confined. 

45.  Beluru. — The  removal  of  the  former  Head  Master  and  the  ap 
pointment  to  his  place  of  the  assistant  Gundappa  have  led  to  a  marked 
improvement.  The  attendance  is  now  52  against  33  at  the  last  inspec- 
tion. The  advance  made  by  this  school  under  the  present  arrangement 
has  been  repeatedly  brought  to  notice  by  the  Deputy  Superintendent 

46.  HdrandhcJiu — I  was  both  gratified  and  surprised  to  find  a 
vast  improvement  in  this  school  since  last  year.  This  is  due  to  the  newly 
appointed  master  and  does  him  great  credit  The  school  is  one  of  the 
best  in  the  District  Suitable  premises  are  much  needed. 

47.  Hassan. — The  school  is  going  on  satisfactorily.  It  was  re- 
presented that  if  held  in  a  separate  building  within  the  town  the  atten- 
dance would  be  very  much  larger.  I  am  of  opinion  that  this  is  likely,  but 
premises  for  the  purpose  are  not  procurable. 

48.  Hole  Narasfpura. — The  promotion  of  the  assistant  Siddappa  to 
be  the  Head  of  the  school  has  not  disappointed  expectation.  The  numbers 
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in  attendance  are  higher  than  last  year,  and  the  character  of  the  teach- 
ing continues  such  as  to  entitle  this  school  to  occupy  the  first  place 
among  the  talook  schools  of  the  Hassan  District. 

49.  Ndgamangala — A  mnst  disheartening  school  in  its  present 
state,  which  is  as  low  as  it  can  be,  not  even  excepting  the  case  of  the  Aliiru 
school.  Every  enquiry  was  made  with  the  view  of  restoring  it  to  its 
fonner  prosperity.  The  removal  of  the  master  is  absolutely  necessary. 
Numerous  complaints  were  brought  against  him.  But  the  occupation  of 
premises  unconnected  with  either  of  the  two  great  factions  in  the  town 
seems  equally  indispensable. 

50.  NuggehaOi. — It  was  a  pleasant  surprise  to  find  considerable 
improvement  in  this  school  over  last  year.  The  master  was  at  that  time 
a  great  sufiFererfrom  indigestion,  and  in  fact  had  resigned  himself  to 
melancholy  as  unable  ever  again  to  engage  in  active  work.  With  the 
view  however  of  putting  himself  under  the  treatment  of  a  native  doctor, 
whose  cui-es  were  reported  to  be  httle  short  of  miraculous,  he  set  out  on 
a  long  journey.  He  had  not  gone  far  before  the  symptoms  of  his  com- 
plaint became  weaker,  and  before  he  had  accomplished  half  the  journey 
felt  himself  quite  recovered.  He  is  now  a  complete  contrast  to  what  he 
was  a  year  ago,  and  is  cheerfully  engaged  in  improving  the  school 

51 .  SaJcalespiira. — The  transfer  of  Raghupataicngar  from  Beluru  to 
this  generally  shunned  school  has  not  been  detrimental  to  its  interests. 
I  was  hardly  prepared  to  find  it  carried  on  in  so  orderly  and  compara- 
tively efficient  a  manner.

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.  52.  Of  the  Telugu  schools  those  at  Mulabagalu  and  Chiniamani  are 
the  hest,  though  the  latter  is  not  numerously  attended.  The  Chikka 
Ballapura  School  is  a  fair  one.  That  at  Srinivaspura  is  in  an  improving 
state.  The  Gudibanda  School  has  no  separate  teacher,  but  tlie  appoiatr 
ment  of  one  is  necessary  on  account  of  the  number  of  pupils  in  atten- 
dance and  the  demands  of  the  people  as  regards  instmction  in  Telugu. 
There  is  a  strong  desire  for  a  Telugu  school  at  Kolar  also,  as  previously 
reported.

53.  Kdldr. — This  school  continues  to  give  satisfaction,  and  is  ably 
conducted.  The  elder  boys  have  been  allowed  to  join  the  Normal  School 
with  the  view  of  becoming  schoolmasters.  The  announcement  to  this 
effect  was  received  throughout  the  town  with  great  satisfaction  as  an 
evidence  of  Government  interest  in  the  education  of  the  Mahomedana 
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54.  ChiJcha  BaBqpMra.— The  school  here  is  a  very  encouraging  one. 
The  great  drawback  is  the  want  of  an  assistant  teacher.  There  are  52  pu- 
pils at  Chikka  Ballapura  itself,  besides  a  class  of  adults  from  Sultanp^te,  and 
the  instruction  of  so  many  is  quite  beyond  the  power  of  the  single  master. 

55.  Mtdabdgdu, — The  sanction  for  this  school  had  not  been  recei- 
ved, but  the  master  had  been  allowed  to  conduct  it  in  the  Government 
school  house  and  great  interest  is  evinced  in  it  by  the  numerous  Maho- 
medans  of  the  place.  The  master  is  an  exceedingly  clever  man  and 
making  eveiy  effort  to  organize  his  school  according  to  rule. 

56.  MysM'C — This  school  is  still  going  on  quite  satisfactorily 
thongh  very  short  handed.  The  attendance  has  been  unfavorably  af- 
fected ever  since  the  moharam,  when  riots  occurred  between  the  Hindds 
and  Musalmans  of  the  place. 

57.  The  other  three  schools  had  been  opened  only  a  few  days  when 
I  saw  them.  They  have  all  made  encouraging  beginnings.  The  Gosep^te 
master  requires  assistance,  for  which  1  recommend  his  father.  The 
Beldru  School  will,  it  is  expected,  increase,  in  which  case  the  rental  of 
separate  premises  will  be  required. 

6.  HoBLi  OB  Village  Schools. 

58.  Bangalore  District  South. — This  District  contains  52  schools, 
which  are  inspected  by  Sub-Deputy  Inspector  Dakshinamurti  Shastri. 
His  health  has  not  been  good  during  the  past  year  and  the  continual 
travelling  has  knocked  him  up.  The  reduction  of  his  charge  by  three 
tilx)k8  will  give  him  relief  and  enable  him  to  get  through  his  work  with 
greater  satisfactioa  The  number  of  pupils  in  the  schools  under  him  is 
1286,  of  whom  1236  are  Hindds  and  50  Mahomedans.  In  classifying 
the  schools  he  places  20  in  the  first  grade  as  satisfactory,  16  are  fair, 
8  middling  and  8  bad.  Some  of  the  schools,  as  those  at  Tyamagondlu 
with  72  pupils,  and  Bidadi  with  56,  are  greatlynn  need  of  assistant  mas- 
ters. The  people  generally  he  reports  are  more  willing  to  send  children 
U)  school  than  they  were  four  years  ago,  but  they  withdraw  them  on 
reaching  the  second  or  third  class,  being  satisfied  with  what  they  have 
learnt  up  to  that  point  The  great  majority  of  pupils  are  sons  of  ryots, 
the  remainder  consist  of  every  other  class,  including  Brahmans.  The 
number  of  girls  is  only  6.  There  is  evidently  a  general  objection  to 
sending  girls  to  a  mixed  school.    There  are  22  adult  night  students.

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60.  KoLAB  District  North— Is  under  Sub-Deputy  Inspector  Sh4- 
macbari,  and  contains  50  schools  with  1 ,1 31  pupils.  .  There  are  no  girls. 
The  Sub-Deputy  Inspector  complained  of  inability  to  visit  the  81  schools 
formerly  in  his  charge  three  times  a  year,  and  I  think  he  had  some 
ground  for  the  complaiat  The  new  distribution  of  inspection  ranges  gives 
him  a  much  smaller  number,  and  he  now  feels  able  to  manage  his  dis- 
trict more  satisfactorily. 
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61.  Mysobe  Distbict  West. — The  Sub-Deputy  Inspector  in  charge 
of  this  District,  Srinivasiengar,  had  till  lately  the  lai^est  number  of 
schools  under  his  charge  of  any  of  the  Sub-Deputy  Inspectora  It  was 
quite  impossible  he  could  visit  92  schools  three  times  a  year  each.  He 
now  has  only  55,  and  from  tho  general  popularity  of  his  management, 
which  has  been  more  successful  than  that  of  any  of  the  others,  I  hope  to 
see  a  great  advance  in  the  schools  now  under  him.  The  total  number  of 
pupils  is  1 ,195,  of  whom  12  are  girls,  and  1 5  adult  night  students.  But 
it  is  right  to  mention  that  the  prevalence  of  fevers  and  especiaUy  of  dengue 
in  the  District  has  reduced  the  attendance  considerably  towards  the  dose 
of  the  year. 
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62.    Mysore  Hassan  Junction — This  new  District  is  under  Anan- 

tachari,  transferred  from  the  Eadoor  District  in  December.    He  has 

charge  of  62  schools,  which  is  a  slightly  larger  number  than  the  other 

Sub-Deputy  Inspectors  are  responsible  for ;  but  many  of  them  are  pretty 

dose  to  one  s

The  total  number  of  pupils  is  1,266,  including  26  girls  and  37  adalt 


night  students.    The  large  school  at  Melkote  swells  the  statistics  of  this      J 

Sub-Deputy  Inspector's  range  considerably.    It  is  one  of  the  most  satis- 

factory schools  in  the  entire  Department,  and  the  Head  Master  desenres 

promotion  as  well  as  the  help  of  another  assistant. 
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63.  Hassan  District  West. — The  management  or  this  District  by 
the  late  Sub-Deputy  Inspector  Cheluvaiengar  has  been  very  unsatisfac- 
tory. He  was  therefore  removed  in  February,  and  Lakshmanaiengar, 
formerly  of  the  Toomkoor  District  and  then  master  of  Kengdri  Talook 
School,  appointed.  In  the  52  schools  in  this  area  there  are  no  more  than 
948  pupils,  among  whom  are  4  girls  and  2  night  students.  Every  effort 
will  be  made  to  raise  the  numbers  and  standard  of  the  schools  in  this 
District.    The  Malnad  Talooks,  however,  present  many  difficulties,  which

64.  Bangalore.'— This  school  has  been  well  attended  during  the 
jear  and  contained  a  few  months  ago  as  many  as  80  girls.  The  close  of 
the  official  year  falls  in  the  marriage  season,  and  hence  the  numbers  have 
diminished  somewhat,  but  will  revive  again.  The  course  of  study  in 
geoeral  resembles  that  of  a  talook  school  Some  of  the  elder  girls  can 
read  and  explain  from  Padyasara  and  Kathd  Sangraha,  write  correctly 
to  dictation,  do  sums  in  proportion  and  answer  general  questions  on  the 
map  of  the  World. 

65.  Chmldsnam. — ^The  school  here  takes  the  lead  among  the  coun- 
try schools,  and  does  credit  to  the  exertions  of  Krishnamachari,  the  Head 
Master.  A  good  deal  of  the  instruction  is  in  Telugu.  The  standard  is 
about  the  same  as  that  of  the  Bangalore  school,  but  the  girls  here  are 
more  ready  at  arithmetia 

66.  Closepiie. — ^This  school  is  a  new  one.  The  attendance  is  satis- 
factory as  regards  numbers,  but  I  fear  irregular.  The  progress  is  very 
little.  One  or  two  girls  can  read  the  First  Book,  know  the  multiplication 
table,  can  work  addition  sums  and  write  words  on  a  slate. 

67.  Hassan, — The  school  is  better  attended  than  last  year,  owing 
to  a  recent  influx  of  Jain  girls.  Every  encouragement  will  be  given  to 
indaoe  them  to  stay.    The  girls  in  the  highest  class  read  and  wrote  well 
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and  wore  quick  at  their  other  exercises.  The  venerable  old  master  coin- 
plains  very  much  of  the  waywardness  of  his  pupils  and  the  hard  work 
he  has  to  keep  them  in  any  thing  like  order.  I  made  arrangements  for 
relieving  him  during  certain  hours,  that  his  extensive  acquirements  may 
be  made  available  for  students  in  the  University  classes  ot*  tlie  District 
school.  (I  regret  to  say  that  his  death  has  lately  been  reported.  His  son, 
who  is  a  good  scholar  and  well  suited  for  the  position,  takes  his  place.) 

68.  Sarjdpura^  Sidlagliaita. — These  two  schools  have  been  newly  esta- 
blishcd  with  very  encouraging  prospects.  It  would  de  difficult  to  find  a 
more  intelligent  and  interesting  collection  of  native  girls  than  those  at 
Sidlaghatta,  and  I  expect  to  see  the  school  here  taking  a  high  place. 

G9.  Sriniviispura. — This  school  had  evidently  been  so  much  Bcg- 
lected  that  I  was  obliged  at  the  last  inspection  to  remove  the  master. 
His  successor  is  a  Shastri  well  known  and  esteemed  in  the  place,  aud  an 
improvement  has  taken  place  under  him.  But  it  cannot  yet  be  said  that 
the  state  of  the  school.is  satisfactory. 

70.  The  desire  for  female  instruction  is  I  believe  genuine  in  many 
other  places.  The  experimental  school  at  Chikka  BaMpura  is  a  verj- 
pleasing  one.  Giidibanda^  Midabdgalu  and  Narsdpura  have  all  submitted 
applications  for  girls'  schools  and  promised  a  large  attendanca  There 
is  also  a  movement  to  the  same  end  in  Tifcanagondlu  as  well  as  in  Kana- 
MnalidRL 

8.    Normal  Schools. 

71.  Hiniusfdni  Normal  School^  Bangalore, —Tho  condition  of  this 
school  has  been  greatly  improved  during  the  year.  The  coarse  of  study 
has  been  re-arranged,  and  a  young  Muhammadan  who  has  passed  the 
First  Examination  in  Arts  acts  as  an  assistant  training  master,  giving  in- 
struction in  arithmetic,  history  and  geography.  Eanarese  also  forms 
one  of  the  studies.  A  practising  class  composed  of  Muhammadan  boys 
has  been  attached  to  the  school.  The  inspection  took  place  in  October, 
the  report  on  which  was  as  follows. 

72.  The  number  of  paid  students  is  14,  of  whom  one  has  acted  for 
some  months  as  an  assistant  at  Mysore  in  the  Hindustani  brandi  of  the 
Baja's  School    He  obtained  a  certificate  at  the  previous  examination. 
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The  remaining  13  were  now  examined.  The  results  will  be  seen  in  the 
statement  of  marks.  Six  students  have  been  passed  as  qualified  for 
teachers'  ceiiificates. 

73.  I  held  a  trial  examination  in  July  last,  but  was  greatly  dis- 
appnnted  with  the  performance  of  the  students.  Both  they  and  the 
training  master  were  warned  that  serious  notice  would  be  taken  of  the 
matter  if  they  did  not  shew  decided  improvement  within  two  months, 
when  another  examination  would  be  held.  I  am  glad  to  say  this  step 
produced  the  right  effect.  A\i  have  worked  hard  in  the  last  few  months, 
and  I  believe  that  no  better  qualified  candidates  for  teachershij  s  have 
yet  been  sent  from  the  school  than  those  now  about  to  enter  on  employ- 
ment. 

74.  The  young  men  who  have  been  sent  from  this  school  in  the 
last  two  years  as  teachers  have  given  the  greatest  satisfaction,  and  the 
teachers  of  aided  schools  who  have  attended  for  instruction  have  evident- 
ly derived  much  benefit  from  the  course. 

n.— AIDED  AND  PRIVATE  SCHOOLS. 

75.  The  following  new  grants  to  schools  in  the  First  Circle  received

A  sum  of  Rs.  2,000  was  given  in  aid  of  the  new  building  for  the 
Chator  Veda  Siddhanta  Sabha  Seminaries. 

76.  The  St  Bartholomew's  School,  Mysore,  having  been  finally 
dosed  in  September  the  grant  of  Rs.  40  enjoyed  by  it  came  to  an  end. 
The  grant  also  of  Rs.  10  given  to  the  Closepete  Hindustani  School 
terminated  on  its  being  taken  over  by  Government. 

1.    Boys'  Schools-— Upper  Class. 

77.  Bishop  GoUan  Schod^  Bangalore, — At  the  inspection  in  Novem- 
ber there  were  109  pupils,  including  29  boarders,  as  against  103  with 
23  boarders  in  the  previous  year.    The  divisions  of  the  school  con- 
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sist  of  three  farms,  namely,  First,  Second  and  Matriculation,  each  sub- 
divided into  upper  and  lower.  Between  the  upper  and  lower  First  is  a 
**  sheir  class.  The  Revd.  Dr.  Pope,  the  Warden,  takes  a  part  of  the 
instruction  of  the  highest  class  and  is  assisted  by  six  other  masters,  two 
of  them  graduates  of  the  Madras  University. 

78.  In  the  University  examinations  the  senior  assistant  master 
took  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  the  second  class,  being  the  first  of 
his  year.  Five  of  the  students  passed  the  Matriculation  examioatioii, 
two  being  in  the  first  class.  The  lower  forms  were  thus  reported  on 
after  inspection.  The  lower  Matriculation  were  not  ready  at  simple 
equations  in  Algebra  and  knew  very  little  of  the  reign  of  George  IIL 
In  the  elementary  rules  and  the  earlier  portions  of  English  history  they 
were  better  prepared.  The  second  upper  appeared  to  be  a  good  class 
and  well  taught  Translation  from  Latin,  however,  was  not  very  accurat& 
The  second  lower  answered  questions  fairly  on  Bain*s  English  Gram- 
mar. In  working  sums  in  decimals  more  practice  wa5  required.  The 
remaining  classes  are  preparatory  and  doing  well. 

79.  I  went  over  the  new  premises,  accompanied  by  the  Warden. 
There  can  be  but  one  opinion  as  to  their  airiness  and  generally  well 
considered  arrangements.  In  the  boys'  school-room,  however,  which  is 
now  occupied,  I  noticed  that  the  noise  naturally  arising  in  the  course  of 
instruction  from  the  various  classes  was  such  as  often  to  prevent  the 
questions  or  remarks  of  a  teacher  reaching  any  but  the  boys  nearest  to 
him.  This  might  be  obviated  by  letting  down  curtains  between  the  classes, 
which  could  be  drawn  back  to  the  wall  again  when  not  required,  leaving 
the  room  free  of  obstruction.  The  matter  needs  attention,  as  the  voice 
of  a  master  is  now  much  taxed,  and  careless  boys  will  not  exert  them- 
selves to  listen  to  observations  only  half  heard.  The  dormitories  fot 
the  b  )ys  are  on  the  up[)er  floor  of  a  building  connected  with  the  school 
room  by  the  lavatories.  They  are  however  approached  by  an  uncovered 
sturcase  on  the  outside.  Some  protection  against  the  frequent  vet 
nights  of  the  monsr>on  months  seems  reqaired,  or  the  boys  will  hardly  get 
to  bed  dry  even  with  the  help  of  umbrellas  and  mackintoshes. 

80.  On  comparing  the  present  condition  of  the  school  with  what 
I  remember  it  to  have  been  at  various  inspections  from  the  time  of  its 
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foundation,  I  consider  that  it  has  never  been  on  so  good  a  footing  before, 
nor  presented  such  encouraging  prospects  of  future  success. 

St.  Andrew's  School,  Bangalore.— This  school  was  inspected  in  Oc- 
tober, at  which  time  there  were  60  pupils,  of  whom  15  were  boarders. 
The  total  for  the  preceding  year  was  56.  Three  students  matriculated 
in  December,  one  being  placed  in  the  first  class*  The  following  is  extract- 
ed fit)m  the  inspection  report. 

81.  The  number  of  pupils  is  60,  against  56  at  the  last  inspection. 
The  boarders  number  1 5.  The  highest  class  is  one  preparing  for  Ma- 
triculation, taught  by  the  Head  Master,  Mr.  Thomson.  Under  this  are 
three  classes,  each  conducted  by  an  assistant  master. 

82.  At  the  request  of  the  Head  Master  the  students  of  the  Matri- 
culation class  were  examined  only  by  written  questions.  The  subjects 
selected  by  me  were  English  poetry,  Latin,  arithmetic  and  algebra. 
Out  of  a  total  of  95  marks  the  three  highest  numbers  obtained  were 
58,57  and  48.    The  other  boys  gained  from  40  down  to  31. 

83.  The  first  class  were  going  through  last  year's  Matriculation 
text  book.  Both  the  reading  and  the  explanation  of  the  text  generally 
fell  short  of  what  might  be  expected  from  this  class.  Latin  exercises 
from  Arnold's  First  Book  had  been  fairly  learnt.  The  knowledge  of  Eu- 
clid and  arithmetic  was  tolerably  good.    Algebra  required  more  practice. 

84.  The  second  class  read  from  McCuUoch's  Course  and  had  com- 
mitted to  memory  some  of  the  easier  pieces  of  poetry.  They  were  well 
prepared  in  geography,  and  the  first  division  worked  out  examples  in  the 
addition  of  vulgar  fractions.  The  third  class  read  fromi  Uttle  Arthurs 
History  of  England  and  knew  the  multipHcation  table. 

85.  Except  the  occupation  of  new  premises  few  changes  have  oc- 
curred during  the  year.  The  pupils  are  nearly  all  the  same,  which  must 
be  regarded  as  a  good  sign,  indicating  general  satisfaction  with  the  way 
in  which  the  school  is  conducted.  The  new  building  is  roomy  and  com- 
fortable, conveniently  apportioned  in  the  manner  recommended  by  me 
last  year.  The  boarders  are  under  the  control  of  the  Head  Master  alone, 
none  of  the  other  masters  living  at  the  school.  The  dormitories  were 
clean  and  orderly.    The  out-hoiiscs  have  been  lately  added  to. 

Q 
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86.  Native  Educational  IndUuiion^  Bangalore. — The  number  of 
students  at  the  time  of  inspection  stood  at  309,  composed  of  287  Hindds, 
7  Muhammadans  and  15  Christians.  On  the  days  of  inspection  273  were 
present  The  coarse  of  instruction  rises  through  six  school  classes  to  the 
Matriculation  classes,  f.  a.  and  b.  a.  college  dassea  The  Bevd.  Mr.  Hud- 
son, &  A.,  is  Principal  of  the  institution^  with  assistants  as  stated  in  pre- 
vious reports  for  the  past  two  yeaia  k  small  Sanskrit  class  has  been 
newly  formed  under  the  Kanarese  muushi. 

87.  From  the  Matriculation  class  seyen  pupils  succeeded  in  pas- 
sing the  University  test.  The  condition  of  the  lower  classes  is  thus  report- 
ed on.  The  first  class  failed  discreditably  in  geography,  and  the  same 
subject  was  very  imperfectly  known  in  the  fifth  A  class.  Writing  to  dio- 
t  ition  was  not  satisfactory  in  the  third  k  class.  With  a  few  other  less 
prominent  exceptions,  the  classes  were  fairly  well  prepared  with  their 
lessons,  and  on  the  whole  maintain  the  credit  of  the  school.  The  regular 
system  on  which  the  lower  classes  are  examined  every  month  has  an 
excellent  effect. 

88.  London  Mission  Institution^  Bangalore, — From  this  institution 
three  students  matriculated.  When  inspected  there  were  169  pupils,  as 
against  172  in  the  year  before.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Walton,  the  Principal  of 
the  institution,  was  prevented  by  serious  illness  from  attending  daring 
several  months,  from  April  to  August  It  is  gratifying  to  find  that  the 
school  has  not  suff'ered  permanent  loss  on  that  account  The  division 
into  classes  and  the  staff  of  teachers  are  as  described  in  previous  reports. 
For  assisting  in  the  Matriculation  class,  however,  Mr.  Lawrence,  a  gradu- 
ate from  the  High  School,  has  been  engaged  as  an  additional  master 
for  a  few  hours  a  week. 

89.  Regarding  the  other  classes,  the  condition  of  the  sixth  class  vas 
very  unsatisfactory.  In  the  fifth,  geography  was  not  well  done.  Of  the 
other  classes  I  should  say  that  the  second  was  on  the  whole  the  best 
But  with  the  exceptions  above  pointed  out,  a  generally  favorable  opinion 
may  be  expressed  as  regards  the  instruction  throughout  the  school 

90.  Wedeyan  Mission  Schodj  Mysore. — From  this  institution  one 
student  passed  the  Fii'st  Examination  in  Arts,  and  four  the  Matriculation, 
one  in  the  first  class.    An  attendance  of  193  at  the  inspection  against 
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1 5^  the  previous  year  shewed  that  the  school  has  recovered  its  popularity. 
It  is  conducted  by  the  Revd.  Mr.  Gostick.  The  college  classes  were  not 
examined,  being  just  on  the  eve  of  going  up  for  their  respective  tests. 
Of  the  rest  the  following  is  a  sammary  of  the  detailed  report 

91.    The  first  class  seemed  greatly  improved  since  last  year  and  did 

well  in  all  the  lessons  examined,  with  the  exception  of  Euclid,  which 

was  very  imperfectly  known.    The  second  class    have  received  a  new 

teacher  according  to  my  repeated  recommendations,  and  I  look  for  good 

results  in  consequencei    At  present  the  class  are  still  suffering  from  the 

effects  of  the  previous  bad  teaching,  as  instanced  by  their  unsatisfactory 

manner  of  reading.    The  third  class  were  ready  with  geography,  but  im- 

peifect  in  translation  into  Eanarese.    The  fourth  and  fifth  classes  did 

well,  especially  the  former.    The  sixth  required  more  attention  on  the 

part  of  the  mastera 

2.  Middle  Class. 

92.  St.  Joseph's  Ccdhdlic  Seminary,  Bangalore.— The  number  of  pupils 
in  the  English  Seminary  is  101.  This  shews  an  increase  of  10  since  the 
last  inspection.  The  superintendence  of  the  school  continues  in  the 
hands  of  the  Revd.  Mr.  Clemot,M.  a,  and  the  general  arrangements  are  as 
before  reported.  The  highest  class  are  studying  the  Matriculation  text 
book,  and  answered  questions  on  the  portion  selected  more  readily  than 
the  same  class  last  year.  But  the  greatest  improvement  is  observable 
in  the  mathematical  lessons.  With  regard  to  these  the  dass  are  greatly 
in  advance  of  what  they  were  when  I  last  inspected  the  school  One  stu- 
dent matriculated  in  December. 

93.  The  results  of  the  fourth  class  examination  ia  English  and 
grammar  were  not  satisfactoiy,  but  in  geography  the  boys  did  pretty 
well  The  remaining  classes  were  very  fairly  prepared  with  their  lessons, 
especially  the  third.  Kanarese  is  taught  throughout  the  school.  Alto- 
gether the  Seminary  is  in  a  thriving  condition  and  doing  steady  work 
under  the  praiseworthy  exertions  of  the  Head  Master. 

94.  St.  Mary's  Cathdic  Seminary,  Bangalore. — The  adjoining 
Native  Seminary  of  St  Mary's  is  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Revd. 
Ml  Janssoone,  and  contains  18  students.  The  course  of  instruction  has 
been  described  in  previous  reports.  The  first  two  divisions  learn  Latin, 
Eof^h  and  Eanarese,  the  lower  ones  only  Eanarese.  Theological  train- 
ing is  the  principal  aim  of  this  institution. 
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95.  Miss  Fergussmi's  School,  Shuk,— Since  the  death  of  the  lady 
whose  name  it  bears,  this  school  has  been  carried  on  under  the  same 
designation  by  Mrs.  Howell,  a  relative. 

9G.  I  found  the  number  of  pupils  to  be  82  against  92  last  year, 
the  total  being  made  up  of  39  girls  and  43  boys.  All  are  day-scholars. 
The  number  of  claescs  reckoning  sub-divisions  is  ten,  but  may  be  set 
down  as  really  six.  The  head  mistress  teaches  the  first  three,  and  four 
assistant  mistresses  the  rest. 

97.  The  first,  second,  and  third  classes  read  fairly  and  answered 
questions  put  to  them  with  more  or  less  readiness.  In  arithmetic  they 
did  not  do  well.  Writing  to  dictation  was  for  the  most  part  good.  Geo- 
graphy was  pretty  well  known.  Some  more  modem  work  than  Stewart's 
should  be  used  in  teaching  this  subject.  The  two  divisions  of  the  fourth 
class  gave  me  satisfaction  in  their  elementary  lessons.  The  classes  below 
repeated  hymns  correctly  and  were  at  various  stages  in  learning  to  read. 

98.  I  consider  that  the  school  continues  to  be  creditably  conducted, 
and  affords  a  means  of  juvenile  instruction  for  which  there  is  no  equally 
convenient  provision  in  the  neighbourhood. 

99.  London  Mission  Canionmeni  School,  Bangalore — Contains  95 
pupils  formed  into  six  classes  under  as  many  teachers,  of  whom  the  Head 
Master  is  a  passed  f.  a.  man.  The  attendance  is  lower  by  30  than  last 
year,  which  is  owing  to  the  re-opening  of  the  Alasuru  branch.  Some  changes 
among  the  masters  have  also  affected  the  numbers.  The  fourth  dass 
was  for  a  time  broken  up  by  the  misconduct  of  its  teacher.  It  has  just 
been  re-formed  under  a  new  one. 

100.  The  first  class  I  regretted  to  find  very  backward  in  answering 
the  questions  put,  both  in  the  language  and  mathematical  studies.  While 
some  allowance  must  be  made  for  irregular  attendance^  arising  iiom 
many  of  the  students  being  employed,  it  appears  to  me  that  this  unfavor- 
able result  was  due  even  more  to  a  faulty  system  oi  instruction.  The 
master  by  his  own  confession  teaches  his  pupils  on  the  principle  "of  do- 
ing every  tiling  for  them."  So  far  from  accomplishing  the  main  object 
of  education,  that  of  stimulating  the  faculties  into  healthy  exerdse,  this 
practice  actually  impedes  the  action  of  the  mind  by  clc^ging  it  with  a 
mass  of  undigested  information.    It  is  of  great  importance  that  so  un- 
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fruitful  a  method  should  be  given  up,  and  that  the  thorough  grounding 
of  the  scholars  in  this  dasa  in  elementary  subjects  should  be  better  at- 
tended to.  The  second  and  third  classes  passed  a  fair  examination.  The 
fourth  as  before  stated,  is  a  new  one,  now  only  in  course  of  formation. 
The  juvenile  classes  were  going  on  successfully. 

101.  Taken  as  a  whole  the  school  may  be  reported  as  a  well  con- 
ducted and  useful  instifiition.  A  native  minister  gives  Scripture  lessons 
and  superintends.  The  Revd.  B.  Rice  inspects  it  periodically. 

102.  London  Mission  School,  Alasuru. — This  school  after  being  closed 
for  many  months  for  want  of  funds  was,  on  receipt  of  an  additional  grant- 
in-aid  to  the  present  institution,  re-opened  in  January  1872.  The  number 
of  pupils  has  risen  to  115,  a  higher  figure  than  was  ever  before  reached. 
The  average  attendance  is  97.  As  in  the  Cantonment  School,  there  are 
sLx  classes  and  six  teachers.  The  Head  Master  has  matriculated.  A 
native  evangehst  is  the  Superintendent  and  gives  the  Scripture  lessons. 
The  Revd.  B.  Rice  inspects  the  school  from  time  to  time. 

103.  On  examining  the  first  three  classes  the  third  was  found  to 
be  the  best  prepared.  The  reading  in  this  class  was  very  good,  and  the 
other  lessons  were  well  done.  The  lower  classes  were  also  examined  and 
acquitted  themselves  fairly.  The  successful  re-establishment  of  this 
school  in  so  populous  a  suburb  of  Bangalore  is  an  encouraging  sign  of  the 
value  placed  upon  education  by  the  natives.  An  influential  resident  of 
the  place  has  voluntarily  assumed  the  position  of  a  patron,  and  interests 
himself  in  securing  a  good  attendance  and  in  watching  the  progress  of 
thebqya 

104.  Jahag&dars  School,  Tehnduru.—l  found  the  master  here  laid 
up  with  fever  and  unable  to  attend.  I  fear  however  that  he  has  much 
n^lected  his  work,  as  no  register  of  attendance  has  been  kept  since  July 
and  no  register  of  class  numbers  since  October.  The  number  of  boys 
who  presented  themselves  in  the  various  classes  was  15  altogether.  The 
third  dasa  read  fairly  and  wrote  to  dictation.  The  fourth  dass  did  very 
badly,  their  reading  being  quite  unintelligible.  The  fifth  class  did  well 
as  did  the  little  boys  in  the  sixth  dass.  There  is  a  Sanskrit  teacher 
connected  with  the  school,  who  has  33  pupils  induding  those  of  the 
Eog^h  school 
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105.  Ordnanot  School^  For/.— Many  complaints  having  arisen  a- 
gainst  the  master  of  this  school  it  became  necessary  to  remove  biin. 
The  recent  appointment  of  a  more  competent  man  will,  it  is  expected, 
result  in  improving  the  attendance  and  raising  the  standard  of  this  the 
only  school  in  its  neighbourhood

106.  Cathcik  Schools^  Mysore. — The  various  branches  are  attended 

as  stated  in  the  margin,  shewing  an  increase  in 
KaSanae      T.!     '.'.!

'^"^         "^    to   149  from   126  last  year.    The  lessons  of 

the  English  classes  were  not  so  well  done  as  on  the  previous  occasion, 
and  a  very  small  portion  of  each  book  had  been  prepared.  The  Kanarese 
school  was  quite  elementary,  the  highest  boys  being  able  to  read  the 
Second  Book.  The  Tamil  was  as  usual  the  most  satisfactory  of  the  three 
branches.  The  same  master  is  in  charge  who  has  so  successfully  con- 
ducted  it  for  many  years  past  and  no  decline  appears  of  its  popularity. 

b.  Kanarese  Schools. 

107.  WesJeyan  Mission  Boys'  Schools^  Jfy^orcL— These  Kanarese 
t#  j-A  o^^  OA  schools  have  both  a  lower  attendance  than  hist 
P^              58  year.    The  Market  Street  school  is  the  most

advanced  and  veiy  satisfactory.  A  new  build- 
ing is  shortly  to  be  erected  for  it  on  the  present  advantageous  site.  The 
Pete  school  does  not  seem  to  be  so  well  conducted.  The  Hindustani 
school  has  been  separated  from  the  Kanarese  and  is  now  carried  on  in  a 
large  building  formerly  occupied  by  the  Bowring  Madrasa.  I  was  much 
gratified  with  the  condition  of  this  school  and  think  it  deserving  of  a  dis- 
tinct grant  as  applied  for.  It  has  an  establishment  of  2  masters  on  Bs. 
10  each,  and  a  peon  on  Rs.  4.  House-rent  costs  Rs.  4  more.  The  bojs 
pay  a  fee  of  one  anna  and  partly  buy  their  hooka  A  good  school  ought 
to  spring  up  here  if  it  is  well  supported,  as  the  situation  is  a  convenient 
one  for  the  Musalmans  of  the  placa  (The  school  has  since  been  given 
up,  because  the  study  of  the  Bible  was  objected  to  on  the  part  of  the 
Muhammadans.) 
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108.  LonAon  Mission  School^  Ji3€fei2Zti.— Contains  54  boys  divided 
into  5  classes,  the  first  about  equal  to  the  third  class  in  Government 
schools.  The  reading  and  explanation  of  what  was  read  were  fair.  The 
knowledge  of  arithmetic  was  defective.  The  maps  are  very  poor,  and  do 
not  give  the  boys  a  fair  chance  in  learning  geography.  Fees  are  paid 
throughout  the  school,  and  it  is  constantly  superintended  by  the  resident 
catechist  I  consider  that  a  better  Head  Master  should  be  provided,  as 
well  as  better  maps  and  other  school  apparatus.  The  standard  of  iastruc- 
tion  should  then  be  made  higher. 

109.  Wesleyan  Mission  Main  Street  School^  Bangalore,--Tlds  is  the 
only  school  on  which  Mr.  Hodson  has  reported.  He  says,  "my  inspection 
was  held  at  the  close  of  a  succession  of  feasts  and  before  the  attendance 
bad  quite  recovered  from  the  dissipating  effects  of  such  seasons  upon 
little  boys.  Consequently  I  only  found  49  out  of  the  78  pupils  whose 
names  were  on  the  school  register.  Each  of  the  4  classes  into  which 
the  school  is  divided  has  a  separate  master.  The  secular  course  of  in- 
struction is  very  similar  to  that  followed  in  Government  schools  of  the 
same  kind.  Most  of  the  boys  belong  to  the  artizan  and  trading  classes, 
oll-pressers  beiog  most  numerous.  I  was  satisfied  with  every  class  ex- 
cept the  first,  which  got  through  the  examination  very  lamely  indeed. 
I  was  Borprised  to  find  that  the  fee  was  fixed  for  this  class  at  4  annas, 
which  is  unusually  high.  I  was  subsequently  informed  that  the  charac- 
ter of  the  instruction  imparted  was  formerly  of  a  superior  kind,  but  had 
greatly  deteriorated  in  the  hands  of  the  present  master,  who  had  been 
temporarily  appointed  on  the  unexpected  departure  of  his  predecessor." 

110.  Catholic  School,  ShathaUi.— Although  I  have  more  than  once 
visited  the  station,  this  is  the  first  time  I  have  had  an  opportunity  of  see- 
ing this  school,  as  it  has  generally  leen  closed  for  the  holidays  at  the 
time  of  my  tour.  The  register  shews  70  pupils,  but  only25  were  present 
The  average  attendance  I  was  told  was  45.  The  school  is  divided  into 
four  classes.  It  appears  to  me  that  the  instruction  is  too  exclusively 
elementary  and  that  a  more  suitable  gradation  of  lessons  should  be  intro- 
duced. My  views  were  explained  to  the  Revd.  Mr.  Desaiut  at  the  time 
and  will  doubtless  be  acted  on. 

111.  Chatanhalli  Branch  School,  Sirrgdj'ura. — This  is  purely  a 
village  school,  carried  on  in  a  Basava  temple.    There  were  30  names  on 
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the  register,  and  the  average  attendance  is  25.  The  books  used  are  sup- 
plied gratis  by  Mrs.  Fitz  Gibbon,  the  widow  of  the  founder  of  the  school 
They  consist  of  tracts  in  Kanarese  and  a  few  reading  books  of  the  Chris- 
tian Vernacular  Education  Society's  Series,  The  master  receiycs  Rs.  8 
a  month.  I  gave  him  directions  about  classification  of  his  boys  and 
think  that  he  caanot  do  better  than  follow  the  course  prescribed  for 
Hobli  schools,  only  substituting  the  religious  reading  books  which  he  has 
been  provided  with. 

112.  London  Mission  ScJml^  Mdluru .  —There  are  here  4  7  boys,  form- 
ed into  5  classes.  The  first  class  is  more  ad?anced  than  the  similar 
grade  at  Anekallu,  but  the  instruction  appeared  to  be  on  the  whole  imper- 
fect in  its  character.  The  Head  Master  seems  a  suitable  person,  but  would 
be  benefited  by  a  little  training.  A  catechist  from  Kolar  examines  the 
school  once  a  month.  No  fees  are  paid,  and  books  are  given  free.  These 
arrangements  should  be  altered  and  greater  efforts  made  to  popularize 
the  school. 

c.  Sanskrit  Schools. 

113.  Chilchi  Balldpura. — The  number  of  students  is  50  divided  in-

thoroughly  accomplished  proficients.  The  institution  yields  to  none  that 
are  supported  by  Government  in  the  excellence  both  of  its  management 
and  system  of  instruction.  The  managers  are  willing  to  turn  more  atten- 
tion to  mathematical  studies  and  this  disposition  will  be  encouraged. 

114.  Ghintdmani — Contains  24  students  studying  in  four  divisions

all  the  attention. 


1 1 5.     MMle.—On  the  register  there  were  80  names,  and  56 
were  present.    This  school  combines  instruction  in  Kanaixse  on  geogra- 
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phy,  arithmetic  and  grammar,  with  the  usual  Sanskrit  lessons  of  purely 
Sanskrit  schools.  The  first  class  are  studying  Champu  Rdmuyana  and 
Bhartri  Hari,  as  well  as  trigonometiy  according  to  the  Lfluvati.  The 
second  class  are  going  through  Magha  and  Raghuvamsha.  All  the  boys 
even  to  the  lowest  were  most  anxious  to  be  examined.  The  results  of 
the  inspection  were  generally  satisfactory.  I  recommended  the  study  of 
Euclid  in  the  Kanarcse  version  before  the  more  diflBcult  parts  of  lilavati 
were  proceeded  with.  The  discipline  of  the  school  seemed  to  need  more 
attention,  but  some  allowance  must  be  made  for  the  excitement  of  the 
occasion. 

116.  Seringapalam  —The  present  divisions  of  this  school  appear  to

The  school  has  improved  during  the  year  and  has  received  more  atten- 
tion from  the  Manager,  Pandit  Jagannathachar. 

d.  Persian  and  Hindustani  Schodb. 

1 1 7.  All  the  schools  under  this  class,  in  addition  to  being  visited 
by  the  Inspector,  have  been  regularly  inspected  by  the  Sub-Deputy  In- 
spector of  Hindustani  Schools,  Khwaja  Muhammad,  who  has  discharged 
his  duties  with  fidelity  and  credit. 

Bangalore  District. 

118.  Madrasa  Islamia^  Bangalore. — ^This  school  for  some  time  suf- 
fered from  frequent  changes  in  the  Nazims.  Men  too  were  appointed 
who  had  not  sufficient  leisure  or  interest  to  look  well  after  the  school. 
The  present  Nazim  is  more  devoted  to  his  duties,  and  a  great  improve- 
meat  may  be  expected.  The  third  class  passed  a  better  examination  at 
the  last  inspection  in  arithmetic  and  geography  than  had  before  been 
the  casa  The  master  of  the  second  class,  who  has  received  some  train- 
ing in  the  Normal  School  had  not  put  into  practice  the  system  he  had 
learnt  To  this  matter  the  attention  of  the  Nazim  was  directed.  On  the 
whole  the  state  of  the  school  has  latterly  improved. 

B 
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119.  Madrasa  Muhcmmadia^  Bangalore,— The  highest  class,  ac- 
cording to  the  divisions  in  Government  schools,  is  a  second.  Two  of  the 
pupils  were  quick  in  arithmetic  and  geography,  but  had  not  paid  sufficient 
attention  to  history.  The  able  first  and  second  masters  long  attached 
to  this  school  have  received  employments  in  Hyderabad.  Their  succes- 
sors are  making  every  effort  to  improve  the  school  The  Muhammadkn 
boy  who  having  studied  in  English  in  the  High  School  was  in  the  habit  of 
giving  lessons  to  the  upper  classes  in  arithmetic,  geography  and  history, 
has  also  gone  to  Hyderabad.  These  subjects  are  taught  therefore  at  some 
disadvantage  at  present.  But  an  improvement  is  reported  in  the  Per- 
sian studies. 

120.  Madrasa  Kudusia^  Bangalore.— The  attendance  is  laige,  but 
consists  of  many  very  juvenile  pupils.  The  first  class  contains  two  pupils, 
one  of  whom  has  made  good  progress  in  the  study  of  Arabic,  as  well  as 
of  geography  and  history.  The  third  class  passed  a  good  examination, 
and  the  school  generaUy  is  well  conducted. 

121.  Madrasa  SuUani,  Bangalore.— In  the  Arabic  and  Persian 
instruction  this  school  stands  first,  but  some  other  subjects  are  not  so 
well  attended  to.  It  is  the  deske  of  the  Managers  that  the  grant  should 
either  be  increased  or  the  school  taken  over  by  Government.  It  is  a  cre- 
ditably conducted  school,  but  the  funds  do  not  seem  sufficient  for  the 
provision  of  competent  assistant  masters.  Hence  too  much  stress  is  apt 
to  be  laid  on  the  attainments  of  two  or  three  advanced  students,  to  whom 
the  Head  Master  has  devoted  his  principal  attention. 

122.  Commissariat  School^  Bangcdore— Being  attended  by  the  sons 
of  camel  drivers,  the  attendance  is  very  fluctuating,  and  boys  are  liable  to 
removal  after  only  a  few  months'  instruction.  Several  of  the  best  boys 
left  a  few  months  ago  with  the  brigade  of  artillery  which  was  under 
orders  for  Kamptee. 

123.  Madrasa  Muhammadia^  Chennapatna. — ^This  school  was  for 
long  making  very  satisfactory  progress  under  the  Head  Master  trained  in 
the  Normal  School.  But  the  exercise  of  some  severity  on  his  part  to  a 
few  boys  who  recently  misbehaved  themselves  was  strongly  resented  by 
their  parents,  and  made  use  of  as  an  occasion  for  stirring  up  the  animod- 
ties  of  the  two  great  factions  among  the  Muhammadans  of  the  town,  which 
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resulted  in  personal  assaults  and  the  temporary  breaking  up  of  school. 
The  master  has  had  to  resign  and  the  Managers  have  sent  another  older 
man  to  the  Normal  School  to  be  tramed  with  the  view  of  installing  him  as 
Head  Master  after  he  has  passed  the  examination  for  a  teacher  s  certifi- 
cate.   The  school  is  meanwhile  going  on  again. 

124.  Madrasa  Ahmedia^  Dodda  BaMpura.—k  good  school,  but 
crippled  in  its  resources  owing  to  the  withdrawal,  on  account  of  distress 
among  the  Muhammadans,  of  private  subscriptions  for  its  support.  The 
intention  is  to  convert  it  into  a  Government  school,  as  it  is  well  attend- 
ed, and  the  master  is  a  trained  Normal  student 

125.  Madrasa  Yusufia,  Tydmagondlu,—!  was  not  satisfied  ^ith  the 
school  when  I  visited  it  in  July  last,  but  the  warning  then  given  to  the 
master  seems  to  have  been  effectual.  The  present  condition  of  the 
school  is  spoken  of  with  conmiendation  by  the  Sub-Deputy  Inspector. 

126.  ilfaimsa  ffosewia,  ^aawa»gw&i.---This  is  one  of  the  schools 
which  has  received  aid  for  the  first  time  during  the  past  year.  As  the 
premises  occupied  by  it  were  unsuitable  in  the  extreme,  an  unused  build- 
ing at  the  back  of  the  Government  school  has  been  granted  to  it  for  the 
present  The  master  is  a  clever  man  and  good  expectations  may  be 
formed  as  to  the  future  of  the  school  An  assistant  is  required. 

127.  Madrasa  Mufid  td  Islam^  Mdgadi— Also  Sk  new  school  The 
master  is  a  good  Persian  scholar  and  his  assistant  has  been  a  student  in 
the  Normal  School.  There  is  every  prospect  of  the  school  doing  well. 
The  Nazim  is  making  every  effort  for  its  improvement. 

128.  Hmdigandlu. — I  was  pleased  with  the  unostentatious  charac- 
ter of  this  school,  which  contains  several  girls.  The  master  appears  to 
be  a  clever  man.  The  premises  were  not  at  all  suitable,  but  the 
Muhammadans  propose  to  add  a  wing  to  the  hobli  school-house  now  under 
erection,  for  their  own  use. 

129.  KanunL — A  new  school,  and  still  in  an  elementary  state. 
The  master  is  qualified  to  raise  the  standard  and  every  thing  promises 
wdl  for  future  progress. 

130.  £&uaZaya.— A  school  has  been  established  here  by  a  dwarf 
from  Hunasiira,  who  is  well  known  there  as  a  school  master  for  many 
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years  past.    His  pupils  arc  sons  of  Silcdars  and  ryots,  and  the  school  is 
considered  deserving  of  a  small  grant-in-aid. 

1 30.  Kyalaniiru. — A  similar  village  school  has  been  stai-tod  hero, 
and  if  well  supiwrted,  the  number  of  Musalmans  resident  in  tlic  neigh- 
bourhood is  sufficient  to  secure  a  good  attendance. 

Koldr  District, 

132.  Madrasa    Ahniedia^  Srinivdspiira,^Th\Q    school    has  been 

very  well  conducted  throughout  the  year.    The  Head  Master  is  a  clever 

and  intelligent  man,   acquainted  with  Arabic  and  Persian,    lie  is  not 

however  satisfied  with  the  amount  of  grant-in-aid,  and  perhaps  a  slight 

increase  might  be  given  or  the  school  attached  to  the  local  Goverament 

school.    The  highest  class  is  a  second  according  to  the  Government 
scheme. 

1 33.  Madrasa  Ghausia^  Bontiru. — A  good  village  school,  conducted 
in  a  regular  and  creditable  manner.  The  pupils  are  mostly  sons  of 
troopers  in  the  Mysore  Horse. 

1 34.  Madrasa  Ibrahirma^  EclmpaTH.'-ThQ  master  of  this  school  is 
a  clever  and  well  trained  man.  As  he  offered  to  enter  Government  ser- 
vice he  was  appointed  to  Coorg,  but  the  state  of  his  health  did  not  permit 
of  his  taking  up  the  appointment.  The  pupils  are  of  the  same  class  as 
those  at  Eonuru  but  somewhat  more  advanced. 

135.  Madrasa  Llamia,  Chintdmani — This  school  has  for  several 
years  given  satisfaction  in  its  management.  But  the  pupils  are  of  a 
very  poor  class  and  leave  school  early,  which  prevents  the  attainment  of 
any  high  standard. 

136.  Mdsti — An  elementary  school  has  been  established  here,  the 
Musalmdn  population  being  considerable.  The  progress  made  up  to  the 
present  time  is  satisfactory. 

187.  Tdyaluru, — A  village  containing  a  large  Muhammadan  popula- 
tion. Aid  is  requested  for  an  aged  teacher  who  is  represented  as  active  and 
clever  in  his  profession.  An  additional  qualification  is  that  he  is  acquain- 
ted withEanarese. 
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Mysore  District. 

138.  Madrasa  Muhammadia^  French  Rocks. — The  most  advanced 
boys  of  last  year  have  eatoreJ  the  native  regiment  stationed  at  the 
French  Rocks.  The  junior  classes  did  well  in  examination.  The  mas- 
ter is  a  well  educated  man  and  attentive  to  his  work. 

130.  Mairasa  Sidtani^  Z^i♦;^a*wn4— Has  been  conducted  methodi- 
cally and  successfully  for  many  years.  It  is  proposed  to  convert  the 
school  into  a  Government  institution  in  order  to  increase  its  efficiency. 

140.  Gumbaa  Madrasa^  Seringapaiam. — Nothing  can  be  done  with 
this  school  imless  the  suggestions  previously  made  for  the  last  two  years, 
or  some  similar  arrangements,  are  carried  out.  It  is  at  present  in  every 
way  unsatisfactory  and  the  education  is  little  more  than  nominal.  'Iho 
first  master  is  indififerent  to  his  work,  and  the  second  too  old  to  do 
much. 

SaJigrdma. — The  people  having  applied  for  a  school  to  be  aided  by 
a  grant,  it  was  visited  for  the  purpose  of  inquiry.  The  place  appears  a 
favorable  one  and  contains  a  considerable  Muhammadan  population,  but 
no  well  qualified  teacher.  There  is  a  man,  however,  who  keeps  a  school 
at  Yedatore,  who  is  represented  as  a  suitable  person  if  he  would  remove 
here. 

142.  Betiadapura. — Aid  has  been  requested  for  a  school  at  Ilala- 
ganahalli  close  to  Bettadapura.  But  it  does  not  appear  certain  that  a  sa- 
tisfiujtory  attendance  would  be  procured, 

143.  Feriydpaina, — A  large  town  with  a  good  proportion  of  Muham- 
madan houses.  The  school  kept  by  Safdar  Beg  is  especially  recommend- 
ed for  a  grant-in-aid.  He  is  a  good  scholar,  and  is  resorted  to  by  adults 
at  night  for  instruction,  as  well  by  younger  pupils  during  the  day. 

Hassan  Dtstrictn 

144.  ATisan  fd  Madrasa,  Hassan.— The  drawback  to  the  regular 
progress  of  this  school  is  the  frequent  absence  of  the  Nazim,  who  has 
coffee  estates  at  distance  from  the  place.  He  wishes  that  the  school  may 
be  made    a  Government    institution.     Its  condition    has    improved 
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daring  the  year  and  much  attention  has  been  paid  to  it  The  subject  of 
arithmetic  is  not  sufficiently  well  taught,  and  there  is  a  want  of  maps 
for  the  study  of  geography. 

145.  SindhughaUa.—AidiB  recommended  for  a  school  at  this 
village  which  the  Muhammadans  have  supported  for  more  than  a  year 
past  Its  condition  is  regarded  as  satisfactory  considering  the  time  it  has 
been  in  operation. 

4.    GiKLs'  Schools — Upper  Glass. 

146.  Bishop  Cotton  Schody  Bangalore, — The  pupils  now  number  72, 
of  whom  14  are  boarders.  Last  year  there  were  54,  including  16  boar- 
ders. The  school  continues  under  the  care  of  Mrs.  Smith  as  head  mis- 
tress, who  has  three  assistant  mistresses.  The  highest  division  of  the 
school  is  denominated  the  college  class,  and  has  for  a  short  time  back 
received  instruction  daily  in  Latin,  Euclid  and  English  poetry  from  Dr. 
Pope,  and  in  arithmetic  from  one  of  the  boys*  school  mastera  The 
formation  of  such  a  dass  in  a  girls'  school,  as  well  as  the  course  of 
study  introduced,  are  novelties,  at  least  in  Bangalore.  The  success  of 
the  experiment  remains  to  ^  seen  when  it  has  been  tried  a  little  longer. 
But  it  is  a  question  whether  the  learned  Senate  of  the  Madras  University 
have  yet  proposed  to  themselves  the  eventuality  of  girl  graduates. 

147.  The  fourth  class  read  and  explained  verses  from  the  Girls' 
Reading  Book,  and  knew  something  of  history  and  of  the  Greography  of 
India.  The  classes  from  the  third  downwards  are  going  on  steadily 
with  their  elementary  lessons. 

148.  The  premises  for  the  girls'  school  are  in  course  of  transforma- 
tion to  fit  them  for  their  object  So  far  as  can  be  judged  they  will 
be  both  comfortable  and  luxurious 

149.  WesUyan  Mission  English  OirJs"  Schddl,  Bangabre.--The 
number  of  pupils  is  72.  An  increase  of  10  has  taken  place  since  the  last 
inspection.  No  change  has  occurred  in  the  staff  of  teachers.  The  sug- 
gestions made  in  my  last  report  have  been  adopted,  both  as  r^ards  the 
classification  of  the  girls  and  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  text  books 
having  reference  to  the  same  subject  The  improvement  resultmg  from 
these  revised  arrangements  was  evident  during  the  examination,  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  a  still  higher  standard  of  efficiency  will  be  attained. 
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2.  LowEB  Glass. 
0.  Anglo-Vernacular  Schools. 

150.  London  Mission  Boarding  School^  Bangalore^Contains  24 
girls,  of  whom  ten  are  orphans  and  five  others  fatherless.  While  all  are 
instructed  in  Kanarese,  only  1 3  of  the  more  promising  ones  are  taught 
English.  Two  native  male  teachers  conduct  the  classes,  assisted  by  a 
Enropean  lady,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Missionary's  wife.  A 
matron  has  charge  of  the  girls  out  of  school  hours.  The  first  dass  girls 
read  fairly  from  the  English  Fourth  Book,  wrote  neatly  to  dictation, 
conld  work  sums  up  to  compound  division,  and  knew  some  geography 
and  Indian  History.  The  second  class  girls  read  from  the  Second  Book 
and  had  learnt  by  heart  sentences  in  the  English-Eanarese  Vocabulaiy. 
The  same  girls  afterwards  formed  Kanarese  classes,  along  with  the  rest  of 
their  schoolfellows,  and  went  through  similar  exercises  in  the  vernacular. 

151.  The  general  state  of  the  school  may  be  described  as  satisfac- 
tory. The  premises  are  clean  and  airy,  and  the  girls  appear  to  be  com- 
fortable and  well  conducted.  In  addition  to  book  lessons  they  learn 
needle-work  of  ordinary  and  fancy  descriptions,  manage  the  cooking  in 
tarns,  and  acquire  such  other  domestic  accomplishments  as  fit  them  to 
become  useful  and  intelligent  wives  to  native  Christians  connected  with 
the  Mission. 

b.  Kanarese  Schools. 

152.  London  Mission  Day  Schools,  Bangdlore.--ThQ  attendance 

in  all  the  five  schools  amounts  to  458,  the

Jaly  the  infant  class  of  the  Yalegaudanapalya  school,  containing  41 

children,  preparatory  to  closing  the  school   altogether.    The  reasons  for 

whidi  will  be  stated  further  on. 

The  system  of  classification  and  the  provisions  for  teaching  and 
inspecting  are  as  described  in  my  reports  of  last  year. 

153.  In  the  Central  School  at  Kurubara  P^te  the  two  highest 
daases,  namely,  the  fourth  and  fifth,  were  assembled  from  the  other 
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branches,  except  from  that  of  Yalegaudanapalya.  The  respective 
numbers  were  as  given  in  the  margin.  The  fourth  class  girls  were  exa- 
mined in  reading,  grammar,  writing  to  dic- 
tation, arithmetic  and  geography.  In  the 
language  lessons  the  Kurabara  Pete  girls  ap- 
peared to  be  the  most  advanced,  while  in 
arithmetic  the  preference  may  be  given  to 
the  HosaPete  girls.  Taken  altogether  the  re- 
sults of  the  examination  of  this  class  were  satisfactory  in  everj*  lesson. 
At  the  close  the  girls  sang  a  Kanarese  lyric  to  a  native  tune. 

154.  The  fifth  class  was  a  smaller  one,  Kurabara  Pete  school  be- 
ing hardly  represented  in  it  at  alL  On  this  point  Aliss  Anstey  remarks 
that  entry  into  the  fifth  class  is  the  stage  at  which  removals  of  girls 
from  school  are  the  most  frequent.  For  this  there  are  two  reasons, 
first,  that  the  girls  are  then  generally  of  an  age  to  be  useful  to  their 
parents  at  home,  and  second,  that  their  profiting  from  the  religious  and 
secular  instruction  received  begins  then  to  appear  and  causes  alarm  to 
parents  who  are  under  the  influence  of  prejudice.  The  class  in  question 
were  examined  in  their  several  studies  with  fair  results.  The  Hosa- 
pete  girls  here  took  a  decided  lead.  The  Cubbonpete  girls  seemed  in- 
ferior to  the  rest 

155.  The  preparatory  classes,  namely,  the  sixth,  seventh  and  al- 

phabet classes,  were  examined  separately  in

seventh  class  in  a  lower  degree.  Of  the  alphabet  classes  I  need  only 
say  that  the  system  on  which  they  are  taught  appears  to  be  very 
successful. 

156.    Having  seen  all  these  schools,  I  next  went  to  the  village  of 

Yalegaudanapalya,  two  miles  or  more  distant 

1^     7  from  the  Pete.    The  girls  here  present  were  as 

yi    4  noted  in  the  margin,  and  I  was  pleased  with 

their  examination,  especially  in  the  fourth  class. 

It  has  been  already  stated  that  the  infant  classes  of  this  school  were 

dismissed  a  few  months  ago  and  that  the  giving  up  of  the  school  alio- 
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gether  is  iatended.    There  are  several  reasons  which  have  conduced  to 
this  determmation,  one  beiog  the  distance  of  the  school  from  all  the 
others.    But  it  was  found  on  examination  that  the  girls  were   all  Tamil 
and  Teliigu  with  a  few  Mahrattas  ;  none  were  Kanarese,    With  the  view 
therefore  of  confining  operations  to  the  Kanarese  people,  which   has  all 
along  been  the  primary  object  of  these  schools,  and  of  curtailing  expen- 
diture, rendered  necessary  by  the  entire  charge  of  the  inspecting  catechist 
being  lately  thrown  upon  them,  it  was  resolved  to  give  up  the  Yelcgau- 
danapalya  School.    An  offer  to  transfer  it  to  the  Wesleyan  Mission  was 
not  accepted  by  that  body.    In  the  interests  of  the  more  advanced  girls 
therefore  the  upper  classes  were  retained  for  a  short  time  longer,  the 
preparatory  classes  being  at  once  closed.    The  school  will  be  entirely 
abandoned  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

157.  The  items  of  expenditure  in  the  schools  wero  fully  stated  in 
the  last  report  These  and  the  rates  of  fees,  &c.,  remain  the  same.  It  is 
gratifying  to  learn  that  private  subscriptions  give  a  liberal  support  to  the 
schools. 

158.  Wesleycm  Mission  Bay  Schools^,  Mysore. -^The  schools  were 

examined  together  in  Mandya  street  school 
M^T^t     8*  building.    Both,  it  will  be  seen,  have  added  to 

their  numbers  since  last  year.  The  upper 
girls  in  each  class  vied  with  one  another  to  do  credit  to  their  respective 
schools,  and  it  is  difficult  to  adjudge  any  decided  superiority  to  either. 
Both  schools  are  in  a  generally  satisfactory  condition. 

159.  CcUhoJic  School^  ShaChatli. — There  were  here  30  girls,  and 
their  reading  and  singing  was  very  fair.  One  young  woman,  the  daughter 
of  a  neighbouring  Gauda  or  farmer,  has  learnt  to  play  on  the  harmonium 
after  only  a  few  months*  instruction.  The  school  appears  to  be  well  and 
carefully  conducted. 

160.  Sanmdrga  Darshani  Bdliha  Pdtashdia^  Semgapatatn.—Tlus 
Bchool  is  much  as  it  was  when  I  saw  it  in  March.  There  are  23  girls  on 
the  roll,  of  whom  17  were  present.  The  two  most  advanced  girls  read 
well  from  Padyasara  and  Katha  Manjari,  and  one  can  do  sums  in  multi- 
pHcatioQ  and  division.  Three  other  girls  can  read  in  the  First  Book. 
The  rest  are  studymg  the  alphabet.  There  are  professedly  two  teachers, 
tte  first  of  whom  gets  Rs.  10,  but  it  is  doubtful  if  more  than  one  general- 
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ly  has  charge  of  the  school,  and  I  fear  there  is  much  irregularity  in 
attendance.  In  nearly  all  these  schools  the  managers  complain  that  they 
must  continually  give  way  to  the  whims  and  fancies  of  the  girls  or  lose 
them  altogether,  for  the  parents  will  never  ui^e  them  to  attend  school  if 
they  express  the  slightest  reluctance  to  go. 

161.  MeVcdte  Girls'  Schod—ContBinedi  21  girls  in  three  classes. 
The  first  class  girls  read  and  explained  passages  in  the  Padya  Sara  and 
wrote  fairly  to  dictation.  They  were  well  up  in  the  Supa  Shastca  or 
cookery  book,  which  forms  one  of  their  lessons.  The  school  is  a  very 
encouraging  one. 

c.   Tamil  Schools, 

162.  Wesleycat  Mission  Caste  Girls'  School,  Alasuru. — The  number 
of  pupils  is  103,  which,  against  69  for  last  year,  shews  an  increase  of  34. 
This  accession  of  numbers  is  partly  due  to  the  opening  of  an  alphabet 
class,  but  is  principally  a  reaction  from  opposition  to  the  school  which 
led  to  its  being  virtually  closed  for  some  months.  The  exciting  cause  for 
the  desertion  of  pupils  was  an  attempt  to  increase  the  religious  instruc- 
tion by  the  introduction  of  a  catechism,  &c.  The  Head  Master  left,  and 
by  his  influence  maintained  a  private  female  school  for  some  time  with 
the  same  pupils.  A  better  understanding  has  since  been  brought  about, 
and  the  school  on  the  whole  benefited,  though  the  residents  of  Alasdru 
still  claim  to  form  a  committee  which  shall  have  a  voice  in  the  manage- 
ment. 

1 63.  The  course  of  study  is  the  same  as  reported  in  previous  years. 
The  girls  of  the  first  class  were  ready  in  answering  the  questions  put  to 
them  on  the  Tamil  poets,  grammar  and  geography.  In  arithmetic  they 
required  more  practice.  Their  writing  was  good.  The  other  classes 
also  did  well. 

164.  Wesleyan  Mission  Orphan  Schod,  JSon^ore.— This  school 
contains  29  pupils,  of  whom  4  are  day  scholars.  There  are  four  classes. 
The  instruction  is  given  by  one  native  master  and  one  female  pupil 
teacher.  A  matron  has  charge  of  the  boarding  arrangements.  The  girls 
were  creditably  prepared  with  their  various  lessons,  the  highest  dass 
1)eing  able  to  read  fluently  in  the  Bible  and  to  answer  general  questions 
m  granunar  and  geography.    In  aiithmetic  they  were  less  ready.    Their 
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cheerful  aod  well  fed  appearance  betoken  due  attention  to  their  comfort 
on  the  part  of  the  managers.    The  premises  are  clean  and  airy. 

165.  Catholic  Sdmlj  Mysore.— The  English  class  in  this  school 
hai  been  discontinued.  The  number  of  girls  learning  Tamil  is  80,  or 
about  the  same  as  last  year.  The  majority  are  learning  the  alphabet 
and  easy  words.  The  advanced  girls  read  in  the  lives  of  the  Saints. 
Three  native  nuns  have  charge  of  the  school 

d.  Hindustani  GirW  Schools. 

166.  Muhammadan  Female  Educational  InsUtudion^  Bangalore, — 
The  attendance  of  girls  is  reported  as  60.  Those  of  the  first  class  can  read 
well  in  Anvari  Soheli,  and  answer  questions  in  Indian  History.  In  arith- 
metic they  know  the  four  simple  rules.  The  management  of  the  institu- 
tion however  appears  to  be  somewhat  lax.  The  amount  of  private  sub* 
scriptions  is  diminishing,  partly  from  want  of  interest  and  partly  from 
the  removal  of  subscribers  to  other  stations.  It  is  considered  necessary 
that  instruction  should  be  given  in  needle-work,  which  is  now  discontinued 
for  want  of  a  suitable  teacher. 

1 67.  Madrasa  Mufid  tm  Nisvan,  Bangalore.  —This  school  contains 
24  girls,  the  most  advanced  of  whom  have  learnt  geography  and  elemen- 
taiy  arithmetic  well  The  Nazim  makes  out  that  the  expenses  of  the 
school  exceed  the  receipts,  and  requests  an  increase  of  the  grant-in-aid  in 
consequence.  The  female  teacher  who  used  to  give  instruction  in  needle- 
work has  been  dismissed  for  want  of  funds  wherewith  to  pay  her. 

168.  Tdrdmandalap^te.—TLhe  school  of  Amir  un  Nissa  Begamin  Tara- 
mandalap^te  is  steadily  carried  on  with  about  20  pupils.  She  is  a  clever 
yoong  womsm,  well  acquainted  with  Persian  and  Hindustani,  and  has  also 
made  herself  familiar  with  arithmetic  and  geography.  She  seems  deser- 
Ting  of  some  aid  from  Government 

HI.  BUILDING  OPERATIONS. 

169.  Original  Works.— Veading  the  receipt  of  final  orders  from 
the  Government  of  India  on  the  standard  plans  for  school-houses,  no  new 
boildingB  were  erected  at  Government  expense.  The  construction  of 
hobli  school  houses  from  private  contributions  was  urged  on,  and  several 
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village  schools  have  now  received  sufficient  permanent  accommodation. 
Of  the  talook  schools,  many  are  in  most  urgent  need  of  suitable 
premises. 

170.  Repairs. — The  following  school  houses  were  put  into  repair. 
Nelamangala,  Hassan,  Madduni,  Srlnivaspura,  Hosakote,  Maluru,  Nara- 
sapura  and  Chintamani. 

171 .  Erection  of  Boundary  Walls^  c^c— Gates  were  provided  for  the 
Chintamani  School.  The  premises  at  Srinivaspura,  Mulabagalu  and  D^- 
vanahalli  were  suitably  enclosed  with  walls,  hedge  or  rails,  according  to 
situation.  The  play-ground  wall  of  the  Kolar  School  was  partially  re- 
built, having  been  severely  damaged  in  the  disastrous  cyclone  of  May 
1872.

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INSFECTOB'S  BEFOBT-8ECOND  CIRCLE. 


I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  Amiual  Report  for  the  year  1872 — 
73,  shewing  the  progress  of  education  in  the  Second  Circle  of  the  Mysore 
Edacational  Department. 

2.  I  assumed  charge  of  this  office  from  Mr.  Hodson  on  the  22nd 
of  February  at  Toomkoor,  his  head  quarters. 

3.  Immediately  after  taking  over  the  office,  I  transferred  the  head 
quarters  of  the  circle,  with  your  approval,  from  Toomkoor  to  Sliimoga. 
The  latter  town,  being  the  head-quarters  of  the  Nagar  Division  which 
comprises  three  out  of  the  four  Districts  included  in  Circle  II,  is  of  course 
much  better  situated  for  purposes  of  inspection  than  the  former.  I  may 
also  state  that  Shimoga  and  Eadoor,  being  for  the  most  part  Malnad, 
are  more  backward  in  respect  of  elementary  education  than  any  Districts 
in  the  Province,  and  hence  require  closer  supervision  and  more  frequent 
inspection  than  it  would  be  easy  to  efiPect  from  so  remote  a  town  as 
Toomkoor. 

4.  The  total  number  of  schools  under  inspection  is  270  with  8,262 
pupils.  There  has  been  an  increase  during  the  year  of  55  schools  and 
1,563  pupils.  The  following  tables  give  the  numbers  i—the  first,— of  all 
the  schools  and  pupils  imder  inspection  ;  the  second, — of  the  various 
classes  of  Government  schools,  and  the  third, — of  the  Aided  schools.

5.  Changes  in  (he  Subordinate  ContrdBing  Agency,— Tbiee  out  of  the 
four  Sub-Deputy  Inspectors  of  this  circle  were  transferred  to  the  First  Circle 
towards  the  dose  of  the  year,  their  places  being  supplied  by  the  masters 
of  the  Training  Schools^  which  were  dosed  on  their  work  being  accom- 
plished.   The  transfers  were  as  follows  :— 

(1.)    Bamachari,  from  Shimoga  to  Cirde  1,  25th  NoYember  1872.

6.  Ratio  of  Schools  and  Pupils  to  Populatum.—T!he  following  table 
shews  the  population  of  each  District  according  to  the  Khaneshumari 
returns  of  1872 — 73;  the  number  of  Government,  aided,  and  ascertained 
indigenouB  schools;  the  number  of  pupils  attending  these  schools,  and  the 
proportion  both  of  schools  and  pupils  to  population.

From  the  above  table  it  appears  that,  in  this  Circle,  for  every  216 
inhabitants  Government  educates  one  pupil.  If  the  private  schools 
(of  which  the  returns  are  not  quite  reliable)  be  taken  into  account,  we 
find  that  one  out  of  110  attends  some  school  If  the  juvenile  male 
population  be  alone  taken  into  account,  a  very  rough  calculation  shews 
that  one  in  about  30  is  being  educated. 

It  is  also  seen  that  the  average  attendance  at  a  Government  school  is 
about  two  and  a  half  times  as  high  as  that  of  a  private  school.  The  270 
Government  and  aided  schools  have  8,347  pupils,  or  an  average  of  30  each; 
whflethe  655  private  schools  have  8^006  pupils,  or  an  average  of  12  each. 

7.  Uncertificated  Teachers ^^There  are  three  descriptions  of  certifi- 
cates held  by  teachers  in  this  Circle.  There  are  (1)  University  certificates, 
held  at  present  by  five  only  of  the  masters  in  District  schools  ;  (2)  Nor- 
mal school  certificates,  held  by  men  who  have  passed  the  examination 
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for  a  Talook  School  Master  ;  and  (3)  Training  School  certificates 
qualifying  the  holder  to  take  charge  of  a  H6bli  School.  The  foUowing 
table  shews  the  number  of  teachers  with  and  without  certificates,  in  the 
different  classes  of  schools.

Of  the  66  set  down  as  uncertiQcated,  20  are  assistant  masters  in 
talook  schools.    These  were  for  the  most  part  masters  of  indigenous 
schools  who  were  taken  into  service  when  the  Government  schools  were 
established.    The  measure  was  attended  with  this  advantage,  that  such 
masters  brought  with  them  all  their  boys,   and  the  confidence  of  the 
people  was  secured.    It  has  been  found  well  in  Lingayat  towns,  especial- 
ly where  the  Head  Master  is  a  Brahman,  to  appoint  Lingayat  assistants. 
Though  not  generally  of  very  high  attainments,  these  assistants  are  quite 
competent  to  teach  the  lower  classes  of  a  school  and  do  well  under 
supervision.    The  other  uncertificated  men,  18  in  number,  in  the  District 
and  talook  schools  are  for  the  most  part  well  educated  and  include 
some  of  our  best  teachers.    The  two  in  Chituldroog,  for  instance,  have 
each  a  school  of  the  First  Grade.    Lastly,  there  are  the  28  h6bli  masters 
without  certificates.    Some  of  these  are  indigenous  masters,  employed 
chiefly  in  Malnad  hdblis  in  Shimoga  and  Kadoor,  where  it  is  diflicult  to 
get  any  one  to  go.    It  may  possibly  be  found  necessary,  in  futui-e,  to  re- 
open a  traming  school,  for  the  benefit  of  these  men.    A  few  were  the 
best  boys  in  some  of  our  talook  schools  and  are  well  educated. 

8.  Employment  of  University  Under-graduates  as  Teachers. — District 
school-masterships  are  eagerly  sought  after  by  this  class  of  men,  and  it 
is  probable  that  they  will,  in  no  long  time,  fill  all  the  appointments  ^e 
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hare.  As  regards  talook  schools,  it  has  not  been  found  practicable  or 
advisable  hitherto  to  employ  University  underTgraduates.  I  have  no 
doubt  myself  that  teachers  of  this  description  would  be  more  efficient 
than  the  old  Normal  school  passed  men  if  only  they  would  settle  down 
to  the  work  ;  but,  in  the  first  place,  a  man  holding  a  Matriculation  or 
First  Arts  certificate  is  usually  far  too  ambitious  to  pass  his  life,  or  any 
long  period  of  it,  in  the  subordinate  ranks  of  the  Educational  Department. 
Eaowing  English,  as  he  does  to  some  extent,  he  would  make  the  master- 
ship a  mere  stepping-stone  to  the  first  post  in  the  Revenue  or  Judicial 
Departments  that  he  could  by  hook  or  by  crook  obtain.  His  days  and 
his  nights  would  be  given  to  the  study  of  law,  and  the  school  work  would 
be  probably  neglected.  I  had  an  application  only  last  month  from  a 
passed  First  Arts  candidate  for  employment  in  a  Talook  school  He 
plainly  told  me  that  he  would  not  have  asked  for  such  an  inferior  post 
had  it  not  been  for  his  extreme  poverty,  and  that  he  only  wanted  it  for  a 
year,  to  enable  him  to  study  law  and  so  pass  the  pleaders'  test  As 
education  advances  and  the  supply  of  under-graduates  becomes  too  great 
for  the  demand  in  other  Departments  of  the  Administration,  we  shall 
find  men  to  whom  25  or  30  rupees  a  month  with  the  prospect  of  promo- 
lion  to  a  Sub-Deputy  Inspectorship  or  a  District  mastership,  and  the 
certainty  of  a  pension^  will  be  inducements  strong  enough  to  ensure  their 
p^anent  stay.  I  may  here  state  that  the  two  best  talook  schools  in 
the  Circle  are  under  men  who,  though  not  undergraduates,  have  a  fair 
knowledge  of  English.  They  were  educated,  one  in  the  Bangalore  High- 
school,  and  the  other  in  the  Toomkoor  District  English  School. 

But  further,  it  will,  I  think,  be  always  well  to  keep  a  certain  pro- 
portion of  talook  masterships  open  for  the  best  of  our  hobli  masters. 
An  easy  and  popular  method  of  promotion  will  thus  be  readily  provided. 
An  able  teacher^  on  passing  the  test  for  a  talook  mastership,  will  thus 
be  able  to  rise  from  Rs.  7  to  10,  and  hence  to  15,  20  and  25  Rs.  The 
h^iest  results  may  be  anticipated  from  a  graduated  scale  of  promotion 
tach  as  Ihis.  The  experiment  has  already  been  tried  to  a  limited  extent. 
We  have  three  talook  schools,  those  at  Pavagada,  (II  grade)  Harihara 
(III  grade)  and  Soraba  (HI  grade)  in  charge  of  men  formerly  hobli  masters. 
They  were  appointed  to  these  schools  merely  with  their  old  training  school 
certificates,  but  it  would  be  well  in  future  to  require  hobli  masters  to 
pass  a  further  examination  before  giving  them  a  talook  school. 

T 
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9.  Standard  of  a  District  School, — The  qaestion  whether  it  is  ad- 
visable for  a  District  school  to  attempt  a  higher  standard  than  the 
Matriculation  examination  of  the  Madras  University,  has  never,  to  my 
knowledge,  been  definitely  settled.  The  qaestion,  so  far  as  this  Circle  is 
concerned,  has  this  year  arisen  in  connection  with  the  Shimoga  District 
School.  Four  students  passed  the  Matriculation  in  1871  and  seven  in 
1872.  A  class  of  four  was  formed  in  1871 ;  two  of  these  have  left,  the 
remaining  two  are  working  on,  and  will  appear  at  the  ensuing  examina- 
tion in  December.  The  seven  who  passed  last  year  were  very  anxious 
to  read  for  the  F.  A.  and  they  were  joined  by  the  solitary  successful 
candidate  from  Chituldroog.  These  would  have  made  a  class  of  eight. 
But  the  previous  year's  experiment  had  shewn  Mr.  Taylor  that  the  teach- 
ing of  two  University  classes  in  addition  to  the  general  supervision  of 
the  school  was  too  much  for  him,  single  handed,  to  accomplish  success- 
fully and  that  a  third  University  class  was  simply  out  of  the  questioa 
The  present  will  therefore  be  the  last  F.  A.  class  at  this  scbool,  for 
some  time  to  come.  By  devoting  the  whole  day  and  a  good  part  of  the 
night  to  work  success  might  possibly  be  achieved,  but  in  no  long  time 
the  health  of  the  master  would  assuredly  break  down.  I  find  that  in 
the  Wesleyan  and  London  Mission  schools  at  Bangalore,  (presided  over 
by  gentlemen  than  whom  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  harder  or  more 
self-^lenying  workers)  it  has  been  decided  to  give  up  the  F.  A.  classes, 
the  strain  upon  the  teachers  being  too  great 

But  further,  so  far  at  least  as  this  circle  is  concerned  I  do  not  see 
any  present  necessity  for  University  classes  other  than  the  Matriculation. 
If  the  preparation  for  this  examination  has  been  thorough  and  all  the 
pupils  have  been  well  grounded  in  the  junior  classes  of  a  school,  it  ensures 
a  knowledge  of  English  quite  sufficient  to  qualify  a  lad  for  any  position 
he  is  likely  to  obtain  here.  Those  in  good  ciixumstances,  who  desire  and 
can  afford  to  pay  for  higher  education,  may  proceed  to  the  High  School 
at  Bangalore  where  provision  is  made  for  taking  them  on  to  the  E  A. 
degree. 

Unless  some  rule  is  laid  down  for  all  the  District  schools,  the  spirit  of 
rivalry  will  not  permit  one  good  master  to  rest  contented  with  a  Matri- 
culation class,  while  another  is  endeavouring  to  gain  credit  for  himself  by 
teaching  pupils  for  the  F.  A.    Of  course,  it  would  be  hard  to  debar  a  man 
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from  taking  private  pupils,  but  they  should  be  entered  in  the  Pass  list 
as  such,  and  not  set  down  to  the  credit  of  the  Goveinment  school 

10..  Female  Education. — I  regret  to  say  that  there  are  no  Govern- 
ment girls'  schools  in  this  Circle  at  present.  The  Wesleyan  Mission  is 
doing  a  good  work  at  Toomkoor,  Gubbi  and  Shimoga.  They  have  252 
pupils,  and  their  schools  are  popular.  All  three  have  been  recommended 
for  grants  which  they  certainly  deserva  The  Hindu  Girls'  School  at 
Chituldroog  has  suffered  to  some  extent  by  the  transfer  of  the  Deputy 
Commissioner  Mr.  Krishna  Rao,  to  whose  fostering  care  it  was  greatly 
indebted  after  the  departure  of  its  founder  Sh&maiengar,  but  I  trust 
the  Hindu  gentlemen  now  at  that  station  will  not  allow  it  to  collapse. 
A  grant  has  been  recommended.  A  detailed  report  on  these  schools 
will  be  found  further  on. 

11.  Lispedion  Work  of  the  year. — All  the  talook  schools  and 
about  two-thirds  of  the  hobli  schools  were  visited  by  the  Inspector  du- 
ring the  year.  The  three  Sub-Deputy  Inspectors  lately  transferred  have 
worked  well  The  two  appointed  at  the  close  of  the  year  have  visited 
their  schools  once.  I  have  transmitted  to  them  the  Chief  Gommis- 
fiioner's  directions  contained  in  paras  32  and  33  of  the  Educational  Re- 
port for  1870— 71  and  repeated  in  the  report  for  1871 — 72,  and  will 
endeavour  to  see  that  they  are  acted  up  to. 

12.  BiolcUng  Operation**— There  were  no  original  works  executed. 
A  sum  of  Rs.  1,851 — 13—7  was  spent  in  sundry  repairs  to  the  schools

cient  as  possible,  Mr.  Taylor  struck  off  his  list  the  name  of  every  boy 
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who  was  in  the  slightest  d^ree  irregular.  This  severe  measure  has 
already  borne  good  fruit  in  the  very  good  attendance  of  the  rest.  An 
iuflux  of  60  or  70  boys  is  expected  after  the  holidays  are  over,  bat  it 
will  be  difficult  to  accommodate  more  than  the  present  number  if  the 
classes  are  to  be  taught  thoroughly,  and  consequently  many  of  these  ap- 
plicants for  admission  must  be  rejected,  a  necessary  step  but  one  to  be 
deprecated.  The  success  of  the  Matriculation  class  has  been  surprising. 
Seven  passed  out  of  ten  sent  up,  two  in  the  first  class.  As  regards  the 
number  of  students  passed,  Shimoga  stands  second  of  the  Mysore  Go* 
vemment  schools,  being  beaten  by  the  High  School  alone.  As  regards 
the  positions  taken,  Shimoga  stands  first,  taking  the  highest  place  on  the 
list  (High  School  second)  and  having  two  first  classes.  This  result  is 
highly  creditable  to  masters  and  scholars,  specially  to  Mr.  Taylor,  to 
whose  strenuous  efforts  this  success  must  be  mainly  attributed. 

There  is  an  F.  A.  class  consisting  of  two  students  working  for  the 
examination  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  late  Inspector  thinks  they 
will  pass.  They  certainly  took  good  places  in  the  Matriculation  exami- 
nation of  1871  and  this  augurs  well  for  their  future  succe^  But  the 
present  will  be  the  last  F.  A.  class  taught  in  this  school  for  some  timo 
to  come.  I  have  already  stated  the  reasons  for  its  discontinuance.  The 
present  Matriculation  class  numbers  22  students.  It  is  too  early  in  the 
year  to  form  a  correct  judgment  upon  them.  The  highest  class  was  last 
year  examined  by  the  following  gentlemen,  whose  reports  are  without 
exception  favorable.

The  lower  school  was  examined  by  the  Inspector  in  August  He 
^tes  :— **  Class  1  had,  in  English,  been  taken  with  the  Matriculation 
class,  an  arrangement  disadvantageous  to  the  former,  but  rendered  un- 
avoidable by  the  paudty  of  teachers.    In  the  other  subjects  the  class 
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did  well     Glass  II  impressed  me  favorably,  and  in  some  respects 
seemed  qaite  equal  to  the  one  above  it 

In  classes  III  and  IV,  more  attention  might  be  given  to  ortho- 
graphy and  a  neat  style  of  writing.  Classes  V,  VI  A,  VI B,  and  VI  C, 
aggregating  above  100  boys,  have  only  two  teachers,  a  number  wholly 
insaflSdent. 

In  addition  to  a  munshi,  two  more  assistant  masters  are  urgently 
needed.  Mr.  Taylor  is  fully  entitled  to  the  higher  salary  of  Rs.  200. 1  am 
not  aware  that  any  reason  exists  for  his  being  denied  this  recognition  of 
his  success,  and  trust  that  the  claims  he  undoubtedly  has  may  receive 
your  support" 

Finally,  I  beg  to  recommend  most  urgently  the  enlargement  of  the 
Shimc^a  School-house.  Being  at  the  head  quarters  of  a  Division,  it  cor- 
responds in  this  respect  with  the  Bangalore  High  School  and  the  Mysore 
Baja  s  School  It  is  the  largest,  best,  and  decidedly  the  most  popular 
school  in  Nagar.  Many  of  the  pupils  come  from  the  most  distant 
talooks  of  the  Division,  for  the  benefit  of  the  English  education  afforded. 
The  present  accommodation  was  originally  intended  for  150  boys.  It 
barely  suflSces  for  200  and  is  utterly  insuiBScient  for  250.  The  numbers 
would  rise  to  300  in  a  month's  time  if  two  additional  teachers  and  a 
munshi  (much  needed)  were  sanctioned.  It  is  only  by  taking  two  classes 
in  the  open  verandah  that  room  is  made  at  present  This  arrangement 
is  inconvenient  at  all  times  and  will  be  impossible  m  the  monsoon. 

It  is  advisable  that  the  Eanarese  branch  should  be  held  in  the 
same  premises  with  the  English  school,  so  as  to  be  under  the  inmiediate 
Supervision  of  Mr.  Taylor.  At  present  it  is  held  in  a  hired  house,  the  rent 
being  paid  out  of  Mr.  Taylor's  pocket  The  removal  would  presently 
raise  the  number  of  students  to  400.  The  Hindustani  branch  had  bet- 
ter, I  think,  be  left  where  it  is.  The  English  schpol  is  too  far  away 
fiom  the  Musalman  quarter  to  render  its  removal  prudent

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being  Uth  among  28  who  passed  from  the  Mysore  Goveniment  schools.  I 
hope  to  see  a  better  result  mider  this  head  next  year.  More  attention  is 
being  paid  to  mathematics,  the  subject  in  which  the  candidates  from  tltis 
school  were  unfortunate.  As  at  Shimoga  there  is  here  a  most  pressing 
necessity  for  the  enlargement  of  the  school-house.  The  Inspector  reports 
as  follows : — 

''With  class  11  was  a  little  disappointed  as  to  their  English,  bat 
in  other  respects  they  did  welL 

Class  III  examined  in  language,  algebra,  arithmetic  and  geogra- 
phy. Only  the  last  named  subject  seemed  to  me  to  call  for  more  atten- 
tion. 

Class  III  and  IV  did  fairly  well  m  all  the  subjects  taken  up.  The 
lower  classes  from  the  fifth  to  the  eighth  were,  on  the  whole,  well  con- 
ducted. 

Last  year,  when  the  number  of  pupils  was  much  smaller,  the  over- 
crowded state  of  all  the  rooms  was  felt  to  be  a  great  hindrance.  The 
evil  has  been  on  the  increase  ever  sinca  When  I  saw  the  school  last 
month,  the  impossibility  of  attempting  to  go  on  with  such  a  state  of 
affairs  was  so  apparent  that  with  the  assistance  of  the  Deputy  Cominis- 
sioner  I  obtained  the  loan  of  a  portion  of  the  Huchangammana  d^vas- 
th&na*  and  removed  thither  the  Eanarese  branch  which  has  between  60 
and  70  boys.  The  position  is  open  to  objection,  and  it  is  not  desirable 
that  the  Department  should  be  reduced  to  boggmg  for  premises.  The 
total  number  now  accommodated  in  the  school-house  is  223.  Boom  for 
at  least  100  more  boys  is  needed.  An  extension  of  the  present  building  as 
at  Hassan  and  Eoldr^  would  meet  all  requirements.  I  have  requested 
Mr.  Bayly,  the  Assistant  Engineer  in  charge  of  the  Chituldroog  Range,  to 
furnish  an  estimate  of  the  probable  cost,  and  I  hope  that  provision  may 
be  made  for  the  expense  in  the  next  budget  It  may  be  worth  noting 
that  no  money  has  ever  been  spent  on  extension  of  school  buildings  in 
the  Nagar  Division,  whilst  the  number  of  pupils  in  the  two  princ^Al 
schools  has  increased  three-fold  within  the  last  two  years.''

the  same  low  state  in  which  Chituldroog  and 
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Shimogawere  before  the  present  Head  Masters  took  charge.  In  both 
these  cases,  a  change  of  masters  led  to  the  happiest  results;  Shimoga 
particalarly  has  advanced  to  the  very  foremost  place  in  the  Province 
among  schools  of  its  class,  and  I  see  no  reason  whatever^  why  a  similar 
coarse  should  not  lead  to  similar  results  at  Chikkamagalura.  The 
Inspector  writes: — "The  junior  classes  did  fairly  well,  but  with  the  highest 
dassl  was  disappointed.  Both  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  work 
brought  up  was  below  what  it  should  have  been.  From  the  first  24  pages 
of  the  text-book  in  use,  I  selected  some  of  the  simplest  passages  for 
explanation,  translation  and  analysis,  but  found  the  whole  class  ignorant 
alike  of  the  meaning  and  construction  of  many  of  the  commonest  phrases 
and  of  all  but  the  easiest  sentences.  For  instance,  such  a  phrase  as  To 
bring  up  a  family'  was  perfectly  unintelligible  to  the  whole  class.  Only 
one  boy  could  work  the  following  sum  in  arithmetic.  *  If  a  man  spends 
Rs.  3,427-12-0  in  one  year,  what  is  his  proportional  expenditure  for  seven 
months.'  A  few  lines,  which  all  had  previously  read,  were  written  to 
dictation  very  inaccurately. 

No  further  representations  are  needed  to  shew  that  the  standard  of 
the  school  is  very  much  below  that  of  any  other  Anglo  vernacular  school 
in  the  Circle  and  altogether  inadequate  to  meet  the  requirements  of  so 
important  a  place  as  Ghikkama^aldru.  I  beg  to  solicit  your  particular 
attention  to  the  claims  of  Ghikkamagaltiru.  The  greatest  dissatisfaction 
is  expressed  by  the  District  Officers  and  by  native  parents,  who  are  obliged 
to  send  their  sons  to  a  distance  for  that  education  which  the  local  school 
ought  to  supply.  During  my  tours  in  that  neighbourhood  the  necessity 
for  such  a  step  has  frequently  been  made  the  subject  of  complaint"

Class  I  fell  a  little  below  my  expectations  in  English.  This  failure 
is  probably  the  result  of  Mr.  Birch's  having  been  obliged  from  paucity  of 
assistants  to  take  together  in  this  subject  the  Matriculation  and  the  first 
class.  With  the  progress  shewn  by  classes  IT,  III  and  IV,  I  was  on  the 
ivhole  much  pleased,  and  the  boys  of  class  V  acquitted  themselves  parti- 
calarly well.    Successful  attention  has  been  paid  in  the  lower  classes  to 
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spelling  and  writing,  subjects  which  there  is  a  tendency  to  neglect,  par- 
ticularly the  latter. 

The  want  of  qualified  subordinates  for  the  DepartmentPublic  Works 
suggested  an  opening  in  life  to  several  of  the  senior  pupils  who  expressed 
a  wish  to  prepare  themseWes  for  that  branch  of  the  Government  service. 
The  inclination  was  strengthened  by  the  expressed  approval  of  the  Chief 
Commissioner  when  he  visited  the  school  towards  the  end  of  1870  and  by 
the  subsequent  provision  of  scholarships  specially  intended  for  the  en- 
couragement of  pupils  belonging  to  the  Mestri  class.  Mr.  Birch,  having 
had  the  advantage  of  a  training  in  the  Madras  Engineering  College,  was 
able  to  impart  the  special  instruction  for  which  a  demand  had  arisen. 
Certain  apparatus  was  kindly  furnished  by  Mr.  McEennie,  Executive 
Engineer.  This  supply  was  not  only  imperfect  but  temporary,  yet  not- 
withstanding numerous  interruptions  and  various  difficulties,  the  spare 
time  devoted  by  Mr.  Birch  to  this  special  class  was  so  well  employed, 
that  at  the  end  of  the  year,  the  pupils,  when  examined  by  Captain 
Pole,  B.  E.,  acquitted  themselves  very  creditably  in  surveying,  plotting, 
and  plan-drawing.  Shortly  afterwards  the  apparatus  belonging  to  the 
Engineer's  office  being  no  longer  available,  all  out-of-door  work  came  to 
a  stand  still,  and  has  not  been  since  resumed.  A  partial  supply  of 
apparatus,  received  four  months  ago,  has  enabled  the  class  to  practise 
plan-drawing.  But  had  the  necessary  instruments  been  furnished,  when 
the  Bangalore  Engineering  School  was  broken  up,  much  more  satisfactoiy 
results  might  have  been  reported.  A  chain  and  measuring  tape  are  still 
required  by  Mr,  Birch. 

TALOOK  KANARESE  SCHOOLS. 

17.  There  are  37  talook  schools  in  the  Circle,  with  an  attendance 
of  1831  boys.  1515  were  admitted  during  the  year  and  1389  left  The 
highest  number  on  the  roll  of  any  school  is  99,  the  lowest  18.  Taking 
all  the  schools  together,  we  get  an  average  number  of  about  fifty  at  eacb. 

18.  The  Orading  of  the  Schodb—ls  shewn  in  the  following  state- 
ment, from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  Shimoga  stands  first,  with  two  first 
grade  schools,  and  Kadoor,  second  with  one  first  grade,  three  second  and 
four  thh:d  grade  schools.  These  results  in  the  two  Malnad  Districts  are 
encouraging.

19.  There  are  36  talooks  in  the  circle,  34  of  these  have  each  a 
school  at  the  kasaba  town  ;  2,  Wastara  and  Kadaba,  have  no  talook 
schools,  and  3  have  two  schools  each. 

Kadaba  lafoofc— Has  a  good  endowed  school  of  twenty  years'  stand- 
ing, and  this  takes  the  place  and  does  the  work  of  a  Government  School. 

Wastara  Talook— -la  notoriously  unhealthy,  and  does  not  appear  to 
need  a  school  of  the  standard  of  a  talook  school  A  school  was  opened 
and  tried  here  for  some  time,  but  was  very  ill  attended,  and  invariably 
badly  reported  on.    It  was  accordingly  transferred  elsewhera 

The  three  talooks  with  two  schools  each  are  those  of  Shimoga, 
Kadoor  and  Chikkamagaluru  where,  in  addition  to  the  schools  at  the 
bsaba  towns,  others  have  been  opened  at  Hole  Honnuru,  Btruru  ani 
ScJcrepaina.  These  schools  were  established  (the  two  former  in  1866 — 
67)  on  the  special  recommendation  of  the  Deputy  Commissioners  of 
Districts. 

Biruru  is  a  place  of  considerable  commercial  importance,  a  large 
trade  in  supari  being  here  carried  on.  Hole  Ilmnuru  is  an  old  and 
popolous  town  about  nine  miles  from  Shimoga.  The  school  has  justified  its 
estabhshment  It  is  the  first  in  the  Circle  in  point  of  numbers,  having 
on  its  roll  99  pupils  and  is  of  the  first  grade. 

SdkrepaJtna — Is  also  a  large  town  and  has  an  extensive  Brahman 
popolatioa    The  school  here  is  also  of  the  first  grade. 

20.  Ute  Teaching  Agency— 0{  the  thirty-seven  talook  schools,  one 
lias  three  masters,  twenty-five  have  two  masters  each,  and  eleven  have  one. 
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These  men  are  of  various  degrees  of  efiBciency ;  some  are  very  good,  most 
do  fairly  well,  and  there  are  a  few  I  should  be  glad  to  get  rid  of.  As  time 
advances  and  better  masters  from  the  Anglo-vernacular  schools  are 
available,  the  worst  teachers  will  gradually  be  weeded  out.  There  is 
much  need  of  an  additional  master  in  some  of  the  best  schools  with 
seventy  or  eighty  pupils  each. 

21.  CommMees  for  Tdlsoh  Schodsand  their  rdations  to  the  AmSdears.— 
A  point  frequently  brought  to  notice  in  the  reports  of  the  Inspectors  is 
the  value  of  co-operation  between  the  Amildars  and  the  Educational  OfB- 
cers.  A  few  Amildars  take  very  great  interest  in  the  schools  of  their 
talooks,  visit  them  frequently,  examine  the  boys  and  give  all  needful 
information  to  the  Inspector  when  he  comes  round.  Others  and  by  far 
the  greater  number,  I  fear,  know  little  and  care  less  for  ^any  of  these 
things/  They  regard  the  school  as  an  institution  quite  outside  their 
direction  and  supervision,  and  seem  to  think  they  have  nothing  whatever 
to  do  with  it.  On  the  other  hand,  I  have  found,  in  numerous  instances, 
that  the  school  master  has  come  to  take  a  false  view  of  his  own  positioa 
He  looks  upon  himself  as  an  official  responsible  solely  to  the  Inspector  and 
would  resent  any  interference  or  even  suggestion  from  anybody  elsa  He 
certainly  does  not  consider  himself  as  in  any  sense  under  the  Amildar. 
Here,  I  think,  lies  a  great  mistake.  The  Amildar  is  the  local  representatiTe 
of  the  Government  All  his  influence,  and  it  is  great,  should  be  exerted 
for  the  benefit  of  the  school.  I  may  here  quote  the  Chief  Commissioner's 
remarks  on  the  subject. — Administration  Report  for  1870—71,  page 
1 58, — "  It  is  hoped  that  all  Amildars  will  be  urged  to  regard  it  as  part 
of  their  duty  to  visit  the  Government  schools  occasionally.'*  I  would 
respectfully  observe  that  while  even  ocamoncd  visitation  does  much  good 
periodical  official  visitation  would  do  still  more.  At  present  a  talook 
master  is  visited,  say,  twice  a  year  by  the  Inspector,  and  is  necessarfly 
left  for  at  least  six  months,  oftener  much  longer,  to  himself.  He  is 
naturally  prone  to  grow  lazy,  neglect  his  work,  come  late  to  school,  per- 
haps absent  himsellf  for  days  together,  and  nobody  is  any  the  wiser.  A 
reference  to  the  detailed  report  on  the  Shikaripura  School  will  shew  that 
this  is  no  fancy  picture.  It  is  clear  that  such  a  state  of  things  would  be 
perfectly  impossible^  if  the  Amildar,  who  is  on  the  spot  and  acquainted 
with  most,  if  not  all,  that  goes  on  in  the  town,  were  given  officially  to 
understand  that  he  is  responsible  forhe  school  and  that  a  weU  con- 
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ducted  and  prosperous  school  will  reflect  as  much  credit  upon  him  as  it 
would  npoD  the  Educational  Department 

I  am  making  but  a  hackneyed  remark  when  I  observe  further  that 
it  is  of  the  utmost  consequence  to  take  the  people  along  with  the  Govem- 
ment  in  all  extensive  educational  measures ;  to  make  them^  if  possible, 
regard  the  schools  as  their  own  schools  estabUshed  solely  for  their  bene- 
fit,  in  the  welfare  of  which  they  are  directly  and  personally  interested. 
This  principle  lies  at  the  base  of  the  hobli  school  system,  and  according 
as  it  operates  or  not  may  the  success  and  value  of  any  hobli  school  be 
guaged.  But  as  regards  the  talook  schools  there  is  no  means,  so  far 
as  I  know,  of  directly  interesting  the  kasaba  towns-folk  in  their  welfare 
beyond  the  payment  of  fees  and  the  speech  of  the  Inspector  after  his 
annual  examination  when  he  expatiates  on  the  advantages  of  education 
to  the  ryots  and  gaudas  then  and  there  assembled.  I  am  confident  that 
if  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  Amildars  were  secured,  education  would 
receive  a  great  impetus.  If  the  Amildars  were  simply  to  visit  the  schools 
and  sign  their  names  below  a  remark  or  two  in  the  books,  the  mere  fact 
of  their  doing  so  would  make  an  impression  upon  the  people  that  could 
not  fail  to  have  a  good  eflfect 

In  my  remarks  on  this  subject  I  have  held  the  talook  schools  chief- 
ly in  view,  partly  because  they  are  located  at  the  head  quarters  of  the 
Amildar,  where  he  can  exert  much  more  influence  than  elsewhere,  and  is  in 
a  better  position  to  judge  of  the  state  of  a  school ;  and  partly  because 
the  hobli  schools  are  visited  by  the  Sub-Deputy  Inspectors  thrice  a  year 
and  have  alreadly  secured  the  interest  of  the  people.

I  have  no  doubt  that  the  numbers  will  soon  be  doubled.    School  premises 

are  most  urgently  needed.    For  a  period  of  two  years  the  old  talook 

cutcheny  was  placed  at  the  disposal  of  this  Department,  and  the  school 

did  very  well  there  ;  but  the  building  was  eight  months  ago  resumed,  and 

^  adux>l  removed  to  a  chatram.    The  constant  interruptions  caused 
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by  travellers  made  it  impossible  to  carry  on  work,  and  the  school  was 
again  removed,  this  time  into  premises  occupied  and  paid  for  by  the  Hin- 
dustani School.  But  it  was  soon  found  that  the  latter  needed  to  be 
shifted  into  the  quarter  of  the  town  occupied  by  Musalmani,  and  the 
Kanarese  School  was  once  more  houseless  and  homeless.  It  was  found 
impossible  to  put  the  school  into  the  building  occupied  by  the  District 
School,  for  the  latter  was  crowded  to  excess,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  re- 
port upon  it.  No  funds  were  available  for  hiring  a  house,  and  in  these 
circumstances,  Mr.  Taylor,  the  Head  Master  of  the  District  School,  secu- 
red a  convenient  building  and  has  ever  since  paid  the  rent  (Rs.  4)  out  of 
his  own  pocket,  A  new  talook  cutcherry  is  in  course  of  erection,  and, 
I  trust,  when  finished,  the  old  cutcherry  will  be  made  over  to  the  Depart- 
ment for  good.  If  this  cannot  be  done  I  trust  that  rent  will  be  sano 
tioned.  The  school  is  a  large  and  flourishing  one,  and  is  important, 
because  it  acts  as  a  feeder  to  the  District  School.  This  circumstance 
will  prevent  its  ever  reaching  a  high  standard,  as  the  best  boys  annually 
leave  to  enter  the  English  school.

1*  Teachers  '.'.'.  2  ous  rivals  in  Hol^  HonnuHi,  Nyamati  and  Kr- 
thahalli  have  lately  pressed  to  the  front  and 
disputed  that  position.  It  is  no  discredit  to  Sagara  School  to  say  that 
instead  of  being  the  first,  it  is  now  only  one  amongst  several  excellent 
schools,  whose  number  may  be  expected  to  increase.  As  usual,  the  lan- 
guage lessons  had  received  careful  attention ;  the  whole  of  the  Padya  Sara 
had  been  gone  through  by  the  first  class.  Extracts  from  the  BAnAfcm 
and  Jayammi  selected  for  examination  presented  difficulties  that  were 
understood  and  explained  very  creditably.  In  grammatical  knowledge,  I 
consider  that  this  school  still  stands  first  "  The  arithmetic  is  eqoally 
well  reported  on.    An  estimate  for  repairing  and  white  washing  the 
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school  premises  which  have  had  nothing  done  to  them  since  their  erec- 
tion more  than  five  years  ago,  was,  I  regret  to  say,  not  sanctioned.  I 
trost  that  fands  will  this  year  be  available  for  these  necessary  repairs. 

25.  The  Nagar  Kanarese   School, — "  Since  its  establishment  in 

1870  has  been  under  three  diflferent  masters.

Instead  of  the  e3cposed  verandah  where  the  school  was  formerly  held,  a 
portion  of  the  cutcherry,  formerly  used  as  a  sandalwood  koti  has  been 
transferred  to  the  Department,  and  having  been  put  into  repair,  now 
makes  a  tolerably  good  school  room.  The  appointment  of  a  monitor  has 
been  of  great  benefit  to  the  school. 

26.  ITie  ShiMripura  Kanarese  School — The  Inspectors   report 

brings  to  light  a  sad  state  of  things  with  regard

is  simply  disgraceful.  The  Head  Master  had 
systematically  sent  false  returns  of  monthly  attendance  and  fees.  The 
boys  had  been  utterly  neglected,  deception  was  attempted  by  bringing 
forward  as  regular  pupils  boys  who  had  evidently  been  collected 
merely  in  expectation  of  the  Inspector's  visit  The  school  repairs  had  not 
been  commenced  though  money  for  the  same  had  been  drawn  in  advance. 
The  boys  had  been  defrauded  of  a  small  sum  of  money  entrusted  by  the 
Qdef  Commissioner  to  the  Head  Master  for  distribution  amongst  them  ; 
the  school  apparatus  was  dirty  and  neglected,  and  there  was  no  list  of  it 
to  be  found  ;  accounts  with  the  Curator  were  in  arrears  ;  complaints 
poured  in  from  parents  of  overcharges  in  the  matter  of  fees,  and  of  the 
Head  Master's  neglect  of  his  duty,  and  finally  the  master  would  not  pre- 
sent himself  when  called  for.'' 

This  master  has  smce  been  dismissed,  and  another  whose  reputa- 
tion in  the  Department  stands  high,  has  been  sent  in  his  placa  Under 
bim  I  have  no  doubt  the  school  will  rapidly  advance. 

It  is  difficult  to  believe  that  the  talook  Amildar  was  ignorant  of  the 
state  the  school  was  in,  and  it  seems  to  me  dear  that  he  neglected  bis 
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duty  in  failing  to  communicate  with  the  Inspector  on  the  subject  The 
system  of  Local  Committees  would  I  think,  make  a  recurrence  of  such  a 
state  of  afiairs  impossible. 

27.  Jhe  Nydmati  Kanarese  Schod — Is  considered  by  the  Inspec- 

tor to  be  one  of  the  three  best  schools  in  the 
Number ofPti^^     ...  ...     87  District.  "  During  the  examination,  a  closely 

„      Teacben  2  packed  crowd  of  about  100  attenti?e  visitors 

filled  all  the  available  space  in  the  school 
house.  The  population  of  Nyamati,  as  at  Davanagere,  is  almost  entirely 
Lingdyat.  I  am  assured  that  the  Brahman  element  is  confined  to  two  in- 
dividuals, of  whom  the  school  master  is  one.  In  both  towns  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  Lingayat  indigenous  master  as  an  assistant  has  had  the 
happiest  effect  in  securing  the  confidence  of  the  inhabitants.  At  the  close 
of  the  examination,  a  merchant  evidently  deputed  by  the  others  present, 
arose  and  expressed  the  satisfaction  felt  by  all  who  were  interested  m  the 
school  He  admitted  that  the  character  of  the  tuition  was  superior  to 
any  which  they  had  hitherto  been  able  to  obtain.  He  spoke  very  highly 
of  the  masters  whom  all  knew  and  respected.  The  Head  Master  of 
this  school,  Siva  Rdmaiya,  is  recommended  by  the  Inspector  for  promo- 
tion. 

28.  The  Chermagiri  Kanarese  ScftooZ— Appears  from  the  Inspector 

report  to  be  flourishing.    The  school  is  held

is  a  fatal  one,  is  its  situation.  I  have  addressed  you  on  the  subject  in  a 
separate  communication. 

29.  The  Hde  Honnuru  Kanarese  School — Is  in  point  of  numbers 

the  first  in  the  District  and  the  first  in  the 
NomberofPapis  ...

r  Teacheiies ...  2  Jjo^gQn  ^nd  again  by  myself.  The  Inspector 
writes  "  Venkata  Rao,  the  Head  Master,  has  shewn  himself  to  be  one  of 
the  most  capable  vernacular  teachers  in  the  Department  Since  he  took 
charge  the  school  has  trebled  its  numbers  and  risen  to  a  position  eqnal 
to  the  best  talook  schools  of  the  Province.    The  highest  class,  a  second,

comprisedfourtcen  boys'  all  of  whom  acquitted  themselves  well,  seme  veiy 
well,  in  every  subject  taken  up  for  examination.  The  language  lessons 
had  all  been  very  carefully  studied.'^  The  arithmetic  is  equally  well 
spoken  of.  "  I  have  rarely  met  with  classes  of  the  same  standard,  and 
equally  large  in  which  the  answering  has  been  so  uniformly  good'' 

I  fully  endorse  all  that  Mr.  Hodson  says  of  the  school.  After  in- 
spection I  raised  its  standard  to  that  of  a  first  class.  An  assistant 
master  is  most  urgently  required.  At  present  Venkata  Rao  has  only 
a  monitor  to  assist  him  in  the  tuition  and  management  of  1 00  boys.  It 
is  dear  that  the  school  cannot,  with  its  present  Btaff,  be  kept  up  to  the 
standard  it  has  reached.  A  new  school  house,  also  much  needed,  has 
been  sanctioned,  and  will  probably  be  ready  before  the  close  of  the  year. 

30.    Ihe  lirthahalli   Kanarese  School— Is  an  excellent  one.    Its

I  had  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with 

the  .work  performed  throughout  the  school    The  school-room,  a  long 

and  narrow   building,  is  badly  lighted  and  inconvenient,  but  it  is  the  best 

place  available  for  rent"

retarded  by  two  unfavorable    circumstances,

rese boy  in  the  town  of  an  age  to  attend  school." 

"  I  may  mention  that  the  Musalmani  have  secured  the  services  of 
a  master  and  opened  a  Hindustani  School  which  I  should  be  glad  to  see

and  wealthy,  with  a  population  chiefly  Lingajat. 
Number  of^^^  ...  62  The  attendance  is  much  lower  than  might  be 
„  Teachers  ...  2  ^xpe^ted,  as  it  is  estimated  that  there  are 
more  than  200  boys  actually  under  tuition  in  the  local  private  schools. 
The  proportion  of  Lingayat  boys  in  the  school  is  very  low.  This  indif- 
ference on  the  part  of  the  principal  inhabitants  may  be  attributed  partly 
to  the  well-known  exclusiveness  of  the  Lingayats  and  partly  to  the  locality 
of  the  school-house.  The  position  of  the  school  might  be  greatly  im- 
proved by  the  employment  of  Lingayat  local  teachers  as  assistants  and 
monitors."  I  am  glad  to  say  that  a  Lingayat  assistant  has  lately  been 
sent  to  this  school,  so  that  if  Mr.  Uodson's  view  of  the  case  is  correct 
the  numbers  will  rapidly  rise.

The  appointment  of  a  monitor  would 
enable  the  school  to  provide  instruction  for  nearly  twice  as  many  bojs 
as  are  now  being  taught  The  thanks  of  the  Department  are  due  to  the 
Amildar  Manjappa,  to  whose  active  supervision  is  duemuchoftiie 
success  not  only  of  this  but  of  all  the  vernacular  schools  in  this  talook. 
He  found  funds  for  making  sundry  improvements  in  the  school-house." 

35.  Ihe  Harihara  Kanarese  School  :—^^  When  last  reported  on 

had  been  reduced  to  a  very  low  state  by  the 

NutDberofPu^u^       ...

sach  boys  as  may  require  it.  I  have  confidence  in  the  master,  and  con- 
aider  that  the  school  is  now  in  a  fair  way  to  recovery."

doubtful  whether  the  old  residents  belonging  to  the  trading  and  artizan 
dass  will  after  all  desert  their  old  quarters.''  The  Inspector  further 
condemns  the  present  school  premises,  and  recommends  a  favorable 
site,  midway  between  the  old  and  new  towns,  for  the  erection  of  a  new 
house  when  funds  are  available. 

37.  The  Hdiyara  Kcsmrese  School.—'''  Was  during  the  earlier 

part  of  the  year  under  the  charge  of  Krish- 
Numberof^^  ...  24  naiengar,  the  master  who,  it  may  be  remem- 
„  Teachers  ...  1  bercd,  was  transferred  to  that  place  from 
Ilosadurga  on  reduced  pay,  and  who  appears  to  have  succeeded  no  bettor 
at  Huliyara  than  he  did  at  his  former  appointment.  Many  boys  during 
his  time  were  withdrawn  by  their  parents  and  complaints  were  preferred 
against  him  of  exactly  the  same  character  as  were  made  at  Hosadurga. 
He  applied  for  and  obtained  six  months'  leave  on  half  pay,  and  got  it 
farther  extended  for  three  months  without  pay.  The  school  has  since 
been  in  the  hands  of  Gopalaiya,  a  young  man  who  passed  out  of  the 
Bangalore  Normal  School  last  year.  The  boys  brought  up  by  him  for 
examination  presented  a  schedule  of  work  that  would  be  rather  meagre 
if  regarded  as  the  result  of  12  months'  study  ;  but  being  little  more  than 
six  months'  work,  it  is  evident  that  there  has  been  steady  application. 
I  was  not  able  to  mark  every  subject  'good'  but  was  on  the  whole  satisfied 
with  the  general  management  of  the  school."  The  master  above  censured 
has  smce  been  removed,  and  Gopalaiya  appointed  in  his  place. 

38.  The  Hosadurga  Kanarese  School.— ^^  A  very  decided  improve- 

ment is  apparent  throughout  every  class  and

The 
most  advanced  pupils,  boys  of  the  third  class,  wrote  badly,  spelled  incor- 
rectly, knew  nothing  of  grammar  or  geography,  and  failed  in  the  simplest 
operations  of  arithmetic.  The  fourth  class  boys  could  read  from  the 
Kanarese  First  Book  with  difficulty.  The  failure  may  be  attributed 
more  to  an  absence  of  system  than  to  actual  neglect  The  school-house 
is  so  extremely  close  and  dark  as  to  be  positively  injurious  to  the  eyes.** 
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42.  Tlie  Chikkamagdluru  Kamrese  School — The  attendance  has

3  numbcrs  and  general  efficiency,  it  has  made  a 
wonderful  advance  under  its  present  master 
who  appears  to  be  the  right  man  for  the  place.  Being  the  head  quarters 
of  the  Jagat  Guru,  Sringeri  abounds  in  good  scholars,  and  the  school 
master  stationed  here  ought  to  be  a  master  of  Kanarese,  and,  if  possible, 
to  have  a  creditable  knowledge  of  Sanskrit.  During  examination  the 
Matha  officials  and  principal  people  of  the  town  were  present,  and  manifest- 
ed a  lively  interest  in  all  the  proceedings.  One  or  two  difficult  points 
in  derivation  were  cleared  up  by  the  Head  Parpattegar,  a  good  scholar, 
very  learnedly.  All  the  classes  did  well,  the  highest  class  very  well,  in 
language  especially.  The  present  school-house  being  rather  inconveni- 
ently situated,  the  manager  of  the  Matha  has  fixed  on  another  site  and 
will  shortly  build  better  premises.  The  prizes  distributed  here  were 
sapplemented  by  the  master,  Murti  Rao,  at  his  own  expense  to  prevent, 
as  he  said,  the  little  boys  from  being  disappointed.  The  number  of 
students  is  too  large  for  one  master  to  manage,  and  I  trust  a  monitor  will

These  were  construed,  the  invol- 
ved sentences  analysed,  allusions  explained,  and  the  grammatical  questions 
answered  in  a  manner  that  indicated  the  employment  of  great  pains  and 
teaching  skill.  The  definitions  and  four  propositions  pf  the  first  book  of 
Euclid  were  thoroughly  understood,  vulgar  fractions,  simple  and  double 
proportion  were  quite  familiar  to  two  boys,  and  in  a  less  degree  to  the 
other  five  comprising  the  dass.  I  consider  the  condition  of  this  school 
to  be  highly  commendable,  and  have  much  pleasure  in  mentioning  the 
name  of  the  master  Venkatanaranaiya  as  one  of  the  best  vernacular 
teachers  in  the  Department."* 

47.  The  Kadoor  Kanarese  School — Is  unfavorably  reported  on. 

"  The  school  I  regard  as  unsatisfactory,  espe- 
""„    °  ciins  2  cially  as  its  curcumstances  are  comparatively 

"  TeachcB  ...  2  fayorable.  The  school-house  is  large  and  con- 
veniently situated  ;  the  people  appreciate  education,  and  two  masters  aie 
provided.  The  Head  Master's  duty  was  limited  to  teaching  eleven  boys, 
whom  he  had  formed  into  classes  III  and  IV,  all  others  being  placed 
under  the  second  master's  care.  Numerous  private  schools  were  floonsh- 
ing  in  the  town.  Sad  complaints  are  made  of  the  school-house  which, 
though  built  only  four  years  ago  by  the  Public  Works  Department,  is 
constantly  needing  repairs.  The  workmanship  is  bad,  the  materiab 
worse,  the  roof  leaks  freely  and  the  floor  is  broken  up."  An  estimate  sent 
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in  for  repairs  was  not  sanctioned.  I  trust  that  funds  will  this  year  be 
ETailabla  The  Head  Master  has  been  removed,  and  his  place  is  now 
filled  b;  a  better  man.

'  dses,  both  mental  and  wrftten.    I  was  very 

much  pleased  with  the  result.  The  other  classes  did  equally  well.  Both 
fte  Head  Master  Nanjunda  Shastri  and  his  assistant  Bhaskaraiya  have 
trodoed  hard.  The  success  of  the  Koratagere  school  has  been  achieved 
in  q[Hte  of  two  serious  hindrances,  m.^  a  deficiency  of  school-books,  and 
an  extremely  ill-adapted  school-house.  The  building,  a  small,  dark  stone 
chatram,  built  up  in  front  with  sand,  is  barely  sufiBcient  for  half  the 
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number  of  boys  that  are  daily  crowded  into  it.  I  understand  there  is  a 
prospect  of  certain  changes  that  will  lead  to  the  cutcherry  being  vacated, 
in  which  case  I  would  recommend  that  application  be  made  for  permis- 
sion to  occupy  a  part  of  the  building,  until  a  new  school  is  erected.

Possibly  it  may  be  dne 
to  the  removal  on  promotion  of  the  late  assistant  master  Mallappa,  who 
is  a  native  of  Maddagiri  ond  very  popular.  The  school  has  always  ranked 
as  one  of  the  best  in  the  Circle.  The  Inspector's  report,  on  the  whole,  is 
satisfactory. 

53.  The  Kunigdllu  Kanarese  SywoZ— "  Is  almost  the  only  one  in  the 

District  that  is  not  getting  on  well,  and  I  regret

„  Teacbere  ...  1  teen  little  half-naked  boys  appeared  at  the 
examination,  and  of  these  only  four  could  read. 
Of  the  four,  one  would  be  fit  for  a  third  class  ;  the  others  could  read  the 
Hatha  Saptati,  and  possessed  an  indifferent  acquaintance  with  the  first 
four  rules  of  arithmetic ;  the  rest  were  little  urchins  writing  on  sand. 
Under  the  former  master,  the  Kunigallu  School  had  pupils  on  a  par  with 
the  most  advanced  in  the  District.  Its  decadence  dates  from  the  time  the 
present  master  took  charge,  about  a  year  and  a  half  ago.  Two  flourish- 
ing private  schools  are  now  in  operation  in  successful  opposition  to  the 
Government  institution.  The  master,  H.  Subbaiya,  is  unquestionably 
answerable  for  the  state  of  things.^'  The  master  alluded  to  has  since 
been  degraded  and  sent  elsewhere^  and  a  successful  teacher  has  taken 
his  place.

The  third  class  numbers  15  boys,  of  whom  13  came  up  for  examination. 
Portions  of  the  Earima  had  been  committed  to  memoiy.  The  declensions 
and  conjugations  in  Persian,  as  given  in  the  EavaydeFarsi  were  repeated 
accurately.  Ordinary  Hindustani  the  boys  read  with  fluency.  They  write 
neatly  as  well  as  correctly  to  dictation  In  arithmetic  a  variety  of  ex- 
amples in  proportion,  and  the  keeping  of  accounts  were  worked  out  very 
well  In  geography  a  very  good  beginning  has  been  made.  During  the 
greater  part  of  the  year  the  Hindustani  master  Abdul  Earim  has  been 
assiduous  in  devoting  all  his  spare  time  to  self-improvement,  and  has  re- 
ceived much  assistance  from  Narasinga  Rao  the  first  assistant  in  the 
English  school.  It  has  also  been  part  of  Narasinga  Rao%  duty  to  pay 
periodical  visits  to  this  branch  oi  the  school  for  the  purpose  of  introdudog 
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a  better  method  of  tniiioD.    His  efforts  have  proved  very  beneficial,  and 
the  Hindustani  school  under  report  is  now  the  best  in  the  drcle, 

61.    The  Shimoga  Emdustdni  School — Has  been  very   recently 
opened,  and  consequently  sufficient  time  has 

Number  of  Pnpib 52  not  passed  to  allow  of  an  examination.    The 

"     Teacbere"  1  master  is  a  trained  student  from  the  Normal 

School  and  seems  intelligent  and  hardworking. 
The  Musalman  population  of  the  town  is  considerable.  There  are  three 
ixivate  schools.  Several  men  of  the  Siledar  regiment  stationed  here 
go  to  the  Government  school  at  night,  to  learn  to  read,  and  a  few  students 
of  the  English  school  attend  in  the  afternoon.  I  have  no  doubt  that  the 
school  will  prosper  and  effect  much  good.  The  Amildar,  the  Assistant 
Commissioner  Mr.  Binturi,  and  the  Colonel  of  the  Siledars,  allMuhamma-

to  be  hoped  that  the  school  will  get  on.  As  at 
the  last  two  schools  the  master  is  a  trained  man  from  Bangalore  Normal 
School. 

HOBLI  SCHOOLS. 

63.  Last  year  saw  the  completion  of  the  hobli  school  system  for 
Mjfsore.  The  original  scheme  provided  for  320  schools  or  one  for  each 
nigani.  The  revision  of  the  revenue  system  has  reduced  the  number  of 
talook  sub-divisions  or  hoblis  to  183;  the  old  maganis  absorbed  into 
tttte,  being  now  called  That  maganis.  If,  then,  there  were  one  school 
feeach  hobli,  we  should  have  183  schools,  whereas  we  have  209.    This 
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number  will  probably  go  on  increasing.  In  Toomkoor  and  Chitoldroog 
the  number  of  hoblis  and  schools  correspond.  In  Shimoga,  and  Eadoor 
there  are  more  schools  than  hoblis. 

64.  Exknsian  of  the  Sy^fem.— According  to  the  Director's  instruc- 
tions, dated  8th  August  1872,  Mr.  Hodson  communicated  with  the 
Deputy  Commissioners  of  Districts  on  the  subject  of  opening  schools  in 
new  Tillages.  The  correspondence  will  be  shortly  forwarded.  It  will  be 
seen  that  the  Inspector  and  Deputy  Commissioners  conjointly  recom- 
mend 52  villages  for  the  opening  of  new  schools.  But  of  this  numbar 
six  have  been  opened  since  the  correspondence  began.  There  remain 
therefore  46  villages  recommended  by  this  office  for  schoola 

65.  The  ilttendonce— Varies  in  different  schools  from  73,  the  highest, 
on  the  roll  of  any  school,  to  six,  the  lowest.  When  a  school  after  a  few 
months'  trial  is  found  with  such  a  very  small  number,  it  is  closed 
and  the  master  transferred  elsewhere.  Taking  all  the  schools  together 
we  get  an  average  of  23  pupils  for  each. 

66.  Standard  of  the  Sdwols.— This  is  determined  by  the  hi^est 
class  in  the  school  A  graduated  scale  of  lessons  has  been  arranged 
for  five  classes.  Promotions  from  one  class  to  another  are  made  by  the 
Sub-Deputy  Inspectors,  after  their  examinations.  A  school  is  said  to  be 
of  the  first  grade  when  its  highest  class  is  reading  the  subjects  laid  down 
for  that  grade,  and  so  on  for  the  other  grades.  Hence  a  school  of  the 
first  grade  has  reached  the  highest  standard,  which  under  the  present 
arrangement  it  is  possible  for  it  to  reach.  The  following  table  shevs 
at  a  glance  the  state  of  the  schools  under  this  head.  It  will  be  seen  that 
Toomkoor  is  the  most  forward  and  Shimoga  the  most  backward  of 
the  Districts.  Of  the  56  schools  of  the  latter,  it  is  but  fair  to  add,  29 
have  oaly  very  recently  been  opened  and  have  not  had  time  to  work  up  to 
a  high  standard,  while  the  Toomkoor  schools  are  the  oldest  in  the  Circle.

67.    Transfers  oj  Schools. — The  number  of  schools  closed  during 

the  year  and  re-opened  at  other  places  is  mar- 

;;;  \    ginally  noted.    The  causes  of  such  transfer 

J    are  various.    Sometimes  it  is  found  that  the 

villagers  have  grown  indifferent  and  will  not 

fulfil  the  condition  of  providing  the  school  premises.    Sometimes,  after  a 

jear  or  two,  they  discover  that  their  boys  have  learnt  enough  to  last 

them  for  the  rest  of  their  lives,  and  withdraw  them  in  a  body. .  Often  the 

fsralt  lies  with  the  master,  who  when  sent  to  a  distant  village  in  the 

Malnfd,  purposely  neglects  his  work  in  order  that  the  boys  may  keep 

away,  the  school  be  closed  in  consequence,  and  himself  transferred  to  a 

more  favorable  place.    According  to  the  original  plan,  village  masters 

were  to  be  sent  to  the  Division  Normal  School  and  after  undergoing  a 

course  of  training,  to  return  as  hobli  masters  to  their  native  places.    In 

the  Maln&d,  however,  and  in  the  Ling&yat  districts,  few  masters  would 

anne  forward  ;  consequently  Maidan  men  had  to  be  sent  to  many  of  the 

Shimoga  and  Kadoor  schools,  often  far  distant  from  their  own  villages. 

68.  Nmiber  of  Pupils  thai  passed  through  the  Schools :— The  corres- 
ponding numbers  have  been  given  for  the  talook  schools,  but  I  regret  to 
say  that  the  returns  for  hobli  schools  have  not  yet  reached  this  office,  and 
I  am  tiierefore  unable  to  furnish  them  this  year. 

69.  I  append  tabular  statements  at  the  close  of  this  Report  shew- 
ing the  number  of  h6bli  schools,  the  sh^dar  h6blis  in  which  they  are 
placed,  the  premises  given  by  the  villagers,  whether  houses  or  temples, 
tke  grade  of  each  school,  the  remarks  of  the  Sub-Deputy  Inspectors  and 
fte  number  of  pupils  in  each.

TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  HOBLI  MASTERS. 
74.    A  certificate  examination  for  the  purpose  of  selecting  hobli 
>l  masters  from  the  two  training  sciiools  in  the  GhUuldroog  District 
ps  beld  in  July,  of  which  the  following  is  the  report. 


•%oo! 
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Out  of  32  candidates  29  are  available  for  employment.  The  other 
three,  who  had  been  only  one  and  half  a  month  under  tuition,  have  re- 
C3ived  permission  to  proceed  to  the  Tirthahalli  Training  School. 

Of  the  29  passed  men  17  are  appointed  to  open  new  schools  in  the 
Chituldroog  District,  which  thereby  receives  its  full  complement,  w,  51 
schools.  In  Shimoga  District  eight  new  schools  will  be  established,  and 
two  old  ones  re-opened,  leaving  only  two  vacancies.  For  Kadoor  District 
only  two  men  were  available,  and  as  both  of  them  are  needed  to  supply 
vacancies  at  two  schools  that  had  been  temporarily  closed,  no  new  schools 
have  been  opened  in  Kadoor.  It  is  expected  that  the  Training  School  at 
Tirthahalli  will  furnish  masters  at  the  next  examination  for  the  remaining 
18  vacant  hoblis  in  the  Malnad. 

The  Tirthahalli  School  was  examined  in  January.  A  stricter  precau- 
tionary system  of  regulating  admissions  and  an  extension  of  the  period 
of  training  which  have  been  insisted  upon  during  the  year,  have  led  to 
results  80  far  satisfactory  that  the  23  men  now  passed  are  as  a  whole 
superior  to  those  lately  passed  out  of  Malnad  training  schools. 

All  have  a  tolerably  accurate  knowledge  of  Kanarese,  and  some  have 
given  attention  to  the  study  of  Sanskrit.  Of  the  arithmetic  questions 
proposed  at  the  examination  three  were  taken  from  the  paper  set  last 
month  to  the  Matriculation  candidates  in  Madras.  The  style  of  the 
questions  was  totally  foreign  to  village  school  masters  in  this  remote  part 
of  the  Mysore  ;  yet  of  the  three  questions  one  was  correctly  worked  out  by 
six  candidates,  and  another  question  was  worked  out  nearly  to  the  end  by 
half  the  class.  The  knowledge  of  school  management  was  also  in  advance 
of  that  displayed  on  previous  occasions. 

It  is  due  to  Sagara  Talook  School  to  note  that  the  young  man  who 
passed  first,  getting  more  than  half  marks  on  every  subject,  received  bis 
education  at  that  institution.

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I  discovered  from  the  circumstance  that,  when  after  expressing  my 
general  satisfaction  with  the  results  of  my  examination,  I  was  proceed- 
ing to  indicate  one  or  two  points  that  admitted  of  an  alteration  for  the 
better,  I  was  interrupted  by  the  Gauda  and  three  or  four  of  the  patrons 
of  the  school  who  stood  up  and  protested  against  any  fault  being  found 
with  their  valued  schoolmaster's  work.  These  village  magnates  who 
were  disposed  to  be  offended  at  anything  except  praise,  were  good- 
naturedly  put  down  with  an  air  of  conscious  superiority  by  the  master 
himself  who  reminded  them  that  there  were  other  schools  besides  theirs, 
and  professed  his  anxiety  to  have  the  benefit  of  any  su^estions  that 
might  be  offered."  The  boys  are  reported  to  have  read  Eanarese, 
printed  and  manuscript,  with  great  fluency  and  energy  and  to  have 
written  well  to  dictation.  The  Inspector  was  quite  satisfied  with 
the  progress  made  during  the  year,  and  has  a  high  opinion  of  the 
master.

This,  to  some  extent,  accounts  for  the  large  attendance  of  both 
Lingayat  and  Brahman  boys  notwithstanding  the  nearness  of  the  Govern- 
ment Hobli  School  at  Kaidala  half  a  mile  off.  It  has  the  advantage 
of  the  frequent  supervision  of  the  Missionaries  stationed  at  Toomkoor. 
The  Inspectors  report  on  the  school  is  favorable.

Teacher*        :      4    Inspector's  report  is  as  follows:— 

"In  consequence  of  the  Hindu  customs  which  lead  to  removal  of 
girls  after  attaining  the  age  of  about  twelve  years,  girls'  schools  never 
get  beyond  a  very  elementary  stage.  The  accompanying  tabular  state- 
ment shews  that  the  fifteen  girls  who  form  the  highest  class  can  read 
ftcid  write  ordinary  Kanarese  well ;  have  some  knowledge  of  the  elements 
of  grammar  and  geography  ;  are  tolerably  acquainted  with  the  multi- 
plication and  division  of  rupees  and  can  sew. 

The  foregoing  attainments  will  be  found  to  be  those  of  the  best 
girls'  schools  in  the  country,  and  under  existing  circumstances  to 
mamtain  that  standard  is  all  that  can  be  looked  for.  Probably  in  some 
instances  the  lessons  commenced  at  school  are  continued  afterwards  ;  at 
all  events  female  education  does  not  necessarily  stop  at  the  point  at- 
tained by  the  first  class  in  the  girls'  school.  Most  of  the  girls  attending 
the  Fort  School  belong  to  families  where  the  male  members  are  more  or 
less  acquainted  with  English,  and  it  may  be  supposed  that  opportunities 
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are  afforded  of  imparting  varied  information,  the  reception  of  which  must 
be  facilitated  by  the  elementary  instruction  imparted  in  the  school 

The  increased  attendance  may  be  accepted  as  an  indication  of  the 
school's  prosperity.  Out  of  88  girls  78  were  present  at  my  inspection 
visit,  and  from  the  attendance  register  this  proportion  represents  about 
the  average  daily  attendance  ;  a  very  good  average  for  a  girls'  school 

Each  of  the  four  classes  has  a  separate  master  and  a  separate  room 
so  arranged  that  the  Head  Master  has  ready  access  to  all  without  any 
class  being  exposed  to  interruption  from  any  other. 

I  was  informed  that  the  fourth  master,  who  has  charge  of  the 
youngest  girls,  has  his  pay  so  regulated  that  it  depends  upon  the  number 
of  girls  who  punctually  attend  school  One  rupee  is  paid  for  every  ten 
girls  who  attend  not  less  than  fifteen  days  a  month.  An  attendance  of 
only  half  a  day,  that  is,  during  the  morning  and  omitting  the  afternoon 
sch<>ol  or  vice  vena,  is  not  admitted.  This  plan  is  found  to  suit  all  parties. 

Regularity  of  attendance  being  secured  by  the  above  device, 
eflSciency  is  maintained  by  a  very  exact  supervision.  The  school  is 
visited  five  times  a  week  by  Mrs.  Stephenson^  to  whom  its  existence 
chiefly,  and  its  efficient  character  are  entirely  due."

An  elementary  work  on  geography  had  been  read,  but  with  very  imper- 
fect understanding  of  its  meaning,  as  no  map  had  ever  been  seen  by  the 
boys,  except  a  very  small  indistinct  outline  of  Hindustan.  Some  elemen- 
tary lessons  in  Persian  had  been  gone  through.  It  was  evident  that 
pains  had  been  taken  to  improve  the  school."  The  master  of  this  school 
died  in  December  last  The  son  of  the  Kunigallu  master  has  been 
appointed.

UNAIDED  SCHOOLS.-KANARESE  GIRLS'  SCHOOLS. 

91.  The  Wesleyan  Mission  Kanarese  Girls'  School^  Pete,  Toomkoor— 
"  Resembles  much  the  sister  institution  at  the  Fort.  The  attendance  is 
88,  of  which  number  I  saw  77  when  I  visited  the  school  Most  of  the 
girls  are  daughters  of  Chettis  and  Modahars  with  a  sprinkling  of  the 
goldsmith  and  kindred  castes.  The  parents  continue  to  take  a  most 
active  interest  in  the  school,  and  occasionally  contribute  towards  the  a- 
pense  ;  but  the  managers  consider  it  would  be  premature  to  intix)duce  any 
fee  at  present.  I  consider  it  a  very  interesting  school  and  in  every  way 
entitled  to  Government  support.'* 

92.  The  Wesleyan  Mission  Girls'  School,  Shimoga — Was  establish- 
ed last  year  by  the  Rev.  J.  Lyle,  Missionaiy  at  Shimoga,  upon  a 
spontaneous  application  from  a  number  of  respectable  trades-people, 
chiefly  Lingayats,  requesting  the  establishment  of  a  school  for  their  girls. 
The  school  was  inspected  and  favorably  reported  on  by  Mr.  Hodson. 
The  attendance  reported  by  him,  38,  has  since  risen  to  50.  The  master 
employed  is  a  respectable  man  and  commands  the  confidence  of  the  peo- 
ple. ''  This  school  is  totally  distinct  from  the  former  aided  school,  being 
in  another  locality  and  attended  by  an  entirely  different  class.  The 
girls  of  the  former  school,  chiefly  Brahmans,  were  nearly  all  daughters  of 
Government  officials.  The  new  school  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  commer- 
cial population  living  in  the  busiest  part  of  Shimoga  Pete. 

The  object  is  one  to  which  I  believe  the  Government  is  particularly 
disposed  to  render  assistance.  I  beg  to  trecommend  that  a  grant  of  Bs. 
20  a  month  be  sanctioned  for  this  school.  The  same  amount  was  allowed 
to  the  former  girls'  school^' 

My  thanks  and  acknowledgments  are  due  to  Mrs.  Bruce,  who  visits  the 
school  weekly,  examines  the  girls  and  manifests  much  interest  in  the  work. 
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93.  Jhe  Jfesleyan  Mission  Girls'  Schod^  GuJW— Was  visited  by 
the  Inspector  in  July  last.  He  writes — "  The  teaching  staff  consisted  of 
two  masters  assisted  by  a  woman  servant,  whose  chief  duty  is  to  collect 
the  girls  every  day.  Out  of  thirty  seven  girls  I  found  twenty  seven  pre- 
sent. Of  these,  twelve  can  read  ordinary  prose  and  poetry,  can  repeat  a 
few  of  the  elementary  parts  of  Campbell's  giammar,  write  a  little,  and 
know  something  of  the  outlines  of  geography.  All  the  pupils  were  Linga- 
yats  except  two  Brahmans  and  two  Modaliars.''  The  school  is  recom- 
mended for  a  grant  of  ten  rupees,  which  I  hope  will  be  given. 

94.  Hindu  Girls'  School,  Chitttldroog--yfsJA  established  early  in 
the  year  1870  by  the  Hindu  official  (since  transferred  from  Chituldroog\ 
who  was  chiefly  instrumental  in  the  establishment  of  a  similar  school  at 
Shimoga.  The  Inspector  saw  30  girls  present  out  of  a  roll  of  35.  They 
could  read  and  write  fairly,  and  understood  the  simple  operations  of  arith- 
metic. The  sole  teacher  is  a  widow,  a  Lingdyat  by  caste,  the  sister  of 
an  indigenous  master  in  a  neighbouring  village.  She  is  acquainted  with 
the  elementary  arithmetic,  geography  and  grammar  usually  taught  in 
Government  Vernacular  schools.  The  school  has^  on  the  whole,  done 
well.    It  has  been  recommended  for  a  grant  of  ten  rupees. 

KANARESE  BOYS'  SCHOOLS. 

95.  Afmdjaiya's  Endowed  Kanarese  School,  Kaddba. — ^'  Has  been 
reported  on  at  length  on  several  occasions.  My  last  visit  to  the  school 
was  paid  about  four  months  ago.  The  average  daily  attendance  is  about 
twenty-five. 

Two  masters  were  employed,  but  from  want  of  funds  one  has  re- 
cently been  dispensed  witL 

The  ^hool  premises  built  by  the  late  Annajaiya  are  very  suitable  for 
the  purpose. 

The  attainments  of  the  boys  are  about  on  a  par  with  those  at  Gubbi. 
When  Government  aid  is  granted  I  wouldsuggest  the  propriety  of 
stipulating  that  a  qualified  master,  approved  by  the  Educational  ! : 
partment,  be  appointed."

1.  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  Report  of  the  progress  of  the 
Goyemment  High  School,  during  the  past  year  (1872—73).  This  duty 
has  fallen  upon  me  owing  to  the  sudden  illness  of  the  Priocipal  and  his 
departure  to  England. 

2.  The  changes  that  have  taken  place  in  the  school  have  been  few, 

and  are  confined  chiefly  to  the  staff  of  masters, 
00  ChangM  in  School  L^st  February,  in  consequence  of  the  appoint- 

ment of  Mr.  Marsden,  the  First  Assistant,  to  the 
acting  Inspectorship  of  the  2nd  Circle,  Mr.  Pope  was  appointed  to  officiate 
as  1st  Assistant,  Towards  the  end  of  the  same  month  the  Principal,  Mr. 
Waters,  went  to  England  on  sick  leave  ;  Mr.  Pope  took  up  the  ofliciatiDg 
Prindpalship.  Mr.  Leonard,  the  2nd  Assistant,  took  the  place  of  the  officia- 
ting 1st  Assistant ;  thus  leaving  the  2nd  Assistant  Mastership  vacant. 
This  vacancy  has  not  as  yet  been  filled  up. 

In  the  Engineering  School  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of 

Mr.  Beveiidge  was  filled  up  by  the  appoint-

To  make  room,  as  well  as  to  engage  the  services  of  one  of  the  lower 
masters  for  the  purpose  of  teaching  Tamil,  I  have  done  away  with  the  Cth 
A  class,  sending  a  part  to  the  5th  B  and  part  to  the  6th  B,  (now  the  6th 
class)  and  equalized  the  numbers  throughout  Still  we  are  very  much 
crowded, 

4.  The  work  in  the  lower  school  has  been  placed  on  a  good  foot- 

ing.   Care  has  been  taken  to  preserve  a  good 

Work  in  the  L)wer  School         standard  of  work  in  the  1  St,  2nd  and  3rd  classes 

especially.    It  is  from  these  classes  that  we  are 

supplied  with  the  materials  for  the  Matriculation  dasses  each  year.  Upon 

the  thoroughness  of  the  work  here  depends  the  success  of  the  school  in 

the  higher  University  examinations. 

5.  Here  I  would  take  the  opportunity  of  stating  the  necessity  of 

having  another  master  for  the  upper  school. 
ii^v^l^i^'^  ^"^^  The  present  staff  consists  of  a  Principal  and 

2  Assistants,  who  have  to  manage  the  Matricu- 
lation class,  2  F.  A.  classes,  a  morning  B.  A.  class,  and  an  aftemoon  one 
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C)mp3S3d  of  masters  of  other  schools,  who  are  unable  to  attend  in  the 
morning.  To  these  will  be  added  next  year  a  junior  B.  A.  class.  The 
reasons  for  urging  the  addition  to  the  staff  are  : — 

(i).  That  owing  to  this  pressure  of  work,  periodical  examinations 
of  the  school  are  managed  with  great  difficulty,  and  cannot  be  as  com- 
plete and  thorough  as  they  ought  to  be. 

(ii).  The  Principal  has  no  time  whatever  to  look  into  the  working 
of  the  lower  classes  and  of  exercising  a  general  superintendence  over  the 
rest  of  the  school     A  want  that  is  greatly  felt. 

(iii).  Apart  from  the  teaching  in  the  school,  there  is  a  good  amount 
of  office  work  which  has  to  be  done,  and  which  takes  up,  under  the 
present  arrangement,  a  great  deal  of  time  that  ought  to  be  devoted  to 
teaching,  and  to  assisting  boys  who  remain  in  the  school  during  after 
hours  at  work. 

(iv).  There  is  very  little  time  and  I  might  add  indinaiion  after  a 
day's  work,  for  arranging  extra  lectures  on  such  subjects  as  Chemistry, 
Electricity,  Magnetism,  &c.,  and  thus  making  some  use  of  the  splendid 
apparatus  that  the  school  possesses. 

The  importance  of  such  subjects  has  been  urged  elsewhere.    The  suc- 
cess of  the  school  would,  I  feel  confident,  be  greatly  increased  by  the 
addition  of  another  European  Assistant;  to  whom  in  a  great  measure  the 
Matriculation  class  and  the  office  work  which  I  have  mentioned  might  be 
given.    The  formation  of  a  Provincial  College,  in  addition  to  the  High 
School,  in  the  chief  town  of  the  Mysore  Province  is  a  thing  to  be  desired. 
6.    We  find  great  difficulty  in  ensuring  a  regular  attendance  in  the 
F.  A.  and  B.  A.  classes ;  and  in  many  cases  we 
AttaiJanoe  in  P.  A.  and  B.  A.    get  very  little  out-of-school  work  done.   As  soon 
as  a  boy  passes  the  Matriculation  examination 
he  feels  it  is  his  duty  to  look  about  for  an  employment,  and  when  that  is 
obtained  the  school  work  is  quite  a  secondary  matter.    I  mention  this  as 
we  have  just  liad  such  a  flagrant  case.    One  of  the  F.  A.  boys,  who  had 
taken  a  very  high  place  in  the  Matriculation  examination,  who  had  sub- 
sequently headed  every  school  examination  that  he  entered  for,  and  was 
io  a  fair  way  of  distinguishing  himself  in  the  University  F.  A.  examination, 
came  one  morning  for  1 5  days  leave  to  go  into  the  di^jtrict  to  join  the 

2  a 
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office  to  which  he  had  been  appointed.  Eveiy  day  before  11  o'clock  be 
has  to  leave,  and  though  he  does  work  a  little  the  difference  in  the  results 
is  very  great  and  very  disheartening  to  the  masters. 

We  have  a  good  many  pupils  so  employed.  I  would  suggest  that 
two  scholarships  be  offered  in  each  of  the  upper  classes  to  enable  boys  to 
work  on  till  they  have  taken  their  B.  A.  degree  without  any  such  inter- 
ruptions. 

7.  Among  the  admissions  this  year  we  have  had  many  Coorg  boys, 

who  are  a  promising  set  of  lads.  They  come  to 
Coorg  Boys.  us  periodically  from  Coorg.    We  shall  have 

more  of  them  shortly.  Among  the  succesFful 
candidates  at  the  last  Matriculation  examination  were  two.  As  they 
are  strangers  in  Bangalore,  they  are  put  under  the  Principal's  care. 

8.  The  statement  of  fees  and  attendance  throughout  the  school,

9.  The  results  of  the  last  University  examinations  are  as  follow:—

marks  in  the  two  previous  examinations. 

Seven  candidates  passed.    This  was  a  stiff  year.    In  ordinary  years 
we  should  have  had  a  first  class  or  two.    The

The  Matriculation  class  is  a  large 
one,  and  we  hope  by  the  end  of  the  year  to  select  a  good  batch  for  the 
I       Uniyersity  examination.

I  1872.  Various  gentlemen,  in  the  Madras  Presi- 

Anoaai  £xuDiaatioD&  dcncy,  thoso  engaged  in  education  and  others 

were  kind  enough  to  set  the  papers  for  the  up- 
per school  The  lower  school  was  examined  in  some  classes  by  papers 
and  in  others  viva  voce. 

The  results  on  the  whole  were  satisfactory.  Just  those  who  were 
selected  by  the  various  examiners  as  having  done  well  have  since  done 
credit  to  the  school  in  the  University  examinations. 

There  were  failures  as  well.  The  senior  F.  A.  class  especially  did 
badly.  The  deficiencies  however  have  been  taken  in  hand,  and  1  trust 
that  by  the  end  of  the  year  we  shall  have  some  successful  candidates 
among  them.  Two  only  in  the  class  did  satisfactorily  in  the  annual  exa- 
mination, one  or  two  others  did  well  in  special  subjects,  but  failed  in  the 
aggregate.    The  greatest  failures  were  in  history  and  mathematics. 

11.  The  prizes  throughout  the  school  have  been  awarded  as  usual

12.  The  School  Library  now  contains  nearly  900  volumes.    They

I         libniy.  ^D^  Biography.       We  have  a  good   shelf  of 

I  Reviews,  Edinburgh  BXiAQmrterlyj  a  very  fair 

lot  of  books  on  mathematics  and  physical  science,  and  a  few  of  travels 

and  of  fiction. 

The  books  have  been  fairly  used  during  the  past  year  ;  258  volumes 
have  been  taken  out    These  have  been  chiefly  on  English  literature. 

The  books  of  travels  and  of  fiction  have  not  been  used  at  all 
Many  of  them  are  very  worthless. 

I  have  removed  a  groat  many  old  and  useless  volumes  from  the 
library  shelves,  and  put  them  apart  for  sale. 
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The  books  have  been  carefally  classified  and  a  good  catalogue  has 
been  made. 

We  receive  every  month,  one  copy  of  the  Indian  Antiquary,  one  of  the 
Agricultural  Times  and  Indian  Economist,  one  of  the  Madras  Educational 
Journal.  Efforts  have  been  made  to  establish  a  school  reading  room,  but 
as  yet  nothing  has  been  done.  The  cram  principle  has  too  strong  a  hold 
on  the  minds  of  the  native  boys.  They  say  they  have  no  time  to  stay  for 
reading  the  papers,  and  that  they  have  no  time  for  anything  beyond  the 
University  subjects.  It  is  very  hard  on  this  account  to  get  the  boys  to 
join  in  athletics  or  rather  to  practise  for  them. 

13.  We  have  a  good  cricket  club,  which  plays  annual  matches  with 

the  clubs  of  other  schools.  Bangalore  has  a 
Athictia,  United  Athletic  Qub,  which  holds  its  meetings 

once  a  y6ar.  The  High  School  has  held  its  own 
very  fairly  in  these.  But  it  is  a  difficult  matter  to  get  native  boys  to 
eufer  heart  and  soul  into  athletics.  So  many  of  them  look  upon  it  as  a 
waste  of  time. 

We  are  in  hopes  of  stirring  them  up.  A  great  deal  has  been  done 
toward  promoting  their  physical  training. 

14.  I  would  state  that  in  this  report,  there  are  deficiencies  of  many 

kinds.  I  fear  details  have  been  omitted ;  the 
ConciTuion.  omissiou  of  thcse  my  brief  connection  with  the 

school  (which  has  been  during  but  three  months), 
and  the  absence  of  the  Principal,  will  account  for. 

I  am  certain  I  am  following  Mr.  Waters'  wishes  in  thanking  the 
masters  for  their  hearty  co-operation  with  him  in  the  work  of  the  school.

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2.  The  ayerage  monthly  numbers  on  the  rolls  in  the  English 
branch  have  remamed  about  the  same  for  several  years  past.  In  1870- 
71  they  were  210.  In  1871 — 72  227  ;  and  in  the  year  under  report 
220.  The  average  daily  attendance  in  this  branch  has  also  remained 
nearly  stationary.  In  1870-71  it  was  170  ;  in  1871— 72  192,  and 
in  the  present  year  183. 

3.  In  the  Eanarese  branch  the  monthly  numbers  on  the  rolls  and 
the  average  daily  attendance  have  not  varied  much  during  the  last  two 
years,  but  shew  an  increase  on  preceding  years.  The  average  monthly 
numbers  on  the  rolls  m  1870—71  were  120.  In  1871—72  158;  and 
in  the  present  year  160,  with  an  average  daily  attendance  during  the 
three  years  of  91^  124,  and  125  respectively. 

4.  The  Hindustani   branch,  owing  to  circumstances,  cannot  he 
quite  so  favorably  reported  on  in  this  respect    The  numbers  have  fallen 
off  considerably  since  the  begioning  of  the  year,  but  are   still  high  conh 
pared  with  previous  years.     In  1870 — 71  the  average  monthly  numbers 
were  12,  with  an  average  daily  attendance  of  10.    In  1871— 72  they 
increased  to  62,  with  a  daily  attendance  of  49  ;  and  in  the  present  year 
to  75,  with  an  average  daily  attendance  of  50.    Although  these  numbers 
appear  to  compare  favorably  with  previous  years,   still  the  numbers  at 
present  on  the  rolls  contrast  unfavorably  with  those  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  being  only  70  at  present,   against  102  in  April  last    This  is 
partly  to  be  accounted  for  by  the  sickness  of  the  Hindustani  master  for 
more  than  two  months  in  the  middle  of  the  year,  when  the  numbers  feO 
considerably  ;  and  partly  by  the  transfer  of  the  assistant  master  Nazir 
Ali  to  the  Madduru  School  in  October  last,  when  they  fell  still  further, 
and  cannot  since  be  recovered,  although  a  peon  is  sent  daily  to  collect  the 
boys.    The  transfer  of  Nazir  Ali  has  proved  a  great  drawback  to  all  the 
lower  portion  of  the  Hindustani  branch.     He  is  a  zealous  and  hard 
working  young  man,  and  had  gained  the  con&dence  of  both  parents  and 
boys.    If  his  services  could  be  retransferred  to  this  school,  the  flourish- 
ing condition  of  the  Hindustani  branch  would  pix)bably  be  soon  restored. 

5.  The  average  daily  absenteeism  during  the  year  has  been  at 
the  rate  of  14  per  cent  in  the  English  branch ;  24  per  cent  in  Eanarese ; 
and  31  per  cent  in  Hindustani.  The  desire  for  English  education^  on 
account  of  its  advantages,  and  the  necessary  payment  of  a  higher  rate  of 
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fee  in  order  to  obtain  it  are  the  causes  of  the  rate  of  absenteeism  being 
less  in  the  English  than  in  the  Vernacular  branches.  Muhammadans  are 
still  generally  indifferent,  though  not  so  much  so  as  formerly,  to  the 
benefits  of  education. 

6.  The  fees  collected  during  the  year  amount  to  Rs.  2,036,  against 
Rs.  2,076  last  year.  The  slight  decrease  is  owing  to  several  boys  re- 
maining absent  during  the  broken  months  of  the  vacation  seasons,  to 
avoid  payment  of  the  fee.  Of  the  Es.  2,036  the  English  branch  gives 
Bs.  1,878,  Kanarese  Rs.  120,  and  Hindustani  Rs.  38.  The  monthly  rate 
of  fees  in  both  Vernacular  branches  is  only  one  anna,  which  n^ght  be 
raised  to  two  annas  in  the  1st  and  2nd  classes  of  the  Kanarese  school 
where  the  instruction  is  of  a  higher  order  ;  but  it  would  not  be  desirable 
to  raise  it  in  the  lower  classes  of  the  Kanarese,  nor  in  any  portion  of  the 
Hindustani  school  at  present,  Muhammadan  boys  are  generally  very 
poor  and  find  it  difficult  to  pay  even  the  present  small  rate  of  fee.  In 
the  English  classes  the  rates  vary  from  eight  annas  to  one  rupee  and  a 
half 

7.  The  book  sales  from  the  Government  Branch  Depot  amount  to 
Rs.  1,500,  against  Rs.  1,700  last  year.  The  books  sold  have  been  chiefly 
elementary.  Some  of  those  necessary  for  the  higher  University  classes 
have  not  been  obtainable  from  the  Central  Depot,  and  we  have  been 
obliged  to  get  them  from  Calcutta  and  Madras. 

8.  In  the  late  University  examinations  four  candidates  passed 
the  Matriculation  examination,  one  the  F.  A.,  and  one  the  B.  A.  This 
is  the  first  time  the  B.  A.  degree  has  been  reached  in  the  school 
N.  Krisbna  Rao  has  the  honor  of  having  been  the  first  to  pass,  and  be 
has  come  out  in  a  comparatively  high  position,  fourth  in  the  second  class. 
As  none  of  the  B.  A.  candidates  passed  in  the  1st  class,  he  is  fourth  from 
U»  top  of  the  entire  list.  The  work  of  the  school  in  regard  to  the 
annualresultsof  the  University  examinations  has  been  steady  for  the 
last  five  years.

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9.  The  proportion  of  passed  to  those  who  went  op  would  haie 
been  greater  but,  as  there  is  no  restriction,  many  boys  go  up  of  whom 
there  is  no  hope  of  success.  .  It  should  also  be  borne  in  mind  that  the 
examinations  have  increased  in  difficulty  year  by  year,  and  that  the 
same  amount  of  knowledge  would  not  enable  candidates  to  pass  now  as 
sufficed  some  years  ago.  The  extension  of  the  F.  A.  course  from  one  to 
two  years,  the  same  as  the  B.  A.,  has,  moreover,  very  much  added  to  the 
difficulty,  and  made  a  larger  teaching  staff  absolutely  necessary. 

10.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the  college  classes  might  be  abo- 
lished and  the  Matriculation  examination  made  the  standard;  but  there 
are  now  15  students  in  the  F.  A.  and  2  in  the  B.  A.  classes  ;  all  of  whom 
could  not  proceed  to  Bangalore,  and  the  Guardian  to  His  Highness  the 
Maharaja  is  strongly  opposed  to  the  standard  being  in  any  way  reduced 
The  educational  wants  of  the  city  undoubtedly  require  that  college 
classes  should  be  kept  up. 

11.  In  the  lower  or  elementary  portion  of  the  English  school  the 
work  done  has  been  satisfactory  ;  most  of  the  boys  in  the  different  classes 
became  fitted  for  promotion  to  the  next  higher  class,  and  several  bate 
been  transferred  from  the  upper  portion  of  the  Kanarese  to  the  English 
school.  There  is  still  a  great  desire  for  as  much  English  education  as 
will  obtain  Government  employ,  and  several  boys  who  reach  the  2nd 
and  1st  classes,  or  those  next  below  the  Matriculation,  go  up  for  the 
General  Test,  and  thus  lessen  the  numbers  who  continue  their  studies  for 
the  University  course.  An  increased  desire  has  lately  been  manifested 
on  the  part  of  matriculated  and  other  students  to  pass  the  Special  Tests, 
more  particularly  those  necessary  to  qualify  for  Pleaders.  The  t»o 
years'  course  for  the  F.  A.  and  B.  A.  is  repulsive  to  the  general!^  of 
students. 

12.  Several  gentlemen  in  the  station  have  manifested  an  interest 
in  education  by  preparing  examination  papers  for  the  higher  cksses. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Greenwood  in  Kanarese,  Mr.  Gostick  in  English,  Mr. 
J.  Lacey,  b.  l.  in  geography,  Mr.  E.  Coleman,  b.  a.  in  algebra,  Mr.  A. 
Boyton,  and  Mr.  B.  Eamaswami,  b.  a.  in  Euclid,  and  our  own  assistant 
masters  in  other  subjects.  Several  papers  were  also  furnished  from 
Bangalore. 
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13.  Colonel  G.  B.  Malleson,  c.  s.  l,  Guardian  to  His  Highness  the 
Maharaja,  has  also  manifested  a  very  warm  interest  by  the  bestowment  of 
scholarships,  on  the  recommendation  of  Mr.  C.  Rangdcharlu,  the  Con- 
troller, to  the  most  deserving  of  the  successful  students  to  enable  them 
to  prosecute  their  studies  without  difficulty,  and  by  holding  out  hopes  of 
encouragement  in  various  other  ways. 

14.  Mr.  B.  Mallappa,  Kanarese  Head  Master,  and  some  of  his 
assistants  have  rendered  very  important  aid  to  the  University  classes  in 
their  Kanarese  subjects,  for  which  there  is  no  provision  made  in  the 
teaching  staff  of  the  English  branch. 

15.  The  present  teaching  staff  is  quite  inadequate  to  the  wants  of 
the  lower  portions  of  the  school  in  all  three  branches.  The  lowest  class 
in  English  has  59  boys,  the  lowest  in  Hindustani  50,  and  the  lowest  in 
Kanarese  93  boys,  under  one  master.  Hopes  have  been  entertained  all 
the  year  that  the  pupil  teachers  asked  for  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
would  have  been  sanctioned  to  enable  the  work  to  be  carried  on  more 
eflSciently. 

16.  The  demand  for  both  elementary  and  higher  education  in  the 
city  of  Mysore  has  continued  steady  for  a  long  time.  The  average  num- 
ber receiving  elementary  instruction  in  this  school  during  the  last  three 
years  has  been  about  400 ;  and  the  Wesleyan  Mission  schools  here 
have  probably  had  about  the  same  number.  There  have  thus  been  for  a 
long  time  as  many  as  800  boys  receiving  elementary  instruction  in 
EngUsh,  or  Kanarese,  or  in  both  languages,  and  a  considerable  number 
in  Hindustani,  in  the  two  institutions,  besides  those  in  the  jail  and 
private  schools  in  different  parts  of  the  town.  In  regard  to  higher  edu- 
cation, about  50  young  men  in  Mysore  have  passed  one  or  more  of  the 
University  examinations  besides  those  who  have  gone  up  for  the  General 
and  Special  Tests  of  the  Uncovenanted  Service  examinations. 

17.  The  assistant  masters  have  been  zealous  in  the  work  of  their 
several  classes  during  the  year,  and  also  in  prosecuting  their  studies  for 
their  own  improvement.  All  of  those  in  the  EngUsh  branchy  except  3, 
have  now  succeeded  in  passing  one  or  more  of  the  University  examina- 
tions. One  has  passed  the  B.  A.  degree,  two  the  F.  A.  and  four  the  Ma- 
triculatioa    The  Hindustani  Head  Master,  and  the  3rd  Kanarese  assis- 
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tant  master  have  been  laid  up  a  great  deal  with  sickness  daring  the  year, 
and  nearly  all  the  native  masters  and  a  great  many  boys  have  lately 
been  laid  up  with  dengue  fever. 

18.  The  only  changes  in  the  masters  during  the  year  have  been 
the  transfer  of  Mir  Nazir  All  from  the  Hindustani  branch  to  be  Head 
Master  of  a  Hindustani  School  established  at  Madduru  ;  and  the  appoint- 
ment of  Mir-Zain-ul-Ab-ud-din,  a  normal  student  from  Bangalore,  to  assist 
in  this  school  in  his  stead. 

19.  The  School  Library  contains  about  130  volumes,  including  the 
Encyclopsedia  Brittanica,  and  some  other  useful  books  of  reference.  It 
has  been  slightly  increased  during  the  year  by  the  purchase  of  a  few 
books  connected  with  the  degree  examinations. 

20.  The  play  ground  remains  in  the  same  condition  as  last  year 
in  regard  to  the  uncovered  drain  which  passes  across  it  and  entirely  spoils 
it  as  a  cricket  ground.  The  best  remedy  would  be  to  carry  an  open 
drain  round  that  portion  of  the  compound.  It  could  then  receive  the 
drainage  from  the  houses  at  the  back,  which  now  finds  its  way  into  the 
compound,  but  has  no  egress  from  it  The  expense  of  carrying  it  round, 
as  most  of  the  material  is  at  hand,  would  not  be  very  much  greater  than 
that  of  covering  in  the  present  drain,  which  Colonel  Renton  expressed 
himself  willing  to  do,  but  to  which  is  objected  the  difficulty  of  keeping  a 
covered  drain  clean. 

21.  The  whole  school  premises  are  now  very  shabby  in  appearance. 
This  is  the  third  year  since  anything  was  done  to  the  outside  of  the  build- 
ings and  compound  walls  by  way  of  white  or  blue  washing.

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APPENDIX  m. 


MTSOBS  GBANT-IN-AID  BULES. 

The  Local  Government,  at  its  discretion,  and  upon  such  conditions 
as  may  seem  fit  in  each  case  (reference  being  had  to  the  requirements  of 
each  District  as  compared  with  others,  and  the  funds  at  the  disposal  of 
Government),  wiU  grant  aid  in  money,  books,  or  othervirise,  to  any  school 
under  adequate  local  management,  in  which  a  good  secular  education  is 
given  through  the  medium  either  of  English  or  the  vernacular  tongue. 

2.  In  respect  of  any  such  school  for  which  application  for  aid  is 
made,  full  information  must  be  supplied  on  the  following  points: — 

1st  The  pecuniary  resources,  permanent  and  temporary,  on 

which  the  school  will  depend  for  support. 

2nd.  The  proposed  monthly  expenditure  in  detail. 

3rd.  The  average  number  of  pupils  to  be  instructed. 

4th.  The  persons  responsible  for  the  management. 

5th.  The  nature  and  course  of  instruction. 

6th.  The  number  and  salaries  of  masters  or  mistresses. 

7th.  The  nature  and  amount  of  aid  sought. 

3.  Any  school  to  which  aid  is  given,  together  with  all  its  accounts, 
books,  and  other  records,  shall  be  at  all  times  open  to  inspection  and 
examination  by  any  Officer  appointed  by  the  Local  Government  for  the 
purpose.  Such  inspection  and  examination  shall  have  no  reference  to 
religious  instruction,  but  only  to  secular  education. 

4.  The  Government  will  not  interfere  with  the  actual  management 
of  a  school  thus  aided,  but  will  seek,  upon  the  frequent  reports  of  its 
Inspectors,  to  judge  from  results  whether  a  good  secular  education  is 
practically  imparted  or  not,  and  it  will  withdraw  its  aid  from  any  school 
which  may  be,  for  any  considerable  period,  unfavorably  reported  upon  in 
this  respect. 

5.  In  giving  grants-in-aid  the  following  principles  will  be  observed: — 

(a)  The  Government  will  always  endeavour  so  to  give  its  aid  that 
the  effect  shall  not  be  the  substitution  of  public  for  private 
expenditure,  but  the  increase  and  improvement  of  education. 
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(6)  Grants  will  be  given  to  those  schools  only  (with  the  exception 
of  normal  schools  and  girls'  schools)  at  which  fees  of  reason- 
able amount  are  required  from  the  scholars. 

(c)  In  no  case  will  the  Government  grant  exceed  in  amount  the  sum 
to  be  expended  on  a  school  from  private  sources. 

(d)  For  schools  educating  up  to  the  University  Entrance  standard, 
the  Government  grant  will  not,  as  a  rule,  exceed  one-half  of 
the  income  guaranteed  from  local  sources. 

(e)  For  other  schools  in  which  the  expenditure  is  more  than  Es.  30 
per  mensem,  the  Government  grant  will  not,  as  a  rule,  exceed 
two-thirds  of  the  income  guaranteed  from  local  sources. 

(f)  The  proportional  amounts  above  laid  down  for  Government 
grants  are  maximum  amounts  ;  and  it  must  not  be  assumed 
that  the  maocimum  will,  in  all  cases,  and  as  a  matter  of  course, 
be  sanctioned. 

(g)  The  conditions  of  every  grant  will  be  subject  to  revision  perio- 
dically. 

6.  It  is  to  be  distinctly  understood  that  grants-in-aid  will  be 
awarded  only  on  the  principle  of  perfect  religious  neutrality,  and  that  no 
preference  will  be  given  to  any  school  on  the  ground  that  any  particular 
religious  doctrines  are  taught  or  not  taught  therein. 

7.  The  erection,  enlargement,  and  repairs  of  school  houses  are  in- 
cluded among  the  objects  for  which  aid  may  be  given,  subject  to  the 
conditions  prescribed  in  para  5,  C.  Whenever  a  building  grant  is  asked 
for,  a  plan  and  estimate  of  the  building,  and  the  number  for  whose  accom- 
modation it  is  required,  should  accompany  the  application. 

8.  In  the  event  of  any  building,  towards  the  erection,  purchase, 
enlargement  or  repair  of  which  a  grant  may  have  been  made  by  Govern- 
ment, being  devoted  to  any  other  than  educational  purposes,  the 
Government  shall  have  the  option  of  purchasing  the  building  at  a  valua- 
tion to  be  determined  by  arbitrators,  credit  being  given  for  the  amount 
of  the  grant  which  may  have  been  made  by  Government

SBPOET  ON  PUBLIC  INSTRUCTION  IN  MYSORE  FOR  1873-74. 


1.  Daring  the  past  year  there  was  an  increase  of  11  Government, 
6  aided,  and  43  unaided  schools  over  the  number  shewn  in  the  Report 
far  1872—73  ;  and  at  its  close  there  were  in  existence  670  Government, 
104  aided,  and  1,536  unaided  schools,  making  a  total  of  2,310schools  of 
the  three  classes  in  the  Province. 

2.  The  number  of  pupils  on  the  rolls  in  Government  and  aided 
schools  aggregated  27,298,  shewing  an  increase  of  901  as  compared 
with  1872— 73.  The  number  in  unaided  schools  is  reported  to  have 
been  18,914,  making  the  total  of  pupils  up  to  46,212  on  the  rolls  in  all 
daases  of  schools.  It  is  explained  by  Mr.  Rice  that  the  number  of 
pipls  shewn  on  the  rolls  during  the  year  under  review  was  reduced 
owing  to  the  discovery  of  false  returns.  This  unsatisfactory  circumstance 
indicates  the  necessity  of  closer  inspection,  a  subject  which  has  been 
lepeatedly  urged  and  to  which  the  Chief  Commissioner  will  allude  here- 
after. The  general  results  of  the  year,  as  shewn  by  the  above  figures, 
cannot  but  be  regarded  as  fairly  encouraging.

9.  In  connection  with  the  subject  of  University  examiDatiODS 
the  Director  mentions  certam  changes  which  have  been  introduced  by 
the  Madras  University  in  the  Matriculation  and  First-in-Arts  examinft- 
tions,  the  tendency  being  to  attach  greater  importance  to  the  study 
of  natural  science.  The  Chief  Commissioner  has  no  doubt  that,  so  bi 
as  the  educational  requirements  of  this  Province  are  concerned,  a  still 
more  decided  move  in  the  same  Section  might  be  made  by  the  Senate 
with  confidence  and  advantage.  The  curriculum  pursued  in  the  Madras 
University  necessarily  influences  to  a  great  extent  the  instruction  given 
in  the  Mysore  Provincial  schools,  and  the  Chief  Commissioner  will  be 
glad  to  learn  what  arrangements  have  been  made,  or  are  proposed, 
for  instruction  in  natural  science  in  the  Higher  Class  schools,  lie 
"  School  of  Engineering  and  Natural  Science ""  now  being  established 
at  Bangalore  will,  it  is  hoped,  in  time  supply  a  great  want  in  this 
respect 
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IOl  Of  Goremmeot  schools  of  the  higher  class  there  aie  stiD  7, 
one  at  the  Head  Quartos  of  each  District,  except  Eadur.  The  High 
School  at  Bangalore  and  the  Raja's  School  at  Mysore,  which  teach  up 
to  the  R  A.  standard,  hare  continued  to  work  satisfactorily.  The  teaching 
staff  in  the  latter  has  been  augmented  since  the  year  under  review.  The 
remaining  5,  which  are  called  District  Schools,  are  limited  to  the 
Uatricdation  standard  of  the  Madras  University,  and  have  also  shewn 
satisfactory  results,  those  at  Shimoga  and  Hassan  continuing  to  hold 
their  position  in  advance  of  the  rest  The  subjoined  tabular  statement

The  School 
at  Ghikballapur  stands  foremost  The  Director  of  Public  Instruction 
should  consider  whether  the  backward  condition  of  the  other  schools  is 
not  due  to  deficiency  in  the  teaching  staff,  inasmuch  as  there  are  4 
masters  at  Ghikballapur,  while  there  are  but  2  at  each  of  the  others, 
except  Gundlupet  where  there  is  only  one.

reached  the  standard  of  the  first  or  highest  class,  53  that  of  the  second, 
and  32  the  third.  The  remaining  7  have  not  advanced  beyond  ihe 
lowest  stage.  The  average  number  of  pupils  in  the  104  Taluk  schools 
during  the  past  year  was  4,705.  The  cost  was  Rs.  33,5  32,.  or  Rs.  7—2—0 
per  pupil  on  an  average.  The  fees  realized  having  been  Rs.  2,990,  the 
net  cost  to  Government  per  pupil  was  Rs.  6 — 7 — 10. 

13,  The  534  Hobli  schools  had  11,983  pupils  on  the  rolls  on  the 
last  day  of  the  year,  or  an  average  of  23  for  each.  The  aggregate 
average  daily  attendance  was  8,989  or  17  for  each  school ;  and  although 
the  number  was  very  much  larger  at  some  schools,  at  others  it  was  bdow 
10,  and  in  the  case  of  some  even  lower. 

Of  the  pupils  attending  these  schools  for  elementary  instruction 
five  per  cent  were  Muhammadans,  and  the  rest,  except  a  very  smallfraction, 
Hindus.  The  schools  have  been  maintained  entirely  from  Local  Funds, 
and  cost  Rs.  45,031  ;  which,  taking  the  average  daily  attendance,  gives 
a  trifle  above  5  Rs.  as  the  charge  per  pupil.  No  fees  are  levied  in  Hobli 
schools.    The  Department  has  good  reason  to  be  proud  of  the  success 
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achieyed  by  this  class  of  schools,  which  promise  to  supply  Mysore  with  a 
system  of  primary  education  second  to  none  in  India.  It  is  evident, 
lovever,  that  they  require  more  inspection  than  falls  to  their  share  at 
present,  and  unless  the  inspecting  staff  is  strengthened  (a  subject  with 
which  the  Chief  Commissioner  will  deal  hereafter)  any  large  increase  in 
the  present  number  of  schools  is  a  measure  of  doubtful  advantage. 

The  Director's  report  is  silent  as  to  the  degree  of  control  exercised 
over  these  schools  by  the  Sub-Deputy  Inspectors. 

14.  The  nine  schools  for  girls  are  all  elementary  and  almost  entirely 
in  the  Bangalore  and  Eolar  Districts,  there  being  but  one  of  them  at 
Hassan.  They  have  252  pupils  between  them,  all  Hindus  except  three  who 
are  Muhammadans.  213  girls  learn  Kanarese  and  39  Telugu.  The  schools 
are  maintained  from  Provincial  funds  at  a  cost  of  Bs.  3,221  or  Bs. 
14 — 2 — 7  per  pupil.  The  fees  collected  have  been  small  amounting  only 
to  Rs.  6.  The  Director  of  Public  Instruction  remarks  that  no  marked 
progress  was  made  in  any  of  these  schools  ;  first,  because  the  institutions 
themselves  are  exotic,  and,  secondly,  because  it  is  impossible  to  get 
female  teachers ;  and  that  the  most  successful  instruction  must  be  looked 
for  in  Mission  Schools,  which  are  under  the  superintendence  of  European 
ladies.  This  must  be  admitted  to  be  an  unsatisfactory  state  of  things. 
The  training  of  female  teachers  is  doubtless  attended  with  diflSculty,  but 
the  difficulty  is  not  insuperable,  and  if  Braliuian  female  teachers  cannot 
be  obtained  owing  to  the  prejudices  of  the  class,  an  attempt  might  be 
made  to  train  some  from  the  Modaliar  or  other  Sudra  castes,  or  even  to 
induce  quaUfied  East  Indian  women  to  take  charge  of  Hindu  girls'  schools. 
The  Chief  Commissioner  will  be  glad  to  receive  well  considered  proposals 
from  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  for  stimulating  native  female 
education,  at  least  iu  the  first  class  towns  of  the  Province.  The^subject 
is  one,  as  remarked  in  para  20  of  the  Review  on  the  Education  Report 
for  1872,  that  requires  to  be  dealt  with  cautiously,  and  the  willing  co- 
operation and  aid  of  the  native  community  are  essential  to  its  successful 
treatment  An  intelligent  interest  in  the  furtherance  of  this  important 
object  on  the  part  of  the  Native  Officers  of  Government  is  equally 
necessary,  and  will,  it  is  hoped,  bo  generally  forthcoming. 

15.  The  only  Normal  School  in  operation  throughout  the  year  was 
the  Hindustani  School  at  Bangalore,  where  the  average  attendance  was  12. 
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The  school  cost  Bs.  1 ,938,  or  at  the  high  rate  of  a  little  more  than  Bs.  161 
per  pupil,  which  was  doubtless  due  to  the  limited  number  of  pupik.  The 
point  seems  however  to  need  explanation.  Two  other  Normal  Schools 
for  training  Hobli  school  masters  were  opened  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

1 6.  The  Engineering  Classes  at  Bangalore  and  Tfimkur  had  bet^veen 
them  an  average  attendance  of  15,  their  cost  being  790  or  Bs.  52^  per 
pupil  per  annum.  Three  students  from  the  class  at  Bangalore  passed 
the  Surveyors'  Test. 

17.  Of  private  institutions  under  Government  inspection  and  aid, 
there  were  74  for  boys,  29  for  girls,  and  one  for  spedal  education. 

Subjoined  is  a  comparative  abstract  of  the  numbers  of  this  class  of 
schools  for  the  past  and  previous  year ; —

Thus,  although  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  schools 
and  in  the  average  daily  attendance,  as  also  in  the  grant-in-aid  from 
Government,  the  fees  realized  have  considerably  fallen  oflP,  and  the  ex- 
penditure from  other  than  Government  sources  is  less  by  6  per  cent.  The 
Director  of  Public  Instruction's  report  affords  no  explanation  of  this  im- 
portant pomt. 

1 8.  Fresh  grants-in-aid  to  the  extent  of  Rs.  3,585*  were^sanctioned 
during  the  year,  against  a  reduction  of  previoQS 

gtmiB.  grants  of  Rs.  70  per  mensem.    There  was 

thus  a  net  increase  of  2,745  Rs. ;  but  as  only 

Rs.  43,142  are  shewn  as  the  total  amount  of  the  Government  aid  in 

1873—74,  it  would  seem    that  only  Rs,  2,033  was  utilized  in  excess  of 

the  previous  year's  grant.

20.  The  higher  and  middle  class  institutions  are  reported  to  have 
made  favorable  progress,  and  they  continue  to  do  much  useful  ^york 
each  in  its  sphere.  Some  of  them,  however,  which  are  intended  mainly 
for  children  of  the  European  and  Eurasian  classes,  are  susceptible  of 
improvement  in  the  way  of  rendeiing  the  instruction  imparted  of  a  more 
useful  and  practical  character. 

The  remarks  of  the  Director  in  paras  78  to  89  of  his  report,  on  this 
and  other  points,  in  connection  with  the  general  character  of  the  instruo- 
tbn  aflforded  at  these  institutions  and  especially  with  reference  to  its 
adsq[>tation  to  the  children  of  the  humble  European  and  Eurasian  classes 
merit  special  attention.  The  subject  is  engaging  attention,  and  it  ap- 
pears to  the  Chief  Commissioner  that  Mr.  Bice's  views  on  it,  as  so  put 
forth,  are  sound  and  well  grounded.  It  will  be  referred  to  again  in  the 
concluding  part  of  this  Review. 

The  lower  class  schools  are  also  reported  to  be  generally  in  a  fair 
condition. 

21 .  The  defects  in  the  working  of  particular  institutions  specially 
remarked  on  by  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  have  been  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  managers,  and  the  Chief  Commissioner  trusts  that  they 
have  received  due  attention. 

22.  The  increase  reported  in  the  number  of  unaided  private  schools 
is  gratifying.    Of  the  1,536  schools  of  this  class  reported  to  be  in  eads- 
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tence,  1,439  are  stated  to  be  for  Hindus  and  47  for  Muhammadans.  Their 
income  has  been  Rs.  54,344,  the  greater  portion,  viz,  Rs.  50,995  being 
derived  in  the  shape  of  fees.  The  attendance  at  these  schools  amounts 
to  18,914  pupils,  and  each  on  an  average  educates  12  pupils  and  derives 
an  income  of  Rs.  33—6—5  a  year,  or  about  3f  annas  per  pupil  per 
mensem. 

23.  The  number  of  new  books  added  to  the  Central  Book  Depot 
during  the  year  was  23,224,  valued  at  Rs.  1 3,344.  The  value  of  stock, 
inclusive  of  that  remaining  from  the  previous  year,  was  Rs.  60,784. 
21,359  books,  worth  7,348  Rupees,  were  supplied  to  Branch  Depots^ 
and  the  total  receipts  from  the  sale  of  books  amounted  to  Rs.  18,043, 
which  is  much  the  same  as  in  1872 — 73. 

24.  Two  school  houses  of  the  second  class  standard  design  were 
in  progress  during  the  year,  and  one  of  them  was  almost  completed.— 
Rs.  4,007  were  spent  in  repairs.  Building  grants  were  made  to  the 
Wesleyan  Mission  of  Rs.  1 ,000  towards  the  erection  of  the  Market  Boys' 
School  at  Mysore  ;  and  Rs.  350  towards  that  of  the  Pete  Boys'  School 
at  Tumkur. 

25.  Referrmg  again  to  the  Director's  remarks  on  the  means  provid- 
ed for  the  education  of  Europeans  and  Eurasians — a  subject  which  is 
now  attracting  much  attention  from  the  public — it  appears  that  the  number 
of  boys  and  girls  of  these  classes  in  Mysore  aggregate  about  1,646 
and  1 ,723  respectively.  Of  these  numbers  421  boys  and  308  girls  belong 
to  the  European  Military,  and  their  education  is  provided  for  in  the  Begi- 
mental  schools.  There  are  thus  1,225  boys  and  1,415  girls  with  whose 
instruction  the  Educational  Department  has  to  deal,  and  of  the^e  1,029 
boys  and  1,233  girls  reside  in  Bangalore.  Allowing  for  children  under 
six  years  of  age,  it  is  calculated  that  there  are  2100  European  and 
Eurasian  children  of  both  sexes  of  school-going  age,  and  of  these  it  is 
estimated  that  1,400  attend  school.  Considering  that  a  fair  proportion 
of  the  total  number  are  believed  to  be  educated  at  home  the  residue 
of  about  700  children,  whose  instniction  is  thus  not  accounted  for,  does 
not,  in  the  Chief  Commissioner's  opinion,  afford  room  for  any  startling 
conclusions  as  to  the  neglected  condition  of  the  European  and  Eurasian 
community  at  Bangalore.  Sir  Richard  Meade  believes  that  few  Eurasian 
adults  are  unable  to  read  and  write,  and  it  is  clear  that  any  illiteracy 
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which  may  exist  among  the  class  here  is  not  due  to  supineness  on  the 
part  of  GoFernment,  iaasmach  as  there  are  in  Bangalore  alone  11  aided 
sdiools  specially  designed  for  the  education  of  Europeans  and  Eurasians, 
of  which  four  are  schools  of  the  higher  class.  Mr,  Rice's  remarks  on 
the  impolicy  of  attaching  too  much  weight  to  race  distinctions  in 
schools  are  sensible  and  practical,  and  the  Chief  Commissioner  has  no 
doubt  of  the  desirability  of  a  thoroughly  impartial  fusion  of  Europeans, 
Eurasians  and  natives  in  all  the  schools  attended  by  the  three  classes.  The 
higher  class  schools  in  Bangalore,  where  Europeans,  Eurasians  and 
Datives  engage  in  the  same  athletic  sports  in  friendly  rivalry,  shew  that 
ftuch  a  course  is  attended  with  little,  if  any,  difficulty,  and  with  good 
general  resulta 

The  Chief  Commissioner  believes  that  some  movement  in  the  direc- 
tion of  instructing  and  training  Europeans  and  Eurasians  in  practical 
arts  and  industries  might  with  advantage  be  made  by  Govenament  An 
association  with  the  object  of  promoting  this  measure,  among  others 
designed  for  the  improvement  of  the  class  in  question,  has  recently  been 
formed  in  Bangalore,  and  any  scheme  with  this  object  which  Mr.  Eice, 
in  co-operation  with  the  society,  may  submit  for  consideration,  shall 
receive  due  attention. 

26.  The  acknowledgments  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  are  due 
to  Mr.  Rice,  Director  of  Public  Instruction,  and  to  the  other  Officers 
engaged  in  the  education  of  the  youth  of  the  Province,  for  their  zealous 
services  in  this,  one  of  the  most  important  of  the  Public  Departments. 
The  Chief  Commissioner  has  read  with  pleasure  the  Director's  notice 
of  the  aid  received  by  his  Department  from  the  Officera  of  the  General 
Administration.  From  their  position  and  from  the  intimacy  which  they 
acquire  with  the  people  by  being  so  constantly  in  contact  with  them,  these 
Officers  ought  to  possess  an  amount  of  useful  influence  which,  if  duly  exer- 
cised, should  be  of  the  utmost  advantage  to  the  Educational  Department, 
aod  aid  its  operations  and  progress  in  a  most  important  manner.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  Public  Instruo- 
tion  in  the  Province  of  Mysore  for  the  year  ending  31st  March  1874. 
Its  bulk  this  year  is  diminished  owing  to  the  inspection  and  other  re- 
ports, hitherto  printed  as  appendices,  being  omitted,  in  accordance  with 
Uie  directions  of  the  Government  of  India,  in  Eesolution  of  the  Home 
Department  No.  11—436,  dated  the  24th  December  1873. 

2.    Among  the  operations  of  the  year  the  following  subjects  may 
Pperttiooflcf  the  yean  be  mentioned  as  having  received  special  at- 

tention : — 

Bedistribution  of  inspection  area& 

Improvement  of  the  system  of  inspection. 

Grading  of  all  classes  of  schoolmasters. 

Assignment  of  the  educational  portion  of  the  Local  Fund  Cess* 

Inquuy  into  the  means  and  quality  of  the  education  available 
for  European  and  Eurasian  children. 

Review,  in  Committee  appointed  by  Government,  of  all  the 
School  Books  used  in  every  description  of  school  main- 
tained or  aided  by  the  State. 

Beorganization  of  the  Central  and  Branch  Book  Depots. 

B^garding  aQ  these  sul)]ects  information  will  be  found  under  the 
ippropriate  heads. 
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3.  The  number  of  schools  connected  ^th  the  Department  is  nam 

774,  of  which  670  are  Government  schools  and 
Number  of  Schook  *    104  aided.    The  total  for  last  year  was  757, 

composed  of  659  and  98  respectively.  Seven- 
teen schools  have  therefore  been  added  to  the  list,  1 1  Government  and 
6  aided.  Taking  into  account  1,536,  reported  to  be  the  number  of  un- 
aided schools,  we  obtain  a  grand  total  for  the  Province  of  2,310  schools. 

4.  The  complement  of  Hobli  schools  having  been  made  up  during 
the  previous  year,  and  no  fresh  sanction  having  been  received,  the 
means  by  which  the  number  of  schools  has  been  so  greatly  increased 
during  the  past  five  years  did  not  exist.  Proposals,  however,  far 
enlarging  the  number  were  submitted,  the  carrying  out  of  which  will 
swell  the  statistics  for  the  ensuing  year.  That  the  demand  for  more 
schools  is  real  might  be  gathered  from  the  slight  increase  in  the  reported 
number  of  private  schools,  but  that  the  figures  relating  to  them  are 
liable  to  variation  from  other  causes. 

5.  The  number  of  pupils  in  Government  schools  stands  at  20,145, 

against  19,497  last  year ;  and  in  aided  schools 
Number  of  Pupils.  at  7,153,  against  6,900.    The  total  number 

27,298  shews  an  increase  of  901  over  that  of 
last  year.  Adding  18,914,  the  attendance  in  un-aided  schools,  we  find 
46,212  pupils  to  be  under  instruction  in  all  schools. 

6.  The  long  period  during  which  the  principal  circle  remained 
without  an  Inspector,  and  the  unfortunate  delay  until  near  the  close  of 
the  year  of  sanction  to  the  budget  which  provided  for  additional  teachers 
in  many  places,  ha^e  undoubtedly  retarded  the  progress  and  kept  down 
the  numbers  in  Government  schools.  But  I  may  mention  that  the 
figures  have  also  been  reduced  by  some  deductions  for  false  retains 
not  discovered  in  previous  years.  One  master  was  found  to  ha^ 
systematically  returned  the  number  of  his  pupils  at  treble  the  right 
figure. 

7.  The  sum  total  of  pupils  consists  of  43,592  boys  and  2,620 

girls,  of  whom  24,834  of  the  former  and  2,461 

OttsisofFnpUs.  of  the  latter  are  in  Government  and  aided 

schools.     According   to   creed   22,621  M

9.  Direction. — ^Mr.  Garrett,  who  was  on  furlough,  retired  from 
the  oflSce  of  Director  of  Public  Instruction  in  January.  I  officiated 
tbrooghout  the  year,  and  Government  has  smce  been  pleased  to  confirm 
me  in  the  appointment. 

10.  Inspection  Staff,— T!he  staff  of  Inspecting  Officers  at  the  end

educational  demands  present  and  prospective  of  the  State,  render  it 

desirable  that  deficiencies  should  not  be  severed  to  continue  in  this 

important  branch  of  the  executive. 
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1 1 .  System  ofInspeeim.---1he  system  of  inspecyon  hitherto  pD^ 
sued  was  based  upon  a  circular  drawn  up  by  me  in  July  1867.  A  printed 
foim  of  report  was  provided  in  which  all  the  school  studies  were  com- 
prised under  three  heads ;  (1)  Language,  (2)  Mathematics,  (3)  History 
and  Geography.  In  Government  schools  every  boy  was  to  be  examined  in 
eveiy  subject,  and  in  aided  schools  the  same  rule  was  to  be  observed  as 
far  as  possible  The  result  of  the  examination  in  each  subject  io  each 
class  was  to  be  entered  in  the  tabular  foim  in  a  single  expression,  as  very 
good^  good^  fatr^  ftodf,  or  veryhacL 

12.  Changes.'^With  the  view  of  making  the  inspection  more  strict 
and  ascertaining  the  results  more  exactly,  the  marking  system  vas 
recently  introduced,  on  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Narayan  Jagannath,  ivho 
had  used  it  in  Bombay.  It  may  be  thus  described.  The  three  heads 
previously  mentioned  being  retained,  a  maximum  of  100  marks  is 
allotted  to  each.  A  certain  number  of  questions  is  put  to  each  boy  in 
every  subject  in  which  he  is  to  be  ^camined,  and  he  receives  marb 
accordingly  as  he  may  have  answered  correctly  or  otherwise  the  ques- 
tions put  to  hinu  If  the  total  number  he  thus  obtains  is  one-fonrth  of 
that  assigned  for  a  sub-division  of  a  head  and  one-third  of  the  aggregate 
of  that  head,  he  is  then  considered  to  have  passed  in  it  If  he  passts 
in  all  heads  of  the  standard  in  which  he  is  examined,  he  is  said  to  haie 
fuBy  passed  in  that  standard  or  dass. 

13.  Advantages.— BqAAqh  the  advantage  of  precision  in  the  lesolts, 
this  system  on  the  one  hand  prevents  the  promotion  of  Hoys  to  a  higher 
grade  who  are  not  folly  passed  in  a  lower,  while  on  the  other  it  eqaal^j 
prevents  those  who  have  folly  passed  in  any  dass  from  being  kept  in 
that  class  and  presented  again  at  successive  inspections  for  examination 
in  the  same  subjects.  The  latter  is  a  device  sometimes  adopted  by  Head 
Masters.  They  devote  all  their  attention  for  a  time  to  a  few  boys, 
whom  having  brought  up  to  a  good  standard,  they  keep  as  show  hofl 
for  examination.  The  present  system  will  exhibit  at  once,  from  the  nmn- 
ber  of  fully  passed  pupils  in  each  grade,  what  the  actual  work  done  and 
progress  made  between  the  periods  of  inspection  has  been.  It  will  also 
bring  to  notice  the  subjects  in  which  the  teaching  has  been  defective. 

14.  Inspectorship^  First  Grde.-^iSi.  Hodson  acted  till  the  Ist  of 
May,  when  he  was  ordered  to  Europe  by  the  medical  aaihoritifi&  For 
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some  time  no  successor  was  appointed,  the  office  work  being  meanwhile 
attached  to  that  of  the  Director.  Rao  Sahib  Narayan  Jagannath  Vaidya, 
Depaty  Educational  Inspector  in  Sindh,  was  finally  selected  by  the 
GoYemment  of  India  to  ofBciate,  and  took  charge  on  the  1st  of  Septem- 
ber. Bat  the  change  from  the  dry  heat  of  Sindh  proved  trying  to  a 
constitation  no  longer  young,  and  before  Christmas  Mr.  Narayan  Jagan- 
nath  was  laid  up  with  severe  fever.  Although  enjoying  partial  rest  for 
Borne  weeks  at  Bangalore,  he  grew  worse,  returned  to  Bombay,  and  died 
there  on  the  22nd  of  March.  Mr  Dunning,  Principal  of  the  Baja's 
School,  has  since  carried  on  the  work,  the  head-quarters  of  the  circle 
being  at  Mysore. 

15.  I  take  this  opportunity  of  stating  that  Mr.  Narayan  Jagan- 

nath  was  eneigetic  and  skilful  in  the  discharge

back he  succeeded,  and  with  the  aid  of  Mahratti  and  Hindustani  was 
able  to  exercise  personal  control  to  a  certain  extent  over  the  operations 
of  his  Department  Government  has  lost  in  him  an  enlightened  and 
Bedolous  Educational  Officer. 

16.  IfispeOorship,  Second  Girde.—Ur.  Marsden  continued  to  act 
throughout  the  year  with  much  zeal  and  success.  The  establishment  of 
the  head-quarters  at  Shimoga  has  been  of  great  advantage  to  the  Nagar 
Division. 

17.  Deputy  Inspector^  Bead-Quarters  Grde.— On  the  arrangements 
described  in  lastyear^s  Report  for  the  formation  of  a  Head-Quarters  Circle 
being  carried  out,  a  Deputy  Inspector  was  appointed,  from  the  1st  of 
August.  Mr.  Marsden  who  was  nominated  to  the  office  being  engaged 
in  the  Second  Circle,  Mr.  Leonard  from  the  High  School  was  temporarily 
appointed  and  has  rendered  me  active  assistance. 

18.  SiihDeputy  Inspectors.— The  number  of  Sub-Deputy  Inspectors 
was  increased  by  two,  the  new  men  being  employed  at  present  as  Train-

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20.  The  receipts  from  all  sources  paid  into  Government  treasarieB 
amounted  to  Rs.  1,18,007,  composed  of  school 
fees  Bs.  13,261,  proceeds  of  book  sales  Bs. 
18,043,  and  educational  share  of  local  fund  collections  Rs.  86,703.  The 
receipts  in  aided  schools  came  up  to  Rs.  72,431,  of  which  school  fees 
contribated  Rs.  22,102.

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26.  The  single  candidate  in  the  first  class,  T.  Srinivas  Rao, 
stood  5th  on  the  list,  and  thus  became  entitled  to  one  of  the  scholar- 
ships offered  by  the  Madras  Government  to  those  ^ho  succeed  in 
attaining  a  certain  rank  in  the  order  of  merit  Such  cases  have 
occurred  before,  but  the  claims  of  students  from  Mysore  are  not  admitted, 
on  the  ground  that  this  Province  is  a  foreign  territory.

98.  The  highest  in  the  first  class  was  a  student  of  Kahop  Cottotfs, 
who  took  the  8th  place,  and  thus  qualified  for  a  scholarship  had  he  not 
belonged  to  Mysore.  The  highest  in  the  second  class  came  from  the 
Wesleyan  Mission  School,  Mysore,  and  stood  6th. 

29.  It  was  proposed  hy  the  Syndicate  of  the  University  to  require 

of  candidates  for  the  First  Examination  in 
Changes  made  by  the  University.  Arts,  a  certificate  of  having  attended  fort^ 

years  subsequent  to  their  Matriculation  at  one 
or  other  of  certain  selected  Institutions,  which  alone  were  recognized  as 
competent  to  grant  such  certificates.  The  object  of  the  measure  was  to 
obtain  some  security  on  the  part  of  candidates  that  they  had  passed 
through  a  regular  course  of  discipline  and  study.  Had  the  propoBal 
become  law,  the  High  School,  Raja  s  School  and  Bishop  Cotton^s  had 
been  chosen  by  the  University  authorities  for  Mysore.  But  the  restric- 
tions thus  imposed  upon  candidates  would  doubtless  have  created  a  mono- 
poly in  many  ways  inconvenient,  and  the  question  has,  perhaps  wiselji 
been  placed  in  abeyance. 

30.  A  series  of  more  important  changes  have  since  been  initiated 

and  obtained  sanction.  These  relate  to  tie 
In  subjects  of  Examination.        courses  of  study  and  subjects  of  examinstioD 

for  the  University  tests.  For  MatriculatioD, 
Physical  Geography  and  Physics  have  been  substituted  for  English 
History ;  while  of  the  two  papera  generally  set  on  each  Language 
brought  up,  one  paper  only  is  to  be  composed  of  questions  on  thcap* 
pointed  text  books,  the  other  being  of  a  general  character  relating  to 
the  grammar,  structure  and  idiom  of  the  language,  and  requiring  further 
in  the  case  of  English,  paraphrase  of  passages  from  books  not  previooBly 
specified,  and  in  the  case  of  the  vernacular,  reciprocal  translation  m 
original  composition.  In  the  First  Arts  Examination,  European  HistoiJ 
is  to  take  the  place  of  Indian  History,  and  Human  Physiology  that  of 
Logic;  while  in  the  Language  papers  changes  will  be  introduced  sinularto 
those  for  the  Matriculation.  For  the  B.  A.  examioation.  Chemical  Physics 
and  Botany  are  substituted  for  Physical  Geography,  Physics  and  Human 
and  Comparative  Physiology,  under  the  head  Physical  Science,  as  one  of 
the  optional  subjects.  In  Language,  reciprocal  translations  and  original 
composition  are  to  be  required. 
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31.  A  modification  is  also  to  be  made  in  determining  the  results.

In  system  of  marking.  candidate  who  fails  to  obtain  one  fourth  of 

the  marks  in  one  or  more  subjects,  except  the 

English  language,  is  nevertheless^ to  be  allowed  to  pass  if  he  secures  one 

third  of  the  aggregate  number  of  marks  after  deductmg  the  marks  gained 

by  him  on  the  subject  or  subjects  in  which  he  has  failed. 

32.  The  tendency  of  these  changes  is  towards  remedying  some  of 

the  defects  which  have  been  pointed  out  in 
Tentewy.  the  University  courses  of  study.    It  is  doubt- 

ful however  whether  they  go  far  enough. 
The  Physics  introduced  into  the  Matriculation  examination,  for  instance, 
is  so  very  elementary  as  to  be  included  in  a  portion  only  of  the  little 
ilnffing  book  appointed  as  the  text.  In  the  important  subject  of  Langu- 
age, again,  the  value  of  the  paper  of  general  questions  is  detracted  from 
ly  not  making  it  the  essential  one  for  a  pass.

amount  collected  for  the  year  being  only  B&  4,740 — 12 — 0,  against  B& 
5,051 — 14 — 0  last  year.  Owing  however  to  the  principal  masters  being 
on  acting  allowances,  the  total  cost  of  educating  each  pupil  has  been  B& 
28 — 1 S-— 4  this  year,  against  Rs.  32 — 3 — 1 1  last,  and  the  cost  to  Govem- 
mentRs.  20—1—3,  against  Rs.  21—14—3.  The  number  of  Muham- 
madan  pupils  has  doubled,  being  now  21,  but  the  number  of  *K)ther8,' 
or  Europeans  and  Eurasians,  has  fallen  from  45  to  12,  most  of  the  bojs, 
it  is  believed,  having  joined  Bishop  Cotton's.  The  transfer  is  not  peiiajB 
a  matter  for  regret,  as  such  boys  are  likely  in  certain  respects  to  recche 
a  more  suitable  training  in  a  school  specially  designed  for  their  instroctbo 
than  in  one  where  natives  very  largely  preponderate.

Apart  from  this,  the  percentage  of  absentees, 
especially  in  the  Hindustani  branch,  is  greater  than  it  ought  to  be. 
Sanction  to  the  propositions  for  increasing  the  teaching  staff  was  not 
lecdved  till  the  end  of  the  year.  Had  it  come  sooner  it  is  likely  that  the 
ittendance  throughout  the  school  would  have  been  higher.

43.  The  inspection  of  the  Hassan  School  yielded  results  very 
creditable  to  the  Head  Master,  Mr.  Haldwell,  and  his  Assistants,  the  per- 
centage of  fully  passed  pupils  being  as  liigh  as  76  for  the  first  class  and 
70  for  the  second  Of  the  remaining  schools  the  one  at  Chitaldroog 
under  the  mastership  of  Mr.  Glapham,  made  satisfactory  progress. 
At  the  close  of  the  year  an  opportunity  presented  itself  for  maldq; 
changes  among  the  masters  of  these  three  schools  which  will,  I  expect} 
lead  to  a  great  improvement  in  the  condition  of  each.  Mr.  OapbsA 
goes  to  Tumkur,  Mr.  Coleman  from  the  Book  Depot  to  Chitaldroog, 
and  Mr.  Birch  to  Eolar.

Hole  Narsipor 
in  Hassan  District  ought  to  have  had  a 
f"^  place  among  them,  but  has  latterly  fallen 
into  a  much  lower  condition. 

46.  Very  satisfactory  schools,  though  with  a  less  attendance  thaa 
those  above  mentioned,  are  Kankanhalli,  Nelamangala  and  YelahaokB 
in  Bangalore  District ;  Goribidnur  in  Kolar  District ;  Koratagerein  Tfim- 
kur  District ;  Malvalli,  Chamrajnagar  and  Seringapatam  in  Mysore  Dis- 
trict ;  Hole  Honnur  in  Shimoga  District ;  Sakrepatna  in  Kadur  District ; 
and  Hosdurga  in  Chitaldroog  District. 

47.  Commendation  may  be  bestowed  on  the  schools  at  Sarjapur  in 
Bangalore  District,  Mulbagal  and  Narsapur  in  Eolar  District,  Tedatae 
and  Mandya  in  Mysore  District,  Belur  and  Attiknppa  in  Hassan  Distnct, 
Sagar,  Sorab  and  Shikarpur  in  Shimoga  District,  and  Yedahalli*in  Fador 
District 


48. 


The  pupils  are  divided  into  four  classes.  By  tabulating  tlie 
schools  according  to  this  gradation  ve 
find  that  12  have  attained  the  first  or 
highest  grade,  that  46  have  reached  the 
second  grade,  and  that  the  remainder 
have  not  risen  beyond  the  third  TIb 
particulars  in  the  margin  shew  the  re- 
sults for  each  District  The  Mysore 
and  Bangalore  schools  are  evidently  tlie 
most  advanced.  Those  in  Eadur  and 
Chitaldroog  are  backward.  Kolar  and 
Hassan  schools  are  a  little  better,  bat 
should  have  reached  a  higher  standard 
The  Shimoga  and  Tumkur  schools  rank  second.

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fame  order  when  placed  accordiBg  to  total  attendance  at  the  taluk  schools 
as  they  do  when  placed  according  to  the  standard  attained  by  the  schools. 
The  intimate  connection  between  the  standard  of  instruction  and  the  rate 
of  attendance  is  thus  apparent  The  one  reacts  upon  the  other.  The 
more  successfully  a  school  is  taught  the  more  popular  it  becomes.  To 
increase  the  efficiency  of  the  schools  should  be  therefore  the  aim  of  both 
Inspectors  and  Masters.  Pupils  will  then  soon  flock  in.  But  to  get 
together  a  large  number  of  boys  without  attention  to  elevating  the  cha- 
racter of  the  instruction  given  is  not  likely  to  result  in  permanent  im* 
proyement  of  the  attendance. 

50.  But  the  want  of  suitable  premises  is  a  great  drawback  to  the 
due  expansion  of  these  schools.  I  regret  that  of  eight  buildings  recom- 
mended for  erection  in  the  ensuing  year,  only  one  has  been  sanctioned. 

51.  Iduffu  Schools.— The  Telugu  branch  schools,  to  the  number  of 
6,  containing  238  pupils,  are  all  in  the  Kolar  District,  where  the  Telugu 
language  prevails.  They  form  an  important  element  in  the  education  of 
that  part  of  the  country.  Two  of  the  schools  are  of  the  second  grade, 
three  of  the  third,  and  the  remaining  one  of  the  fourth.  The  Mulbagal 
school  is  reported  as  being  the  best. 

52.  Hindustani  Sclwols.—^The  Hindustani  schools  have  been  increa- 

sed to  1 7,  distributed  as  described  in  the 
margin,  and  have  an  attendance  of  777 
pui^s.  Yi\Q  of  the  schools  have  reached 
the  second  grade  and  six  others  the  third. 
The  Kolar  and  Chikballapur  schools  may  be 
described  as  the  most  unifoimly  successful. 
The  Mysore  School,  a  branch  of  the  Raja's 
School,  is  a  high  class  institution,  but  the 
attendance  is  unfortunately  very  irregular. 
Of  the  new  schools  established  during  the 
year  under  trained  students  of  the  Normal  School,  the  one  at  Chikmaga- 
lur  has  made  a  most  promising  commencement,  and  is  a  great  contrast 
to  the  unfortunate  English  and  Kanarese  schools  at  that  station.  The 
Sira  and  Shimoga  Schools  have  also  begun  well.  The  Belur  master,  I 
regret  to  say,  died  from  the  effects  of  the  climate.  .  He  had  grown  up  as 
a  pupil  in  the  Kolar  Hindustani  School  and  was  an  amiable  and  promis-

53.  The  number  of  Hobli  or  Village  schools  stands  at  534,  wth 
11,983  pupils.  The  attendance  shews  a  small  increase  on  that  for  the 
preceding  year,  and  owing  to  the  drawbacks  described  in  last  year's 
report,  greater  improvement  in  this  respect  could  not  be  looked  for. 
Arrangements  having  since  been  made  for  the  periodical  promotion  of 
the  masters,  and  for  the  provision  of  assistance  where  the  need  for  it 
existed,  the  ensuing  year's  statistics  will  doubtless  shew  a  good  advance 
in  the  number  under  instruction. 

54.  The  foregoing  figures  give  an  average  of  about  23  pupils  to 
each  school.  But  this  is  far  from  representing  the  attendance  at  tbe 
most  popular  institutions.  For  instance,  at  Tyamgondaf  there  are  105, 
at  Holalkere  92,  at  Vastara  74,  at  Kalale  64,  at  Melkote  67,  at  Ganjuru 
and  at  Eumsi  56,  at  Bidadi  and  at  Hagalvadi  55,  at  Nonavinkere  52 
and  so  on.

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55.  ApportiomAg  the  schools  to  thdr  seyeral  Districts,  we  obtain 
the  results  given  in  the  margin.  An  analysis 
of  the  total  number  of  pupils  shews  that  1 1 ,386 
are  Hindus,  570  Muhammadans  and  27 
'others/  All  learn  Kanarese  with  the  excep- 
tion of  173  in  Kolar  District  who  learn  Telugu. 
The  Muhammadan  pupils  thus  bear  to  the 
whole  number  a  ratio  of  more  than  5  per  cent, 
which    is  rather  higher  than  the  ratio    of 

Muhammadans  to  the  aggregate  population  of  the  Province.  This  is  an 
inttresting  fact  to  note,  as  the  Muhammadans  in  more  advanced  schools 
fonn  but  an  insignificant  fraction.  As  regards  the  classes  of  pupils  des- 
cribed as  'others,'  there  is  too  much  reason  to  fear  that  out-castes  are 
practically  excluded  from  the  schools  by  the  operation  of  social  prejudice. 
The  question  is  receiving  attention,  but  requires  delicate  handling, 

56.  The  quantitative  progress  of  the  schools  thus  appears  to  be 
quite  equal  to  the  expectations  that  might  have  been  formed  taking  all 
the  circumstances  into  consideration.  The  qualitative  progress  is  indi- 
cated by  the  following  results ;  17  schools  have  a  first  class,  204  have 
a  second,  261  a  third :  the  rest  are  below  the  third  grade.  The  Jn* 
apectors  reports  class  16  as  very  good,  161  as  good,  228  as  fair :  the  rest 
are  not  satisfactory.  Four-fifths  of  the  schools  are  thus  doing  generally 
ivell,  more  than  one-third  of  the  whole  number  being  described  as  good 
or  very  good.  Much  doubtless  remains  to  be  done  in  the  way  of  im- 
provement, and  every  effort  is  being  made,  by  raising  the  character  of 
the  inspecting  staff  more  particularly  charged  with  the  oversight  of  the 
ichools,  to  ensure  a  steady  and  wide  spread  progress. 

57.  Applications  for  fresh  schools  are  being  continually  received, 
which  is  a  sufficient  testimony  to  their  popularity.  Sanction  was  obtained 
towards  the  close  of  the  year  for  the  establishment  of  200,  additional 
masters  for  which  are  now  under  training.  To  prevent  the  setting  up  of 
schools  in  places  where  the  interest  in  education  is  transient  and  the 
soniber  of  pupils  likely  to  be  low,  the  villagers  applying  for  a  school  are 
now  required  to  furnish  a  list  of  all  intending  pupils,  giving  age  and 
ether  iiiformation>  and  also  bearing  the  signature  opposite  each  child's 
woo  of  the  pacent  or  guardian  in  token  of  ao  undertaking  to  send  him 
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to  the  school.  Specific  provision  of  premises  for  the  school  is  also  re- 
quired. These  regalations  have  had  a  wholesome  effect  in  checking 
applications  made  on  insu65cient  grounds  by  a  small  and  sanguine  knot 
of  villagers,  who^  as  is  often  the  case,  unhesitatingly  promise  an  atten- 
dance  of  40,  50,  or  even  100  pupils.  When  the  details  are  reduced  to 
writing  as  above  described,  we  have  probably  as  secure  a  guarantee  as 
under  the  circumstances  can  be  obtained  against  the  break  down  of 
schools  owing  to  a  sufficient  number  of  pupils  not  being  forthcombg,  or  to 
want  of  general  sympathy  with  the  movement  on  the  part  of  the  villagers. 
The  same  course  has  also  been  prescribed  in  the  case  of  transfeniog 
existing  Hobli  schools  from  one  village  toanother,  and  has,  in  such  cases, 
equally  acted  as  a  deterrent  against  the  removal  of  schools  on  triffiog 
grounds  or  to  accomplish  some  private  end.

59.  No  marked  progress  was  made  in  any  of  these  schools.  But 
fte  elder  girls  are  reported  to  have  done  well  in  several  cases,  though 
the  younger  ones,  infants  in  reality,  do  not  seem  to  have  received  in  every 
place  a  due  share  of  the  master's  attention.  These  schools  are  exotic 
institutions  and  labor  under  some  disadvantages  arising  from  the  entire 
mni  of  female  teachers.  There  is  little  prospect  under  oriental  customs 
ofsudiaclass  being  formed.  The  most  successful  female  instruction 
must  therefore  be  looked  for  in  Mission  schools  which  are  under  the 
superintendence  of  European  ladies.  At  the  same  time,  it  may  reason- 
ably be  hoped  tliat  the  Government  girls'  schools  are  not  destitute 

.  rf  benefit  to  the  communities  among  which  they  are  placed.    The  Chin- 

tamani  School  has  done  good  work  of  its  kind  and  enjoys  much  popularity. 

The  schools  at  Sarjapur  and  Sidlagatta,  as  well  as  the  one  at  Bangalore, 

Jteserve  favorable  mention.    The  Ghikballapur  School  is  particularly  well 

nportedof.

61.  The  only  Normal  School  in  operation  throughout  the  jear 

was  the  Hindustani  Normal  School  at  Bangalore. 
Hindnstani  Normal  School.         The  average  number  of  studeuts  was  13.     At 

an  examination  held  in  February,  eight  of  the 
men  gained  over  one-third  of  the  marks.  An  elementary  knowledge  of  £a- 
narese  was  made  a  sine  giid  non  for  passing,  which,  though  a  distastefid 
condition,  is  one  that  cannot  be  dispensed  with  in  the  interests  of  the 
schools  which  the  masters  trained  in  this  institution  will  eventually  have 
charge  of.  Five  of  the  students  who  obtained  certificates  of  qualificatioD 
as  teachers  were  provided  with  employment  and  promise  well  The  schools 
established  in  the  preceding  year  under  trained  masters  from  this  Nomud 
School  are,  without  exception,  very  popular  and  successful 

62.  Pending  the  receipt  of  sanction  from  the  Government  of  India 

to  an  extension  of  the  Village  school  qistem, 
Training  Schools  for  Hobii  Masters,  qq  fresh  Training  Schools  for  the  preparation 

of  Hobli  school  masters  were  opened.    At  the 
dose  of  the  year,  however,  arrangements  were  made  for  estabUshiDg  one 
at  Shimoga  for  the  Nagar  Division,  and  one  at  DevanhalU  for  the  Nimdy- 
droog  Division. 

63.  The  number  of  applications  received  for  admission  to  these 
institutions  was  in  strange  contrast  with  the  experience  of  five  years  ago, 
when  the  movement  was  first  set  on  foot,  while  at  the  same  time  addi- 
tional testimony,  were  it  needed,  is  thereby  furnished  in  proof  of  the 
popularity  of  the  Hobli  schools.  In  1869,  30  professing  indigenooB 
school  masters  were  with  every  efi'ort  induced  to  come  forward  at  Kolar, 
and  offer  themselves  as  candidates  for  training.  In  1874,  when  the 
Training  school  was  to  be  opened  at  Devanhalli,  the  applicants  exceeded 
600  in  number.  No  little  tact  and  skill  were  required  to  make  a  sdeo- 
tion  of  about  one  in  ten  from  this  crowd  and  to  pacify  and  dismiss  the 
rest,  but  the  latter  process  was  opportunely  aided  by  the  continuoiis 
rain  which  accompanied  the  cyclone.  In  the  Nagar  Division,  again,  thcie 
was  not  a  single  candidate  for  admission  at  Shimoga  in  1869  wheal 
arrived  there  for  the  purpose  of  estabhshing  the  Training  school  This 
year  at  the  same  place  there  were  35  appUcauts  in  waiting.

ducted for  several  months  by  Mr.  Conquest,  bjl 
bg^BeeriDgOMfyBaagtaore.  But  in  October  he  resigned  in  order  to 
enter  the  Controller's  OflSce,  Public  Works 
Department  No  competent  person  for  the  mastership  could  subse^ 
quently  be  obtained  for  the  small  pay  allowed.  One  of  the  senior 
pupils  has  therefore  been  carrying  on  the  exercises  of  the  class,  pending 
new  arrangements  of  a  more  satisfactory  character  which  are  contem- 
plated. 

65.  Of  three  students  who  last  year  passed  the  Surveyor's  Testi 
one  has  obtamed  employment  as  a  third  class  Surveyor  in  the  Madras 
Bevenue  Surrey,  another  is  in  my  Office,  and  the  third  is  in  charge  of 
the  class.

67.  Central  JaU^  Bangdbre.— For  the  following  interesting  parti- 
calars  regarding  the  teaching  in  the  Central  Jail,  I  am  indebted  to  Dr. 
Henderson,  the  Superintendent.  ^^  Education  in  the  Central  Jail  is  pur- 
sued in  three  distinct  schools,  namely,  for  the  male,  female,  and  juTeoile 
Gonyicts,  with  the  common  object  of  imparting  some  elementary  in8tnl^ 
tion  to  those  who  are  dealt  with  in  them. 

68.  "The  juveniles  have  their  lessons  in  the  daytime,  but  for 

the  rest  this  forms  the  employment  of  all  irtx) 
Meo.  have  no  other  demands  upon  their  time  duiing 

the  last  part  of  every  day  for  half  an  hoar. 
The  attendance  is  compulsory,  but  progress  is  optional,  although  oat- 
ward  attention  is  demanded  from  all,  and  certain  disadvantages  come 
to  the  man  who  has  made  no  advance  whatever.  To  those  whobFe 
not  experienced  it,  it  is  inconceivable  how  long  a  time  a  man  may  sit 
before  a  board  having  the  letters  of  the  alphabet  on  it,  without  makisK 
theur  acquaintance  further  than  perhaps  to  repeat  them  by  rote,  or  bow 
very  slowly  it  dawns  upon  him  that  2  and  2  always  make  4  If  any 
one  deems  this  latter  proposition  a  self  evident  truth,  ho  may  here 
be  convinced  to  the  contrary.  It  seems  as  though  the  faculty  for 
acquiring  this  kind  of  knowledge  having  been  dormant  since  infancy 
or  never  having  been  roused,  is  so  weak  as  to  be  unable  to  retain 
anything. 

69.  "On  the  other  hand  among  those  who  are  not  too  old,  or  who 
have  had  some  slight  instruction  previously,  or  who  really  give  their 
minds  to  it,  things  go  on  much  more  briskly  and  satisfactorily,  and  vcij 
fair  progress  is  made.  Of  those  released  during  the  year,  46  had 
learned  to  read,  write  and  count  in  the  Jail.  The  schools  and  classes 
are  arranged  and  conducted  as  before,  and  the  average  number  under 
tuition  during  the  year  has  been  412,  of  which  about  20  aretan^t 
English  for  Press  employ,  and  the  rest  are  in  Eanarese. 
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70.  '^  Among  the  females  the  progress  is  but  slow,  but  it  really 

requires  a  very  long  time  before  they  can  be 
Women.  brought  even  into  the  attitude  for  learning 

anything.  It  seems  to  be  much  more  strange 
to  them  than  to  men,  which  perhaps  may  be  set  down  to  an  acquired 
and  inherited  habit  of  mind,  women  having  for  generations  been  in 
this  respect  neglected.  It  will  be  something  if  here  we  even  help  to 
rranove  this.  It  is  difficult  also  to  present  instruction  to  them  in 
practical  form.  If  perhaps  their  proverbial  curiosity  was  aroused  to 
know  what  was  inside  the  books,  some  brisker  progress  might  be  looked 
for. 

71.  "Among  the  juveniles  some  more  real  work  in  education  can 

be  done,  although  during  the  past  year  they 
^°3*  have  been  few  in  number  and  the  most  of 

them  have  been  naturally  dull.  Two  who 
were  released  during  the  year  were  remarkable  exceptions,  and  had 
learnt  to  read  and  write  well,  besides  having  had  set  going  within  them 
an  aptitude  for  acquiring  more. 

72.  «*  It  would  of  course  be  interesting  to  know  whether  any 
practical  good  effect  is  produced  by  all  these  educational  measures 
among  the  convicts,  but  this  cannot  well  be  known.  The  only  thing 
which  must  be  certain  of  it  is,  that  it  helps  to  remove  ignorance,  which 
is  in  itself  an  evil  almost  as  great  as  crime,  and  to  awaken  within  a 
man  a  notion  that  he  has  faculties  hhove  the  beast,  if  he  will  only  take 
the  trouble  to  use  them."

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Education  of  Earopean  and 
Eoransn  Children. 


78.  This  seems  the  most  appropriate  place  in  which,  as  directed 
by  the  Govermnent  of  India,  to  notice  fbe 
important  question  of  the  means  and  quality 
of  the  education  available  in  Mysore  for  (M- 
dren  of  European  and  Eurasian  parents,  upon  which  a  separate  lepoit 
was  submitted  some  months  ago.  The  inquiry  arose  in  connection  vifli 
the  investigations  made  by  Mr.  Lawrence,  deputed  for  the  purpose  by 
the  Government  of  India.  Mr.  Lawrence  paid  a  hurried  visit  to  Banga- 
lore, which  unfortunately  he  was  unable  to  prolong,  owing  to  other 
arrangements  made  without  knowing  the  number  and  importance  of  the 
schools  for  such  classes  at  this  station. 


79.  The  specific  heads  under  which  the  Government  <rf  Ma 
called  for  information,  additional  to  that  which  had  been  collected  If 
Mr.  Lawrence,  were  (1)  the  European  and  Eurasian  population,  eflj»- 
cially  in  large  towns,  for  whom  schools  are  required,  and  (2)  the  best 
means  of  supplementing  the  existing  provision  where  it  is  found  by 
inquiry  so  conducted  to  be  inadequate  in  quantity  or  unsuitable  in 
quality.  The  following  direction  among  others  was  added  for  guidaDce 
"  The  need  of  such  schools  must  be  judged  by  the  population  and  not 
by  the  apparent  demand  or  desire  for  them,  for  at  all  times  and  in  all 
countries  the  offer  of  education  to  the  poorer  classes  has  preceded  tbe 
demand." 


80. 


By  the  census  of  November  1871,  there  were  found  to  be 
4,469  Europeans  and  2,921  Eurasians  in  tbe 
Province,  of  whom  no  less  than  4,096  of  the 
former  and  2,411  of  the  latter  reside  in 
Bangalore,  in  the  Cantonment  The  distiir 
bution  throughout  ttie  Districts  is  as  given  in 
the  margin.

84.  The  public  means  of  education  specially  designed  for  these  classes 
cxmsist,  not  reckoning  branches,  of  12  different  institutions,  all  but  one  of 
which  are  situated  at  Bangalore,  the  other  bemg  at  Mysore.  The  following

85.  As  all  the  educational  institutions,  Government  and  aided, 
are  capable  of  receiving  more  pupils  without  materially  adding  to  tlidr 
present  expenditure,  the  estimates  above  made  do  not  represent  the 
maximum  number  for  whom  provision  exists.  It  is  therefore  perhaps 
not  too  much  to  say  that  1,600  or  1,700  Em-opean  and  Eurasian  children 
could  find  means  of  instruction  in  existing  schools.  These  considerations 
and  independent  inquiries  have  led  me  to  the  conclusion  that  additional 
schools  for  these  classes  are  scarcely  needed  here. 

86.  The  standard  of  instruction  in  the  existing  schools  may  be 
roughly  gathered  from  the  classification  in  the  foregoing  list  Bat 
except  for  the  higher  class  this  is  in  a  measure  arbitrary,  and  perhaps 
apt  to  mislead  from  the  tendency  to  connect  the  terms  middJe  and  Vwor 
class  with  social  as  well  as  educational  gradations.  To  take  for  instance 
the  case  of  Saint  John's  Schools,  the  first  in  the  list  of  middle  dass 
schools.  These  consist  of  three  separate  branches,  for  boys,  girls  and 
infants,  each  occupying  separate  premises.  The  education  imparted 
therefore  ranges  from  somewhat  below  University  Entrance  standard  to 
the  merest  rudiments.  In  social  position  again  the  pupils  include  not 
only  children  of  comparatively  well-to-do  parents  in  humble  life,  but  aie 
drawn  from  even  the  ranks  of  destitution,  for  a  lai'ge  number  are  daily 
provided  with  a  meal.  The  Roman  Catholic  schools  in  the  same  way 
receive  the  utterly  destitute,  especially  orphans,  boarding  and  clothing 
as  well  as  educating  them.  It  is  likewise  proposed  to  admit  destitute 
children  to  the  Protestant  Cantonment  Oiphanage  as  day  scholars.  These 
explanations  will  serve  to  shew  that  the  w^ants  of  even  the  lowest  grade 
are  somewhat  more  liberally  provided  for  than  would  at  first  sight  appear. 

87.  As  Eurasian  children  are  those  for  whom  Govemnlfent  is  in 
particular  solicitous  that  due  means  of  education  should  be  available, 
I  may  remark  that  no  diflFerence  is  made  between  European  and 
Eurasian  children  in  any  of  the  schools  aided  by  this  Government  Boys 
and  girls  of  both  classes  are  freely  admitted  either  as  boarders  or  day 
scholars  on  precisely  the  same  terms  and  footing.  This  is  equally  the 
case  in  the  Government  and  Mission  schools  for  natives.  Eurasian 
parents  have  therefore  a  choice  of  every  description  of  school  in  the 
Province,  from  a  Government  day  school  in  the  District  with  a  monthly 
fee  of  4  annas,  or  certain  of  the  aided  schools  in  Bangalore  where 
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edacatioQ  is  free  in  deserving  casee,  to  the  most  expensive  institutkms 
at  the  head  of  the  list. 

88.  As  regards  the  quality  of  the  instmction  there  is  undoabtedly 
a  tendency  in  many  of  the  schools  to  pat  as  great  a  distance  between 
Europeans  and  natives  as  possible.  Hence  the  cultivation  of  Latin  by 
boys  and  of  French  by  girls  to  the  almost  entire  exclusion  of  the  vema- 
colars  and  to  much  neglect  of  even  English.  The  observalion  in  the 
Resolution  of  Government  that  the  European  and  Eurasian  pupils  rarely 
learn  to  read,  write,  or  speak  the  vernaculars  of  their  own  ProYince 
grazamatically,  accords  with  my  own  experience.  Those  who  froxn  cir- 
enmstances  have  been  brought  up  entirely  among  natives  acquire,  it  is  to 
be  feared,  a  volubility  in  slang,  or  worse,  rather  than  a  command  or  use 
of  the  language  such  as  a  native  gentleman  has.  The  neglect  of  the 
vernaculars  is  one  of  the  most  patent  defects  in  the  education  of  the 
schools  for  European  and  Eurasian  children. 

89.  Another  is  the  want  of  attention  to  practical  and  indnstiial 
tnining.  The  design  of  the  highest  schools  may  be  very  well  expressed 
in  Dr.  Pope's  words  as  regards  Bishop  Cotton's,  namely  "  to  give  such  a 
training  as  will  enable  boys  to  pass  the  Madras  University  tests  at  the 
cheapest  rate."  Whatever  may  be  thought  of  the  scope  of  an  education 
of  which  this  is  the  highest  aim,  approximation  to  it  as  near  as  possible 
is  the  end  in  view  even  in  the  middle  class  schools.  There  is  a  {dain 
want  of  adaptation  in  the  system  to  the  requirements  alike  of  the  public 
service  and  of  the  private  life  which  the  class  of  children  now  under 
oonsideration  will  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten  be  called  to  enter  upon.  It  may 
well  be  doubted  whether  mOst  of  the  boys  turned  out  from  these  schools 
have  any  knowledge  of  the  composition  and  use  of  building  materials,  of 
the  parts  or  operations  of  machinery,  of  the  methods  of  levellmg,  sur- 
veymg  or  estimating,  of  the  arts  of  carpentry  or  joinery,  of  architectural 
drawing  and  designing,  of  the  elements  of  botany,  natural  history  or 
chemistry ;  and  whether  the  girls  could  cut  out  and  make  up  the  clothes 
of  a  household,  or  cook  its  meals,  or  cast  up  the  d^ly  accounts  and 
make  mental  calculations  with  ease.  A  variety  of  subjects  of  great 
practical  importance  might  be  indicated  which  all  the  pupils  of  the 
sdiools  now  in  question  will  probably,  if  not  certainly,  have  more  or  less 
to  de4  with,  or  |)y  which  they  could  make  a  respectable  living,  but  for 
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which  they  receive  no  preparation.  The  Friend-in-need  Society  is  now 
forced  to  establish  a  workshop,  the  necessity  for  which,  and  even  for 
such  a  society  at  all,  would  perhaps  be  in  some  measure  done  away  with 
were  Eurasian  boys  as  a  rule  trained  in  industrial  callings  and  thrifty 
habitsL 

A.  Aided  Schools  of  the  Higher  Class. 

90.    English — ^These  schools  were  inspected  in  November.    Bi^ 
CotUm^s  contained  125  pupils,   123  present, 

I^VinS^s'&hSd^  ^^  "^^^^  ^^  ^^^®  boarders.    Dr.  Pope  taught 

the  College  and  Matriculation  forms,  (the  elder 
girls  from  the  girls'  school  being  associated  with  the  boys,)  and  five 
assistant  masters,  two  of  them  graduates  of  Madras,  had  charge  of  the 
remaining  forms.  The  general  results  of  the  inspection  were  satisfactory, 
but  the  lower  Matriculation  form  vms  not  as  well  prepared  as  some  of 
the  others.  A  good  deal  of  time  is  devoted  in  this  school  to  Latin,  in 
the  pronunciation  of  which  the  continental  system,  now  advocated  in 
England,  is  adopted.  It  did  not,  however,  appear  to  me  consistently 
pursued.  At  Saimi  Andrew's  there  were  72  pupils,  with  actual  atten- 
dance of  65.  The  number  of  boarders  was  20.  Mr.  Thomson  was  at 
the  head,  with  four  assistants,  one  of  them  a  Madras  graduate.  The 
English  studies  in  all  classes  appeared  wanting  in  critical  accuracy.  In 
most  other  respects  the  examination  yielded  fair  results. 

91.  The  entire  absence  of  practical  instruction  in  both  these  in- 
stitutions, and  the  exclusive  attention  paid  to  a  classical  course  of  study, 
are  matters  in  which  reform  is  called  for.  *'One  large  boys'  school 
where  Bishop  Cotton's  now  stands,  and  a  girls'  in  Saint  Andrew's  Church 
compound,"  which  Mr.  Lawrence  hints  as  a  mode  of  amalgamating  the 
two  that  would  utilize  both  buildings,  is,  and  perhaps  will  never  cease 
to  be,  impracticable.  But  his  recommendation  that  both  should  be 
placed  more  en  rapport  with  the  Educational  Department  is  one  that 
would  certainly  lead  to  their  working  in  more  completely  into  the  general 
system  of  public  instruction. 

92.    AnglO'Vmiocular.—The  number  of  pupils  in  the  Natke  Edur 
K^ati?e  Educational  Institution,   cationol  InsHltUion  at  the  time  of  inspection

Wedeyan  School,  Mysoi^.         was  298,  262  bemg  proscut  Ezcopt  2  Muham- 
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madans  and  6  Christians,  all  are  Hindus«  During  the  year  a  special 
Tamil  Department  had  been  formed,  containing  41  of  the  pupils,  divided 
into  three  classe&  The  Bey.  Mr.  Hudson,  b.  a.  is  assisted  by  one  European 
and9  natire  masters.  The  classes  on  the  whole  exhibited  a  fair  amount  of 
progress,  but  the  second  was  reported  of  unfavorably  in  most  subjects  and 
seemed  to  contain  a  good  many  drones.  The  youngest  boys  in  the  school 
did  well  The  London  Mission  Institution^  ;ander  the  Rev.  Mr.  Walton 
and  8  assistants,  contained  172  pupils,  of  whom  145  were  present.  The 
progress  made  in  the  study  of  English  was  considered  to  fall  below  what 
might  have  been  expected.  In  the  mathemati^  and  other  subjects 
the  resalts  were  more  favorable.  I  regret  that  Mr.  Walton  has  taken 
exception  to  the  inspection  report,  stating  that  "though  the  school  is  in 
a  much  more  efficient  state  than  it  has  been  in  any  year  previous,  yet 
the  report  is  far  more  unfavorable  that  it  has  ever  been  before."  The 
WeSeyan  School^  Mysore^  has  been  in  charge  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Riddett, 
assisted  by  8  masters.  The  roll  shewed  180  pupils,  vrith  an  average 
daily  attendance  of  154.  The  Inspector  represents  it  as  being  in  a  satis- 
factory condition  and  doing  good  work.

B.  Amm  Schools  of  tba  MhoheiK  Glass. 

93.  English — Placed  at  two  opposite  ends  of  Bangalore,  these 

schools  are  providing  suitable  instruction  fen: 
Saint  John^  Scbobb.  numbers  of  poor  children  living  in  the  immediate 

neighbourhood  of  each,  who  would  otherwise 
grow  up  in  ignorance  with  all  its  attendant  evils.  While  the  Scant  JMs 
Schools  fully  mamtain  their  long  standing  reputation,  the  Ordnance  School 
has  made  very  marked  progress  under  recent  new  arrangements,  and  is 
now  i^ced  on  a  sound  and  useful  footing.  More  attention  to  the  map  in 
the  former,  and  the  int^uction  of  a  better  style  of  reading  books  in  ibe 
latter  are  recommended. 

94.  Angb-Vernacular.-^ThB  Soman  Catholic  Seminaries  are  all 

well  reported  of,  especially  Saint  JosqKs, 
Saint  Joseph^  Setninaiy.  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev«  Mr.  Gemot,  x.  l 

Saint  Patnck's    |!  This  school  uow  traius  students  for  Matnca- 

AiBor  „  '  latiou.    There  were  126  pupils  at  the  time  of 

inspection,  53  of  whom  were  boarders.  Amoog 
these  are  included  8  military  orphans  receiving  an  allowance  from  the 
Madras  Qovemment,  and  14  others,  fed,  clothed  and  instructed  gratu- 
itously. Of  the  London  Mission  Schools  the  branch  at  Alsur  is  deserviog 
of  commendation.  The  Cantonment  School  had  not  made  such  decided 
progress  as  the  other. 

9  5.  The  notice  of  the  Middle  Class  aided  schools  may  be  fitly  closed 
with  the  following  well  deserved  eticomiUm  of  Mr.  Lawt^nce  upwi  thoee 
for  European  and  Eurasian  children.  ''  Of  the  Roman  Catholic  instita- 
tions  and  the  Saint  John's  District  Schools"  be  wiites,  "I  desire  to  speak 
with  the  greatest  praise.  All  the  arrangements  in  the  latter  are  admirable. 
They  are  economically  conducted  and  they  are  in  the  midst  of  a  large 
sphere  of  usefulness,  I  was  much  pleased  with  all  I  saw  at  Saint  John's 
District  Schools.''  I  would  add  that  they  are  greatly  indebted  to  the 
genial  control  of  the  Rev.  Gilbert  Cooper.

96.  Bn^h—Th^  Oi^hanage  is  now  provided  with  a  handsome 

^^ ^  ^^^  and  commodious  range  of  buildings,  with  ao- 

aantMuM  Ba^  School       commodation  for  more  than  100.  It  is  proposed 

to  extend  its  operations  by  receiving  as  day 
sdiolan  destitttte  children  who  are  not  orphans.  To  this  end  an  increased 
grant  has  been  i^lied  for.  At  the  time  of  inspection  there  were  22 
boys  and  29  ^rls.  They  passed  a  satisfactoiy  examination.  Eight  boys 
and  erne  giti  obtained  employment  during  the  year,  the  latter  as  a  servant 
maid  and  the  former  as  compositors  in  local  printing  offices.  Four  of  the 
boys  and  the  girl  are  no  longer  connected  with  the  school,  but  the  four 
oQier  lads  still  board  and  lodge  at  the  Orphanage,  Uieir  earnings 
amounting  to  Bs.  8  a  month  going  into  the  general  fund.  AU  the  house- 
hold work  on  the  premises  is  done  by  the  children.  The  Bagged  Schod 
is  a  day  school,  intended  principally  for  children  of  drummers  in 
Native  B^ments.  It  contains  26  boys  and  22  girls.  They  are  reported 
as  not  reading  well.    The  writing  was  better. 

97.  An^VmMfiAciiir. — ^Under  this  head  there  are  four  schools, 
^temoitfaoiioSaiKiQk  two  in  Bangalore,  one  in  Mysore,  and  one  in 
Mfit  hniiTschS^Ban^b^  Tdmk6r.    In  the  Catholic  Schools  may  be 

«d^uOrphBiiage,1:6m]dr.      found  a  few  Very  poor  Borasiaa  ohiMren.   The 
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BlackpcSli  and  TuwMr  Schools  are  well  reported  of.   The  others,  espech 
ally  Saint  PauTs,  were  sot  satisfactory. 

98.  Kanarese. — There  are  15  Kanarese  schools  aided  by  Govern- 
ment, of  which  12  belong  to  the  Wesleyan  Mission,  mostly  situated  in 
Tfimkur  and  the  neighbouring  villages.  But  the  greatest  nmnber  of 
pupils  are  in  those  in  the  Market  Street  at  Mysore,  and  in  the  Main 
Street,  Bangalore  Petta.  The  majority  of  the  schools  have  obtained 
favorable  reports  from  the  inspecting  officers.  But  those  at  Gulor  and 
Eyatsandra  seem  to  stand  in  need  of  better  supervision,  and  the  Mandya 
Street  School^  Mysore,  was  not  found  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

99.  Thniil  and  Idugu.—Oi  the  four  Tamil  and  Telugu  schools,  the 
Ghatur-Yeda-Siddhanta-Sabha  Seminaries  occupy  the  most  prominent 
position.  They  contained  at  the  inspection  238  pupils  on  the  roll,  of 
whom  172  were  present  The  Tamil  branch  is  described  as  being  in  an 
effective  condition.  The  Telugu  classes  did  well,  but  the  attendance  in 
this  branch  had  been  low  and  irregular  throughout  the  year. 

100.  Sanshit. — ^Ten  Sanskrit  schools  partake  of  Government 
grants-in-aid.  The  Chikballapur  School  is  a  pleasing  and  advanced  in* 
stitution  which  has  gained  a  widespread  reputation  and  attracts  students 
from  many  distant  parts.  The  Muttur  School  merits  commendation. 
I  regret  that  the  large  and  old  established  Melkota  School  has  hem 
managed  with  so  much  hxitf  as  to  imperil  its  existence.  The  grant  was 
suspended  for  a  time  to  allow  of  satisfactory  arrangements  being  made. 
A  grant  for  a  Sanskrit  school  was  given  to  the  Jain  sect  at  Shravan* 
belgola. 

101.  Hindustani  and  Persian.— The  Hindustani  and  Persian  schools 
receiving  aid  from  Government  number  26.  They  are  hardly  to  be  judged 
by  the  standard  of  Government  Schools,  but  a  decided  improvement  is 
perceptible  in  many  of  the  institutions  as  regards  the  system  of  instmfr 
tion  and  the  character  of  the  text  books  used.  The  large  Bangalore 
Madrasas  strive  to  keep  abreast  of  the  wants  of  the  day,  and  in  most  of 
the  schools  situated  in  large  towns  the  managers  are  sufficiently  en- 
lightened to  desire  improvement  in  the  style  of  teaching  pursued  under 
their  supervision,  and  are  not  averse  to  acting  upon  advice  given  them 
with  this  view.  The  Madrasa  in  the  Cantonment  under  Abdul  Khodus 
is  very  carefully  looked  after.    The  Muhammadia  and  Sultania  Mad- 
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rasas  also  continue  to  do  well.  The  instruction  in  the  latter  is  of  a 
high  standard  in  Arabic  and  Persian.  The  Channapatna  and  Shrinivas- 
por  Schools  are  farorably  mentioned.

D.  Aided  Female  Schools. 
102 .  Higher  Class.— The  course  of  study  adopted  in  Bishop  Oottm's 
School  for  the  advanced  girls,  who  have  been 
formed  into  a  college  class  along  with  the  boys, 
was  referred  to  in  last  year's  report  Dr.  Pope 
alludes  to  the  subject  in  a  recent  annual  statement,  in  the  following 
words: — "  We  are  doing  nothing  more  than  striving  to  give  to  those 
elder  girls  who  desire  it  the  kind  of  education  that  would  enable  them 
to  pass  the  middle  class  examinations  which  have  done  so  much  good 
in  England.  We  teach  a  little  Latin  and  this  will  make  English  Etymo- 
logy easier ;  a  little  algebra  an^  this  renders  arithmetical  processes  in- 
eligible ;  a  little  geometry  and  this  accustoms  them  to  accurate  reason- 
h^  These  studies  appear  therefore  to  have  been  so  far  abandoned  as 
ibat  they  are  optional,  and  only  taught  to  girls  who  desire  it.  The  aiigu- 
ments  for  their  continuance  are  manifestly  weak.  The  reports  on  the 
WeAeyan  Sdtodl  and  the  Convent  arc  generally  favorable,  especially  in 
tte  case  of  the  latter. 
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103,  Middle  Clas$.~Tlie  Saint  John's  Schodk  for  girls  and  mfimts 
are  entitled  to  share  in  the  praise  already  accorded  to  the  institatioa 
generally.  Pains  have  been  taken-  to  secure  qualified  mistresses  and 
improve  the  instruction  given  to  the  girls.  The  midday  meal  pronded 
for  the  poorest  children  is  a  boon  rightly  appreciated.  Miss  Fergmiis^ 
a  Mixed  School  in  Shule,  appears  to  be  doing  well,  though  somewhat  re- 
duced in  numbers.  Among  the  other  schools  the  London  Mission  Bccri- 
ing  School  is  entitled  to  commendation. 

104.  Lotper  Class. — Under  this  bead  come  U  Eanarese  Schools, 
4  Tamil,  and  2  Hindustani.  The  majority  of  the  Eanarese  Schools  and 
one  Tamil  are  connected  with  either  the  London  or  Wesleyan  Missions, 
and  thus  enjoy  the  advantage  of  supervision  by  European  ladies.  The 
reports  are  uniformly  favorable  upon  these  institutions,  and  there  is 
no  doubt  that  an  important  influence  is  being  indirectly  ezerdsed  upon 
native  society  by  means  of  the  instruction  imputed  and  Hi^  g^^ 
associations  of  the  schools.  Of  the  purely  native  sc^ioqIs,  namdy,  one 
Eanarese  School  at  Chitaldroog  and  one  at  Seringapatam ;  one  Tamil 
and  two  Hindustani  Schools  in  Bangalpre ;  the  only  one  ibc^  can  be 
spoken  of  in  unqualified  terms  of  praisei  is  the  Tamil  institution.  This 
has  been  in  operation  20  years,  and  reflects  much  credit  on  the  manage- 
ment. Very  much  remains  to  be  done  in  improving  the  BKndustani  giris' 
schools  before  they  can  be  considered  as  fulfilling  their  proper  fnndioDS. 
The  Nazim  of  the  Cantonment  School  has  other  calls  upon  his  time  which 
prevent  due  attention  to  its  interests,  and  the  Nazim  of  the  P^tta  School 
oomplains  that  funds  will  not  allow  of  his  keeping  up  a  proper  staff  of 
teachers.  Instruction  in  needlework  and  embroidery  has  been  given  up 
in  both  schools,  and  the  first  removed  to  a  situation  less  suitable  than 
the  one  formerly  occupied.

105.  The  returns  received  from  the  Deputy  Commissioners  of 
Districts  and  from  Missionary  Societies  shew  a  grand  total  of  1,536 
pri?ate  unaided  schools,  with  an  average  daily  attendance  of  18,914 
Itapila.  The  number  of  Binda  schools  is  returned  as  1,439,  and  of 
Hnhammadan  as  47.  The  income  obtained  from  fees  was  Bs.  50,995, 
VA  fiom  other  sources  Rs.  3,349. 

106.  The  distribtttion  of  indigenous  schools  throughout  the  Pro- 

vince is  exhibited  in  the  accompanying  table. 
As  many  of  these  as  fall  in  the  way  of  the 
Sub-Deputy  Inspectors  are  visited  and  the 
number  of  pupils  noted.  The  character  and 
system  of  instruction  have  been  fully  described 
in  previous  reports.  It  is  worthy  of  remark 
that  the  school  books  issued  by  Government 
are  often  found  in  use  in  these  schoolSi 
especially  in  those  situated  in  the  large  towns. 

107.  Comparing  the  statistics  in  para,  105  with  those  for  last 
year,  we  find  that  the  average  of  12  pupils  to  a  school  still  obtains. 
This  is  only  about  half  the  average  of  pupils  to  each  hobli  school.  The 
Hinda  schools  have  apparently  increased  in  number  by  52,  while  the 
Mubammadan  schools  have  diminished  by  14.  The  income  of  each 
school  was  Kb.  83 — 6 — 5  a  year,  which  gives  3  annas  8  pie  per  mensem 
for  eadb  pupil.

Ai    Book  Dep&ts. 

109.  The  stock  of  books  in  the  Central  and  Branch  Depots  oo  il» 

3 1st  of  March  1874  was  of*  the  value  of  Ea 

stock-  47,440.    There  were  added  to  the  Geninl 

Depot  during  the  year  23,224  books  at  a  cost 

of  Rs.  13,344.    The  number  of  books  supplied  to  Branch  Depots  fin 

sale  was  21,359  valued  atRs.  7,348. 

110.  The  amount  realized  by  sales  of  books  and  paid  into  Govern* 

ment  treasuries  was  Rs.  18,043,  or  about  tiie 
Soiffii  same  as  last  year. 

11 1.  The  issue  of  books  was  found  to  be  made  on  too  lax  a  sys- 

tem, especially  in  the  case  of  Hobli  schools, 
Cnzator.  and  proper  means  and  checks  had  not  beea 

devised  for  insuring  that  all  articles  ddirered 
were  duly  accounted  for.  A  minute  scrutiny  into  these  matters  reveal- 
ed such  culpable  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  Curator  that  it  became 
necessary  to  remove  him  from  the  charge  of  the  Depot  Mr.  Steele, 
Head  Master  of  the  Eolar  School,  was  appointed  to  the  office,  on  condi- 
tion of  paying  a  certain  amount  as  security,  which,  it  is  now  rijghtlf 
decided,  shall  be  demanded  from  any  individual  holding  this  responsible 
position,  At  the  same  time  the  system  of  accounts  was  thoroughlj 
revised,  and  the  whole  placed  on  a  safer  and  more  satis&ctoiT 
footing. 
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B.    School  Books. 

112.    In  pursuance  of  a  Resolution  of  the  Government  of  India,  a 

Committee  on  School  Books.        Committee  composedof  the  gentlemen  noted

T.  K.  A-Tambu  Chetti,  Eeq.        ^^^  rj,^  g^j  j^  ^^  examination  of  Hindustani, 

Persian,  Arabic,  Sanskrit  q»nd  Telugu  books,  Messrs.  Muhammad  Ali, 
EJiazi  Shah  Abdul  Ehudus  Ehadri,  Narasimmaiya  and  Srinivasachari 
were  afterwards  associated  with  the  originally  appdnted  members. 

lis.   The  Report  submitted  by  this  Committee  has  been  reviewed 
by  the  Chief  Commissioner  and  for^'arded  to 
^effort  the  Government  of  India,  whose  orders  there- 

on are  now  awaited.  As  might  be  expected 
an  almost  endless  diversity  of  character  and  style  was  discovered  in 
the  books  used  in  various  institutions,  comprising  works  in  nine  different 
langoages.  Some,  especially  a  few  Hindustani  books,  it  was  necessary 
to  denounce  as  works  altogether  unfit  for  public  reading.  As  regards 
the  majority  of  the  books  in  general  school  use,  whether  English  or 
vernacular,  they  were  found  to  be  in  many  important  respects  ill-adapt- 
ed for  the  purpose  to  which  they  were  applied.  The  English  books 
were  too  often  compilations  intended  for  the  use  of  English  boys  in  Eng- 
land, and  were  not  modified  and  assimilated  to  meet  the  wants  of  youth 
in  India. 

114.  The  recommendations  of  the  Committee  embraced  proposals 

for  the  compilation  of  an  Imperial  Series  of 
BfwwwnendMioM.  works  on    certam  subjects  and    in  certain 

languages  for  general  use  throughout  India. 
For  such  branches  of  study  as  could  not  be  provided  for  on  such  an 
extended  scale,  the  preparation  of  a  Local  Series  was  proposed,  which 
for  the  sake  of  economy  it  was  suggested  might  be  undertaken  in 
oonununication  with  other  Governments  having  an  interest  in  the  ver- 
naculars of  this  Province. 

115.  The  main  principles  insisted  on  with  reference  to  the  general 
PTindi>l«i  laid  down.  courso  of  instruction,  having  in  view  that  the 

education  of  natives  of  India  was  the  chief 
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pdnt  to  be  considered,  were,  that  the  papils'  yemaeular  should  be 
more  Iarf;ely  made  use  of  than  is  now  the  case  in  imparting  in* 
struction  in  English ;  that  India  and  not  Europe  should  occupy  the 
prominent  place  in  the  illustrations  and  examples  employed  inmathe- 
matical)  historical  and  geographical  treatises  ;  that  practical  and 
sdentific  instruction  should  be  provided  for  ;  and  that  morality  shoold 
form  a  subject  of  direct  instruction.  It  was  also  recommended  tii&t 
similar  School  Book  Committees  should  be  appointed  from  time  to 
time  under  each  Administration  for  the  purpose  of  revising  the  courses 
of  study  and  advising  in  educational  matters,  both  as  regards  the  books 
in  use  and  the  principles  of  instruction  pursued.  The  creation  of  a  pure 
vernacular  literature  and  kindred  subjects  were  also  touched-  upon. 

116.    Pending  the  receipt  of  the  further  orders  of  Government,  only 

such  school  books  were  printed  as  were  needed 

Books  pabiiBhed.  for  immediate  use  or  had  been  approved  by  tie

Among  the  works  registered  in  this  Province 
Auiaal  Review.  jH3^y  be  noticed  a  small  Agricultural  Class  book, 

compiled  for  use  in  village  schools,  by  Colonel 
E.  Boddam,  published  in  diglot ;  and  an  edition  of  the  celebrated  Sans- 
krit Thesaurus,  the  Amara  Kosha,  with  meanings  in  English  and 
Eanajrese.  A  Eanarese  version  of  the  Manual  of  the  More  Deadly  Forms 
of  Cattle  Disease,  by  Veterinary  Surgeon  Hallett,  appears  under  the'head 
of  Medicine.  The  remaining  publications  were  principally  re-issues  of 
old  works,  and  fkll  under  the  he^ds  Fiction,  Poetry  and  Religion*  Of 
law  books,  a  Police  Manual  for  use  in  the  Mysore  Province  was  publish- 
ed in  Sanarese,  as  ako  Acts  XiU  and  XVIII  of  1855  and  X  of  1872. 

119.  Continuing  iny  inquiries  on  the  little  known  subject  of 

Eanarese  literature,!  succeeded  in  obtaining 
JlttQflcripis  of  ancient  worka.      during  the  year  the  following  additional  ma* 

nuscripts  of  old  works  in  that  language.

X    THE  PRESS. 

120.  The  only  notice  required  under  this  head  additional  to  the 
remarks  contained  in  last  year's  report  is  the  issue,  or  revival,  of  two 
newspapers  in  Eanarese,  the  Vrittdnta  BoAhmi  and  the  Karndiciha  FfohA- 
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8t]hf ,  the  former  under  European  and  the  latter  under  native  manage- 
ment Both  these  papers,  it  is  understood,  formerly  enjoyed  the  patronage 
of  the  late  Maharaja,  hut  since  his  demise  they  haTe  not  been  published 
until  the  present  year.  Each  contains  a  leading  article  and  some  co^ 
respondence  in  English.  The  VriUdnta  Bodhmi  receives  a  certain 
amount  of  aid  from  Government,  and  the  copies  subscribed  for  are  ci> 
culated  in  the  Revenue  and  other  Departments. 

XL  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

121.  Two  school  houses,  of  the  second  class  standard  design,  yim 

under  construction  during  the  year  by  the 
Taiok  School  Baoau,  PubMc  Works  Department,  one  at  Hole  Honnnr 

in  Shimoga  District,  and  the  other  at  Tarikere 
.  in  Eadur  District.  "  The  former  was  roofed  in  satisfactorily,  and  the 
building  would  have  been  finished  had  it  not  been  for  delays  arising  from 
the  foundations  being  sunk  in  treacherous  soil.  The  Tarikere  building 
progressed  slowly,  owing  to  the  contractor  giving  trouble."  I  regret  that  a 
proper  understanding  was  not  come  to  with  the  Educational  Department 
regarding  the  site  on  which  this  school  is  being  erected,  as  the  sitaation 
of  school  buildings  with  reference  to  the  towns  has  much  to  do  with  secu- 
ring a  good  attendance  of  pupils. 

122.  The  extreme  inconvenience  to  which  many  schools  are  sub- 
jected for  want  of  premises  was  mentioned  in  last  year's  report  It  is  a 
matter  for  regret  that  only  the  building  at  Hfinsur  was  sanctioned  fcr 
erection  during  the  ensaing  year  out  of  eight  proposed. 

123.  Repairs  were  executed  to  twenty  school  houses,  at  a  cost  of 

Bs.  4,007.  In  the  case  of  the  Raja's  School  at 
B«P«**  Mysore  the  work  was  carried  out  by  the  Public 

Works  Department*  The  remainder  was  done 
by  the  Educational  Department.  The  principal  expenditure  was  on  the 
Ghikballapur  School,  Bangalore  Girls'  School,  and  the  Eadur  and  Hassan 
Schools,  which  have  been  pot  into  thoroughly  good  order.  An  amoimt  of 
Rs.  72  was  expended  in  enclosing  the  school  grounds  at  Yelabanka  and 
Hoskote. 
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124.  As  stated  in  a  previoas  part  of  the  Beport,  building  grants 

were  made  to  the  Wesleyan  Mission  of  Rs.  1,000 
BaiUingGnnti.  towards  the  erection  of  the  Market  Boys' 

School  at  Mysore,  and  of  Bs.  350  towards  that 
of  the  Petta  Boys'  School,  Tumkiir, 

XII.   CONCLUSION. 

125.  Having  made  a  tour  through  the  Nagar  Division  in  the  cold 
weather,  I  was  glad  to  see  evident  signs  of  greater  interest  being  awaken- 
ed  in  the  cause  of  education  throughout  that  part  of  the  country.  As 
the  means  of  communication,  now  daily  improving,  become  more  perfect, 
it  may  reasonably  be  expected  that  the  Malnad  Districts  will  be  behind 
no  others  in  takmg  advantage  of  the  opportunities  of  instruction  held  out 
to  them  by  the  Government  schoola 

126.  I  would  conclude  this  report  with  an  expression  of  thanks  on 
behalf  of  the  Department  for  the  contiuual  interest  shewn  in  educa- 
tional operations  by  Sir  Richard  Meade,  the  Chief  Commissioner ;  and 
for  the  encouragement  received  from  Mr.  Gordon,  Judicial  Conmiissioner, 
while  officiating. 

127.  The  OflScers  of  the  Administration  generally  have  been  ready 
in  aiding  the  schools  situated  within  their  respective  jurisdictions,  among 
whom  I  may  particularly  mention  Colonel  Bruce,  and  Captains  Shaw  and 
Ludlow. 

128.  AUthe  Educational  Officers  have  vrillingly  co-operated  in 
carrying  out  departmental  instructions.  Their  respective  services  have 
been  already  brought  to  notice  in  the  body  of  the  report.

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REVIEW  ON  THE  EDUCATIONAL  REPORT 

FOB  1874—75. 


The  results  exhibited  in  the  Annual  Report  submitted  by  the  Direc- 
tor of  Public  Instraction  for  the  year  1874-75  must  be  regarded  as 
generally  satisfactory.  The  number  of  Government  schools  has  been 
increased  from  670  in  1873-74  to  699  in  the  year  under  report,  and  the 
niunber  of  pupils  in  those  schools  from  20,145  to  23,878.  Among  the 
aided  schools,  7  have  been  added,  but  owing  to  the  withdrawal  of  grants 
from  two  schools,  the  actual  increase  in  number  during  the  year  was  5. 
The  number  of  pupils  in  these  schools  has  risen  from  7,153  to  7,699. 
At  the  close  of  the  year  1874-75,  there  were  therefore  808  Government 
and  aided  schools  with  31,577  pupils,  as  compared  with  744  schools 
and  27,298  pupils  in  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  34  new  schools,  28  were  established  at  the  very  close  of  the 
year,  and  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  justly  infers  therefore  that 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  which  amounted  to  18*5  per  cent  in 
Government  schools,  and  6*7  per  cent  in  aided  schools,  has  occurred 
among  the  older  schools,  owing  to  the  better  provision  made  in  respect 
of  teachers. 

The  unaided  schools  are  reported  to  have  diminished  to  the  num- 
ber of  200,  and  though  some  doubt  is  felt  as  to  the  accuracy  of  these 
statistics,  it  is  evident  that  the  measures  which  have  been  taken  to  absorb 
the  village  schools  into  the  Hobli  school  system,  and  to  provide  employ- 
ment for  the  masters,  have  produced  this  result. 

Looking  to  the  classification  of  schools  given  in  para  7,  the  Offg^ 
Chief  Commissioner  notices  with  satisfaction  that,  out  of  670  Government 
boys'  schools,  629  or  more  than  92  per  cent  are  of  the  lower  class,  as 
shewing  that  through  the  medium  principally  of  the  Hobli  schools,  pri- 
mary education  holds  a  high  place  in  the  system  pursued  in  this  Pro- 
vince. 

The  total  expenditure  incurred  from  public  funds  uuder  the 
several  heads  of  Direction,  Inspection  and  Instruction,  amounted  to  Rs, 
2,64,962,  of  which  Rs.  1,92,116  were  provided  from  Provincial  funds, 
and  the  remainder,  viz.  Rs.  72^846,  from  Local  funds. 
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On  the  other  hand,  the  realizations  by  GovemmeDt  from  school 
fees  amounted  to  Rs.  14,61 1,  proceeds  of  book  sales  Bs.  18,004  and  tlie 
allotment  made  from  Local  funds  Bs.  96,806.  The  circumstaDce  that 
the  outlay  from  Local  funds  fell  short  of  the  assignment  made  from 
that  source  by  nearly  Rs  24,000,  is  partly  accounted  for  by  the  exceBs 
in  the  realizations  over  the  estimate,  but  not  wholly  so,  and  it  will  be 
desirable  that  means  should  be  taken  to  utilize  this  balance. 

GovsBVMEirr  Sohgols— Hioheb  Glass  ScHOOiiS. 

The  proposals  referred  to  in  para  24  of  the  Report,  and  uudfir 
which  the  status  of  the  Bangalore  and  other  principal  schools  has 
been  raised,  having  been  carried  into  effect  during  the  year 
1875—76,  will  be  noticed  m  the  Report  for  that  year. 

Including  the  Bangalore  High  School,  the  schools  of  this  class  are 
8  in  number,  and  comprise  the  Raja's  School  at  Mysore,  and  6  District 
Head  Quarters'  Schools. 

The  Bangalore  High  School  has  fairly  maintained  its  position,  soi 
though  the  average  daily  attendance  has  fallen  off  sb'ghtly,  there  is  do 
diminution  in  the  number  of  students  on  the  rolls.  At  the  UniTersit; 
examinations,  this  school  passed  one  student  for  the  B.  A.  degree,  9  for 
the  First  Arts  examination,  and  1 1  for  Matriculation,  a  result  wUcb  is 
creditable  to  the  institution. 

Of  the  other  schools  in  this  class,  the  Raja's  School  at  Mysore, 
the  Hassan,  Ghitaldroog  and  7  umkiir  Schools  receive  favorable  mentioD, 
either  for  the  successful  results  obtained  or  for  the  high  standard 
maintained. 

Middle  Glass  ScHOOLa 

In  this  class  are  comprised  5  Anglo-vernacular  schools  situated  at 
populous  towns,  and  38  Vernacular  schools  (35  Kanarese  and  3  Hinda- 
stani)  at  certain  taluk  head-quarters.  The  report  on  the  condition  d 
these  schools  is  in  general  very  satisfactory,  and  the  fact  that  the 
Vernacular  school  at  Mysore  has  maintained  so  many  as  204  pupils  on 
its  rolls,  side  by  side  with  the  Anglo- vernacular  Raja's  School,  deserves 
special  notice  and  testifies  to  the  high  qualifications  of  the  Head  Master. 
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The  rules  relating  to  the  institution  of  a  General  Test  examination 
for  this  Province,  quoted  in  para  61  of  the  Report,  have  been  subsequently 
placed  in  abeyance,  nvith  a  view  to  their  revision  in  certain  particulars. 

LowEB  Class  School& 

The  Taluk  schools  of  this  class  are  67  in  number,  and  are  situated 
at  Taluk  Kashas  (head-quarters)  or  other  important  towna  They  com- 
prise 47  Kanarese,  7  Telegu,  and  14  Hindustani  schools.  The  condi- 
tion of  the  Kanarese  schools  is  not  on  the  whole  so  satisfactory  as  would 
be  desired,  and  the  cause  is  to  be  found  apparently  in  a  want  of  efficiency 
or  zeal  on  the  part  of  the  masters,  the  best  of  which  are  utilized  in  the 
Middle  Class  schools. 

Under  the  Lower  Class  schools  fall  also  the  Hobli  schools,  which 
are  now  562  in  number^  with  an  aggregate  of  15,035  pupils  on  the  rolls, 
28  schools  of  this  class  were  constituted  during  the  year.  Eliminating 
the  additional  pupils  thus  contributed,  the  actual  increase  in  the  num- 
bers of  the  previously  existing  Hobli  schools  amounted  to  about  4,000 
or  nearly  3i  per  cent,  effected,  as  the  Director  remarks,  almost  entire- 
ly by  improved  arrangements.  With  the  exception  of  some  200  pupils 
in  the  Kolar  District^  all  the  students  are  being  instructed  in  these 
schools,  through  the  medium  of  Kanarese. 

A  fair  proportion  of  the  schools  are  reported  on  satisfactorily,  and 
the  improvement  of  all  will  follow  upon  the  arrangements  in  progress 
for  training  the  masters.  Indeed  the  development  of  the  system  must 
depend  on  the  supply  of  well-trained  masters,  and  the  means  of  providing 
such  is  necessarily  a  work  of  time. 

With  the  object  of  training  additional  masters  for  these  schools 
Normal  schools  have  been  instituted  during  the  year,  and  from  the 
eagerness  with  which  admission  to  them  is  sought,  the  measure  promises 
to  be  successful.  It  is  an  important  feature  in  the  arrangement  that 
every  inducement  is  given  to  the  best  of  the  indigenous  school-masters 
to  place  themselves  under  training  for  employment  in  Hobli  schools. 

Female  Schools. 

The  number  of  Government  Girls'  schools  is  9,  as  in  the  previous 
year,  but  the  attendance  has  risen  from  252  to  337.    The  Director  doe^ 
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not  report  favorably  of  the  progress  of  these  schools  generally,  owing 
chiefly  to  the  masters  being  selected  for  other  qualifications  than  a 
special  aptitude  for  teaching.  There  are  diflficalties  undoubtedly 
connected  with  the  maintenance  of  Girls'  schools  by  Grovemment,  and 
more  recently  the  transfer  of  one  of  these  schools  to  the  charge  of  the 
Local  Wesley  an  Mission  has  been  recommended,  as  ensuring  better  control 
and  supervision  of  a  suitable  kind. 

NoBMAL  Schools. 

The  schools  of  this  class  consist  of  one  Hindustani  Normal  School 
at  Bangalore,  which  has  1 3  students  under  training  and  2  training  schools 
for  Hobli  school  masters. 

Special  Schools. 

The  new  School  of  Engineering  and  Natural  Science  which  was 
opened  on  the   Ist  May  1875,  has  been  instituted  with  thesandioo 
of  the  Government  of  India,  in  accordance    with  proposals  sobmi^ 
ted  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  Sir    Richard  Meade.    A  full    accoimV 
of  the  objects  which  this  school  is  intended  to  seive  and  its  organi- 
zation is  given  in  paras  79  to  83  of  the  Director's  Report,  and  it  is  on- 
necessary  to  advert  further  to  the  subject.    The  scheme  is  professed); 
an  experimental  one,  but  the  necessity  that  must  slioitly  arise  for  provi- 
ding trained  native   officers  for  the  various  superior  grades  of  the  Public 
Works,  Forest,  and  Revenue  Survey  Departments  makes  it    most  impor- 
tant that  no  effort  should  be  spared  to  ensure  its  success. 

Pbivate  Schools  aided. 

Some  interesting  particulars  are  furnished  in  the  Director's  R^ 
port  relative  to  these  schools.  There  are  in  all  109  aided  schools, 
of  which  77  are  boys'  schools  and  31  girls'  schools.  Of  the  boys' 
schools  39  vrith  1,738  pupils  belong  to  the  lower  class,  and  38  frith 
2,994  pupils  to  the  higher  and  middle  clas8e&  These  38  schools 
receive  Government  grants-in-aid  to  the  amount  of  Ra  22,430,  while 
the  39  bwer  class  schools  receive  Rs.  6,732.  If  it  may  be*  assumed 
that  the  aided  schools  at  Bangalore  chiefly  provide  for  education  in  the 
more  advanced  stages,  a  doubt  may  be  entertained  whether  the  existiflg 
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airaogements  provide  adequately  for  primary  education  in  that  city. 
The  distribution  list  of  these  schools  given  in  para  104  of  the  Report 
shews  that  out  of  the  total  of  77  boys'  schools,  38  are  situated  iu 
Bangalora    • 

In  connection  with  the  establishment  of  the  Anglo-Indian  Aid- 
Association,  the  Director  points  out  by  figures  that  but  a  small  per  cent- 
age  of  European  and  Eurasian  boys  and  girls  at  Bangalore  cannot  be 
shewn  to  be  under  instruction  iu  schools  directly  or  indirectly  connected 
with  Government.  It  is  estimated  that  there  are  in  Bangalore  1,607  boys 
and  girls  of  these  classes,  within  the  school-going  age,  and  the  returns 
shew  that  there  are  1,376  boys  and  girls  attending  schools,  and  the  re- 
sult gives  30  boys  and  201  girls  in  Bangalore  to  be  accounted  for.  It 
may  be  fairly  assumed  that  the  majority  of  these  are  under  private 
iutruction,  but  the  facts  disclosed  as  to  the  condition  of  a  large  class  in 
the  purlieos  of  the  city  lead  to  the  iofereuce  that  the  numbers  of  chil- 
dren of  mixed  parentage  unprovided  with  instruction  are  not  inconsider- 
able. The  work  of  the  Anglo-Indian  Aid-Association,  and  of  other 
charitable  institutions  which  have  recently  come  into  existence,  is  to 
search  out  these  children  and  reclaim  them  from  a  mere  '*  street  life." 

The  classification  of  aided  schools  according  to  the  language  through 
which  instruction  is  carried  on,  contained  in  para  103  of  the  Beport  is 
interesting  and  suggestive.  A  similar  statement  should  be  furnished  in 
future  reports  for  the  sake  of  comparison 

In  the  details  given  as  to  the  progress  of  the  principal  schools  aided 
by  Government,  the  satisfactory  condition  of  the  Wesleyan  Institution, 
the  London  Mission  Schools,  the  Roman  CathoUc  Seminary  (St  Joseph's), 
aud  the  Wesleyan  School  at  Mysore,  as  indicated  by  increased  number  of 
pufuls,  is  favorably  noticed.  The  two  chief  English  schools  (Bishop 
Cotton's  and  St.  Andrew's)  have  suffered  a  slight  decline,  which  it  is  to 
be  hoped  is  accidentaL 

The  Qffidatmg  Chief  Commissioner  has  read  with  interest  the 
remarks  made  by  Mr.  Rice  on  the  defective  character  of  the  instruction 
imparted  at  the  Sanskrit  and  Hindustani-Persian  schools.  These  schools 
are  isolated,  and,  as  Mr.  Bice  remarks,  the  instruction  is  confined  to 
**  the  literature,  grammar  and  dialectics  of  a  dead  language,  while  the 
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scholars  are  unacqaainted  with  the  simplest  arithmetical  mles  and 
operations.''  The  changes  contemplated  in  the  stndies  pmrsued  at  then 
schools  seem  therefore  most  desirable,  and  it  seems  a  question  whether 
the  study  of  Sanskrit  otherwise  than  as  supplementary  to  an  ordinaij 
education  can  be  suitably  encouraged  by  the  State. 

With  one  or  two  exceptions,  the  Report  on  the  aided  schools  of  tlie 
lower  class  is  not  favorable.  The  Offig.  Chief  Commissioner  will  look 
for  more  satisfactory  results  from  the  Bangalore  Cantonment  Orpha- 
nage, the  grant  to  which  has  lately  been  increased  to  Bupees  100  per 
mensem. 

The  decrease  in  the  number  of  private  unaided  schools  has  beo 
already  adverted  to.  The  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  at  thee 
schools  is  reported  to  be  17,056  against  18,914  in  the  previous  year. 

The  Report  furnishes  abundant  evidence  of  the  care  and  interest 
bestowed  upon  the  condition  and  working  of  the  schools  throughout  the 
Province,  by  Mr.  Rice  and  the  Officers  of  the  Department,  and  the 
Offg.  Chief  Commissioner  is  glad  to  express  his  gratification  at  the 
results  which  have  been  obtained  by  the  labors  of  all.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  Public  Instruction 
in  Mysore,  for  the  year  ending  31st  March  1875. 

2.  Besides  the  attention  bestowed  on  the  usual  educational  opera- 

tions, which,  it  will  be  seen,  have  resulted  in  a 
Hew  Heasmw.  laige  increase  of  the  number  of  pupils  under 

instruction,  the  following  new  measures  have 
been  instituted  during  the  year  under  review:  the  establishment  of 
Normal  Schools  for  the  training  of  additional  masters  for  HobU  Schools, 
and  the  opening  of  a  School  of  Engineering  and  Natural  Science  for  the 
purpose  of  preparing  native  candidates  for  the  Public  Works,  Revenue 
Survey  and  Forest  Departments. 

3.  The  year  closes  with  808  schools  and  31,577  pupils  connected 

with  the  Department,  against  774  schools  last 
Kesohi  for  the  Year.  year  containing  27,298  pujols.  An  addition  has 

thus  taken  place  of  34  schools  and  4,279  pupils; 
but  as  28  of  the  new  schools  were  established  only  in  the  last  week  of 
the  year,  this  increase  of  1 5-7  per  cent  in  the  number  of  pupils  is  not  due 
to  the  opening  of  fresh  schools.  On  the  contrary,  it  must  be  accepted  as 
an  inde^r  of  the  growth  of  previously  existing  institutions  following  upon  a 
more  liberal  allowanoe  of  teachers,  and  is  in  accordance  with  the  results 
anticipated  from  that  measure  in  last  yearns  report  Except  in  1868 — 69 
when  the  Hobli  Schools  were  first  established,  there  has  been  no  such 
increase  in  the  number  of  pupils.under  instruction  in  any  year  since  the 
foimation  of  the  Department 
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4.    The  following  figures  exhibit  the  details  of  the  increment  thus

The  actual  number  of  fresh  grant-in-aid  schools  was  7,  but  owing  to 
the  withdrawal  of  grants  from  2  which  formerly  received  them,  the  total 
number  was  increased,  only  by  5.  The  addition  to  the  number  of  pupils 
was  at  the  rate  of  18*5  per  cent  in  the  Govemment  schools,  and  of  6*7 
per  cent  in  the  Aided  schools.

represented  the  Government  of  India  notloi^g  ago  remarked.    But  it

II.    CONTROLLING  AGENCIES. 

8.  Inspectors.— Mr,  Dunning,  Prindpol  of  the  Baja  s  School,  acted 
as  Inspector  of  the  Krst  Circle  until  the  21st  of  August,  when  he  was  re- 
lieved by  Mr.  Hodson,  who,  on  his  return  from  sick  leave  to  England,  was 
appointed  to  the  chaige  of  that  circle.  Mr.  Marsden  was  at  the  same 
tLme  confirmed  in  the  appointment  of  Inspector  of  the  Second  Circle. 
Each  of  these  officers  has  merited  my  thanks  by  a  faithful  discharge  of 
the  important  duties  devolving  upon  him.  To  the  eneigetic  inspection  of 
the  Second  Circle  is  due  much  of  the  advance  that  has  been  made  during 
the  year  in  that  pait  of  the  country. 

9.  Deputff  Inspector.— yiv  Leonard  from  the  High  School  acted 
as  Deputy  Inspector  in  the  Head-Quarter  Circle  until  29ih  July.  Mr. 
Pope  was  then  appointed  and  held  the  office  for  tlie  rest  of  the  year. 
Their  acti^'e  co-operation  has  been  of  great  assistance,  especially  in  BaQ- 
galore  witb  its  many  and  various  schools. 
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10.  SulhDg^uty  £i«13eefor^.— Several  changes  oocimed  among  & 
Snb-Depaty  InspectOTS,  and  the  experiment  was  tried  of  appoinfiDg  men 
who  had  received  an  English  education.  Hitherto  the  places  had  been 
filled  up,  with  one  exception,  fromihe  Vernacular  Dq)artment,anditvas 
hoped  that  a  superior  standard  of  instruction  would  be  promotBd  in  4ie 
Hobli  schools  by  the  change.  But  I  regret  to  say  that  the  expeciatioQ 
has  hardly  been  fulfilled.  TfaB  wants  and  circumstances  of  these'primaiy 
village  schools  seem  to  be  better  met,  other  things  beuig  equal,  by  tiie 
inspection  of  well-trained  vernacular  scholars.  The  Inspectors  agree  mfh 
me  that  such  men  generally  accommodate  themselves  more  easily  to  the 
rural  population  among  whom  they  have  to  move,  and  perhaps  take  more 
interest  in  their  work  from  not  regarding  it  as  derogatory,  whicb  those 
whose  chief  attention  has  been  directed  to  the  study  of  English  are  too 
tpt  to  do.

The  receipts  from  all  sources  paid  into  Government  Treasuries 
amounted  to  Rs.  1,99,421,  composed  of  school 
i^Meipii-  fees  Rs.  14,611,  proceeds   of  book  sales  Rs; 

18,004,  and  educational  share  of  local  fund 
collections  Rs.  96,806.  The  receipts  in  aided  schools  came  up  to  Bs. 
79,985,  of  which  school  fides  contributed  Rs.  24,023.  The  income  of  un- 
aided schools  is  set  down  at  Rs.  43,570,  the  fees  having  yielded  Rs^ 
43,115.  Adding  these  various  items,  we  derive  a  total  of  Rs.  2,52,976, 
on  account  of  the  recdpts  in  all  tiie  schools  of  every  description  through- 
out the  IVovince,  of  which  Rs.  81,749  or  323  per  cent  consisted  of  fees 
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paid  by  the  pupils.  The  decrease  fix>m  last  year  is  entirely  confined  to 
the  unaided  schools ;  the  fees  in  Government  and  aided  sdiods  shew  a 
good  increase.

23.  The  fbUowing  table  exhibits  in  the  prescribed  form  the  statist 
tics  of  all  the  Goverimient  schools  in  Mysore.  The  number  of  middle 
class  schools  has  been  increased  by  the  transfer  of  some  which  it  has 
been  the  practice  heretofore  to  put  in  the  lower  class,  but  which  fo 
reasons  elsewhere  stated  seemed  to  have  established  a  well-founded  daim 
to  a  higher  positioD.

A.    Schools  of  the  Higher  Class. 

24.    Proposals  submitted  for  more  accurately  defining  the  positioD 
and  work  of  these  schools,  by  separating  the 
PinoposedChangeB.  coUegiate  institutions  fix)m  those  which  taught 

only  to  University  Entrance  standard,  were  sanc- 
tioned and  will  come  into  force  in  the  ensuing  year.  According  to  the 
new  arrangements  the  Bangalore  High  School  will  be  designated  the 
Central  College,^the  present  High  School  being  attached ;  while  the  Raja's 
School  at  Mysore  and  the  District  School  at  Shimoga  will  be  styled  res- 
pectively the  Raja's  High  School  and  the  Shimoga  High  School.  These 
arrangements  will  provide  one  superior  school  for  each  Division,  designed 
to  instruct  up  to  the  First  Arts'  standard.  Preparation  for  degrees  will 
be  the  distinctive  work  of  the  Central  College.  The  Bangalore  High 
School  has  long  been  in  all  but  name  a  college,  and  the  recognition  of  its 
status  fulfils  the  intention  of  its  first  foundation,  while  at  the  same  time 
it  establishes  a  centre  into  which  may  be  &ystematically  collected  from 
various  parts  of  the  country  all  the  candidates  for  the  most  advanced 
instruction.  By  a  uniform  and,  in  some  schools,  higher  rate  of  fees,  it  is 
estimated  that  the  additional  cost  of  these  arrangements  will  be  fully  met 
by  the  returns  from  the  schools  themselves, 

B 
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25.  The  High  SchocA  continued  in  tbe  hands  of  lir.  Fepe  untflfhe 

21st  of  July,  when  lir.  Waters,  the  Frincqnl, 
Bigb  Sobooi,  Buiffdore*  having  retomed  from  sick  leave  to  England, 

resumed  chaiga  Mr.  Leonard,  acting  as  D&- 
jMity  Inspector,  at  the  same  time  returned  to  the  school  and  was  promoted 
to  the  First  Assistant's  place.  Soon  after,  Mr.  King,  who  had  been  tem- 
porarily in  chaige  of  the  Hassan  District  School,  came  back  and  was  ap- 
pointed Second  Assistant 

26.  The  number  of  students  shews  a  slight  increase  over  lasi  ;Mr, 
being  574  against  566.  The  average  daily  attendance  on  the  other  haul 
has  Men  from  523  to  481.  The  piqals  consist  of  524  HiaduSi  TiVbr 
hammadans,  and  26  others^  of  whom  18  are  Europeans  and  SoiaMi. 
The  amountof  fees  realized  has  been  much  higher  than  last  year,  jio- 
dudng  a  total  of  Rs.  5,422  against  Rs.  4,740.  The  attendance  last  year 
was  evidently  increased  at  the  expense  of  the  fees,  boys  being  either 
excused  payment  or  admitted  at  reduced  rates.  Such  a  course  was  iman- 
thorized,  and  shewed  a  laxity  to  which  there  are  doubtless  many  indnO' 
ments  everywhere,  but  which  is  in  the  long  run  prejudicial  to  the  interesb 
of  the  schools.  Tbe  rates  imposed  are  moderatOi  but  it  is  needless  to  say 
that  unless  strictly  enforced  every  effort  will  be  made  to  escape  payment 

27.  At  the  University  examinations  the  school  passed  one  sindeot 
for  the  E  A  degree,  9  for  the  First  Arts  examination  and  11  for  Mabi- 
cnlation.  The  results  of  the  annual  examination  of  the  school  by  meatf 
of  papers,  set  by  various  gentlemen  engaged  in  education  in  the  soatii  of 
India,  have  not  been  received  in  this  ofiSce.  But  the  thanks  of  tbe  Dd- 
partment  aie  tendered  to  all  who  obligingly  assisted  on  the  oocaaioiL 

28.  The  conduct  of  the  students  is  reported  to  have  been  with  a 
few  exceptions  satisfactoiy.  The  moral  influence  of  some  of  the  senior 
students  has  been  good.  The  loss  sustained  in  the  death  of  one  of  tin 
most  promising  is  much  lamented  both  by  the  masters  and  by  his  sdiool 
fellows.  One  college  student,  a  Coorg,  left  this  country  to  prosecute 
his  studies  in  England,  the  pioneer  of  his  race  in  this  movement 

29.  The  libraiy  has  been  well  used  by  the  senior  students  so&r 
as  the  books  had  reference  to  examination.  This  is  a  good  featore,  as 
native  youths  are  prone  to  trust  for  all  explanation  of  difficulties  to  tlieir 
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teacher.    It  is  to  be  desired  that  they  might  shew  a  greater  desire  for 
kDovriec]ge  which  does  not  directly  tend  to  passing  examinations. 

30.  The  Principal  remarks  that  "  those  who  do  hereafter  join  the 
College  classes  should  be  prepared  to  complete  the  imiversity  fom*-years* 
conrse,  or  not  attempt  at  alL  Many  resort  to  the  bad  practice  of  seeking 
empbyment  as  soon  as  the  Entrance  examination  has  been  passed,  and 
yet  strifing  to  pass  more  examinationa  This  is  detrimental  to  themselves, 
and  lowers  the  character  of  the  institution  to  which  they  belong.  Many 
a  poor  student  must  however  adopt  this  course  until  native  liberality  pro- 
vides for  such  cases.  But  for  founders  and  benefactors  in  our  English 
seats  of- learning,  the  world  would  have  lost  much  both  in  Literature  and 


31.    The  United  Schools  Athletic  Sports  were  held  as  usual  in  the 
High  School   grounds,  and   passed   off  with 
%"*•  great  success.    The  Challenge  Cup  was  this 

year  won  by  a  Muhammadan,  a  student  of  the 
Qgh  School  Mr.  Welleeley  was  kind  enough  to  offer  some  additional  li- 
beral prizes  for  handicap  races,  which  were  eagerly  contested  by  winners 
ia  the  previous  events. 

32.    The  Bajds  School^  during  the  employment  of  Mr.  Dunning,  the 

Principal,   in  inspection  work,  or  from  20th 

1U>^  School,  Mjwpe.  March  to  2lst  August,  was  conducted  by  Mr. 

Haldwell,  Head  Master  of  the  Hassan  District 

School.    Two  pupil  teachers  were  appomted  early  in  the  year  to  each  of 

the  three  branches,  a  measure  which  has  proved  beneficial  to  the  junior 

classes.    The  number  of  pupils  on  the  roll  at  the  close  of  the  year  in  all 

departments*  was  514,  against  509  last  year.

83.    Out  of  6  students  sent  up  for  the  First  Examination  in  Arts  5 
were  successful,  all  passing  well,  though  in  the  second  claas.    Thecand^

dates  for  Matriculation  were  less  fortcmate,  only  2  having  saoceedei  out 
of  11.  The  Miires  were  chiefly  in  the  vernacular  languages,  namely 
six  in  Eanarese  and  one  in  Tamil  It  is  to  be  hoped  this  wiD  not  occar 
again. 

34.  In  the  lower  English  school,  the  work  done  was  satisfadoiy, 
except  in  the  class  next  below  the  Matriculation,  in  which  the  boys  had 
not  been  well  prepared  and  consequenfly  very  few  were  found  fit  for  paro- 
motion.  After  a  strict  examination  several  trere  rejected  with  the  nen 
to  have  them  better  prepared  in  future.  All  the  other  lower  classes  is 
the  English  school  were  found  to  have  a  fair  proportion  of  boys  fit  fo 
promotion  to  the  next  higher  clasa 

35.  The  thanks  of  the  Department  are  due  to  the  various  genfle- 
men  who  obligingly  set  examination  papers  for  the  students  of  the  upper 
classes.  Also  to  the  donors  of  special  prizes,  namely,  one  for  English  in 
the  Matriculation  class  by  Mr.  Bamaswami  Iyer,  Pleader  ;  one  for  In- 
dian History  in  the  same  class  by  Mr,  Narsimmaiengar,  Tutor  to  Ss 
Highness  the  Maharaja  ;  and  two  in  the  Hindustani  school  by  Mr.  Ma- 
homed All,  Assistant  Commissioner. 

36.  Of  the  holders  of  the  five  Government  merit-«cholarshq)6,  tio 
passed  their  F.  A.,  and  one  of  the  two  has  lately  been  appointed  Head 
Master  of  the  Jaghirdar's  School  at  Telandur.  One  was  found  unlit  to 
go  up  for  the  F.  A.  examination  at  the  end  of  the  two  years^  course  aol 
consequently  forfeits  his  scholarship.  The  other  two  had  studied  odI^ 
one  year  each  of  their  course,  one  for  the  B.  A.,  and. the  other  for  the 
F.  A.  and  did  not  go  up. 

37.  The  holder  of  Ciolonel  Malleson's  scholarship  of  Rs.  7i  also 
went  up  for  his  F.  A.,  and  passed.  Generally  the  holders  of  the  scholar- 
ships have,  except  in  two  instances,  justified  the  encouragement  exteol- 
ed  to  them. 

38.  Various  athletic  exercises  were  regularly  practised  for  several 
months,  and  on  the  10th  of  March,  a  public  gathering,  similar  to  the  one 
in  Bangalore,  was  for  the  first  time  held  for  the  exhibition  of  qiorts, 
which  appear  to  have  excited  much  interest.  Frizes  were  provided  fx 
the  successful  competitors  by  the  liberaUty  of  the  European  and  NativQ 
gentlemen  of  the  statioii^ 
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Papik  in  each  Branch.

39.  District  Schodls.-^The  Shmoga  School,  which  had  done  so  well 

of  late  at  the  Matricolation  exami- 
nation, was  unfortonately  this  year 
conspicuous  for  its  failures,  as  of 
seven  candidates  sent  up  not  one 
passed.  It  is  believed  that  some  ir- 
r^ularities  have  been  prejudicial  to 
the  work  of  the  Head  Master.  At 
the  inspection  Eanarese  was  found 
to  be  imperfectly  studied  in  the  first 
three  classes,  but  the  third  and  fourth 

classes  answered  remarkably  well  in  English.  The  order  and  regularity 
in  these  two  classes  and  the  style  in  which  answers  were  given  were  very 
pleasing.  The  masters  of  both  are  former  students  of  the  school  An 
additional  teacher  was  appointed  during  the  year. 

40.  The  play-ground  having  been  levelled  and  turfed  by  a  gang  of 
convicts  from  the  jail,  kindly  placed  at  disposal  by  Mr.  Bicketts,  Offida- 
tiog  Commissioner  of  the  Nagar  Division,  the  cricket  club  was  agan 
started  and  games  are  now  played  every  week. 

41.  T!h!d  Hassan  School,  during  the  absenceof  Mr.  Baldwell  on 
duty  at  Mysore  as  Acting  Principal  of  the  Baja's  School,  was  conducted 
by  Mr.  King  from  the  High  School.  He  had  chaige  from  20th  March  to 
25th  August  Out  of  12  students  sent  up  for  Matriculation  6  passed. 
With  the  proficiency  of  the  lower  classes  the  Inspector  was  much  pleased 
'^  The  general  eflSciency  of  the  institution  ^  he  remarks'  was  never  better 
than  it  is  at  present,  and  its  popularity  is  evinced  by  the  number  of  boys 
&om  a  distanC'C  who  came  to  Hassan  for  the  sake  of  attending  Mr.  Hald- 
irell's  School" 

42.  The  OhMdroog  School  has  for  ten  months  of  the  year  been  in 
charge  of  Mr.  Coleman,  and  under  him  has  made  steady  progress.  Two 
stodents  were  sent  up  for  Matriculation,  of  whom  one  passed.  The 
various  classes  did  fairly  at  the  inspection.  Geometry  was  found  to  be  a 
weak  subject  as  before,  but  considerable  improvement  had  been  made. 
The  proportion  of  pupils  passed  in  all  subjects  was  48  per  cent. 

43.  The  lumMr  School,  since  Mr.  Glapham  from  Chitaldroog  took 
charge  in  June,  has  increased  30  per  cent  in  numbers.    The  instructioQ 
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in  the  school  generallh^  was  not  satMactory  when  inspected  in  July,  but  a 
great  improrement  will  donbtless  be  apparent  when  the  present  Heal 
Master  has  had  sufiBdent  time  to  put  matters  i^t  Three  candidates 
sent  for  Matriculation  failed.  This  school  will  probably  never  reach  a 
retj  high  figure  owing  to  its  prashnK?  to  Bangalore,  wUtber  the  best  bojs 
natonifly  go  for  instmction. 

44.  The  Kolar  School  was  entrusted  to  Mr.  Birch  bxm  TfiznUr. 
I  trust  tbat  he  may  effect  all  the  improvement  that  is  needed.  The  two 
highest  classes  were  in  poor  condition  at  the  inspection,  and  the  asostut 
masters,  though  working  ttderably  weU,  had  ,nsed  but  small  effiartsto 
make  tbemselves  more  efficient 

45.  The  CkSmagsihir  School,  raised  to  the  grade  of  a  Disirict 
School  on  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Venkatpataiengar  from  ChikhaUapor, 
has  under  him  made  a  veiy  marked  advanca  The  attendance  has  nsen 
from  40  to  110|  and  the  school  for  the  first  time  finds  a  place  in  liie 
University  list,  one  student  having  passed  out  of  four  sent  up.  Wi^  & 
stroDgthemng  of  the  staff  of  assistants,  which  has  become  imperatirel; 
necessary,  this  school,  so  long  unsatisfactory,  will,  it  is  expected,  tab  vf 
a  creditable  position  amopg  the  schools  of  the  higher  dass.

B.  SCHDOIiB  07  THB  MiDBZiE  GCiABS. 

1.  Angh-Vemacular  Schodk- 

46.  Hxhtk  Angbhyemacular  Schools.— On  the  transfer  of  the  fornier 
Head  Masfer  to  Chikmagalur,  Mr.  Wright  from 
Hfinsdr  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  CkSMtofur 
School.  Under  him  the  number  of  pupils  has 
increased.  There  was  a  general  failure  at  the 
inspection  in  Eanarese,  but  the  results  of  flie 
examination  in  the  other  subjects  all  through 
the  school  were  fair.    The  assistant  masters  are 

aQ  well  reported  on,  especially  Nadamuni  Naidu. 

47.  In  the  Channapatna  School  both  masters  have  worked  well 
and  a  decided  advance  has  been  made  during  the  year.  In  the  highest 
class  (a  third)  the  language  lessons  had  been  well  studied.  The  class  did 
^  in  reading  and  explaining  the  meaning  of  the  English  lessons,  in  par- 
wog  and  analysis  of  sentences.  In  Eanarese  poetiy  the  stanzas  selected 
were  paraphrased  in  Eonaresei  and  English  equivalents  for  many  of  the 
Herds  and  phrases  were  readily  and  accurately  given.  The  mathematical 
work  had  been  fairly  done: 

48.  The  Hunsur  School  makes  tolerable  progress,  but  might  do 
much  better.  A  new  school  house  is  in  coarse  of  erection,  and  with  the 
better  accommodation  thus  available,  improvement  will  doubtless  take 
place  in  the  general  condition  of  the  school. 

49.  The  EoU  Narsipur  School  has  improved  and  acquitted  itself 
well  in  every  subject  except  history  and  translation.  The  failure  in  the 
latter  was  due  quite  as  much  to  imperfect  knowledge  of  Eanarese  as  of 
English,  and  special  attention  will  have  to  be  directed  to  this  subject  by 
both  teachers  and  pupils,  as  well  as  to  correctness  of  accent  and  em- 
phasis in  reading.  The  little  boys  of  the  fom*th  class  were  an  exception 
to  the  rest  in  the  readiness  with  which  they  translated  easy  sentences. 

50.  The  Gtmdlupet  School  has  a  good  master,  but  he  labours 
under  di£5cultie8  from  want  of  proper  school  premises,  and  requires  an 
assistaat.    One  has  since  been  appointed 
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2.  Tahik  Vemaadar  Schools. 

51.  It  has  hitherto  been  the  jn-actice  to  ooosign  all  the  yeraacular 
schools  to  the  Lower  class.  Bat  as  this  tends  to  convey  a  false  impro- 
sion  of  the  graduation  of  schools  in  Mysore,  and  left  scarcely  any  to  be 
induded  in  the  middle  class,  it  has  been  deemed  necessary  to  introduce 
a  change.  Hence  those  Vernacular  schools  which  have  long  emerged 
from  the  primary  stage,  and  made  ggod  a  position  entitling  ^them  to  be 
regarded  as  secondary  schools,  have  in  the  present  report  been  entend 
as  of  the  middle  class. 

52.  The  number  thus  returned  consists  of  35  EanareBe  and  3 
Hindustani  Schools,  whose  distribution  will 
be  gathered  from  the  marginal  table, 
shewing  the  proportion  in  each  District, 
and  the  total  attendanca

53.  Of  the  schools  in  the  Bangalore  District  the  largest  is  the  one  at 
Dodballapur,  with  157  pupils.  But  the  most  advanced  is  the  Kankanhalli 
School,  which  owing  to  an  epidemic  in  the  town  has  been  imfortuoately 
reduced  to  half  its  former  strength.  The  Nelamangala,  Telahanka  vA 
Saijapur  Schools  are  well  reported  oa 

54.  In  the  Eolar  District  the  Hindustani  Schools  at  Eolar  ani 
Chikballapur  are  both  doing  very  well,  A  gi'eat  improvement  has  been 
made  in  the  Eanarese  School  at  Sidlagatta,  but  more  energy  is  required 
on  the  part  of  the  masters. 

55.  In  Tumkur  District  the  Eoralagere  and  Maddagiri  Schools  aie 
the  best  attended,  having  over  100  pupils  each.  In  addition  to  this  the 
Koratagere  School  is  reported  as  almost  the  leading  institution  of  its  dass 
in  the  Second  Circla  The  Chiknayakanhalli  School  is  in  a  good  and 
efficient  state. 

56.  The  Mysore  School,  with  204  pupils,  stands  foremost  among 
the  vernacular  schools  in  attendance.  It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  it 
occupieB  an  equally  prominent  position  in  point  of  instruction,  and  reflects 
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mach  credit  on  Mallappa,  the  able  Head  Master.  The  Cbamrajnagar, 
Seringapatam,  Tedatore  and  Malvalli  Schools  are  all  very  satisfactory, 
and  doing  thoroughly  good  work  The  NanjaDgud  School  has  not  kept 
nf  its  standard  well.  In  contrast  to  the  Eanarese  schools,  I  regret  to 
say  that  the  Hindustani  school  at  Mysore  is  very  far  from  satisfactory 
and  the  attendance  most  irriegular. 

57.  Of  the  schools  of  the  Hassan  District,  those  at  Belur  and  Hole- 
Narsipor  are  satisfactory.  The  Hassan  School  is  reported  to  have  made 
great  strides  during  the  year. 

58.  The  Shimoga  District  contain?  in  the  Hole-Honnur  School, 
mth  100  hoys,  one  of  the  most  uniformly  satisfactory  and  progressive  of 
the  Taluk  Vernacular  schools.  It  is  the  best  in  the  Second  Gircla 
The  Nyamti  School,  though  not  so  well  attended  as  formerly,  is  described 
as  satisfactory,  as  also  are  the  schools  at  Sagar,  Shikarpur  and  Shimoga. 

59.  The  Tarikere  and  TedehalU  Schools  in  Eadur  are  both  good 
schools  and  maloDg  steady  progress. 

60.  In  Ghitaldroog  District,  the  Hosduxga  and  Pavagada  Schools 
are  the  best,  and  doing  well,  especially  the  former.  The  Davangere  and 
Barihar  Schools,  situated  in  large  and  populous  towns,  have  made  a 
decided  improvement  durii^  the  year,  and  will,  it  is  hoped,  make  good  the 
footing  they  have  attained. 

61.  In  connection  with  the  Middle  Class  schools  the  following 
mles  published  on'the  4th  of  March,  instituting  a  General  Test  Examina- 
tion for  Mysore,  may  be  quoted. 

"Erom  and  after  1st  April  1876,  no  person  not  being  a  matricula- 
ted student  of  any  University,  or  not  having  passed  the  Madras  General 
Test,  or  who  has  not  been  continuously  employed  m  the  public  service 
since  January  1st,  I860,*  shall  be  appointed  to  any  situation  under  the 
Mysore  Government,  the  salary  of  which  may  exceed  Rs.  20  a  month, 
without  having  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  following 
subjects,  vUf : —

(c.)    Composition  and  Grammar,   including  ability  to  write  a 

simple  letter  in  good  grammatical  language ;  to  coirect  a 

passage  written  in  un-grammatical  style,  and  to  answer 

questions  on  Grammar, 
(d)    Arithmetic,  the  first  four  Rules,  Simple  andGompoimcl; 

Vulgar  and  Decimal  Fractions,  and  questions  involymg  the 

Rule  of  Three.* 
(e.)    Geography,  including  the  elements  of  General  Geograpby, 

and  a  somewhat  more  accurate  knowledge  of  GeQgra{lij

They  shall  be  open  to  all  candidates  whose 
age  exceeds  17  years  on  the  1st  of  October  of  the  year  in  Winch  tlie 
examination  is  held.

AU  applications  from  candidates  desirons  of  appearing  at  the 
above  mentioned  examinations  must  be  addressed  to  the  Director  of 
Pablic  Instniction,  Bangalore,  in  time  to  reach  him  not  later  than 
October  let  Each  application  must  be  accompanied  by  the  following 
certificates:— 

(1.)  A  certificate  from  a  Qivil  Sm^geon,  that  the  applicant  is  of 
sonnd  bodily  health  and  free  from  constitutional  infirmity 
unfitting  him  for  the  service  of  Government 

(2.)  A  certificate  from  an  Amildar  that  the  applicant  has  paid 
the  prescribed  fee  of  4  Rs.  into  the  Taluk  Treasury.

63.  Rmarese  jSb^oob:— The  poor  school  at  Alur  was  given  q)  on 
the  breaking  up  of  the  Maharajdurga  Taluk,  and  the  Huliyurdmgi 
School  for  a  similar  reason  converted  into  a  hobli  school  The  foUowiog 
schools  may  be  described  as  more  or  l^s  satisfactory— GhasnapBtn, 
Bagepalli,  Chikballapur,  Mulbagal,  Sorab  and  Sakrepatna.  Se^enl 
others  are  improviug,  but  much  remains  to  be  done  before  the  majoritj 
reach  the  standard  aimed  at  in  these  schools.  There  are  not  nxve 
perhaps  than  half  a  dozen  which  could  not  with  proper  exertion  and 
arrangements  secure  an  attendance  of  1 00  boys,  and  have  classes  as  high 
as  a  second.  The  attention  of  the  Inspectors  will  be  specially  directed  to 
this  matter,  mth  the  view  of  achieving  these  results.  But  it  will  not  lie 
possible  unless  there  is  an  active  spirit  in  the  masters,  above  being  con- 
tent with  a  minimum  of  labor. 

64.  Telugu  Schools.— The  Mulbagal  School  is  much  the  best  of 
these.  The  Chikballapur  School  is  also  doing  well  The  remainder  stand 
in  need  of  improvement. 

65.  Hindustam  flkiool?.— The  following  are  favorably  reported  ol,- 
Mulbagal,  Sarjapur,  Sidlagatta  and  Ghikmagalur.  These  are  all  popular 
and  weU  conducted  institutions.  The  Head  Masters  of  the  last  three  werB 
trained  in  the  Normal  School  at  Bangaloie.

66.  These  primary  schools  nownnmber  562  with  15,035  pupils, 
against  534  with  1 1,983  papils  last  year.  The  28  additional  schools,  as 
explained  in  a  previous  part  of  the  report,  were  established  only  in  the* 
kst  week  of  the  year,  and  do  not  therefore  contribute  more  than  about 
300  towards  the  total  We  have  thus  the  gratifying  result  to  record 
of  an  increase  of  4,052  pupils  for  the  year,  or  nearly  34  per  cent,  effect- 
ed almost  entirely  by  improved  arrangements  in  the  formerly  existing 
schools. 

67.  The  average  number  of  pupils  for  each  school  has  thus  been 
raised  to  27.  This  is  more  than  double  the  average  attendance  of  the 
indigenous  schools.  But  the  actual  strength  of  individual  flobli  schools 
is  in  numerous  cases  very  much  higher  than  the  average.  The  largest 
is  at  Melkote,  where  there  are  146  pupils,  including  45  girls.  The  next 
is  the  Tyamagondal  School,  ^th  1 00.  Holalkere  and  Eudur  have  ovei*  80, 
Kalale  over  70;  Ajjampur,  Bidadi,  Bagur,  Channaraypatna,  Dodbele, 
Honnali,  Eubbattur,  Lakkur,  Masti,  Talya,  Urdagere  and  Vastara 
over  60.    Besides  these  there  are  26  schools  with  over  50  pvpls  each.

Ai 
regards  the  condition  of  the  schools,  the  Inspectors  report  23  as  verygooi^ 
146  as  good^  and  214  as  fair]  the  rest  are  not  satisfactory.  We  Qm 
gather  t^^t  230  schools,  or  about  two-fifths  of  the  whole  number^  hai^ 
pupils  advanced  beyond  the  elementary  stage;  that  68  per  cent  are  doii« 
generally  well,  30  per  cent  very  well  Arrangements  for  the  additicHal 
training  of  such  masters  as  require  it  will  probably  result  in  improving 
the  standard  of  those  schools  which  have  not  yet  attained  to  a  satisfactoiy 
conditioa 

70.  A  number  of  new  schools  of  this  class  will  be  opened  during 
the  ensuing  year,  the  masters  for  which  have  been  under  training  at 
Devanhalli  and  Shimoga.  Applications  for  the  establishment  of  such 
schools  are  of  ahnost  dally  occurrence,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
people  as  a  whole  appreciate  the  instruction  imparted,  which,  elemental} 
though  it  be,  is  yet  superior  to  what  was  commonly  obtainable  in  the 
formerly  existing  indigenous  schook  But  even  that  consideration  wooU 
probably  not  have  sufficed  to  invest  the  hobli  schools  with  the  popularitj 
they  enjoy,  had  they  not  been  established  on  the  basis  of  the  old  counti; 
schools,  and  to  a  great  extent  under  masters  who  had  previously  secured 
the  confidence  of  their  respective  neighbourhoods.  With  faithfiil  and 
intelb'gent  inspection,  and  a  due  allowance  of  assistants,  I  look  to  see 
an  average  before  bng  of  50  pujnls  to  each  hobli  school

72.  The  schools  at  Hassan,  Ghintamani  and  Closepet  appear  to  be 
doing  welL  The  others  are  fair,  with  the  exception  of  those  at  Magadi 
and  Shrinivaspur,  which  are  in  very  poor  condition.

— At  the  former  place  upwards  of  600  candidate 
presented  themselves  for  admissioa  It  was  impossible  to  make  pix^^^isioD 
for  any  thing  like  this  number,  which  exceeded  that  of  all  the  hoUi 
Bchools  put  together.  After  a  careful  examination  of  each  man's  claims 
and  qualifications,  60  were  selected  for  training.  They  continued  ui)der 
iBitruction  in  the  various  books  used  in  hobli  schools,  and  had  i^gvltf 
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practice  in  giving  lessons  to  a  class,  up  to  March,  when  a  final  examina- 
tion was  held.  Oi  the  53  students  who  appeared  for  examination,  28 
ware  granted  certificates  of  qualification  and  appointed  to  the  chaige  of 
schods.

77.  8hmog(L—Tlm  training  school  was  opened  in  May  with  32 
slodents,  who  went  through  a  course  similar  to  that  adopted  at  Devan- 
halli.

As  intimated  in  last  year's  report,  arrangements  of  a  more 
satisfactory  character  than  had  previously 
existed  Kere  under  consideration  as  regards 
the  means  of  instruction  in  dvil  engineering 
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79.  The  correspondence  on  this  question  dates  as  &r  back  as 
September  1873,  when  the  Government  of  India  called  for  a  report  as 
to  the  training  that  could  be  locally  provided  for  subordinates  of  Ihe 
Forest  Department.  The  proposals  for  meeting  this  demand  gradually 
took  shape  in  a  scheme  for  a  School  of  Engineering  and  Natural  Scieaoe, 
to  be  placed  under  a  competent  Engineer  Officer  as  Principal,  and  at- 
tached to  the  High  School,  Bangalore^  as  a  branch.  The  design  of  the 
institution  was  extended  so  as  to  embrace  the  preparation  of  candidates 
for  both  the  upper  and  subordinate  grades  of  the  Public  Works,  Be?eniie 
Survey  and  Forest  Departments. 

80.  The  following  Notification  published  on  the  20th  November 
states  the  conditions  of  admission  and  the  course  of  studies. 

'^  With  the  sanction  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  in 

Council,  conveyed  in  the  despatch  noted  in 
jo.^mo,  p,(Uted4thSepteii,-  ^  ^^^^^^  ^  ^^^^  f^^  ^^  education  of 

natives  for  the  Departments  of  (1)  PabBc 
Works,  (2)  Revenue  Survey  and  Settlement,  and  (3)  Forests,  will  be 
established  in  connection  with  the  Bangalore  High  School,  on  or  about 
the  1st  of  April  1875,  under  the  designation  of  the  "  School  of  Engin6e^ 
ing  and  Natural  Science."  The  school  will  consist  of  two  departmente, 
termed  Upper  and  Lower  Divisions,  designed  respectively  to  foniish 
employes  for  the  Upper  and  Subordinate  Establishments  of  the  Depart- 
ments referred  to  above.  The  selection  of  candidates  for  nomination  to 
the  Upper  and  Lower  Divisions  of  the  school  respectively  wiD  be  made 
annually  in  the  month  of  March,  under  the  orders  of  the  Chief  Commifr 
sioner,  and  will  be  restricted  to  youths  of  not  less  than  17  or  more  tban 
22  years  of  age,  of  good  health  and  physique,  (as  certified  by  competent 
medical  authority,)  of  active  habits  and  who  are  prepared  to  serve  in  asj 
part  of  the  Province  of  Mysora 

All  candidates  for  the  Upper  Division  of  the  school  must  previoostf 
to  nomination  have  passed  the  University  "First-in*Arts''  Examinatioa 
Those  for  the  Lower  Division,  who  are  intended  to  fill  grades  oorrespond- 
ing  with  the  present  Upper  Subordinate  Establishment  of  the  Poblic 
Works  Department,  must  similarly  have  passed  the  University  "Matri- 
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eolation''  Ezajninatioa  Candidates  for  employment  in  the  grades  oor- 
respcHiding  with  the  present  Lower  Subordinate  Establishment  of  the 
Department  Public  Works  will  be  subjected  to  an  entrance  examination 
in  Arithmetic,  Eanarese  and  English. 

If  the  number  of  approved  candidates  for  either  division  of  the 
school  is  in  excess  of  the  number  required,  the  Chief  Commissioner  may, 
at  his  discretion,  direct  that  selection  be  governed  by  a  competitive 
examination  in  Mathematics,  English  and  Eanarese. 

Nominations  will  be  made  in  the  first  instance  without  reference  to 
the  special  department  of  the  public  service  to  which  the  pupils  will 
ultimately  be  appointed.  The  first  half  of  the  course  prescribed  for  both 
divisions  will  be  occupied  with  such  subjects  as  are  common  to  the  re- 
quirements of  all  three  departments  of  the  service.  At  tlie  conclusion  of 
the  first  half  of  the  course,  the  students  will  be  allotted  to  the  several 
departments  of  the  service,  selection  being  made  as  far  as  possible  with 
reference  to  the  aptitude  and  inclination  of  each  student  Thenceforth 
the  education  of  the^students  will  be  conducted  with  reference  to  the  special 
requirements  of  the  department  of  the  service  to  which  they  are  assigned. 

An  engagement  will  be  taken  from  all  candidates  previously  to  final 
nomination,  binding  themselves  with  two  securities  in  the  sum  of  Rs.  2,000 
for  the  Upper  and  Rs.  500  for  the  Lower  Department,  to  serve  the 
Mysore  State,  if  required,  in  the  Department  to  which  they  may  be 
ultimately  assigned,  in  any  part  of  the  Province  to  which  they  may  be 
sent,  for  a  tenn  of  not  less  than  five  years  from  the  date  of  their  final 
admission  to  the  service. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  the  Upper  Division  for  pupils  under 
training  for  the  superior  grades  of  the  departments  specified  in  the  J  st 
para  of  this  order  will  ordinarily  occupy  three  years.  The  term  may  be 
abridged  in  the  case  of  any  student  who  is  able  to  complete  the  course 
in  a  less  period. 

The  fee  for  pupils  while  under  instruction  in  this  division  is  fixed 
atBs.  15  per  mensem,  payable  quarterly  in  advance,  and  they  will  pro-

Quarterly  examinations 
will  be  held  to  test  the  progress  of  the  students  in  both  divisions,  and 
any  student  who  fails  to  satisfy  the  examiner  at  such  examinations,  or 
who  is  considered  unlikely  to  attain  the  required  proficiency  within  the 
period  prescribed  for  the  course,  will  be  reported,  in  view  to  his  removal 
from  the  school,  in  which  case  he  will  forfeit  his  claim  to  an  appoint- 
ment under  Government  Cases  of  marked  misconduct  on  the  paaft  of 
any  pupil  will  be  sunilarly  reported  with  the  same  object 

At  the  close  of  the  course  a  final  examination  will  be  held,  designed 
to  test  the  general  proficiency  of  the  students  in  each  division  of  the 
school.  Seniority  in  the  several  grades  and  departments  will  be  determin- 
ed by  the  result  of  this  examination. 

Those  students  who  pass  will  join  the  departments  to  which  they 
are  assigned,  in  the  order  of  their  passing,  on  probation  for  one  year,  at 
the  end  of  which  period,  if  they  give  satisfaction,  they  will  be  confirmed 
and  will  thereafter  be  fully  eligible  for  promotion.  The  appointments  in

The  object  of  the  school  is,  as  already  stated,  the  education  of 
candidates  for  certain  specifieii  departments  of  the  Mysore  Government 
service.  It  is  hoped  however  that  in  process  of  time  the  sphere  of  its  us^ 
fulness  may  be  extended,  that  private  pupils  may  be  induced  to  enter  iqna 
the  course,  or  a  part  of  it,  and  that  candidates  for  appointments  in  the 
General  and  Revenue  Departments  will  avail  themselves  of  the  special 
training  provided  by  the  institution. 

Dae  notice  will  be  given  hereafter  of  any  arrangements  which  may 
be  made  for  enlarging  the  6cx)pe  of  the  school  and  rendering  it  avaHabk 
for  the  general  public." 

81 .  For  the  Principal-ship  of  the  School  of  Engineering  and  Natural 
Science  the  services  of  Mr.  Gramatzki,  Assistant  Engineer  of  the  First 
Grade,  were  placed  at  disposal.  At  the  same  time  Mr.  Subba  Rayar,  a 
graduate  of  Madras  in  Arts  and  Civil  Engineering,  was  appointed  as 
Assistant  Master. 

*  As  there  are  at  present  no  Upper  and  Lower  Establishments  oorresponding  with  those  in  Hn

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82.  In  order  to  provide  lectures  on  Botany,  Chemistiy,  Agricnltnre 
and  kindred  subjects,  arrangements  were  entered  into  with  Mr.  Hannan 
of  the  Boyal  Agricultural  Collie,  Cirencester,  who  had  been  engaged  as 
Si:;)erintendent  of  the  Experimental  Farm. 

83.  The  number  of  candidates  nominated  for  admission  was  9  to 
the  Upper  Division  and  12  to  the  Lower.  Of  the  former  5  were  intended 
for  the  Public  Works  Department,  2  for  the  Forest  Department  and  2  for 
the  Reyenne  Survey.  Of  the  latter  10  were  assigned  to  Public  Works 
and  2  to  Forests. 

84.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  institution  started  on  this  prosperous 
footing  will  ful61  the  expectation  of  Government  in  its  establishment,  and 
be  the  means  of  training  up  a  body  of  skillod  professional  men  who  will  be 
a  credit  to  the  country.

87.  Besides  the  instruction  in  the  elements  of  knowledge  thus 
imparted  to  members  of  the  criminal  classes  in  confinement,  special 
arrangements  were  made,  on  the  requisition  of  the  Deputy  Inspector 
General  of  Police,  for  teaching  reading  and  writing  to  such  of  the  police 
constables  throi^hout  the  country  as  were  ignorant  of  these  arts.  A  con- 
siderable number  have^^thus  attended  for  a  time  in  the  Taluk  and  Hobli 
schools  during  the  intervals  of  duty  and  taken  the  first  steps  in  the 
acquisition  of  knowledge. 

VI.  PRIVATE  INSTITUTIONS  UNDER  GOVERNMEKT 
INSPECTION. 

88.  The  schools  receiving  grants-in-aid  from  Govermnent  may  be 
clasfflfied  as  in  the  following  statement,  which  also  gives  the  attendajace 
and  other  particulars.

91.  Of  grants  previously  in  force  the  amount  of  Es.  60  given  to 
the  Cantonment  Orphanage,  Bangalore,  was  raised  to  Rs.  100,  to  provide 
for  the  admission  of  destitute  children  who  wei*e  not  orphans. 

92.  A  donation  was  made  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Rs.  500 

to  the  Anglo-Indian  Aid  Association.  This 
Aogio-indian  Aid  AwodatioDs.     ig  a  socieiy  formed,  as  its  name  indicates,  for 

assisting  the  poor  of  the  European  and  Eurar 
siau  community,  and  owes  its  origin  to  the  inquiries  lately  set  on  foot  by 
the  Government  of  India  regarding  the  means  of  education  for  these 
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classes  of  tbe  popdatioiu    A  similar  Association  bas  also  been  estaUiah- 
ed  at  MTSore. 

03.  The  QperatioDS  of  the  Bangalore  Association  embraced  the 
foUowii^poiuts:— 4;be  registration  from  house  to  house  of  the  persons 
requiring  aid,  with  particulars  regarding  family,  income  and  dnesms  of 
livelihood ;  the  assisting  of  Bagged  Schools  ;  the  establishment  of  an  b- 
dustrial  School,  and  the  placing  out  with  local  tradesmen  of  appneKiaon. 
Petitions  were  presented  to  Government  that  the  Apprentice  Act  miglit  be 
extended  to  Mysore,  and  also  for  the  admission  of  Anglo-Indiaas  isto 
the  Army.  Inquiries  were  further  made  regarding  the  openiogB  fo 
emigration. 

94.  The  registration  above  referred  to  will  doubtless  be  of  pest 
use  when  completed  ;  it  is  still  going  on.  Of  the  Ragged  Schools,  one 
opened  in  Shule  at  the  expense  of  private  persons  contains  39  boys  and 
giria.  To  this  the  Association  gives  Rs.  20  a  month.  A  like  sum  is  given 
to  Saint  Mark's  Ragged  School,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a  meal  a 
day  for  poor  children.  A  school  for  girls  established  in  the  Infuitry 
Lines  has  since  been  given  up. 

95.  The  Industrial  School  has  been  estabUshed  in  the  Friend-is- 
need  Society's  workshop,  lent  to  the  Association  free  of  rent  for  one  yeaL 
Here  there  are  1 1  boys  learning,  3  of  them  smith's  work  and  8  car- 
pentering, under  a  European  foreman.  Besides  these,  3  lads  have  been 
apprenticed  out  as  shoemakers,  7  as  fitters,  &g.  at  iron  works,  3  as  print- 
ers, 2  as  stone-masons  and  2  as  gardeners.  The  necessity  for  industrial 
training  was  remarked  upon  in  last  year  s  report,  and  these,  measures 
indicate  a  good  beginning  made  in  the  right  direction. 

96.  The  Mysore  Association  has  established  a  Night  Poor  School, 
which  is  reported  to  be  doing  good.

100.  While  treating  of  this  subject  it  may  be  worth  while  to  in- 
quire into  the  details  as  they  affect  the  cities  of  Bangalore  and  Mysore, 
the  only  two  places  on  which  there  are  regular  settlements  of  Anglo-In- 
diaaa^  and  in  each  of  which  an  association  has  been  formed  for  their  aid. 

101.  Calculated  on  the  same  {oinciple  as  the  foregoing  statements; 
we  ascertain  that,  within  the  limits  of  school-going  age,  there  are  slUy- 
getber  778  boys  and  829  girls  in  Bangalore,  and  20  boys  and  21  girls  in 
Mysora  The  school  returns  shew  748  boys  and  628  girls  being  taught 
in  Bangalore,  and  18  boys  and  19  girls  in  Mysore.

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hovev)^  noted.  The  boys  of  the  Collie  class  were  Car  from  ready  in  an- 
sweiing.  Dr.  Pope,  who  himself  put  the  questions,  noticed  this.  The 
Depaty  Inspector  reports  that  the  Preparatory  Matriculation  class  were 
deficient  in  their  knowledge  of  Euclid,  and  utterly  confused  by  a  change 
of  Euclid's  language ;  that  in  English  the  practice  of  simple  composition 
seemed  to  require  more  attention,  as  the  boys  had  difiSculty  in  expressing 
themselves  neatly  and  correctly  in  answering  questions ;  that  the  first  and 
second  classes  read  badly, 

106.  With  the  view  of  helping  this  school  out  of  financial  difficul- 
ties, a  grant  of  Bs.  12,000  was  given  for  purchase  of  the  site,  and  a  loan 
of  Rs.  37,000  on  liberal*  terms  sanctioned  on  the  security  of  the  buildings. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  these  measures  will  result  in  the  increased  efficiency 
of  the  institution* 

107.  In  applying  for  the  grants,  the  Committee  undertook  to  bring 
the  training  of  the  school  within  the  reach  of  the  whole  Eurasian  and 
European  community  of  Bangalore  not  otherwise  provided  for.  As  re- 
gards the  course  of  instruction  the  Government  of  India  insisted  upon  the 
imparting  of  a  thorough  and  accurate  knowledge  of  English  and  arith- 
metic, a  good  knowledge  of  some  local  vernacular  language,  and  that 
habits  of  self-dependence  should  be  inculcated  as  far  as  possible.  On 
the  latter  point  the  Committee  stated  that  they  did  not  see  their  way  to 
introduce  industrial  training,  but  that  the  idea  df  preparing  the  pupils 
to  earn  their  own  livelihood  was  very  prominently  kept  before  them ; 

which  statement  was  noticed  by  Government  in  the  following  terms : 

'4t  would  seem  that  the  Committee  confuse  industrial  training  with  the 
independent  habits  incdsted  on.  What  the  Government  of  India  desire 
is,  that  the  boarders  of  both  sexes  should  be  taught  to  do  without 
servants  of  any  kind,  and  that  such  habits  should  be  inculcated  in  them 
as  will  enable  them  to  rough  it  in  active  life  hereafter."

114.  English — ^IWe  has  been  a  decrease  of  attendance  at  SakU 
John's  School  from  80  to  60.  The  present 
Btandaid  of  instruction  seems  to  require  more 
adaptation  to  the  wants  of  the  bojs  who  attend 

the  school.  It  aims  too  high,  and  the  sub-divisions  in  the  classes  are  too 
numerous.  The  Orchtemee  School  has  been  well  conducted  by  the  new

The  inspection  reports  on  tiiese  sdiools  are  on 
tiiie  wliole  lav<J!»Ue.  The  Jaghirdar's  Schod  has  been  put  on  a  better 
footing  1^  the  engageeaent  of  a  competent  master. 

116.  Kanarese. — ^Under  this  head  are  placed  two  schools  belonging 
to  the  London  Mission,  situated  at  Malur  and  Anekal ;  and  three  Weslqran

improvement 

1 1 7.  Tama  and  Tdugu.— The  Ghatur-Veda-SiddhantarSabha  Semi- 
naries continue  to  be  most  ably  conducted  by  the  Committee  composed 
of  native  gentlemea  The  junior  classes  are  reported  to  have  received 
special  attention. 

118.  Sanshrit. — Of  the  12  Sanskrit  institutions  the  most  satis&o- 
toiy  are  those  at  Chikballapur,  Muttur  and  Shravana  Belgola.  I  am  glad 
also  to  report  that  the  Melkote  School,  the  largest  of  all,  has  been  re- 
constituted on  a  promising  and  efficient  basis.    This  institution  OQ^t 

*  from  its  resources  and  teachiug  power  to  take  the  lead.  Pandit  Jagan- 
nathachari's  School  at  Seringapatam  is  also  favorably  reported  on.  The 
Bangalore  V idya  Nilaya  is  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  state  and  the  Yedar 
tore  school  has  broken  down  altogether. 

119.  Attempts  are  being  made  to  superadd  the  study  of  a  vemacu- 
lar  kuguage,  and  of  mathematics  and  geography,  to  the  exclnsivelj 
literary  course  pursued  at  these  schools.  Instances  are  common  among 
them  of  young  men  highly  trained  and  eminentiy  skilled  in  the  literature, 
grammar,  or  dialectics  of  a  dead  language,  yet  unacquainted  viith  the 
simplest  arithmetical  rules  and  operations.  Some  of  the  ingenuity  ex- 
pended on  the  arrangement  of  complimentary  verses  in  the  puzzles  of  a 
profusion  of  iandhas  would  be  much  better  directed  if  turned  to  the 
solution  of  algebraic  problems  and  the  lika 

120.  Persian  and  Hindustani. — The  foregoing  remarks  applj 
mutatis  mutandis  to  the  Persian  and  Hindustani  Madrasas.  The  language 
subjects  receive  every  attention,  and  are  in  fact  tiie  only  ones  reall; 
taught  Students  of  the  very  highest  classes  often  do  not  know  how  to 
subtract  correctly.  Suggestions  for  remedying  these  defects  have  been 
very  willingly  received.  The  Muhammadia  andEudusi  Madrasas  are 
reported  to  be  well  managed,  and  in  advance  of  the  rest  in  teacfaiDg 
mathematics  and  geography.  The  Sultani  Madrasa  gives  advanced 
instruction  in  Arabic  and  Persian.  The  Islamia  Madrasa  is  not  up  to  the 
mark.    The  Ahmedia  Madrasa  at  Shrinivaspur  is  favorably  mentioned.

1 24.  Tamil  and  Teltigfu.— The  1 8th  Hussars'  School  has  now  a  good 
building,  erected  at  the  expense  of  the  Officer&  The  school  is  reported 
to  be  doiDg  good  in  the  neighboiurhood.  The  Gun  Troop  School  ivas 
inferior  to  the  above.  The  master's  attention  required  to  be  more  direct- 
ed to  arithmetic.    He  did  not.  think  Long  Diviaion  of  any  use. 


125.  iiim2u5fanJb— Some  of  these  schools  are  far  from  satisfactoiT. 
The  foUowiog  however  are  reported  on  favorably  ;  Davangere,  Hindjgar 
nal,  Tyamagondal,  Ghintamani  and  Bonur.  The  Hassan  School  has  been 
closed  altogether  by  the  desertion  of  the  master.  At  Channapatna  a  sec- 
tarian dispute  interrupts  all  progress.  The  Hfesfir,  Honnali,  Magadi 
and  Nelamangala  Schools  are  not  what  they  were.  A  special  effort  must 
be  made  to  remedy  this  state  of  things. 
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D.  Aided  Femalb  Schools. 

126.  Higher  Class. —In  Bislwp  CoOcn's  School  the  girls  who  attend 
ibe  college  class  with  the  boys  gave  me  the  very  slightest  opportunity 

fikhopOottoD*8  School.  offormiogan   estimate  of  their  attainments, 

ObQTwtofthe  Good  Shepherd,  as  Only  one  or  two  Ventured,  and  that  rarely, 
to  attempt  the  answer  of  a  question.  The 
school  classes  appeared  to  be  makiog  fair  progress.  Mental  arith- 
metic is  reported  to  have  been  well  done  in  the  first  and  second 
classes.  The  third  class  was  on  the  whole  the  best  The  Depu- 
ty Inspector  adds  that  the  importance  of  teaching  domestic  useful- 
ness,  so  far  as  it  can  be  taught  in  a  school,  ought  not  to  be  overloic^ed. 
The  reports  on  the  Wesleyan  School  and  the  Convenl  are  exceedingly  fa- 
vorable. Of  the  former,  the  Deputy  Inspector  says  '  I  cannot  speak  too 
hij^y  of  the  order  and  management  of  the  schcol'  At  the  Convent  dicta^ 
tion  was  done  better  than  anywhere  else,  and  all  the  arrangements  be- 
tokened very  careful  supervision. 

127.  Middle  Class.— At  the  Saint  John's  School  the  results  were 
not  as  good  as  might  be  expected,  considering  the  number  of  girls  and 
the  staff  available  for  teaching.  The  arithmetic  was  generally  incorrect, 
owing  perhaps  to  the  use  of  too  many  text  books.  English  grammar 
was  well  repeated,  but  the  girls  could  not  apply  it  to  the  reading  books. 
The  Infant  School  continues  very  satisfactory.  Miss  Vergusson^s  School 
is  a  well  taught  one,  and  of  great  benefit  to  the  neighbourhood. 

128.  Lower  Class.— Ot  these  schools,  those  connected  with  the 
London  and  Wesleyan  Missions  in  the  Fetta  and  Alsur  are  well  taught 
and  carefully  maoaged.  The  Hindu  Female  School  in  the  Cantonment 
is  also  admirably  conducted.  The  Wesleyan  Schools  in  Tumkur,  Mysore 
and  Shimogai  are  doing  well.  So  is  the  interesting  school  at  Chitaldroog, 
kept  by  a  Lingayat  mistress.  The  Saint  Paul's  Schools  are  altogether 
unsatisfactory.  The  Hindust^ini  Schools,  I  regret  to  say,  shew  no  im- 
provement over  last  year, 
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E.  Pbivate  Unaided  Schools. 

129.  From  Deputy  Commissioners  of  Districts  and  from  Missionai; 
Societies  returns  have  been  received  shewing  the  existence  of  1 336  pri- 
vate unaided  schools.  This  is  exactly  200  less  than  last  year.  The  total 
daQy  average  attendance  of  pupils  is  17,056,  against  18,914  as  giTenin 
the  last  report.  The  Hindu  schools  appear  to  number  1,260,  Muhamma- 
dan  schools  40.  So  far  as  these  various  figures  can  be  depended  on,  tbej 
shew  a  decided  diminution  in  the  number  of  indigenous  6chooI&  The 
income  from  fees  is  set  down  as  Bs.  43,1 1 5,  and  from  other  sources  as  Rs. 
455,  against  Rs.  50,995  and  Rs.  3,349  respectively  last  year,  which  points 
in  the  same  directioa 

130.  The  distribution  of  the  indigenous  schools  may  be  gathered 

from  the  accompanying  ta- 
ble, which  compares  the  fi- 
gures with  those  of  last  year. 
The  number  has  OHisider- 
ably  decreased  in  every  Do- 
trict  except  Bangalore  asd 
Chitaldroogr  where  there  is 
a  slight  increase.

31st  of  March  1875  was  of  the  value  of  Rs.

Depot  during  the  year  34,605  books,  at  a  cost 
of  Rs.  13,055.  The  number  of  books  supplied  to  Branch  Depots  for  sale 
was  39,084,  valued  at  Rs.  8,913. 

133.  The  amount  reaUzed  by  sales  of  books  and  paid  into  Govern- 

ment treasuries  was  Ra  18,003  or  about  the 
Sokt.  same  as  last  year.

separately  submitted  in  due 
course.  The  comparative  state- 
ment in  the  maigin  will  shew 
that  the  total  number  entered 
was  nearly  double  that  for  {be 
previous  year.  Of  the  publica- 
tions 2  were  in  English,  39  in 
Kanar^se,  1  in  Telugn,  7  in  Hin- 
dttstani,  8  in  Sanskrit  (with 
Kanarese  translation  or  notes) 
and  one  in  Persian. 
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137.  The  work  under  the  head  of  biography  is  a  life  of  Eabva 
D&sa,  a  religious  mendicant  who  lived  in  the  time  of  Akbar,  and  used  to 
travel  between  Seringham  and  Seringapatam  accepting  alms  and  feed- 
ing all  who  came  to  him.  The  works  classed  as  dramatical  are  all  based 
upon  episodes  of  the  Maha  Bharata,  composed  as  yaksha  gdna  for  public 
performance.  With  one  exception  the  stories  are  connected  with  fight- 
ing. The  medical  work  is  an  edition  of  Dr.  Conquest's  Outlines  of  Mid- 
wifery, with  translation  in  Kanarese,  under  the  title  of  Sutika  Sdsiffi 
Sangraha^  by  Arokyam  Pille,  The  religious  works  include  Christa  Salk 
Prdrthanef  a  Christian  Liturgy  in  Kanarese  ;  sjiA  Brahmdnanda  SatdkOi 
hymns  of  the  Brahmo  Samaj,  also  iu  Kyiarese. 
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DL  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

138.  The  taluic  school  houses  at  Hole  Honnur  and  Tarikere  were 
completed  by  the  Public  Works  Department,  according  to  the  second 
class  standard  design.  The  long  looked  for  building  at  Hunsfir  was  com- 
menced.   This  will  be  on  the  first  class  plan. 

139.  Many  of  the  schools  are  carried  on  at  a  great  disadvantage 
owing  to  want  of  suitable  premises.  Arrangements  were  therefore  made 
for  the  erection  by  this  Department  of  a  certain  number  every  year, 
which  will  add  greatly  to  the  permazency  of  the  improvement  which  has 
taken  place  during  the  past  year. 

140.  Repairs  were  carried  out  to  18  school  houses  at  a  total  cost 
of  Ba.  3,408^.  The  amount  of  the  estimates  varied  from  Rs.  563  to  R&  27. 
The  school  grounds  at  Chitaldroog,  Nyamti,  Eolar  and  Magadi  were 
endosed  and  levelled  at  an  expenditure  of  Rs.  295. 

141.  The  building  grants  given  have  ahready  been  mentioned  under 
aided  schools. 

X.  CONCLUSION. 

142.  The  remoter  parts  of  the  Eadur  Mainad  and  the  south  of  the 
Mysore  District  were  visited  by  me  in  the  cold;  weather.  The  former  in- 
accessible region  is  now  being  opened  up  so  thoroughly  for  traffic  that 
inspection  will  no  longer  be  a  matter  of  difficulty,  and  I  found  a  strong 
desire  prevailing  among  those  with  whom  I  came  in  contact  for  schools. 
But  more  especially  for  English  instruction,  which  is  not  to  be  wondered 
at  in  connection  with  the  general  settlement  of  European  coffee  planters 
in  those  parts.  Applications  for  aid  to  Sanskrit  and  Muhammadan 
schools,  which  are  of  course  semi-religious  in  their  character,  are  very 
frequent. 

143.  I  would  take  the  opportunity  of  again  recording  my  sincere 
thanks,  and  that  of  the  Department  generally,  for  the  personal  interest 
at  all  times  manifested  in  school  proceedings  by  Sir  Richard  Meade, 
Chief  Commissioner ;  and,  during  his  absence  from  this  Province,  by 
Mr.  J.  D.  Gordon,  o.  a.  i.  and  the  Honorable  Mr.  Dalyell,  officiating  in 
that  appointment 
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144  To  the  various  Officers  of  the  Administration,  who  haYe  ever 
been  most  willing  in  rendering  assistance  to  the  work  of  edacation  irithin 
the  range  of  their  respectiye  jurisdictions,  we  are  much  indebted. 

145.  The  services  of  the  Inspectors,  Principals  and  other  execative 
and  instmctioDal  members  of  the  Department,  as  brought  to  notice  in 
various  parts  of  this  report,  are  entitled  to  my  best  acknowledgmeotB.
